CHAPTER 1. 

House Bill No. 1. 

APPROPRIATIONS, PER DIEM MEMBERS, SALARY EMPLOYEES, POSTAGE, 
STATIONERY AND INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 

AN ACT to appropriate funds for the compensation of the members, officers and 
employees of the Tenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming; to pay for 
the necessary legislative printing of the said Tenth Legislature; to pay 
for the necessary postage, stationery and incidental expenses of the said 
Tenth Legislature; to pay for preparing certified copies of the Session 
Laws of the said Tenth Legislature; to pay for printing journals of the 
House and Senate of the said Tenth Legislature. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of forty thousand 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to pay the per diem and 
mileage of the officers, members and employees of the Tenth Legislature 
of the State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of twenty-five hundred 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to pay for the neces- 
sary legislative printing of the Tenth Legislature of the State of Wyo- 
ming. 
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Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of four thousand dollars 
or so much thereof as may be necessar}% to pay for the necessary station- 
ery, postage and supplies for the Tenth Legislature of the State of Wyo- 
ming. 

Sec. 4. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five hundred dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, to pay for preparing copies of 
the Session Laws of the Tenth State Legislature of the State of Wyo- 
ming, for the use of the printer. 

Sec. 6. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sura of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars, or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay for the printing 
of the Session Laws of the Tenth Legislature of the Stato ol Wyoming. 

Sec. 6. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay for the printing of the 
journals of the House and Senate of the Tenth Legislature of the State 
of Wyoming. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 2. 

House Bin No. 13. 
RELATING TO SECRET SOCIETIES. 

AN ACT relating to the fraudulent use of the name or title of Secret Fraternities. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

GUILTY OF MISDEMEANOR. 

Section 1. Any person, firm, association, society, order or ors-an- 
ization, or any officer, agent, representative or employee thereof, or 
person acting or pretending to act on behalf thereof who in a news- 
paper or other publication published in this state, or in any letter, writ- 
ing, circular, paper, pamphlet or other written or printed notice, matter 
or device without authority of the Grand Lodge (hereinafter mentioned) 
fraudently uses, or in any manner directly or indirectly aids in the use 
of the name or title of any secret fraternal association, society, order 
or organization which has had a grand lodge in this State for ten years, 
ror any imitation of such name or title, or any name or title so nearly 
resembling it as to be calculated to deceive, or who without such au- 
thority publishes, sells, lends, gives away, circulates, or distributes any 
letter, writing, cireular, paper, pamphlet, or other written or printed 
notice, matter or device directly or indirectly advertising for or solicit- 
ing UKMubers or a|>plieations for membership in such secret fraternal 
association, society, ord(»r or organization or in any alleged or pre- 
tended association, society, order or organization using or designated or 
claimed to be known by such title or imitation or resemblance thereof or 
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who therein or thereby offers to sell or to confer or to communicate or 
to give information directly or indirectly where, how, of whom, or by 
what means any alleged or pretended degree or any alleged or pretended 
secret work or any alleged or pretended secrets of such secret fraternal 
association, society, order or organization, or of any alleged or pretended 
association, society, order or organization designated or claimed to be 
known by such title or imitation or resemblance thereof can or may 
be obtained, conferred or communicated, is guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction, shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year nor less than thirty days, or by a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars nor less than thirty dollars for each offense. Any 
such letters, writing, circular, paper, pamphlet, or other written or 
printed notice, advertising matter or device, shall be deemed presump- 
tive proof of the fraudulent character of the scheme therein referred 
to and of an intent to violate this section. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 3. 

House Bill No. 2. 

RELATING TO ACTIONS BY REPRESENTATIVES OF DECEASED PERSONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3449 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899, relating to actions by representatives of deceased persons, the 
amount to be recovered In such action, the distribution thereof, and the 
time within which such actions shall be commenced. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoviing: 

ACTION BROUGHT BY. 

Section 1. That Section 3449 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, shall be amended and re-enaeted so as to read as follows: 

Section 3449. Every such action shall be brought by, and in the 
name of, the personal representative of such deceased person; and the 
Amount reecived in every such action sh/iU be distributed to the parties 
and in the proportions provided by law, in relation to the distribution 
of personal estates left by persons dying intestate. In every such case, 
the jury shall give such damages as they shall deem fair and just, and 
the amount so recovered shall not l)e subject to any debts or liabilities 
of the deecased; Provided, That every siu'h action shall be commenced 
within two years after the death of such dc(*eascd person.'* 
HOW CONSTRUED. 

Sec. 2. Nothing in this act contained sliall be so construed as to 
discharge, release, or repeal any cause of action or right of action 
existing prior to tlie taking effect of this act, or any such action shall 
be brought, maintained, heard, tried and determined, and shall pro- 
ceed to trial, judgment and execution, the same as if this had not been 
passed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

INTENT TO COMMIT FELONY. 

AN ACT entitled "An Act to amend and re-enact Section 4977 of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming of 1899." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

INTENT TO COMMIT FELONY. 

Section 1. That Section 4977 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899 is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 4977. Whoever, at any time, breaks and enters into any 
dwelling house, kitchen, smoke-house, out-house, shop, office, store-house, 
warehouse, mill, distillery, brewery, pottery, factory, barn, stable, school- 
house, church, meeting-house, or building used for the purpose of reli- 
gious worship, car-factory, tool house, freight house, station house, de- 
pot, railroad car, sheep wagon, tent, court house, or other public build- 
ing or other buildings whatsoever, with intent to commit a f^ilony, or 
with intent to steal property of any value, is guilty of burgldiy, and 
shall ba imprisoned in the penitentiary not mor.^ than fourteen years.'' 

EFFECT. 

Sec. 2. The foregoing amendment and re-enactment of said Sec- 
tion 4977 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 1899 shall not have 
the effect of repealing said Section as originally enacted, but the 
same shall remain in full force and effect as to all offenses denounced 
by it and committed prior to the passage of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 6.

ARSON— MURDER FIRST DEGREE. 

AN ACT entitled "An Act to amend and re-enact Section 4975 of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming of 1899." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

PENALTY. ^ 

Section 1. That Section 4975 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899 is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 4975. Whoever wilfully or maliciously burns, or attempts 
to burn any dwelling house or other building, finished or unfinished, 
occupied or unoccupied, whether the same be used or intended for a 
dwelling house or any other purpose; or any bridge, or any cordwood 
in a pile; or any rick, stack, or shock of grain, hay or straw; or any 
grain not severed from the ground; or any fence of whatever material 
composed; or the material intended for the construction of any such 
house, building, bridge or fence; or any timber or lumber; or any rail- 
road car or water tank or wind-mill; or any sheep wagon or tent, 
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whether used for a dwelling place or other purpose; the property so 
« burned being of the value of twenty dollars or upwards, and being 
the property of another; or being insured against loss or damage by fire, 
and the burning or attempting to burn being with the intent to preju- 
dice or defraud the insurer, is guilty of arson, and shall be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary not more than twenty-one years, and should the life 
of any person be lost thereby, -such offender shall be deemed guilty 
of murder in the first degree and shall suffer death." 

EFFECT. 

Sec. 2. The foregoing amendment and re-enactment of said Sec- 
tion 4975 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 1899 shall not have 
the effect of repealing said section as originally enacted, but the same 
shall remain in full force and effect as to all offences denounced by it 
and committed prior to the passage of this act. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in full force from and 
after its passage..

CHAPTER 6. 

House Bin No. 8. 

LETTING OF CONTRACTS FOR PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

AN ACT entitled "An Act to amend and rB-enact Section One of Chapter Nine 
of the Session Laws of 1907, relating to letting of contracts for public 
improvements, regulating the same, and prescribing the duties and powers 
of Town or City Councils, and Boards of Trustees in reference thereto." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

CONTRACTS FOR PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

Section 1. Tliat Section 1 of Chapter 9 of the Session Laws of 
1907 relating to letting of contracts for public improvements, regulating^ 
the same and prescribing the duties and powers of Town or City Coun- 
cils and Boards of Trustees in reference thereto, be amended and re- 
enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. All contracts for the making of any public improve- 
ment or water supply, and any public work or improvement when the 
expense theerof shall exceed two hundred dollars, shall be let to the 
low^est responsible bidder after due and proper notice by advertise- 
ment in a daily newspaper for at least five issues. In cities or towns 
having no daily newspaper, the advertisement shall appear in a weekly 
or semi-weekly newspaper for at least two issues. That such work, im- 
provement and the contract therefor shall be let only to such bidder. 
Every such contract shall be approved, by the Council Or Board of Trus- 
tees of each city or town and shall be executed by the Mayor or in his 
absence or disability by the President or other presiding officer of the 
Council or Board of Trustee.s and Town or City Clerk ; Provided, how- 
ever, That such Council or Board of Trustees shall have power to re- 
ject any and all bids." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 4th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 7. 

Senate File No. 43. 

RELATING TO QRANTINQ OF LIQUOR LICENSES. 

AN ACT entitled, "An Act to amend and re-enact Section Two Thousand One 
Hundred and Sixty-three of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, as 
amended by Section 2 of Chapter 43 of the Session Laws of 1901, relating 
to the granting of loquor licenses." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

OUTSIDE INCORPORATED CITIES AND TOWNS. 

Section 1. That Section 2163 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended by Section 2 of Chapter 43 of the Session Laws of 
1901, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 2163. Before any license shall be granted for the sale 
of liquors, the applicant therefor shall file his written application for 
such license in the oflSce of the county clerk. Said application shall con- 
tain a full and accurate description of the building in which liquors 
are to be sold, and a full and accurate description of the premises on 
which such building is located. All applications for county license shall 
be he^d at the second regular meeting of the board of county com- 
missioners which shall occur subsequent to the filing of the applicatiesi. 
Provided, however, That in counties in which the Boards of County 
Commissioners are not required by law to meet monthly, notice of such 
application with a full and accurate description of the buildings and 
premises where liquors are intended to be sold, shall be given by pub- 
lishing the same for four weeks successively in some newspaper pub- 
lished and of general circulation in the county, or if no newspaper is 
published therein, by posting for four weeks as aforesaid written or 
printed notices in five of the most public places in the vicinity of the 
said premises and such application in such county shall be heard at 
the next regular meeting of the Board of County Commissioners after 
the completion of said time. All county licenses shall be granted by 
the Boards of County Commissioners of the several counties and they 
shall have power to grant licenses only to persons of good moral char- 
acter who are freeholders in this State. Provided, That said Board 
shall refuse to grant any license or extend any existing license for the 
sale of liquors at any place outside of incorporated cities and towns. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
jts passage.

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CHAPTER 8. 

House Bill No. 17. 

TERMS OF COURT, SECOND JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3297 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899. as amended by Chapter 99 of the Session Laws of Wyoming 
of 1901, relating to terms of court In the Second Judicial District. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

TERMS. 

Section 1. That Section 3297 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended by Chapter 99 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1901, 
be amended and re-enaeted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 3297. Regular terms of the District Court in the several 
counties of the Second Judicial District, or Judicial District Number 
Two, shall be held each year at the respective county seats of such 
counties as follows: 

"In the County of Albany, two terms; one beginning on the second 
Monday in March, and one beginning on the second Monday in Sep- 
tember. 

*'In the County of Natrona, two terms; one beginning on the sec- 
ond Tuesday in January, and one beginning on the second Tuesday 
in July. 

**In the County of Fremont, two terms; one beginning on the sec- 
ond Monday in May; and one beginning on the second Monday in 
November.*' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 9. 

House Bill No. 27. 

RELATIVE TO SALARIES OF OFFICERS AND- EMPLOYEES STATE 

INSTITUTIONS. 

AN ACT to repeal Sections 059 and 666 of the Revised Statutes of 1899, relative 
to salaries of certain officers and employees of State Institutions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Sections 659 and 666 of the Revised Statutes of 
1899 be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in/ force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 10th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 10. 

House Bill No. 26. 

RELATING TO SURETY AND GUARANTEE COMPANIES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3249 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming of 1899, relating to surety and guarantee companies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. That Section 3249 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

Section 3249. Such company to be qualified to so act as surety 
or guarantor must be authorized under the laws of the State where 
incorporated, and under its charter, to guarantee the fidelity of persons 
holding places of public or private trust, and to guarantee the perform- 
ance of contracts other than insurance policies, and to execute bonds and 
undertakings required or permitted in actions or proceedings or by 
law alleged; must comply with the requirements of every law of this 
State applicable to such company, in doing business therein; must 
have good available assets exceeding its liabilities, which liabilities shall 
be taken to be its capital stock, its outstanding debts and a premium 
reserve at the rate of fifty per centum of the annual premiums on all 
outstanding bonds, undertakings, recognizances and obligations of like 
character in force; must have on deposit with the commissioner of in- 
surance or other state officers of the State where incorporated or char- 
tered, at least one hundred thousand dollars in good securities worth 
at par and maiket value at least that sum, and held for the benefit of 
the holders of the obligations of such company ; and if at any time any 
of such securities shall depreciate in value below the minimum amount 
herein required, such company shall upon demand of the Commissioner 
of Insurance increase the amount and character of the S3cunties until 
they shall at least equal the sum of one hundred thousand dollars; must 
file with the Commissioner of Insurance a certified copy of its charter, 
or act of incorporation, a written application to be authorized to do 
business under this chapter, and a statement signed and sworn to by 
its president or one of its vice presidents and its secretary or one of 
its assistant secretaries, stating the amount of its paid up cash capital, 
particularizing each item of investment, the amount of premium on ex- 
isting bonds upon which it is surety, the amount of liability for un- 
earned portion thereof, estimated at the rate of fifty per centum of 
the annual premium on all outstanding obligations, stating also the 
amount of its outstanding debts of all kinds; and such further statement 
similarly verified as may be by the laws of this State required of such 
• company in transacting business therein; and, if such company be or- 
ganized under the laws of any other State than this State, it must 
have a fully paid up, safely invested and unimpaired capital and sur- 
plus of at least one million dollars; must appoint an attorney in this 
State, upon whom process of law can be served, and file in the office 
of Commissioner of Insurance, a written instrument duly signed and 
sealed, certifying such appointment, which shall continue until an- 
"^ther attorney be substituted ; must have at least two hundred thousand 
Uars invested in good interest-bearing or dividend-paying securities, 
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of the character in which it is allowed, under the laws of the State 
where incorporated, to invest its capital, or in which like companies un- 
der the laws of this State are allowed to invest their capital, which said 
securities shall be at or above par and be deposited with or held by 
the insurance superintendent or other corresponding officers of the 
State where incorporated in trust for the benefit of the holders of the 
obligations of such company." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 11. 

House Bill No. 18 
SEIZURE AND DESTRUCTION OF GAMBLING DEVICES. 

AN ACT providing for the seizure and destruction of gambling devices. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyomiug: 

NUISANCE. 

Section 1. That any gambling table, gambling device, or parapher- 
nalia adopted, devised, or designed for the purpose of playing, conduct- 
ing, or carrying on, any game of chance, prohibited by the laws of this 
State, is hereby declared to be a nuisance, and whenever a written com- 
plaint signed by the complainant under oath, alleging that he verily 
believes that any such gambling table, gambling device or parapher- 
nalia is located at any place within this State, describing such gambling 
table, device or paraphernalia by name, and naming the place of its 
location, is presented to any District Judgfi or Justice of the Peace, 
within whose jurisdiction the same is alleged to exist, it shall be his. 
duty to forthwith issue his warrant, in the form prescribed by law for 
search warrants, directed to the sheriff or constable, commanding such 
officer to search for, seize, and bring before him such gambling table, 
device or gambling paraphernalia, and upon proof of its character, as 
such, thereupon to cause the same to be destroyed by burning or other- 
wise. 

POWER OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 2. The officer who shall be charged with the execution of any 
warrant, specified in Section 1 of this act, shall have like power in the 
execution thereof, as is provided by law for the execution of search war- 
rants. 

WITNESS. 

Sec. 3. No person otherwise competent as a witness shall be dis- 
qualified from testifying as such in any such proceeding brought under 
the provisions of this act, on the ground that such testimony may 
criminate himself, but no prosecution can afterwards be had against him 
for any offence concerning which he testified. 

DUTY CF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 4. It is hereby made the duty of every County and Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff*, Constable or police officer to file 
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complaints under the provisions of this aet whenever he shall have 
knowledge or receive information that any gambling table, gambling 
device or gambling paraphernalia adopted or designed for the purpose 
of playing any of the games of chance prohibited by the laws of this 
State, is within his district or county, and to give all possible assistance 
in prosecuting such cases, and any such officer refusing or neglecting 
so to do, is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
in any sum n jt less than fifty dollars, nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisonment in the county jail not more than ninety days, 
or both, in the discertion of the court, and any such conviction shall 
be sufficient grounds for his removal from office. 

REPEAL. 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 12. 

House Bill No. 30. 

PRESCRIBING SALARIES OF JUSTICES OF SUPREME COURT, DISTRICT 

JUDGES. 

AN ACT prescribirg the salaries of the Justices of the Supreme Court and the 
Judges of the District Courts. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyomiiig: 

ANNUAL SALARY. 

Section 1. The Justices of the Supreme Court shall each receive 
an annual salary of five thousand dollars, and the Judges of the Dis- 
trict Courts shall receive an annual salary of four thousand five hun- 
dred dollars, which shall be paid in monthly installments at the end of 
each month, and upon request, the State Auditor shall draw warrants 
upon the State Treasurer accordinprly, in favor , of ^aid Justices and 
Judges; such increase of salary shall not apply to, or affect the salary 
of, any such Justice or Judge now in office during his present term, but 
during their present terms respectively the Justices and Judges now 
in office shall receive the salary now provided by law. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 11th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 13. 

Senate File No. 7. 

REGULATING THE SALE OF SYRUPS. 

AN ACT to regulate the sale of syrup, molasses, glucose (corn syrup mixtures 
and maple syrup mixtures, and to protect the public health, and providing 
a penalty for the violation of the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyonting: 

NO PERSON SHALL SELL. 

Section 1. No person, firm or corporation, by himself, cjfficer, serv- 
ant or agent, or as the officer, servant or agent of any other person, firm 
or corporation, shall sell, offer or expose for sale or have in his pos- 
session with intent to sell any syrup, maple syrup, sugar-cane syrup, 
sugar syrup, refiners' syrup, sorghum syrup, molasses or glucose (corn 
syrup), unless the same be true to name under which it is sold, and 
unless the barrel, cask, keg, can, pail or other original container, con- 
taining the same be distinctly branded or labeled with the true name 
of its contents; and no person, firm or corporation, by himself, officer, 
servant or agent, or as the officer, servant or agent of any other per- 
son, firm or corporation, shall sell, offer or expose for sale or have in 
his possession with intent to sell any syrup, maple syrup, sugar-cane 
syrup, sugar syrup, refiners' syrup, sorghum syrup or molasses, mixed 
with glucose (corn syrup), unless the barrel, cask, keg, can, pail or other 
original container, containing the same, be distinctly branded or labeled 
so as to plainly show the true name of each and all of the ingredients 
composing such mixture, as follows: First — In case said mixture shall 
contain glucose (corn syrup), in a proportion not to exceed 50 per cent., 
by weight, it shall be labeled and sold as Maple Syrup and Corn 
Syrup," Sugar Cane Syrup and Corn Syrup," Sugar Syrup and Corn 
Syrup," Refiners' Syrup and Corn Syrup," ''Sorghum Syrup and 
Com Syrup," or Sorghum and Corn Syrup," or Molasses and Com 
Symp," as the case may be. Second — In case said mixture shall contain 
glucose (corn symp), in a proportion exceeding 50 per cent., and not 
more than 75 per cent, by weight, it shall be labeled and sold as *'Corn 
Symp and Maple Symp," ''Corn Syrup and Sugar Cane Syrup," "Corn 
Symp and Sugar Syrup," "Corn Syrup and Refiners' Syrup," "Cora 
Syrup and Sorghum Syrup," or "Corn Syrup and Sorghum," or "Corn 
Syrup and Molasses," as the case may be. Third — In case said mix- 
ture shall contain glucose (com syrup), in a proportion exceeding 75 
per cent, by weight, it shall be labeled and sold as "Corn Syrup, fla- 
vored with Maple Syrup," "Corn Syrup flavored with Sugar Cane 
Symp," "Corn Syrup flavored with Sugar Syrup," Corn Syrup 
flavored with Refiners' Syrup," "Com Syrup with Cane Flavor," 
"Corn Syrup flavored with Sorghum Syrup," or "Corn Symp 
with Sorghum Flavor," "Corn Symp flavored with Molasses," or 
"Com Symp with Molasses Flavor," as the case may be. The 
lalJels provided for in this section shall be printed in type not 
smaller than eight-point Brevier caps and shall bear the name and 
address of the manufacturer or dealer. In mixtures in which glucose 
(com symp), shall be mixed with any symp or molasses in the pro- 
portion of not more than 50 per cent, by weight of the total product, 
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the words 'Torn Syrup*' shall be printed in type of the same size and 
style and the same color as may be used in printing the name of any 
syrup or molasses with which the glucose (corn syrup) may be mixed, 
and said mixture shall be so labeled and sold. In mixtures in which 
glucose (corn syrup) shall be mixed with any syrup or molasses in the 
proportion of not more than 75 per cent, and not less than 50 per 
cent, by weight, the words ''Corn Syrup" shall be printed in the same 
color and in type of the same style and sizes as may be used in 
the printing of the name of any syrup or molasses with which it may 
be mixed, and such mixture shall be so labeled and sold. In all mix- 
tures in which glucose (corn syrup) is used in the proportion of more 
than 75 per cent by weight, the name of the syrup or molasses which 
is mixed with the glucose (corn syrup) for flavoring purposes and the 
words showing that said syrup or molasses is used as a flavoring, as 
provided in this section, shall be printed on the label of each container 
of such mixture in the same color and in the same style of type, but 
not larger than the type used in printing the name **Corn Syrup." The 
mixtures or syrups designated in this section shall have no other desig- 
nation or brand than herein required that represents or is the name 
of any article which contains a saccharine substance ; and all brands or 
labels required shall be an inseparable part of the general or distinguish- 
ing label, and the general or distinguishing label shall be the principal 
and conspicuous sign under which it is sold ; nor shall any of the afore- 
said glucose (corn syrup), syrups, molasses or mixtures contain any 
substance injurious to health, nor any other article or substance other- 
wise prohibited by law in articles of food. 

SHALL NOT SELL OR SOLICkT. 

See. 2. No person, firm or corporation, by himself, officer, servant, 
or agent, or as the officer, servant or agent of any other person, firm 
or corporation, shall solicit or take orders for delivery, or sell, exchange, 
deliver or have in possession with intent to sell, exchange or expose, or 
offer for sale or exchange, any maple syrup mixed with sugar-cane 
syrup, sugar syrup, refiners' syrup, sorghum syrup or molasses, unless 
the same be labeled and sold so as to show the true name of each an<I 
all of the ingredients contained therin and unless each barrel, keg, cask, 
can, pail or other original container, containing the same be distinctly 
branded or labeled and sold so as to plainly show the true name of 
each and all of the ingredients composing such mixtures, as follows: 
First — If said mixture shall contain 50 per cent, or more by weight of 
maple syrup, it shall be labeled and sold as ''Maple Syrup and Sugar 
Cane Syrup," ''IMaple Syrup and Sugar Syrup," *' Maple Syrup and Re- 
finers' Syrup," Maple Syrup and Sorghum Syrup," or ''Maple Syrup 
and Sorghum," or "Maple Syrup and Molasses," as the case may be. Sec- 
ond — if said mixture shall contain not less than 25 per cent., nor more than 
49 per cent, by weight of maple syrup, it shall be labeled and sold as "Su- 
gar Cane Syrup and Maple Syrup," "Sugar Syrup and Maple Syrup," 
"Refiners' Syrup and Maple Syrup," "Sorj^hum Syrup and Maple Sy- 
rup," or "Sorghum and Maple Syrup," or "Molasses and Maple Syrup," 
as the case may be. Third — If said mixture shall contain less than 25 
per cent, by weight of maple syrup, it shall be labeled and sold as 
"Sugar Cane Syrup flavored with Maple Syrup," "Suj^ar Syrup flavored 
with Maple Syrup," "Refiners' Syrup flavored with Maple Syrup," 
"Sorghum Syrup flavored with Maple Syrup," or "Sorghum flavored 
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with Maple Syrup," or Molasses flavored with Maple Syrup," as the 
case may be. All labels provided for in this section shall be printed 
in English, in type not smaller than eight-point Brevier caps and shall 
bear the name and address of the manufacturer or dealer. In mix- 
tures in which maple syrup shall be mixed with molasses or any or 
either of the syrups designated in this section in the proportion of not 
less than 50 per cent, by weight of the total product, the word Maple" 
shall be printed in type of the same size and style and in the same 
Color as may be used in the printing of the name of any other syrup 
or molasses with which the maple syrup may be mixed, and said mix- 
ture shall be so labeled and sold. In mixtures in which maple syrup 
shall be mixed with molasses or any or either of the syrups designated 
in this section, in the proportion of not less than 25 per cent., and not 
more than 49 per cent, by weight of the total product, the word Maple" 
shall be printed in the same color, and in type of the same size and 
style as the letters which may be used in printing the name of any 
syrup or molasses with which maple syrup may be mixed, and such 
mixture shall be so labeled and sold. In all cases in which maple syrup 
shall be mixed with any of the syrups designated in this section, in the 
proportion of less than 25 per cent, by weight of the total product, the 
word Maple" and the words showing it to be used as a flavor, as 
provided in this section, shall be printed on the label of each container 
of such mixture in the same color and in the same size and style of 
type. The mixtures or syrups designated in this section shall have no 
other designation of brand than herein required that represents or is 
the name of any article which contains a saccharine substance; and 
all brands or labels required shall be an inseparable part of the general 
or distinguishing label, and the general or distinguishing label shall 
be the principal and conspicuous sign under which it is sold; nor shall 
any of the aforesaid glucose (com syrup), syrups, molasses or mixtures 
contain any substance injurious to health, nor any other article or sub- 
stance otherwise prohibited by law in articles of food. 

GUILTY. 

Sec. 3. Whoever shall do any of the acts or things prohibited, or 
neglect, or refuse to do any of the acts or things required by this act, 
or in any way violate any of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
April 1, 1909.

REGISTER BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4 of Chapter 99 of the Session Laws 
of 1907. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of- Wyoming: 

DISTRICT REGISTRATIONS. 

Section 1. That Section 4 of Chapter 99 of the Session Laws of 
1907 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Each local registrar shall register only births and deaths that 
occur in his district. He shall examine certificates, record them in his 
register, numbering each in order of filing, and when properly made 
out shall issue burial or removal permits. He shall make prompt month- 
ly returns on the fifth day of each month to the State Registrar, or re- 
port that no births or deaths occurred in his district. He shall see 
that the provisions of this act are enforced in his district and that all 
births and deaths that occur are duly registered and shall make prompt 
report to the State Registrar of any case of failure or neglect to file 
certificates. For each certificate registered and promptly returned and 
for each correct report Of **No births" or **No deaths" he shall re- 
ceive fifty cents, to be paid annually by the County Commissioners, upon 
the presentation of a proper claim approved by the State Registrar. 
Provided, That in certain counties or districts where the sparseness of 
population renders it impossible to provide local registrars, the under- 
taker or person acting as undertaker may in lieu of filing the certi- 
ficates of death and obtaining a burial or removal permit as regularly 
required by law, make out a certificate of death, in duplicate, in which 
the default of an attending physician, the statement of cause of death 
may be made by any physiciap, or entered by the informant, and upon 
which the undertaker or person acting as such shall endorse his action 
under this proviso, and shall then forthwith mail one copy to the State 
Registrar and the other copy shall be accepted as a burial or removal 
permit under this act. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 15. 

Senate File No. 8. 

SALE OF ILLUMINATING OILS. 

AN ACT providing for the sale within the State of illuminating oils produced 
from Wyoming petroleum and providing penalties for violation of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

MUST CONFORM. 

Section 1. Illuminating oils produced from Wyoming petroleum 
and intended for sale within the State of Wyoming must conform to the 
standard laid down for Kansas and Colorado illuminating oils, and every 
tank, barrel, cask or receptacle in which illuminating oils produced 
from the Wyoming oil fields and intended for sale within the State of 
Wyoming shall be plainly and conspicuously labeled in large letters, 
"Wyoming Oil," or words of similar import. 

GUILTY MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons violating any of the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than fifty dollars, nor more than three 
hundred doUars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not more than 
ninety days or both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court and in addition to such penalty the court in its discretion may or- 
der the commissioner to confiscate the goods in controversy. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
first day of April, 1909. 

Approved February 13th, 1909. 



CHAPTER 16. 

House Bill No. 3. 

DESTRUCTION OF PREDATORY WILD ANIMALS. 

AN ACT to encourage the destruction of predatory wild animals; to provide 
bounties for the killing thereof; making an appropriation for the payment 
of such bounties; providing a penalty for making a false affidavit under 
the provisions of said act, and for the repeal of Chapter 25 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of 1907 of Wyoming, being an act approved February 13th, 
A. D. 1907. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AMOUNT OF BOUNTY. 

Section 1. For the purpose of encouraging the destruction of 
coyotes and gray and black wolves, the following bounties shall here- 
after be paid by the State of Wyoming in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided, viz: For each coyote so destroyed, one dollar and twenty-five 
cents; for each gray or black wolf so destroyed, five dollars; for each 
mountain lion so destroyed, five dollars; Provided, That the Board of 
County Commissioners of any county in the State may, in their dis- 
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cretion, by resolution or order entered on record in the proceedings of 
the Board, offer a county bounty to be paid out of the county funds, in 
addition to the State bounty provided for in this act for the destruc- 
tion of such predatory wild animals for which a State bounty shall be 
paid, and such order or resolution of the County Board shall designate 
the amount of the county bounty to be paid in 'addition to the State 
bounty, which shall in no case exceed the State bounty herein provided 
for the destruction of any predatory wild animals. 

AFFIDAVIT NECESSARY. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall desire to obtain the bounty provided 
.for in Section 1 of this act shall present in person to the County Clerk 
or Notary Public to be designated as hereinafter provided, of the 
county in which such animal or animals are killed, the entire skin of 
each animal with all the paws attached thereto, and which said skin 
shall also include, none of which shall be detached, the skin of the head 
with both ears, upper and lower lips, and upper jaw bone or head, which 
jaw bone or head shall be left connected to the skin of the head and 
upper lip, and said skin or skins shall be accompanied by an aflSdavit 
stating that the animal or animals from which the skin, or skins were 
taken, were killed by the person presenting such skin or skins in such 
county and in the State of Wyoming, and that said animal or animals 
were killed on or after the first day of March, 1909. Each applicant for 
bounty shall in all cases be identified by some resident tax payer. It 
shall thereupon be the duty of such County Clerk or Notary Public 
to give to the person who shall present such skin or skins a certificate 
stating the number of animals of each kind killed and the sum or sums 
the person is entitled to receive under the provisions of this act. Pro- 
vided, however, That any number of individuals may organize for the 
purpose of paying a private bounty for any of the animals named in Sec- 
tion 1 of this act, and shall forward to the County Clerk of the county in 
which such organization is formed a copy of the proceedings of such 
org.:.nizalion. which shall define the boundaries of the territory in which 
such private bounties shall by them be paid and the names of the Treas- 
urer and other officers of such organization. It shall then be lawful 
for the Treasurer of such organization to pay to any person present- 
ing the skin of any such animal accompanied by the affidavit of such 
person to pay such persons in addition to the private bounty or county 
bounty, the bounty provided for in Section 1 of this act, and it shall be 
the duty of the County Clerk, whenever such skins are presented by 
such Treasurer, in person and the requisite affidavit is made by such 
Treasurer before the County Clerk to the effect that he has paid such 
State bounty and also the private bounty provided for in this section, 
to issue to each such Treasurer a certificate for State or County bounty, 
and such skin shall be treated in all respects in the same manner as 
skins presented by persons killing said animals. Any County Clerk 
or Notary Public who shall issue a certificate for bounty to any per- 
son except as provided in this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be fined not less than fifty dollars, nor more than 
two hundred dollars, at the discretion of the Court. 

DUTY COUNTY CLERK. 

Sec. 3. Such County Clerk shall, thereupon, in the presence of one 
other officer of the same county, any of whom shall attend as a wit- 
ness, at the request of such County Clerk, cut off from the skin of the 
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head of any hides presented for bounty, the upper jaw or head, which 
shall include the jaw bone or head of every skin presented. Such County 
Clerk shall thereupon make and sign a certificate showing the number 
of such kind of animals from which they have been cut off said upper 
jaw or head as hereinbefore provided. 

DUTY COUNTY CLERK. 

Sec. 4. Such County Clerk shall, thereupon, forward to the Auditor 
of State a copy of the affidavit hereinbefore required, and the certificate 
made by him and such other county officer, as to the cutting off of said 
upper jaw and such papers shall be forwarded by such County Clerk to 
the State Auditor by mail. 

DUTY OF AUDITOR. 

Sec. 6. Upon receipt of the papers mentioned and set forth in Sec- 
tions 2 and 4 of this act, such State Auditor shall proceed to examine 
said papers, and if he shall find such certificates and other papers to be 
in all respects in conformity with the provisions of this act, such auditor 
shall proceed to draw a warrant in favor of such applicant, or the per- 
son to whom the claim may be duly assigned, upon the Treasurer of 
the State for the amount shown to be due by such certificate ; and shall 
forthwith transmit such warrant to the County Clerk of the County in 
which the claims originated, for delivery to the owner thereof. 

REJECTION OF CLAIM. 

Sec. 6. In case the State Auditor shall find such affidavit or cer- 
tificate, or any of them, are not in conformity with the provisions here- 
of, he shall reject such claims, or suspend action thereon, until the re- 
quirements of this act are complied with as he shall deem equitable 
and just. 

DUTY OF TREASURER. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer of the State shall pay all warrants drawn 
upon him under the provisions of this act, in the manner provided by 
law. 

RETURN OF WARRANTS TO AUDITOR. 

Sec. 8. On the first day of January of each and every year, it shall 
be the duty of the County Clerk of each county to return to the State 
Auditor all bounty warrants which have been in his hands and un- 
claimed for more than twelve months, and upon the receipt of such 
warrants, the State Auditor shall cancel same and credit the amounts 
thereof to the general fund of the State, and shall advise the State 
Treasurer of such credits. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 9. The sum of sixty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
is necessary is hereby appropriated out of the monies unappropriated in 
the State Treasury, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this act; Provided, That the payment of the bounties under 
the provisions of this act shall be limited to the appropriations herein 
made and all moneys remaining in said bounty fund on the first day of 
March, 1911, shall be returned to the general fund; Provided, further. 
That bounties earned and properly certified prior to IMarch 1st, 1911, 
may be paid from any balance remaining in said fund on !March 1st, 
1911. 
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DUTY OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Sec. 10. The Secretary of State shall provide each County Clerk 
in this State with the necessary blanks for the purpose of carrying into 
•effect the provisions of this act. 

NO CHARGE FOR SERVICES OF COUNTY OR STATE OFFICERS. 

Sec. 11. No costs, fees, or charges shall be made by any county 
or state officer for any service performed under the provisions of this 
act, except Notaries Public. 

PERJURY. 

Sec. 12. Any person who shall make any false affidavit for the pur- 
pose of obtaining said bounty, or for the purpose of corroborating the 
affidavit of any person falsely claiming said bounty, shall upon convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine in any sum not less than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00), nor more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), said fine 
to go to the school fund of the county wherein such crime is committed. 

PROOF BEFORE NOTARY PUBLIC. 

Sec. 13. It shall be lawful for any person or persons claiming any 
bounty under the provisions of this act to appear before such Notary 
Public in the coimty wherein the claim is made and make proof of same 
as herein required to be made before the County Clerk shall be the 
duty of said Notary Public in the presence of one disinterested witness, 
who shall be called for that purpose and who shall be a bona fide resi- 
dent of the county, to cut off the upper jaw bone or head of each and 
•every skin presented. It shall be the duty of the County Commission- 
ers of each county to furnish to such Notary Public blank affidavits 
for the purpose herein provided. When such Notary Public shall take 
proof of any claims for bounty under the provisions of this act, it shall 
be his duty forthwith to certify the same to the County Clerk, who 
«hall likewise certify the same to the State Auditor, as in other cases pro- 
vided. Provided, That no Notary Public shall be authorized to take 
proof for bounty under the provisions of this act until he shall have 
filed an application with the County Clerk of his county, signed by fifty 
resident taxpayers of the said County, and upon such application being 
made by a Notary Public, it shall be the duty of the County Clerk to 
issue to him a certificate, authorizing to take proof, under the provi- 
sions of this act. And, Provided, further, That no such taxpayer shall 
sign more than one petition, and the County Clerk shall refuse* to issue 
a certificate to any Notary Public whose petition contains the signature 
of persons who have heretofore signed a similar petition. 

REPEAL. 

Sec. 14. An act entitled '^An act to encourage the destruction of 
predatory wild animals and to provide bounties for the killing thereof, 
and making an appropriation for the payment of such bounties; pro- 
viding a penalty for making a false affidavit under the provisions of 
said act, and for the repeal of all acts inconsistent herewith,*' is hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the first day of March, A. D. 1909. 

Approved February 13th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 17. 

House Bill No. 29. 

PROTECTION OF HEALTH OF MEN EMPLOYED IN UNDERGROUND 

MINES, ETC. 

AN ACT to provide for the protection of the health of men employed In under- 
ground mines and in smelters, stamp mills, sampling works, concentrators, 
or any works where ores are mined or reduced, by regulating their hours 
of employment and providing penalties for the violation thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

EIGHT HOURS PER DAY. 

Section 1. The period of employment of working men in all under- 
ground mines or workings shall be eight (8) hours per day, except in 
case of emergency where life or property is in imminent danger. 

EIGHT HOURS PER DAY. 

Sec. 2. The period of employment of working men in smelters, 
stamp mills, sampling works, concentrates and all other institutions for 
the reduction of ores, and refining of ores or metals, shall be eight (8) 
hours per day, except in cases of emergency where life or property is 
in imminent danger. 

GUILTY MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons, body corporate, agent, manager or 
employer who shall violate any of the provisions of Section One (1) or 
Two (2) of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall for each oflPence, be subject to a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars or more than five hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a period of not less than one (1) 
month or more than six (6) months or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

REPEALED. 

Section 4. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall not be in full force and effect until idnety 
days after its passage and approval by the Governor.

CHAPTER 18. 

House Bill No. 35. 

BOOK KEPT BY COUNTY CLERK PUBLIC RECORD. 

AN ACT to repeal Sections 17 and 21, and amend Sections 18 and 19, Chapter 80, 
of the Session Laws of 1903. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyoming: 

REPEALED. 

Section 1. That Sections 17 and 21 of Chapter 80 of the Session 
Laws of 1903 are hereby repealed. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS SHALL FURNISH. 

Sec. 2. That Section 18 of Chapter 80, Session Laws of 1903 be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

The County Commissioners of each county shall furnish to each 
County Clerk a book in which he shall enter the returns made by ap- 
praisers for cash value of annunties, life estates and terms of years and 
other property fixed by the District Court in his county and the tax 
assessessed thereon, and the amounts of any receipts for payment thereof 
filed with him, which book shall be kept in the office of the County Clerk 
as a public record. 

SEPARATE AND SPECIAL FUND. 

Sec. 3. Section 19, Chapter 80 of the Session Laws of 1903 be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

The County Treasurer of each county shall keep all money col- 
lected under the provisions of this act in a separate and special fund 
to be expended under the direction of the County Commissioners of 
each county, for the sole purpose of the permanent improvement of the 
county road, such roads shall not be built within the corporate limits 
of any city or village, but may begin at the limit of any city or village 
and extending therefrom in the direction most traveled by the public; 
to be determined upon by the said County Commissioners. Provided, 
That such improvements may be made from the limit of any city of 
the metropolitan or first class and through a city of the second class 
or village, where the road so determined upon to be improved is a main 
road between the county and such city of the metropolitan or first 
class. All contracts for such permanent improvements shall be let by 
the said board, by competitive bids after the plans and specifications 
therefor drawn by the County Surveyor or Engineer have been filed 
with the County Clerk of each respective county. All bids for the con- 
struction of such roads shall be deposited with the County Clerk of the 
respective counties and opened by him in the presence of the County 
Commissioners, then filed with the County Clerk. All such permanent 
roadbeds shall not be less than twelve feet, nor more than sixteen feet 
in width and shall be constructed of the most durable and approved 
material and the remaining part of said road shall be constructed at 
one side of the said permanent part and be used as a dirt road. 

Provided, That it shall be lawful for the County Commissioners of 
any county having a population of not more than thirty thousand, to use 
said fund in the manner herein provided for the improvement of any 
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grade, bridge, cut, fill, orliirt road leading into any city or village within 
said county. 

Provided, That all money hereafter paid by the various County 
Treasurers to the State Treasurer, under the provisions of this act shall 
be, upon proper vouchers signed by the County Clerk and County Treas- 
urer, paid back to the said couiity from which said tax was received 
and said money when so refunded by the State Treasurer shall be placed 
in the special fund heretofore 111 ntioned in each county and shall be 
expended in like manner and for like purposes as herein above specified. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 13th, 1909. 



CHAPTER 19. 

House Bill No. 20. 

CREATING PARK COUNTY. 

AN ACT creating and forming the County of Park, defining its boundaries and 
constituting it a portion of the Fourth Judicial District, and providing for 
legislative representation of said county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DESCRIPTION. 

Section 1. That all that portion of the State of Wyoming described 
and bounded as hereinafter in this section set forth, is hereby created 
and formed a county of the State of Wyoming by the name of Park 
County, beginning at a point where the north boundary line of the State 
of Wyoming intersects the thirty-third meridian of longitude west from 
Washington, and running thence south along said meridian to its in- 
tersection with the crest of the Rock Mountains or continental divide 
separating the waters of the Yellowstone and Snake rivers; thence in 
a southeasterly direction along the crest of said divide to its inter- 
section with the eleventh standard parallel north; thence along the said 
standard parallel to its interesection with the crest of the mountain 
range dividing the waters of Wind River on the south from the waters 
of Grey Bull and Wood Rivers on the north; thence along the crest of 
said divide between the waters of the last named streams and the 
crest of the divide between the waters of Wind River on the south and 
of Grass Creek and Owl Creek on the north, to a point on the crest of 
the said last named divide at the head of the South Pork of Owl Creek; 
thence down said Owl Creek along the north boundary of the Wind 
River or Shoshone Indian Reservation to its intersection with the south 
boundary of township forty-four north, range one hundred and three 
west; thence east along said township boundary to its intersection with 
the thirty-second meridian of longitude west from Washington; thence 
north on said thirty-second meridian of longitude west from Washington 
to its intersection with the township line between townships forty-five 
(45), and forty-six (46) north; thence east along said township line to 
its intei-section with the range line between ranges one hundred (100) 
and one hundred and one (101) west; thence north along said range line 
to its intersection with the township line between townships forty-six 
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and forty-seven (46 and 47) north; thence east along said township line 
to its intersection with the range line between ranges ninety-nine (99) 
and one hundred (100) west; thence north along said range line to its 
intersection with the township line between townships forty-seven (47) 
and forty-eight (48) north; thence east along said township line to its 
intersection with the range line between ranges ninety-eight (98) and 
ninety-seven (97) west; thence north along the range line between 
ranges ninety-seven (97) and ninety-eight (98) and its offsets to its 
intersection with the forty-fifth parallel of north latitude, being the 
north boundary line of the State of Wyoming; thence west along said 
forty-fifth parallel of north latitude to the place of beginning. 

UNTIL SUCH TIME. 

Sec. 2. Until such time as the said County of Park shall have or- 
ganized and elected county officers, as provided by law, and the said offi- 
cers shall have qualified as such, all such portions of said county as at 
the time of the passage of this act belong to or are a part of Big Horn 
County for judicial, revenue and election purposes, including the repre- 
sentation in the Legislature, shall be attached to and constitute a part 
of said Big Horn County. 

AFTER ORGANIZATION. 

Sec. 3. After said County of Park shall have organized and shall 
have duly chosen its county officers as provided by law, and the said 
county officers shall have qualified, the said county shall thereafter and 
until otherwise provided by law, constitute a portion of the Fourth 
Judicial District, and one term of court shall be held therein annually 
at the county seat upon such date as shall be fixed and specified by 
the presiding Judge of said Fourth Judicial District, proper notice there- 
of to be given by publication in at least one newspaper published at the 
said county seat of the said county, which said notice shall be pub- 
lished not less than .thirty days before the date set for the opening of 
the said term of court. 

NEW CENSUS. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Park shall have organized as provided 
by law, and until such time as a new census shall have been taken in 
the State of Wyoming by the said State, or the Federal Government, 
and the Legislature upon the basis of such census shall have fixed the 
legislative representation of the several counties of the State, the said 
county of Park shall continue to be attached to and constitute a part of 
the County of Big Horn for the purpose of legislative representation. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

House Bill No. 34. 

PROVIDING FOR BRANCH HOSPITAL AT CASPER. 

AN ACT providing for the erection and equipment of a Branch of the Wyoming 
General Hospital at the City of Casper, in the County of Natrona. State 
of Wyoming, providing for the conduct and management thereof, and mak- 
ing an appropriation therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

APPROPRIATION. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated the sum of twenty-two 
thousand five hundred dollars ($22,500 00), or so much thereof as may 
be necessary out of any funds in the State Treasury, not otherwise ap- 
propriated, for the erection, equipment and management of a Branch of 
the Wyoming General Hospital at or near the City of Casper, in the 
County of Natrona, State of Wyoming. 

OUTY STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Charities and 
Reform, as soon as practicable after the passage of this act, to procure 
by donation a suitable site within or near the City of Casper, in the 
County of Natroqa, State of Wyoming, upon which to erect said Branch 
Hospital, and the title to such site shall be in fee simple, and shall be 
taken in the name of the State of Wyoming. 

PLANS, DRAWINGS, ETC. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Charities and 
Reform, as soon as practicable, to procure plans, drawings and speci- 
fications for the buildings necessary and proper for said Branch Hos- 
pital. The exterior of said buildings shall be of brick or stone, but the 
plans determined .upon by the Board shall be such as will admit of fur- 
ther enlargement so as to preserve the symmetry of the building^; pro- 
vided, always, that the amount expended in the erection and equip- 
ment of the buildings herein provided for shall not exceed the sum 
of twenty-two thousand five hundred dollars. 

ADVERTISE FOR PROPOSALS. 

Sec. 4. After adopting such plans and specifications the Board of 
Charities and Reform shall advertise for proposals for the erection of 
such Branch Hospital buildings, according to said plans •and specifi- 
cations for the period of thirty days in some daily newspaper published 
in this State, and also in each of the weekly newspapers published in 
Natrona County, and all contracts shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder, who shall give the bond hereinafter required; Pro- 
vided, That the Board of Charities and Reform may reject any and all 
bids as it may deem advisable and may advertise again for proposals 
for a period of not less than ten days. 

eOND. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the said Board of Charities and Re- 
form to exact from the person or persons to whom any contract shall 
be awarded, under the preceding section, n bond to the State of Wyo-

ming in the amount of the proposal of such person or persons, with 
two or more sufficient sureties, or the surety of a Guaranty Company 
authorized to do business in this State, to be approved by the Board, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his or their contract, within 
a time to be fixed by the Board of Charities and Keform. 

MONEYS REMAINING. 

Sec. 6. If after the said site shall have been secured and the said 
Branch Hospital buildings erected and completed under the provisions 
hereof, there shall be any moneys remaining out of the appropriation 
made by this act, the same shall be transferred to, and shall be covered 
back into the State Treasury and become a part of the fund from which 
it was drawn. 

OBJECT. 

Sec. 7. The object of said Branch Hospital shall be to provide 
sustenance, care and medical and surgical attention for all who shall 
be in need of such sustenance, care or medical or surgical attention, and 
to such other persons as may be admitted under the laws, rules and 
regjilations established for the government of the Wyoming General 
Hospital. 

UNDER SUPERVISION OF. 

Sec. 8. The said Branch of the said Wyoming General Hospital 
shall be under the immediate supervision of the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Reform, and the provisions of law, for the conduct of the said 
Wyoming General Hospital, and all acts amendatory thereof shall ap- 
ply to and be the law governing the conduct of said Branch of the 
Wyoming General Hospital. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

REIMBURSE COUNTY ASSESSORS. 

AN ACT authorizing Boards of the County Commissioners In the State of Wyo- 
ming to reimburse County Assessors for expenses incurred ifl the year 
1908 In excess of the appropriation authorized by law. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

EXCESS OF APPROPRIATION. 

Section 1. Boards of County Commissioners of the respective 
Counties of the State of Wyoming are hereby authorized to audit and 
pay the claims of County Assessors within such coilnties for expenses 
incurred in the year 1908 in the performance of their official duties, 
which expenses were in excess of the appropriation and compensation 
authorized by law. Provided, That the claims so audited and allowed 
shall in all manner and form conform to the requirements of the statute 
in force and effect at this time respecting the payment of the claims 
of county assessors. 
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REPEALED. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 22. 

House Bill No. 44. 

RELATING TO PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 2700, 2701 and 2704 of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, relating to the submission to the electors of 
the State of proposed amendments to the Constitution, and repealing all 
acts and parts of acts in conflict with said sections as amended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

OUTY SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Section 1. That Section 2700 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as 
to read as follows ; 

Section 2700. The Secretary of State shall number serially, in 
the order in which they are received, all proposed amendments to the 
Constitution received by him from each Legislature, commencing with 
number one in numbering those received from each Legislature, and 
in addition to such number shall indorse upon each proposed amend- 
ment so received a brief statement of the subject or subjects to which 
it relates. In case the bill or resolution proposing such amendment 
shall designate a form of such statement, the form so designated shall 
be adopted by the Secretary of State in making his indorsement. Such 
number and statement shall constitute a part of such proposed amend- 
ment for the purpose of reference in submitting the same to the elec- 
tors of the State." 

SECRETARY OF STATE SHALL PUBLISH. 

Sec. 2. That Section 2701 'of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as follows: 

** Section 2701. The Secretary of State' shall cause each proposed 
amendment to be published in full, as required by the Constitution, 
and for the period therein prescribed, in at least one newspaper of 
general circulation, published in each county, with a notice prefixed 
thereto that at the ensuing gc^neral election such proposed amendment 
will be submitted to the electors of this State for adoption or rejection, 
and in addition thereto shall cause said proposed amendment with said 
notice to be published in at least one other newspaper of general cir- 
culation published in each county, if there be such, for -at least three 
consecutive weeks, commencing such additional publication within sixty 
days prior to the election at which the amendment is required to be 
submitted. The Secretary of State may also cause each proposed 
amendment to be printed upon slips or leaflets and as so printed to 
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be circulated by mail or otherwise among the electors. The expense 
of publishing such amendment or amendments, and the printing and 
circulation of the slips and leaflets aforesaid shall be paid out of the 
general fund of the State Treasury from any money not otherwise 
appropriated, and upon the presentation of proper claims or vouch- 
ers for any such expense certified to b^ correct and appro ved by the 
Secretary of State, the Auditor shall draw his warrant upon the State 
Treasurer in favor of the proper party for the payment thereof." 

MANNER OF VOTING. 

Sec. 3. That Section 2704 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming. 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 2704. The manner of submitting and voting upon any- 
proposed Constitutional amendment or amendments shall be as follows: 

First. Separate official ballots for that purpose shall be prepared 
each of which shall include all proposed amendments to be submitted 
at such election, and no other question. Said ballots shall be prepared 
and distributed to the proper election officer or officers by the County 
Clerk of each county at the expense of the county at the same time and 
under the same regulations as to number, color and quality of paper 
as in the case of regular official ballots containing the names of can- 
didates for public office. At the top of the ballot shall be printed 
'^Proposed Constitutional Amendments — Official Ballot.'' If there shall 
be more than one proposed amendment to be submitted at any election 
they shall be placed upon the ballot in the order of their number and in 
such a manner that the electors may vote for or against each of them 
separately as required by Section 2 of Article 20 of the Constitution- 
It shall not be necessary to print any proposed amendment in full upon 
the ballot, but it shall be sufficient to refer to it by its number and the 
brief statement of its subject or subjects indorsed upon it l)y the Sec- 
retary of State. The language of the submission of any such amend- 
ment on such ballot shall be substantially as follows : 

Proposed Constitutional Amendment, Number Relating to 

(Stating thti number and sul)ject). (Yes .) 

(No .) 

Second. The elector shall designate by a cross oi)posite the word 
'*yes*' or '*no,'* how he desires to vote. A cross after the word *'yes'' 
shall be counted and recorded as a vote in favor of the aniendment, 
and a cross after the word *'no'' shall be counted and recorded as a 
vote against the amendment. 

Third. It shall be the duty of the County Clerk of each county to 
provide a separate ballot box for each voting i)recinct in the county 
in which shall be deposited the ballots provided for in this section,, 
and such ballot boxes shall be provided and delivered at the expense 
of the county in the same manner and at the same time as the regular 
ballot boxes are required to be provided and delivered. 

Fourth. The separate official ballots' provided for shall be stamped 
and indorsed by the proper election officer or officers before being de- 
livered to the voters in the manner i)rovided by law in the case of 
ballots containing the names of candidates for public office; and it 
shall be the duty of the propth' election officer or officers when deliver- 
ing to each qualified voter the regular official ballot containing the 
names of candidates to deliver to him or her one of the ballots herein 
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provided for and to see that the same is returned by such voter and 
deposited in a separate ballot box provided for that purpose. 

Fifth. The regulations provided by law in case of ballots con- 
taining the names of candidates for instructing and assisting voters 
shall so far as applicable apply to the ballots provided for in this sec- 
tion and the votes cast by the electors upon proposed Constitutional 
Amendments, and the provisions of law in force at the time relating 
to spoiled and unused ballots shall apply to the ballots provided for in 
this section. 

Sixth. The same poll books and tally sheets that are provided for 
the use and returns of the judges and clerks of election in case of 
the election of public officers may be used for making the returns of 
the votes cast upon a proposed Constitutional amendmant or amend- 
ments, and in such case it shall be the duty of the County Clerk to 
cause such poll books and tally sheets to be so prepared as to enable 
the election officers to make full and complete returns upon the vari- 
ous amendments submitted. The ballots cast upon the amendment or 
amendments shall be returned by the judges of election to the County 
Clerk separate from the ballots containing the names of candidates, 
and in the same manner as such last named ballots are required to be 
returned or delivered to such clerk. 

Seventh. In all other respects the provisions of law in force at 
the time concerning the conduct of elections shall apply so far as ap- 
plicable. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. That all acts and parts of acts in conflict with the above 
named section as hereby amended shall be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATIVE TO FOREST RESERVE FUND. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1 of Chapter 7 of the Sessions Laws 
of 1907, relative to distribution of the United States Forest Reserve Fund. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

HOW APPROPRIATED. 

Section 1. Section 1 of Chapter 7 of the Session Laws of 1907 is 
hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 1. On the first day of January of each year, or as soon 
thereafter as there shall be any money in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the fund created by Act of Congress, approved June 30, 1906, 
as amended by Act of Contrress, approved ]\Iay 23, 1908, or any act 
amendatory thereto or supplemental thereof, whereby twenty-five per 
centum, or any other proportion, of the money received from each For- 
est Reserve in the State is paid to the State to be expended for the 
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benefit of the public schools and public roads of the county or counties 
in which the Forest Reserve is situated, the State Treasurer shall make 
apportionment of said fund to the several counties of the state entitled 
thereto in the manner hereinafter described." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RECORDS OF STATE ENGINEER AND BOARD OF CONTROL COMPETENT 

EVIDENCE. 

AN ACT making certified copies of records of the office of State Engineer and 
the State Board of Control competent evidence. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoniing: 

COMPETENT EVIDENCE. 

Section 1. Copies of papers, books, records and maps, on file and 
deposited by virtue of any law, in the office of the State Engineer or 
State Board of Control, and certified by the State Engineer or Sec- 
retary of the State Board of Control, shall be competent evidence in 
the courts and have the same force and effect as the originals would if 
produced. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 16th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 26. 

House BUI No. 31. 

TO PROVIDE FOR THE PROPER VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 

AN ACT to provide for the proper ventilation of coal mines in this State and 
to provide a penalty for the violation of this act and repealing Chapter 
61, Session Laws of 1905, and any and all acts and parts of acts iDCon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

PROVIDE AMPLE MEANS OF VENTILATION. 

Section 1. The owner, lessee, or agent of any coal mine, whether 
shaft, slope or drift, shall provide and maintain for every such mine, 
ample means of ventilation affording not less than one hundred and 
fifty cubic feet of pure air per minute for each and every person em- 
ployed in said mine, and as much more as the circumstances may re- 
quire, which shall be circulated around the main headings and cross- 
headings and working places to an extent that will dilute, carry off 
and render harmless the noxious or dangerous gases generated therein; 
the main current of air shall be so split, or subdivided as to give a 
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separate current of reasonably pure air to every hundred men at work, 
and the Inspector shall have authority to order separate currents for 
smaller groups of men, if, in his judgment, special conditions make it 
necessary; and the air current for ventilating the stable shall not pass 
into the intake air current for ventilating the working parts of the 
mine. In mines generating firedamp, worked out or abandoned parts 
thereof shall be kept free of standing gas, or properly walled off and 
the entrance thereto properly closed, and cautionary notice posted on 
the stoping to warn persons from danger, and every working place 
and all other places where gas is known or supposed to exist shall be 
carefully examined by the fire-boss within two hours immediately be- 
fore each shift, with a safety lamp, and in making said examination 
it shall be the duty of the fire-boss at each examination to leave at the 
face of every place examined, evidence of his presence; and it shall 
not be lawful for any miner to enter any mine or part of a mine gen- 
erating fire-damp until it has been examined by the firo-boss aforesaid, 
and by him reported to be safe. No working place shall be driven more 
than fifty feet in advance of a break-through or air-way. All cross- 
cuts in rooms and entries, except the one nearest to the working face, 
shall be sealed in such manner that the air current shall be directed 
across the working place. 

PENALTY. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons, or association of persons, or cor- 
poration or agent, lessee or owner of any coal mine in this State, or 
any fire-boss or miner who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act, shall upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not less than 
two hundred dollars, nor more than five hundred dollars for each of- 
fense. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 3. Chaptf^r 61 of the Session Laws of the State of Wyoming 
passed by the Eighth State Legislature, the same being approved Feb- 
ruary 20th, A. D. 1905, and also the act thereby amended, and any and 
all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

House Bill No. 81. 

AUTHORIZING CONSTRUCTION OF AN EAST WINQ TO GIRLS' DORMITORY 

AT UNIVERSITY. 

AN ACT authorizing the construction of an east wing to the Girls' Dormitory 
and Domestic Science Building at the State University, Laramie, Wyo- 
ming, and the further completion of the same building and the equipment 
thereof, and authorizing the levying of a tax to provide funds therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyoming: 

TRUSTEES UNIVERSITY AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. The Board of Trustees of the University of TVyoming 
are hereby authorized to erect and construct an east wing to the Girls* 
Dormitory and Domestic Science Building, as the same notr stands upon 
the University grounds at Laramie, Wyoming, and to further finish and 
complete the building as now erected, and equip the same. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated, for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of this act, the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,- 
000), to be raised in the following manner, to-wit : It shall be the duty of 
the State Board of Equalization, at the time of making the annual tax 
levy for state purposes, or as otherwise provided by law, for the year 
1909, to direct the various boards of County Commissioners of the sev- 
eral counties of the State, to levy on all the taxable property in their 
respective counties a tax of such fraction of one mill on each and every 
dollar of the assessed valuation of such property as will realize the 
sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00), approximately, but not 
less than that amount, which taxes shall be levied, collected, and paid 
to the State Treasurer in the manner provided by law for the levy- 
ing, collecting, and payment of other State taxes, and shall be expend- 
ed under the direction of the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Wyoming, to erect, construct and equip an east wing, and finish the 
building as now erected as a Girls' Dormitory and Domestic Science 
building, as authorized in Section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take eflPect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 27. 

House Bill No. 55. 

RELATING TO' THE SALALRY OF CLERK OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3414 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
mng of 1899, relating to the salary of the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyomiug: 

Section 1. That Section 3414 of the Kevised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899 be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to 
read as follows: 
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''Section 3414. The Clerk of the Stipreme Court shall receive an 
annual salary of eighteen hundred dollars, which shall be paid in month- 
ly installments at th^ etid of each month, and the Auditor shall draw 
warrants upori the Treasurer payable to said Clerk in payment of such 
salary. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AN ACT to pay the contingent expense of the State Veterinarian; to pay the 
expense of maintenance and support of Wyoming General Hospital at 
Rock Springs; and to pay deficiency In expense of the State Board of 
School Examiners; to pay the expense of printing the biennial reiwrt o 
the Commissioner of Public Lands; printing the rules and regulations 
of the State Board of Land Commissioners, and for postage, printing, and 
incidental expenses in the office of Commissioner of Public Lands for the 
period ending March 31st, 1909; to pay the contingent expenses of State 
Inspector of Coal Mines of District Number 1, prior to March 31st, 1909.

AMOUNT. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five hundred 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay the expense of 
the State Veterinarian for the period expiring March 31st, 1909. 

STATE BOARD OF SCHOOL EXAMINERS. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated,, the sum of five hundred and 
twenty-three dollars and fifty cents, or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary to pay a deficiency in the expense of the State Board of School 
Examiners, for the period ending March *Ust, 1909. 

WYOMING GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appiopriated the sum of thirty-five hundred 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay for the main- 
tenance and support of the Wyoming General Hospital at Rock Springs.

"There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $850.00, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary to pay the expense of printing the 
biennial report of the Commissioner of Public Lands; printing the rules 
and regulations of the State Boards of Land Commissioners, and for 
postage, printing and incidental expenses in the office of Commissioner 
of Public Lands for the period ending March 31st, 1909. 
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INSPECTOR OF COAL MINES, DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Sec. 6. The sum of three hundred and seventy-five dollars or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any 
funds in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated to pay the con- 
tingent expenses of State Inspector of Coal Mines of District No. 1, 
prior to March 31st, 1909. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

DUTIES OF INSURANCE COMMISSIONER.

EX-OFFICIO INSURANCE COMMISSIONER. 

' Section 1. The State Auditor, who under the laws of the State 
of Wyoming i? made ex-offieio Insurance Commissioner of the State, 
shall collect the following fees from every insurance company, associa- 
tion, person or persons, agent or agents of such Insurance Companies, 
doing business in this State: 

For filing and first examination of the first application of any 

company and issuing the certificate of license thereon $50.00 

For filing each annual statement made by any company, associa- 
tion, person or persons, agent or agents 25.00 

For each certificate of authority issued 1.00 

For every copy of every paper filed, fifteen cents per folio, and 
one dollar for certifying the same and aflSxing the seal of of- 
fice thereto, and in all cases where the Auditor accepts serv- 
ice in any suit or action at law 2.50 

All of which fees shall be paid to the State Treasurer to be credited 

to the General Fund of the State of Wyoming.

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CHAPTER 30. 

House Bill No. 21. 

REGULATING THE PUBLICATION OF LEGAL NOTICES. 

AN ACT relating to and regulating the publication of legal notices and legal- 
izing publications heretofore made in conformity with this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of ^Wyoming: 

PERIOD OF TIME. 

Section 1. That all notices by law directed, authorized or per- 
mitted to be made by publication, may be published once each week in 
a newspaper published once or oftener than once each week during 
the period of time in and for whicii such notices are required by law 
to be published, and all such weekly publications made in a newspaper 
issued more than once each week shall be published in the same issue 
in each succeeding week for the required period of publication. 

MAY BE MADE WEEKLY. 

Sec. 2. Wherever the law requires or permits the publication of a 
notice for a certain number of days specified prior to any action, hear- 
ing, sale, or any other proceeding or act, unless otherwise provided by 
law, may be made weekly in conformity to the provisions of Section 1 
hereof and as often as weekly publication in conformity to the pro- 
visions of Section 1 hereof can be made during the period of time for 
which such publication is required by law to be made, the first pub- 
lication to be made as many days prior to such action, hearing, sale, 
or any other proceeding or act, as the law requires. 

ONCE EACH WEEK SUFFICIENT. 

Sec. 3. In all eases wRere under the laws a notice is required or 
permitted to be published for a number of weeks specified, it shall be 
sufficient that the publication be made once each week for the number 
of issues corresponding to the number of weeks from which such publi- 
cation is required to be made; Provided, however. That not more than 
fifteen days shall intervene between the date of the last publication and 
the time set for the intended hearing, action, sale, or other proceed- 
ing or act. In no ease shall the notice given for a longer time than 
required by law, be held defective for that reason. 

VALID. 

Sec. 4. All publications heretofore made, when otherwise in con- 
formity with law, shall be held sufficient, and are hereby declared to be 
valid, if made in conformity with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 31. 

House Bill No. 40. 

RELATING TO COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1 and 3, Chapter 93 of the Session 
Laws, 1907, relating to compulsory education. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

FREE TO ALL CHILDREN. 

Section 1. That Section 1, Chapter 93, Session Laws, 1907, be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. That the public schools of each school district of the 
State shall at all times be equally free and accessible to all children 
resident therein over six and under the age of twenty-one years, sub- 
ject to such regulations as the district board in each district may pre- 
scribe. Every parent, guardian or other person in this state having^ 
control or charge of any child or children between the ages of seven 
and fourteen years, inclusive, shall be required to send such child or 
children to a public, private or parochial school, or to two or more 
of these schools, each school year, during the entire time that the pub- 
lic school shall be in session in the district in which the pupil resides. 

Provided, That exceptions may be made in the following cases: (1) 
Invalids or others to whom the schoolroom might be injurious, may upon 
receipt of a physician's certificate, be excused by the district board. (2) 
Pupils to whom the provisions of this act might work a hardship may be 
excused by the written consent of the district board when a request 
stating the reason for such excuse is presented by the parent or guar- 
dian to the district board. (3) Pupils who for legal reasons have been 
excluded from the regular schools and no provisions made for the 
schooling of such children.** 
LIST OF NAMES OF CHILDREN. 

Sec. 2. That Section 3, Chapter 93, Session Laws, 1907, be amended 
and re-enacted to read as f oUowis : 

Section 3. That on the first day of school in each school dis- 
trict it shall be the duty of the clerk thereof to furnish to the sheriff or 
constable within the proper precinct, a list of the names of children of 
compulsory school age within the district who are enumerated on the 
regular enumeration lists. At the close of the first week of school in 
such district, it shall be the duty of each teacher therein to send to the 
county superintendent of schools a complete list of pupils attending his 
or her school, which list shall be immediately forwarded by said county 
superintendent to the proper sheriif, deputy sheriff, constable or truant 
officer, in order that the provision of this act may be duly executed;, 
and it shall be the further duty of the teacher, or principal, if there 
be any, when a pupil has been absent for three consecutive days for 
which absence there has been ip the teacher's judgment^ no good rea- 
son assigned, or when a pupil is habitually absent or tardy, to make 
written report to the truant officer of the district concerning such (de- 
linquency, and it shall then be the duty of said officer to pro(;eed ac- 
cording to Section 2 of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after it» 
passage. 

Approved February 17th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 32. 

House Bill No. 43. 

RELATING TO INTOXICATED PERSONS, ETC. 

AN ACT amending Chapter 58 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1905, and pro- 
hibiting intoxicated persons from entering any mine or metallurgical 
works, machine shops, and saw-mills, or from carrying intoxicating liquor 
into such mine, works, machine shops, saw-mills, logging and grading 
camps. 

Be It Efiacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

GUILTY MISDEMEANOR. 

Section 1. That Section 1, Chapter 58, of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1905, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 1. Whoever shall, while under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, enter any mine, smelter, metallurgical works, machine shops 
or sawmills, or any of the buildings connected with the operation of 
the same in AVyoming where miners or workmen are employed or who- 
ever shall carry or haul any intoxicating liquor into the same or any 
logging or grading camp shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be fined in any sum not exceeding five hundred 
dollars to which may be added imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term not exceeding one year. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 17th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 33. 

House Bill No. 38. 

RELATING TO THE STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 

AN ACT relating to the State Board of Examiners, their powers, duties and 
compensation; examination of teachers and issuance of certificates; and 
for the repeal of Section 626 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming. 1899; 
Section 627 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899; as amended and 
re-enacted by Section 1, Chapter 57, of Session Laws, 1901; Section 628 
of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899. as amended and re-enacted 
by Section 2, Chapter 57, Session Laws, 1901, as amended and re-enacted 
by Section 1, Chapter 90, Session Laws, 1903; Section 629, Revised Stat- 
utes of Wyoming, 1899, as amended and re-enacted by Section 3, Chapter 
57, Session Laws, 1901, as amended and re-enacted by Section 3, Chap- 
ter 90, Session Laws. 1903, as amended and re-enacted by Sections 1, 2 and 
3, Chapter 65, Session Laws. 1907; Section 630, of Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899; Section 631, Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, as amended 
by Section 4, Chapter 57, Session Laws, 1901. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL BE ESTABLISHED. 

Section 1. That there shall be established in the State of Wyoming, 
a State Board of Examiners, which shall be composed of three mem- 
bers, who shall be selected and appointed by the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction from the principals of the high schools, city and 
county superintendents, and the faculty of the State University in the 
State. The Board shall receive $5.00 a day while actually engaged in 
the performance of duty and also their actual traveling expenses in at- 
tending meetings. It shall be the duty of said Board to meet at least 
annually in the office of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
at the State House and adopt rules and regulations for the granting of 
certificates to teachers, to prepare examination questions, which shall 
be sent to the County Superintendents of the several counties where 
examinations shall be held at least twice a year; to receive all papers 
written by applicants for cetrificates in the various counties and mark 
such papers, and to return within two weeks to the County Superin- 
tendent from whose county the papers were received, the result of such 
examinations and when the result warrants, to recommend to the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, that he issue to the applicant a 
certificate of the proper grade ; to keep on file for one year in the office 
of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction at the State House all 
examination papers and all other papers pertaining to the work of the 
Board, which shall be open at all times to the inspection of the public; 
to recommend to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction the is- 
suing of five regular classes of certificates as follows, to be determined 
by the qualifications of the applicants in each case: 

THIRD CLASS. 

The applicant shall pass, an examination in the following sub- 
jects: Orthography, reading, penmanship, arithmetic, English gram- 
mar, geography. United States history, civil government of the United 
States and Wyoming, physiology and hygiene, securing an average of 
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not less than 70 per cent., and not falling below 50 per cent, in any one 
branch. 

SECOND CLASS. 

The applicant shall pass an e±amination in all of the subjects re- 
quired for the third-class certificates with the following additional sub- 
jects: Rhetoric and composition, theory and practice of teaching, se- 
curing an average grade of not less than 80 per cent., and not falling 
below 60 per cent, in any one branch. 

FIRST CLASS. 

The applicant shall pass an examination in all of the subjects 
required for the second-class certificate with the following additional 
subjects: Elementary algebra, English and American literature, ele- 
mentary psychology, physical geography, and any two or more of the 
following subjects: Plane geometry, botany, zoology, chemistry^ 
general history, Latin, German, political economy, bookkeeping, short- 
hand, securing an average of not less than 80 per cent., and not falling 
below 60 per cent, in any one branch. An applicant for this class of 
certificate must have had not less than one school year of successful ex- 
perience in teaching. 

PROFESSIONAL SECOND CLASS. 

The applicant shall pass an examination in the same subjects as 
those required for the first-class certificate with at least two additional 
electives and the following subjects in addition thereto: School man- 
agement, pedagogy, methods and history of education, and secure the 
same average and minimum grades as those required for first-class 
certificates. Applicants for this certificate must have had not less than 
two years of successful experience in teaching. 

PROFESSIONAL FIRST CLASS. 

The applicant at the time of his application must have had not 
less than three years of successful experience in teaching and must 
have previously been granted a professional second-class certificate and 
pass an examination upon the subjects of advanced psychology and 
school supervision. 

RECOMMEND ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATES. 

Sec. 2. The State Board of Examiners shall upon application rec- 
ommend to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction the issuance 
olf certificates of any of the classes named in Section 1 of this act to 
the following persons without examination: 

THIRD CLASS. 

Graduates of the Preparatory School of the University of Wyo- 
ming and of high schools in the State of Wyoming whose diplomas rep- 
resent the completion of a regular four-years' course of study above the 
eighth grade. 

SECOND CLASS. 

Graduates of the Preparatory School of the University of Wyo- 
ming and of high schools in the State of Wyoming whose diplomas rep- 
resent the completion of a regular four-years' course of study above 
the eighth grade, who in addition thereto have successfully pursued a 
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course of study in the State Normal School of the University of Wyo- 
ming for a period of not less than eighteen weeks. 

FIRST CLASS. 

Graduates of the Preparatory School of the University of Wyo- 
ming and of high schools in the State of AVyoming whose diplomas rep- 
resent the completion of a regular four-years* course of study above 
the eighth grade, who in addition thereto have successfully pursued a 
course of study in the State Normal School of the University of AVyo- 
ming for a period of not less than one year, and must have had not 
less than one year of successful experience in teaching. 

PROFESSIONAL SECOND CLASS. 

Graduates of the State Normal School of the University of Wyo- 
ming who have had at least one year of successful teaching. 

PROFESSIONAL FIRST CLASS. 

Graduates of the College of Liberal Arts of the University of Wyo- 
ming who have elected their major subject in their course of study at 
the University in the department of psychology and pedagogy; said ma- 
• jor being equal to at least one-fifth of the entire course of study pur- 
sued, or who pass a satisfactory examination upon the professional sub- 
jects required for a professional second-class certificate, and who have 
had at least two years of successful experience in teaching. Provided, 
That no certificates of any class shall be renewed without examination 
except as hereinafter provided by this act. 

CLASSES OF CERTIFICATES,. 

Sec. 3. The various classes of certificates named, in Section 2 of 
this act shall be valid in the entire State of AVyoming for the following 
periods: 

Third class, one year; second class, two. years; first class, four 
years; professional second class and professional first class for life; 
Provided, That no certificate shall be granted to any person under sev- 
enteen years of age, and that any certificate of any class upon recom- 
mendation of the State Board of Examiners may be revoked by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction for gross inefficiency or im- 
moral character. 

GRADES. 

Sec. 4. The various classes of certificates named in Section 2 of 
this act shall be valid to teach in the schools of Wyoming as folows: 
Third and second class certificates in the common schools from the Kin- 
dergarten to the eighth grade, inclusive; first class certificates in the 
common schools from the Kindergarten to the eighth grade, inclusive, 
and for assistants in high schools , in subjects covered by the examina- 
tions and for principals and superintendents of schools having no high 
school grades; professional second class certificates in any public school 
and for principals and superintendents of schools having not more than 
a two-year high school course; professional first class certificates in any 
public schools and for principals and superintendents of schools of any 
^rade. Provided, That persons now- holding positions in this State as 
principals and superintendents of schools having high, schools of any 
grade 'may continue to teach and supervise iin< positions of th^ same 
class upon any certificate of as high grade as that now held by the said 
person until July 1st, 1911. 
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SPECIAL CERTIFICATES. 

Sec. 6. The State Superintendent of Public Instruction upon the 
recommendation of the State Board of Examiners shall issue the fol- 
lowing special certificates: 

A TEMPORARY CERTIFICATE. 

An applicant for this class of certificate must have been engaged 
to teach a school in the State and present a request to the State Board 
of Examiners for this class of certificate from a member of the school 
board engaging her services, endorsed by the County Superintendent of 
the county in which the applicant has been engaged to teach. Provided^ 
That a good and sufficient reason must be presented showing why such 
temporary certificate should be granted and that this class of certifi- 
cate is good only until the next regular examination. 

DIPLOMA CERTIFICATE. 

Thi3 certificate shall he granted to graduates of the State Normal 
School and of the College of Liberal Arts of the University of AVyo- 
ming for the period named in Section 2 of this act necessary to gain 
the experiences required for any life certificate. 

SPECIAL PRIMARY CERTIFICATE. 

This certificate shall be granted for four years upon the following 
qualifications and shall be valid to teach in primary and Kindergarten 
grades, the applicant must have held previously two certificates of as 
high a class as the second class and must have had not less than four 
vears' successful experience in teaching and shall pass an examination 
upon primary and Kindergarten methods, elementary psychology, meth- 
ods and school management, making an average of not loss than 75 per 
cent, and not falling below 60 per cent, in any one branch. 

SPECIAL TECHNICAL CERTIFICATE. 

This certificate shall be valid for four years to teach special tech- 
nical subjects. The applicant shall pass an examination in the special 
branches which he expects to teach making an average of not less than 
80 per cent. Provided, That this certificate may be granted without 
exa^nlnation to graduates of any technical school or college of the Uni- 
versity of Wyoming to teach subjects covered by the course of study 
which the applicant pursued and that it may be renewable for life for 
such applicant upon examination in professional subjects required for 
the regular professional second class certificate. 

3TATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS SHALL BE JUDGE. 

Sec. 6. Certificates granted in other states and of as high rank as 
the first or second class certificates, having requirements equivalent to 
those in this state juay be given the same validity in this State. The 
State Board of Examiners shall be the judge of equivalency. Exemp- 
tion certificates granted to graduates of the State Normal School and 
other schools of the University of AVyoming, may be granted to the 
graduates of other normal schools and colleges of equivalent rank. The 
State Board of Examiners shall be the judge of equivalency. 

BOARD DISCRETIONARY POWER. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Examiners may have discretionary power to 
extend the first and second class certificates upon the completion of 
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course of study in the State Reading Circle, Provided, however, That no 
certificate shall be extended for a longer period than that for which 
it was originally granted and that after July 1st, 1911, no extension 
shall be made for more than two years at a time and that the examina- 
tion for each year's extension must be based upon the reading of not 
fewer than two books. 

WHO SHALL TEACH. 

Sec. 8. No person shall teach or supervise a public school in the 
State of Wyoming and receive compensation therefor out of any pub- 
lic fund who at the time of rendering such services, is not a holder of 
a certificate granted under the provisions of this act. 

RECOMMEND LIST OF BOOKS. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the further work of the State Board of Exami- 
ners to recommend annually a list of books for the State Reading Cir- 
cle for Teachers and also a list of books suitable for general reading for 
pupils of the various grades. 

REGISTER THEIR CERTIFICATES. 

Sec 10. Teachers who contract to teach in any county of the State 
of Wyoming and who secure a certificate of any class from the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction shall in every case register their 
certificates in the office of the County Superintendent of Schools of said 
county before beginning to teach therein. 

FEE. 

Sec. 11. Every applicant for a certificate of any class to be granted 
upon examination or by exception or renewal shall pay to the State 
Board of Examiners the following fee : 

Temporary Certificates $ .50 

Second and Third Class Certificates and Special Certificates. . . 1.00 

First and Professional Certificates 1.50 

These fees shall be collected by the County Superintendent of 
Schools at the time of taking the examination, or at the time of mak- 
ing application for a certificate. The County Superintendent of Schools 
shall transmit to the Secretary of the State Board of Examiners all fees 
collected as provided by this section, who shall issue his receipt there- 
for in duplicate, the original to be forwarded to the County Superin- 
tendent and the duplicates to be transmitted to the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. The fees received by the State Board of 
Examiners shall be paid to the State Treasurer and by him credited to 
the General Fund of the State. 

DUTY SECRETARY OF BOARD. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the State Board 
of Examiners to give bond of not less than $1000 for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties, the expense of said bond to be borne out of the 
funds appropriated for the support of the State Board of Examiners, 
said bond to be approved as other state bonds. 

TEMPORARY CERTIFICATES. 

Sec. 13. A teacher contracting to begin a school in the interim 
of examinations and not holding any certificate to teach in this State 
may make an application for a temporary certificate as provided in 
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Sectioil 3 of this act; and in the meantime the County Superintendent 
of Schools of the county in which the applicant proposes to teach may 
issue to such an applicant a permit to proceed to teach legally in said 
school for a period long enough for the State Board of Examiners to 
act upon such application. Provided, That no such permit shall be valid 
unless an application for a certificate shall be made to the State Board 
of Examiners of even or preceding date and that said permit shall state 
the fact of such application therein. 

ISSUE CERTIFICATES RECOMMENDATION STATE BOARD. 

Sec. 14. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall issue to 
teachers certificates of the proper grade on recommendation of the State 
Board of Examiners, which certificates shall entitle the holder to teach 
in Wyoming for the time fixed by law for that particular class of cer- 
tificate. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Sec. 15. The State Board of Examiners shall make an annual re- 
port to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction covering such 
points as the State Superintendent may require. 

SECTIONS AMENDED AND RE-ENACTED. 

Sec. 16. That Senium 626 of the 'Revised Statutes of AVyoming, 
1899; Section 627 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, as amended

AN ACT to amend and re enact Section 1 of Article 1 of Chapter 82 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of Wyoming, 1903, being "An act providing for pure and un- 
adulterated foods, drinks and illuminating oils, and to create the office 
of a State Chemist, and Assistant Chemist, and defining their respective 
duties and powers, and establishing their salaries and providing for the 
appointment of an assistant to said State Chemist of any incorporated 
city and authorizing said cities to appropriate funds for his compensa- 
tion." 

Be- It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

OFFICE OF STATE CHEMIST CREATED. 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Article 1 of Chapter 82 of the Session 
Laws of Wyoming of 1903 be and the same is hereby amended and re- 
enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. The oflBce of State Chemist is hereby created for the 
State of Wyoming, and shall receive a salary of one thousand doUiars 
per year. Such Chemist shall be the regular professor of chemistry in 
the University of Wyoming. He shall enter upon his duties on the 30th 
day of September, 1903. It shall be his duty to mp^ke or cause to be 
made a chemical analysis of such foods, drinks, drugs, illumianting 
oils or other material relative to the enforcement of this act, as shall 
be submited to him or shall be deemed advisable for such analysis, and 
make a full and complete written report of the same, and when so re- 
quested it shall be his duty to testify in court. He shall receive his 
necessary traveling expenses to be paid by the State of Wyoming when 
employed in performing the provisions of this act.** 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed.

RELATING TO WHOM MAY ENTER STATE LANDS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 951 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, defining who may enter State lands and the procedure therein. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

WHO MAY MAKE APPLICATION. 

Section 1. That Section 951 of the Revised Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as 
to read as follows : 

Section 951. Any citizen of the United States or any person hav- 
ing declared his intention of becoming a citizen of the United States, 
over the age. of twenty-one years, may make application, under oath, 
to the board, to enter any of said land in an amount not to exceed one 
hundred and sixty (160) acres for any one person; and such applica- 
tion shall set forth that the person desiring to make such entry does 
so for the purpose of actual reclamation, cultivation and settlement in 
accordance with the Act of Congress and the laws of this State relat- 
ing thereto, and that the applicant has never received the benefit of 
the provisions of this act to an amount greater than one hundred and 
sixty (160) acres, including the number of acres specified in the appli- 
cation under consideration. , 

*'Such application must be accompanied by an original signed copy 
or a certified copy of a contract for a water right, made and entered 
into by the party making the application with the person, company or 
association who have been authorized by the board to furnish water 
for the reclamation of said lands ; and if said applicant has at any previ- 
ous time entered lands under the provisions of this act, he shall so state 
in his application, together with description, date of entry and location 
of said land. The board shall thereupon file in its office the application 
and papers relating thereto, and, if allowed, issue a certificate of loca- 
tion to the applicant. All applications for entry shall be accompanied 
by a payment of twenty-five cents per acre, which shall be paid as a 
partial payment on the land if the application is allowed; and all cer- 
tificates when issued shall be recorded in a book to be kept for that 
purpose. If the application is not allowed, the tw^enty-five cents per 
acre accompanying it shall be returned to the applicant ; Provided, That 
where the construction company fails to furnish water to any settler 
under the provisions of its contract with the State, the State shall re- 
fund to such settler, all payments that he shall have made to the State. 
The board shall dispose of all lands accepted by the State under the 
provisions of this Act at a uniform price of fifty cents per acre, half to 
be paid, at the time of entry and the remainder at the time of making 
final proof by the settler. 

**And, Provided, further, That whenever any citizen of the United 
States, or any person having declared his intention of becoming a citi- 
zen of the United States, shall make application as provided in this 
section to enter any of said land in an amoimt not exceeding one hun- 
dred and sixty (160) acres, and shall further prove to the satisfaction 
of the board that he or she is the father or mother of eight living chil- 
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dren, it shall be the duty of the board to permit the application for en- 
try by him or her without charge and to issue a certificate of location 
to such applicant without charge, and to dispose of such lands to said 
applicant upon final proof being made. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

COPIES OF LEGAL PAPERS. 

Section 1. That an act entitled, **An act relating to the filing of 
copies of legal papers," being Chapter 18 of the Session Laws passed 
by the Seventh State Legislature, approved February 17, 1903, be and 
the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 1. That in any civil action or proceedings commenced or 
pending in a court of record of this State, Proceedings in Probate ex- 
cepted, wherein pleadings or papers are required to be filed, the party 
filing the same shall deposit, together with such original pleadings &r 
papers, as many copies thereof as there may be opposing parties to the 
action, or proceeding, and the clerk of the court shall not file any orig- 
inal paper or pleading in any such case, unless such copy or copies are 
tendered with the original paper or pleading. 

**The clerk of the court shall deliver to the sheriff together with the 
summons in each case, a copy of the petition for each defendant named 
in the case ; and he shall also deliver to the sheriff in the same manner 
copies of all papers that may be required to be served by the sheriff in 
any case pending in such court. Upon request of any opposing party 
or his attorney, the clerk of the court shall deliver a copy of any paper 
to them other than those whoch are required to be served and delivered 
to the sheriff as herein provided."

FELONY. 

Section 1. AVhoever wilfully and maliciously kills any horse, mule, 
sheep, goat, or neat cattle, the same being the property of another, shall 
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be deemed guilty of a felony and upon conivction thereof shall be im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary for not more than fourteen years. 

SHALL BE ENFORCED. 

Sec. 2. Section 4990 of the Revised Statutes of the State of Wyo- 
ming of 1899 is hereby repealed Provided, however, That the violations 
of said section heretofore committed shall l3e enforced against, tried, and 
punished the same as though this act had not been passed.

RELATING TO COUNTY TEACHERS' INSTITUTE. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1199 of the Revised Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming for the year 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

COUNTY TEACHERS' INSTITUTE. 

Section i. That Section 1199 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, be amended and re-enacted, so as to read as follows: 

'^Section 1199. The County Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
hold annually, at some convenient place, a County Teachers' Institute 
for the instruction and advancement of teachers. Said institute shall 
continue not less than four days. The County Superintendent shall 
preside at all meetings and determine the time and place for holding" 
such institute. It shall be the duty of all teachers actually engaged in 
teaching in such county to attend such institute unless they shall have 
a written excuse signed by the County Superintendent. It shall be the 
duty of each district board to pay all teachers who attend such insti- 
tute the same salary per day they would have been paid had the same 
amount of time been spent in teaching. It shall be the duty of the 
County Board of Commissioners in each ocunty to appropriate annually 
in counties of the first class $250.00; in counties of the second class, 
$200.00; in counties of the third class, $150.00, for the payment of such 
instructors or lecturers as the County Superintendents may employ to 
assist him or her in holding the County Institute." 

Sec, 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 41.

RELATING TO ENUMERATION OF CHILDREN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1 and 4 of Chapter 91, of the Session 
Laws of 1903, relating to the enumeration of children and duties of 
children and duties of School District Trustees. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

DUTY TRUSTEES. 

Section 1. That Section 1, Chapter 91, Session Laws, 1903, be 
amended and re-enacted, so as to read as follows: 

''Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees of each 
school district in this State to cause to be made during the month of 
April in each year a full and true enumeration of all children of school 
age, to-wit: Those between the ages of six and twenty-one years, in 
their respective districts. Such enumerations shall be in duplicate and 
in such form as may be prescrilx^d by the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and shall set forth and state the name, age, sex and resi- 
dence of each child enumerated, and the same shall bear a certificate 
signed by all or a majority of the trustees of such school district to the 
effect that it has been examined by the Board of Trustees of such dis- 
trict and found to be according to the best judgment and belief of the 
subscribers a full, true and correct enumeration of all the children of 
school age in their district. One of the duplicate copies of said enumer- 
ation shall be filed by the Clerk of the School District with the other 
papers and records of the district in his custody and the other shall 
by the said clerk be transmitted to the County Superintendent of Schools 
of his county on or before the fourth Monday of May in each year." 

CAUSE ENUMERATION TO BE MADE. 

Sec. 2. That Section 4, Chapter 91, Session Laws 1903, be amended 
and re-enacted, so as to read as follows : 

Section 4. In the event that the Board of Trustees of any school 
district should fail, neglect or refuse to make or cause to be made such 
enumeration as hereinbefore provided for in the event that the Clerk of 
any district shall fail, neglect or refuse to transmit to the County Super- 
intendent of Schools on or l)efore the fourth ^londay in IMay of each 
year the duplicate copy of the enumeration of his district as hereinbefore 
provided, then and in either of such cases it is hereby made the duty of 
the County Superintendent of Schools to cause such enumeration to be 
made on or before the third IMonday in June following at the expense of 
the school district, and to that end the said Superintendent shall have all 
the power hereini)efore ccmferred upon the Board of Trustees for that 
purpose, and for the purpose of paying the expense of such enumeration 
the said Superintendent is hereby authorized and directed to issue to the 
person making such enumeration an order upon such school district for 
the amount due such person, and upon presentation of such order it shall 
be the duty of the Director and Clerk of such district to issue a warrant 
upon the Treasurer of the district for such amount. Provided, however, 
That in the event that such enumeration shall be made because of the 
failure, neglect or refusal of the Clerk of the district to transmit a dupli- 
cate copy of an enumeration which had been made, then and in such case 
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the said Clerk shall be liable to his school district for the cost and expense 
of the enumeration made by the County Superintendent, and the said dis- 
trict may, by an action at law, recover of and from such defaulting clerk 
the cost thereof, together with costs and attorney's fees. Provided, fur- 
ther, That if such enumeration by the County Superintendent be rendered 
necessary because of the neglect or failure or default of any members of 
the Board of Trustees in the performance of the duties by this act en- 
joined upon them, then and in such case such defaulting members shall be 
jointly and severally liable to the school district for such cost and ex- 
pense; and the same together with costs and attorney's fees may be re- 
covered by the district in an action at law frqm such defaulting members 
of the Board.'' 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after its 
passage.

AN ACT relating to fees charged by the Commissioner of Public Lands, and 
f repealing Chapter 95, Session Laws of 1907, and Section 9 of Chapter 78 
of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1903. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

FEES. 

Section 1. That the Commissioner of Public Lands shall collect the 



following fees : 

For filing each application to lease or purchase $ 1.00 

For recording each lease of 160 acres or less 4.00 

For each additional 160 acres or fraction thereof 2.00 

For recording each lease of one section 10.00 

For recording each lease containing more than one section, for each 

additional 160 acres or fraction thereof 2.00 

For recording each mineral lease of 160 acres or less 10.00 

And for each additional quarter section or fraction thereof 2.00 

Provided, That the amount of the above fees shall be deducted from 
the first year's rental or royalty, paid by the applicant for the lease or use 
of state and school lands. 

For granting and recording right of way $5.00 

For issuing certificate of purchase of one section or less 2.00 

And for each additional section, or fraction thereof 50 

For making duplicate certificates of purchase, each 2.00 

For issuing more than one certificate on each purchase of state 

lands, made by one party 2.00 

And for each additional certificate so issued 50 

For making and recording each patent 2 00 

For making each township plat, and date thereof 2.00 

For recording assignment of leases and certificate of purchase 50 



For making certified copies of papers, or records, the same fees as 
provided for to be charged by the Secretary of State for like 
services 
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All money collected for fees shall be paid to the Treasurer of the 
State monthly and shall be credited to the general fund. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 43. 

Senate Pile No. 54. 

RELATING TO THE S(ALE OF LIQUORS ON CARS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2164 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming of 1899, and prescribing a penalty for violation thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyovting: 

LICENSE. 

Section 1. That Section 2164 of .the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899 be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

Section 2164. It shall be lawful for any railroad or sleeping car 
company to sell and dispose of spirituous, malt or fermented licjuors, in and 
upon any dining car, combination car, or buffet car, during the time such 
car is attached to a passenger train actually in transit upon any railroad 
in this State, and only during such time, upon the payment of an annual 
license to the State in the sum of $50 for each car upon which liquor is 
sold. 

It is hereby made the duty of all railroad or sleeping car companies 
owning and operating such car or cars withiji the State to apply to the 
Secretary of State for a license, who shall have prepared and have issued 
a license, showing the number of, and the kind of car, the year for which 
the same is issuecl, the amount paid and the period which said license cov- 
ers, which said license shall be posted in the car for which it was issued. 

In case any car licensed as aforesaid shall be withdrawn from the 
service before the expiration of the license period, the said license may, 
upon application to the Secretary of State, be transferred to any car sub- 
stituted for said licensed car during the renuiinder of the license period. 

Any attempt to operate an unlicensed car in violation of this section 
shall subject the owner or owners thereof to a penalty of double the 
amount of the license fee herein provided. Which penalty, together with 
the costs of prosecution, may be recovered in any court of comi)etent ju- 
risdiction by civil action, in the name of the State, and the service of 
summons upon the conductor or other person in direct charge of any such 
car, shall be sufficient to confer jurisdiction. 

The license herein provided for shall be applied for and secured on 
or before the fifteenth day of January of each year, and shall cover the 
current year beginning January 1st, and ending on the 31st day of De- 
cember thereof. 

' Provided, however. That the provisions of this act shall not apply, 
nor in any wise affect the validity of liquor licenses heretofore issued and 
unexpired.*' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 44. 

Senate File No. 23. 

RELATING TO THE RECORDtNG OF BRANDS. 

AN ACT providing for a system of recording brands and the publication of an 
official brand book; amending and re-enacting Sections 1997, 1998, and 
2004, and repealing Sections 1989, 1990, 1991, 1992, 1993, 1994, 1995, 1996 
and 2001 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming for 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DUTY SECRETARY. 

Section 1. Immediately upon the passage of this act, it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Commissioners to 
procure a suitable book, to be known as the State Brand Book, in which 
shall be recorded the brand and tiie definite place of the brand upon the 
animal, used for the branding of horses and cattle, sheep, mules and other 
live stock in this state. 

CERTIFIED TO. 

Sec. 2. On or before the first day of January, after the passage of 
this act, every person, association or corporation, using any brand or 
brands in this State, for the purpose of branding horses or cattle, or other 
live stock, shall forward to the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners a copy of such brand or brands, duly certified by the Clerk 
of the county in which such brand or brands is or are recorded. The said 
Clerk shall furnish such certificate without charge therefor, to the owner 
of any such brand, and the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners shall, upon receipt, record the same without charge. 

FEE. 

Sec. 3. Any person, association or corporation, desiring to adopt 
any brand to be used for the branding of horses, cattle, sheep or other live • 
stock in this State, shall, before using the same, forward to the Secretary 
of the State Board of Live Stock Comimssioners a facsimile of such brand, 
together with a fee of one dollar to pay for recording the same, which 
sum shall be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the General 
Fund. L^pon receipt of such facsimile and fee, the Secretary of the State 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners shall immediately record the same in 
the State Brand Book, unless said brand has already been recorded in the 
said book on behalf of some other person, association or corporation, in 
which latter case the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners shall return such facsimile and fee to the party by whom the same 
was forwarded to him ; 

Provided, That the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Com- 
missioners shall not record any brand made by the connecting of any let- 
ter, figure, sign, or character to a brand heretofore recorded; and, 

Provided further, That as to all aplications for the adoption pf any 
brand made on or before Jan. 1, 1910, the Secretary of the State Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners, before acting upon such applications, shall 
ascertain from the County Clerks of the several counties in the State, 
whether the proposed brand or any brand similar thereto is then of record 
in said counties and a valid brand therein. And if it shall appear from said 
inquiry that said brand or brands so applied for is a valid brand and of 
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record in any county in the State, then in such case the application shall 
be rejected ; and, 

Provided further, That in case it appear as the result of such inquiry 
that any such brand is of record and a valid brand in any county of this 
State, the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Commissioners shall 
ascertain in whose name said bn nd is of record, and shall notify, by re- 
gistered letter, the person or persons in whose name such brand is of rec- 
ord, that an application has been filed in his office for the adoption of such 
brand, giving in his letter of notification the name of the person applying 
for the adoption thereof. 

CERTIFIED COPY. 

Sec. 4. Upon the recording of any such brand or brands as provided 
in Sections 2 and 4 of this act, the owner thereof shall procure, from the 
Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Commissioners, a certified 
copy of the record of such brand or brands, paying therefor the sum of 
fifty cents, and shall immediately thereafter cause the same to be recorded 
in the office of the Clerk of the county, or counties, in which such party 
proposes to range the stock upon which such brand is used, or to be used. 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 5. From and after the passage of this act it shall be unlawful 
for any Clerk of any county in this State to record any brand unless the 
same is accompanied with a certificate from the Secretary of the State 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners, to the effect that the same has been 
recorded in the State Brand Book. 

PROPERTY OF. 

Sec. 6. Any brand recorded in accordance with the requirements of 
this act shall be considered as the property of the person causing such 
record to be made, and shall be subject to sale, assignment, transfer, de- 
vise and descent, the same as personal property. Instruments of writing 
evidencing any such sale, assignment or transfer may be acknowledged as 
deeds to real estate are now regarded by law to be, and may be recorded 
in the office of the State Board of Live Stock Commissioners and likewise 
in the office of the Clerk of the county where such brand is recorded, in a 
book to be by the said ofl&cers respectively kept for that purpose, which 
shall be properly indexed. Recording of such instruments in both of said 
offices shall have the same force and effect as to third parties as the 
recording of instruments affecting real estate, and the acknowledgment of 
the same shall have the same force and effect as the acknowledgment of 
deeds to real estate, and certified copy of the record of any such instru- 
ment, duly acknowledged, may be introduced in evidence the same as is 
now provided for certified copies of instruments affecting real estate. 

WITHIN NINETY DAYS. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners, within ninety days after the first day in January, A. D. 1910, aft- 
er the passage of this act, to publish a brand book, in which shall be given 
a facsimile, or copy, of all brands recorded in his office on the said first 
day of January, A. D. 1910, together with the owner's name and the 
county wherein he resides; such name and brands shall be arranged in 
the most convenient form for reference, and the follow^ing ijiay be the 
form of said book :

Such books shall be bound in good and substantial binding, and in 
such manner that additional leaves may be added thereafter; one copy of 
such book shall be forwarded to the County Clerk of each county, in 
whose office it shall be kept open for inspection of all persons interested. 
It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners quarterly, after the publication of such brand book, to 
furnish each County Clerk with a list of the brands recorded in his^ office 
during the preceding three months, which list shall be printed in uniform 
style with the pages of such Brand Book, and shall be pasted in and be- 
come a part of such brand book when received by the Clerks of the re- 
spective counties. The Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Com- 
missioners is authorized to publish, if he deem best to do so, a limited 
number of such Brand Books, in addition to the number required by th<» 
provisions of this section, and sell the same for such price as he mjiy con- 
sider reasonable and proper, which price shall not be less than the actual 
cost of the same. 

ABANDONMENT. 

Sec. 8. Section 1997 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, is 
hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 1997. On and after the first day of January, 1910, no per- 
son, company or corporation shall claim or own any brand or mark which 
has not been recorded in the office of the Secretary of the State Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners in accordance with this act, and any failure to 
so record a brand or mark on or before the first day of January. A. D. 
1910, shall be deemed an abandonment of the same. Provided, that no 
person, company or corporation shall be at liberty to claim or use any 
such abandoned brand or mark until after he has caused the same to be 
recorded in compliance with the terms of this act.'' 

EVERY TENTH YEAR. 

Sec. 9. Section 1998 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, is 
hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

''Section 1998. In January, 1915, and every tenth year thereafter, 
every owner of a brand or mark used by him or them shall re-record the 
same, and any failure to so re-record in the office of the Secretary of the 
State Board of Live Stock Commissioners any such brand or mark then in 
use by such live stock owner, shall be deemed an abandonment of the 
same. '' 

STATEMENT OF BRANDS. 

Sec. 10. Section 2004 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, is 
hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 2004. Every stock drover must have all live stock by him 
driven branded. If he turns loose for grazing purposes any of such live 
stock, he shall lay before the Secretary of the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners a statement of the brands on such live stock, and if in the 
judgment of the Secretary of the said Board such brands conflict with 
any brand previously recorded in the office of the Sate Board of Live 
Stock Commissioners, the owner of said live stock shall brand them with

RELATING TO METHOD OF SERVICE OF SUMMONS IN CIVIL ACTION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3514 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming of 1899, relating to the method of service of summons in civil ac- 
tions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

SERVICE SHALL BE. 

Section 1. That Section 3514 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899 be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as fol- 
lows 

** Section 3514. The service shall be by delivery at any time before 
the return day, a copy of the summons with the endorsements thereon, to- 
gether with a copy of the petition to the defendant personally, or by leav- 
ing a copy of the summons and petition at his usual place of residence 
with some member of his family, or other person in his employ over the 
age of fourteen years, or if the defendant is a partnership, sued by its 
company name, by leaving a copy of the summons and petition at its usual 
place of doing business ; and the return must be made at the time men- 
tioned in the writ, and the time and manner of service shall be stated on 
the writ."

That in counties of the first, second and third class the 
County Superintendent, by and with the consent of the Board of County 
Commissioners, may appoint Deputy County Superintendents, to be paid 
by the county a compensation of three dollars per diem while actually en- 
gaged as such deputy. 

Provided, however. That in no case shall the amount so appropriated 
by any county for such deputy exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty 
dollars, in any one year. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO BOND OF DEPUTY STATE TREASURER. 

AN ACT requiring the Deputy State Treasurer to give a bond to the State. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The Deputy State Treasurer, before entering upon the du- 
ties of his office, shall take the oath of office prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, and shall enter into a bond with sufficient sureties, to be approved by 
the Governor, to the State of Wyoming, in the penal sum of not less than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), conditioned that he well and truly per- 
form all the duties of his said office of Deputy State Treasurer as is or 
may be prescribed by law, and shall with all reasonable skill, diligence, 
good faith and honesty, faithfully keep and be responsible for all funds 
coming into the hands of said officer by virtue of his office; and pay over 
without delay to the person or persons authorized by law to receive the 
same, all moneys, which may come into his hands by virtue of his said of- 
fice ; and shall well and truly deliver to his successor in office, or such 
other person or persons as may be authorized by law to receive the same, 
all moneys, books, papers and things of every kind and nature held by 
him as such officer. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO ADMISSION OF BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Chapter 44 of the Session Laws of the Sixth 
State Leg slature of the State of Wyoming, being the Session Laws of 
1901, relating to the admission of Building and Loan Associations; Shav- 
ings Associations, Investment Societies or Associations, selling shares of 
stock, contracts or agreements payable on the Installment plan, organized 
outside of the State of W^yomlng, and having their principal place of busi- 
ness outside of the said State, and providing for their examination before 
they may be admitted to do business in the State of Wyoming. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

MAY BE ADMITTED. 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 44 of the Session Laws of Wy- 
oming of 1901, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

''Section 1. Every building and loan association, savings associa- 
tion, investment society, investing company or association selling shares 
of stock, contracts or agreements payable on the installment plan, incor- 
porated under the laws of other states, territories or countries, may be ad- 
mitted to do business in this state only upon proper application made and 
filed with the State Auditor.'' 

DUTY STATE AUDITOR. 

Sec. 2. That Section 2 of Chapter 44 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1901 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

Section 2. Every building and loan association, savijtjgs associa- 
tion, investment society, investing company or association selling shares 
of stock, contracts or agreements payable on the installment plan incor- 
porated under the laws of other states, territories or countries, and apply- 
ing to be admitted to the State of Wyoming, shall be admitted in the man- 
ner and form now prescribed by law. Provided, however, That no such 
association shall be admitted save and except upon written recommenda- 
tion and statement by the State Examiner to the effect that such associa- 
tion is solvent and conducting its affairs compatible with prudent business 
principles filed with the State Auditor authorizing him to issue 
a certificate of admission to any such association ; Provided, That when 
such recommendation and statement is made it shall be the duty of the 
State Auditor to issue a certificate of admission to such association upon 
the payme-nt to him as Ex-Officio Insurance (Commissioner of the sum of 
fifty dollars, which shall be covered into the State Treasury in the same 
manner and form as other fees received by siu'h officer/' 

UPON RECOMMENDATION STATE EXAMINER. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the State Examiner to examine every 
building and loan association, savings association, investment society, in- 
vesting company or association selling shares of sfoc'k, contracts or agree- 
ments payable on the installment plan, applying to be admitted under the 
provisions, of this act'upon receiving a deposit or other guarantee approx- 
imating the amount of e;xpense that may be incurred in making such ex- 
amination, such expense of examination to he in addition to the license 
fee deposited with the State Auditor. 
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GUILTY MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 4. Any building and loan association, savings association, in- 
vestment society, investing company, or association selling shares of 
stock, contracts or agreements payable on the installment plan, which 
shall attempt to do business in the State of Wyoming, either directly or 
indirectly, without first complying with all the requirements of this act, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
may be fined in an amount not less than two hundred and fifty dollars, 
and not more than one thousand dollars, and the officers of such company 
or association or their agents or other persons who shall participate in 
violating the provisions of this act, upon conviction thereof, shall be im- 
prisoned in the county jail not less than ninety days nor more than one 
year. 

' Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO CONVEYANCES AND RELEASES. 

AN ACT affecting title to real estate, to legalize certain conveyances and re- 
leases, and prescribing rules of evidence in actions involving such con- 
veyances and releases. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

REGARDING CONVEYANCE OF REAL ESTATE. 

Section 1. Any conveyance of real estate made five years or more 
prior to January 1st, A. D. 1909, purporting to be acknowledged before 
any Justice of the Peace, within or without the State of Wyoming, 
where such Justice of the Peace did not state in his certificate of ack- 
nowledgment the date of expiration of his office, or where no certifi- 
cate^ or a defective certificate is attached to such deed by the County 
Clerk or Clerk of Court of the county of such Justice of the Peace as 
is required by law in case such acknowledgment is taken before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace outside of the State of Wyoming; and any conveyance 
of real estate made five years or more prior to January 1st, A. D. 1909, 
purporting to be acknowledged before any notary public, where such 
notary public did not attach his seal to such certificate of acknowledg- 
ment, or did not state therein the expiration of the time of his com- 
mission; and any conveyance of real estate made five years or more 
prior to the 1st day of January, A. D. 1909, where such conveyance does 
not purport to be properly witnessed ; and any conveyance of real estate 
made five years or more, prior to the 1st day of January, A. D. 1909, 
purporting to be executed by any corporation, where there is any de- 
fect or irregularity in the execution or acknowledgment thereof, shall, 
if the same has been heretofore recorded five years or more prior to 
January 1st, 1909, in the oflSce of the County Clerk of the county where 
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the real estate therein conveyed is situate, be fleemed as valid and as 
effective and binding as though the defects and irregularities therein, 
herein mentioned, did not exist and as though in these respects the 
same had been executed in full accordance with the laws of this State, 
and the record, or the certified copy thereof, shall be admitted in evi- 
dence in all actions or proceedings with the same force and effect as 
though the defects and irregularities therein, herein mentioned, did 
not exist, and as though in these respects the same had been executed 
in full accordance with the laws of this State. Provided, however, That 
all adverse rights to the grantee of such conveyance, acquired before 
this act goes into effect, shall be saved to the claimant of such adverse 
rights until the 1st day of January hereafter, and previous thereto, 
such adverse rights may be asserted by bringing a .proper action in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, without being affected by the provi- 
sions of this Section, but after said first day of January hereafter, all 
rights of such adverse claimants unless asserted as herein mentioned, 
shall be forever barred. 

VALID. 

Sec. 2. Any and all mortgage releases and assignments of mort- 
gages which have been heretofore recorded in the oflSce of the County 
Clerk of the county wherein the real estate therein is affected is sit- 
uate, and have been of record five years or more prior to the date when 
this act takes effect, purporting to cancel and discharge or assign any 
mortgage, and purporting to be executed by any mortgagee, his agent 
or attorney, or by any assignee of said mortgage, or purporting to be 
executed' by any person acting for a corporation which is either mort- 
gagee or assignee of said mortgage, shall be deemed to be valid, and 
the lien of such mortgage, shall be deemed to be canceled in case of 
release, and the mortgage deemed duly assigned, in case of assign- 
ment, notwithstanding any defects in the execution of such release or 
assignment. Provided, however, That the holder of any mortgage or 
the assignee thereof, which said mortgage is defectively released or as- 
signed as hereinbefore specified, and which has remained unchallenged, 
by the proper action in court, or other legal and proper proceeding, on 
the records aforesaid for the period of five years or more as aforesaid, 
shall have until the first day of Januaiy hereafter, in which to com- 
mence an action in a court of competent jurisdiction in this State, for 
the assertion and enforcement of his rights, or to set aside such release 
or assignment, and if not so commenced as herein mentioned, then such 
release or assignment shall be deemed valid against such persons and 
all rights as against the same shall be barred. This act shall apply to 
all releases and assignments, whether the same are by separate instru- 
ments duly recorded, or entered upon the margin of the mortgage rec- 
ord to which such releases or assignments relate. 

NO FINAJ- PROOr HAD. 

Sec. 3. Any conveyance of land situate within this State, for which 
no final proof had l^een made by a deceased entryman or for which no 
patent had been issued to such deceased entryman under the land laws 
of the United States during the life of such entryman, which said con- 
veyance has heretofore been made by any executor, administrator or 
administrator de bonis non of such deceased, appointed and acting by 
the authority of an order of court of this or any other state, and any 
conveyance of any land situate in this State heretofore made by any 
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such executor, administrator or administrator de bonis non of a de- 
ceased person, whether "made under the provisions of any will foreign 
or domestic, or any order of court, foreign or domestic, shall be valid 
and binding, inter alia^ upon any heir or devisee and upon any suc- 
cessor in interest of such heir or devisee by whatever manner, in the 
following cases: Firstly, when such conveyance has, with knowledge 
or means of knowledge of such conveyance, been treated as valid by 
any such heir or devisee, and the successor in interest thereof, or by 
such successor in interest, for the period of five years after such con- 
veyance has been ordered or approved by any such court or judge there- 
of ; secondly, when such conveyance has not been sought to be set aside 
in any court of competent jurisdiction within five years from and after 
the filing of such conveyance in the office of the County Clerk of the 
county wherein such .land is situate. 

SHALL BE BINDING. 

Sec. 4. Any conveyance of real estate heretofore five years or more 
prior to January 1st, A. D. 1909, recorded in the county where such 
real estate is situate*, executed by any foreign administrator, executor 
or administrator de bonis non, ap[)ointed and acting under an order of 
any court of any State of competent jurisdiction over estates of de- 
cedents in such State, when such order was made by the Court wherein 
such executor, administrator or administrator de bonis non was ap- 
pointed or the judge thereof, and when such conveyance was made in 
conformity to the laws of the State in which such admi^iistrator or exe- 
cutor was appointed, and any conveyance heretofore five years or more 
prior to January 1st, A. D.. 1909. recorded in the county where such 
real estate is situate, executed by any such executor, administrator or 
administrator de bonis non, under the provisions of any will duly pro- 
bated in any court of competent jurisdiction wherever situate, when 
such conveyance was made in conformity to ,the law of the State in 
which such administrator or executor or administrator de bonis non was 
appointed, shall be as valid and binding upon the heirs and devisees 
of the decedent and their successors in interest, as though such convey- 
ance were made in conformity with the laws of this State ^ Provided, 
such conveyances herein jiientioned were made in accordance with due 
process of law in such State. ^ 

UNTIL FIRST DAY OF JANUARY. 

Sec. 5. Any claimant having acquired any vested right in and to 
the said real estate conveyed as aforesaid in the two proceeding sec- 
tions, adverse to the purchaser under the conveyances executed as afore- 
said in the two preceding sections, which said adverse claim was ac- 
quired prior to the time this act goes into efl^ect, shall have until the 
first day of January hereafter in which to commence an action in a 
court of competent jurisdiction within this State, to assert and" enforce 
such adverse right, and such vested right shall during the period herein 
allowed for the commencement of such action, not be affected by the 
provisions of the two preceding sections, but from and after the tiiiie 
so allowed for tjie commencement of such action, unless such action has 
been brought as herein mentioned; all rights of such adverse claimant 
in and to such /real es^te shall be forever barred. 
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PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. 

Sec. 6. In any action contemplated in the preceding, section, com- 
menced and brought by any heir or- devisee of such deceased person in 
this action contemplated, or the successor in interest of such heir or 
devisee, if it shall appear that such heir or devisee had knowledge, 
either by personal notice, or constructively under the laws of the State 
where the estate of such deceased person was administered, of the fact 
of the sale or the conveyance of such real state mentioned in the two 
preceding sections, or where such person appeared in the proceedings in 
court relating thereto, it shall be prima facie evidence against such de- 
visee and heir, and against any successor in interest of such heir or de- 
visee without adequate consideration, that such heir and devisee con- 
sented to such sale and conveyance, and intended thereby, and did 
thereby, vest in the purchaser under such conveyance, or sale, all the 
right, title, and interest which such devisee and heir had in and to such 
real estate so sold or conveyed at the time of such sale or conveyance, 
and meant to be estopped thereby to claim any future title or interest 
therein, and if such acti(m is brought by the successor in interest of 
such heir or devisee, it shall be presumed in the first instance, that such 
successor in interest is such without adequate consideration, and pro- 
vided further, that in all such actions, all such conveyances shall be 
prima facie of the effect as vesting the complete and clear title of 
the property conveyed in such conveyance in the grantee therein. 

CONSENTED TO SALE. 

Sec. 7. In all cases where a conveyance of real estate situate in 
this State has been made by any executor or administrator or admin- 
ivStrator de bonis non, of any deceased person whether appointed and 
acting in this or any other State, and the fact of the sale or the con- 
veyance of such real estate has beeh reported to the court In which 
such executor, administrator or administrator de bonis lion was ap- 
pointed and acting, knd the proceeds of such sale or conveyance, or any 
part thereof have been distributed, it shall be prima facie evidence that 
the person or persons so receiving said pfoceeds or any x)art thereof, 
either directly or through any agent or assignee, consented to. such sale 
and conveyance, and intended thereby, and did thereby, vest in the 
purchaser under such sale, and the grantee in such conveyance all the 
right, title, and interest which said x)erson or persons, so receiving said 
proceeds or any part thereof, had in and to the premises so sold and 
conveyed at the time of such receipt, and' did by so receiving such pro- 
ceeds or any part thereof, intend to be estopped from claiming any fur- 
ther right, title or interest in and to such rieal estate. 

TITLE IN FEE, 

Sec. 8. Whenever the singular is mentioned in this act, the plural 
thereof shall be held to be included, wherever practicabl-e, and where 
the plural is mentioned,- the sin^lar shall be held to be included; the 
term conveyance or conveyance of real estate^' as mentioned herein 
shall be held to mean a conveyance vesting in the gramtee, of such con- 
veyance the title in fee. 

SHALl, NOT AFFECT. 

Sec. 9. The provision?' of thi^ aqt.^.hall not affecf any pending liti- 
gation.. And. any right which any minor hpir.^qaay have ;n apd to. any 
property, cpnveyetV.tran^terr^jd .Q.r releasied. as .in ..ttijs act. jnention^d. 
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may be asserted by bringing an action in any court of competent juris- 
diction within one year after such minor heir becomes of age- 
Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 50. 

House Bill No. 48. 

RELATING TO THE INSPECTION OF HORSES AND MULES. 

AN ACT providing for the inspection of ^orses or mules about to be driven or 
shipped out of the State; designating the sheriffs of the several counties 
as inspectors of horses and mules and prescribing the duties of such 
inspectors; prohibiting the transportation of horses or mules by com- 
mon carriers without inspection; providing penalties for the violation of 
the provisions of this act; and repealing Chapter 79 of the Session Laws 
of 1901, by Chapter 54 of the Session Laws of 1903 and Chapter 8 of the 
Session Laws of 1905. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

UNLAWFUL. 

Section 1. That it shall be the duty of every person or persons, firm, 
corporation, or association, shipping or driving any horses or mules out 
of this State, to hold the same at some convenient place for inspection 
as hereinafter provided by this act, and it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons, firm, corporation, or association to ship, transport, 
drive, or in any manner remove beyond the boundaries of this State 
any herd, band or carload of horses or mules until the same shall have 
been duly inspected as hereinafter provided for. 

GUILTY MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any railroad or transportation com- 
pany to receive for transportation beyond the boundaries of this State 
any herd, band, or carload of horses or mules until such railroad or 
transportation company shall have been furnished with a certificate by 
a duly authorized inspector of the county from which the shipment is 
to be made, showing that the brands upon such horses or mules have 
been duly inspected as required by this act, and any railroad or trans- 
portation company or any officer, agent, or servant of any railroad, or 
transportation company who shall violate the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of, shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars, and not more than 
five hundred dollars in the discretion of the Court. 

SHERIFF IN8PECT0R. 

Sec. 3. The sheriff of each county shall be an inspector of horses 
and mules under the provisions of this act, and it is hereby made the 
duty of the sheriff of each county to perform the duties hereinafter 
provided as such inspector, and he shall keep a record of all inspection 
made, giving the name of the owner and shipper of any horses or mules, 
the several brands, the number of the car, and the destination of the 
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shipment. He shall file with the Board of County Commissioners of his 
county on the first day of each month, a complete report of all inspec- 
tions made during the month and shall also furnish a copy of each 
inspection as soon as made to the official newspaper of the county, 
which report shall be published once at the expense of the county in 
the first issue of said newspaper published after its receipt and the pub- 
lisher of such paper shall forward a copy of his paper containing such 
report to each of the sheriffs of the State free of charge. 

SHALL MAKE APPLICATION. 

Sec. 4. Every person,, firm, association or corporation or their or 
either of their agents, servants or employes having charge of any horses 
or mules destined for transportation by rail or to be driven beyond the 
limits of this State, shall make application to the sheriff of the county 
in which such stock is located, or to his duly authorized agent, to in- 
spect the brand or brands of any such horses or mules, stating in such 
application the time and place when and where said horses or mules 
will be ready for inspection, and it shall be the duty of such sheriff 
or his deputy so notified, to attend without unnecessary delay, at the 
time and place designated in such application and inspect said horses, 
or mules, make the necessary record and give the necessary certificates 
required by the provisions of this act, the actual and necessary expenses 
of the sheriff or his deputy in making such inspection to be allowed 
and paid by his county. In all cases where horses or mules are to be 
shipped out of the State by rail, the place of inspection shall be at 
some stockyard near the proposed point of shipment of said horses or 
mules from the State, and if the owner or person in charge of said 
horses or mules shall cause any unreasonable delay or loss of time to 
a sheriff or his deputy so notified to attend, such owner or person in 
charge of any such horses or mules shall pay the expense and salary of 
such sheriff or his deputy during such delay or loss of time not to ex- 
ceed five dollars per day. 

PROOF OF OWNERSHIP. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the sheriff or his deputy to demand 
proof of ownership from the person, persons, or corporation presenting- 
horses or mules for inspection, by brand record, bill of sale, or the 
vouchers of at least two responsible persons residing in the State and 
said proof of ownership must be at the satisfaction of the inspecting- 
sheriff or his deputy. 

FALSE CERTIFICATE. 

Sec. 6. Any sheriff or his deputy who shall knowingly make any 
false certificate under the provisions of this act, and who shall know- 
ingly swear falsely as to the truth of any report made by him to the 
Board of County Cotnmissioners, or who shall accept any bribe or com- 
pensation for the performance or failure to perform the duties pre- 
scribed by this act, shall upon conviction thereof, be guilty of a felony^ 
and be fined in a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars or imprison- 
ment in the State Penitentiary not exceeding five years, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. 

FELONY. 

Sec. 7. Any person or persons, who shall violate any of Sections 
1, 4 and 5 of this act, or who shall remove any band, herd, or carload 
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of horses or mules beyond tlie limits of this State ' without having the 
same inspected us required by the provisions of this act, sHkll "be 'deemed 
guilty of ' a felony, and lipori conviction thereof shalt be fined in any 
sum not less than five hundred dollars, and not more than five thousand 
dollars, or be imprisoned in the State Penitentiary of this State for a 
period not less than one year rior more' than three years, or both such 
fine and imprisonment. But nothing in this act contained shall be con- 
strued as in any manner affecting the laws now in fpree respectiqg the 
larceny of livestock. 

FEE. 

Sec. 8. A fee of fifteen cents 'per head shall be charged on all 
horses or mules inspected under the provisions of this act, which fee 
shall be paid by the owner or person in charge of such horses or raules, 
and shall be a lien upon the horses or mules inspected until the same 
shall be paid. Said fee shall be collected by the sheriff or his deputy 
performing the service, and shall be in full compensation for the serv- 
ice rendered in making such inspection, and all fees so collected for 
such inspection shall be paid into the County Treasury to the credit 
of the general fund of the county at the time of the filing of the monthly 
repoft hereinbefore provided for. Provided, howevei', That said sher- 
iffs are hereby authorized to seize and sell all unciaitned horses or mules 
which shall come into their possession while in the discharge of their 
duties as such inspector, such sale to be condlicfed in the manner and 
form now prescribed for the advertising and sale of estrays and the pro- 
ceeds of any such sale, less the actual expense of advertising, care, and 
keeping of such unclaimed horses or mules shall be paid into the County 
Treasury to the credit Of the general fund of the county. Provided, fur- 
ther, That if the ownership of such estrays shall be established to the 
satisfaction of the Board of County Commissioners of the county in 
which such animals are sold within one year after the date of notice of 
sale of such unclaimed aniamls, it shall be the duty of the Board of 
County Commissioners to cause a county warrant to be issued against 
the general fiind of the county in favor of the owner or owners of such 
unclaimed horses or animals in the amount of the net proceeds derived 
from such sale. Proof of ownership shall be by affidavit of the owner 
or owners corroborated by at least two credible witnesses. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 9. Chapter 79 of the Session Laws of 1901, Chapter .54 of the 
Session Laws of 1903, and Chapter 8 of the Session Laws of 1905 are 
hereby repealed. Provided, That siich repeal shall not affect the valid- 
ity of inspections riiade for the status of any action or proceeding now 
pending in the courts relative to fees or expenses incident thereto. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTEB 61. 

Senate File No. 24. 

RELATING TO GOVERNMENT OF CITIES OF FIRST CLASS. 

AN ACT for the regulation and government of cities of the first class, repealing 
Sections 10, 12, 14 and 26 of Chapter 71 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 
1907, and Sections 1C12, 1C20, 1630, 1631 and 1633 of the Revised Statutes 
of Wyoming, 1899, and all laws inconsistent herewith, and declaring valid 
all ordinances passed by such cities authorized by the powers herein 
granted. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

STREET AND OTHER WORK. 

Section 1. Cities of the first class shall have power to provide for 
the grading and repairing of any street, avenue or alley, and the con- 
struction of bridges, culverts, drains or sewers, and unless a special as- 
sessment for such work is made in cases where duly authorized by law, 
the expenses of such work shall be paid out of the proper fund of such 
city. »No street shall be graded except the same be ordered done by a 
vote of the majority of the City Council. Cities of the first class shall 
also have all the further powers hereinafter mentioned in this act. 

CONTROL, OPENING, VACATION OF STREETS. 

Sec. 2. They shall have power to lay off, open, widen, straighten, 
narrow, vacate, extend or otherwise improve and care for any street, 
avenue, alley or lane, parks, squares or other public property of said 
city; to create, lay off, and improve in any manner any new street, ave- 
nue, alley, or lane; to name or rename any street, avenue or alley; but 
no street, avenue, highway or alley which shall hereafter be dedicated 
to public use by the proprietor of the ground in any such city shall 
be deemed a public street, avenue, alley or highway, or be under the 
use and control of such municipality, unless the dedication be accepted 
and confirmed by an ordinance or resolution specially passed for such 
purpose; but after such dedication and acceptance and confirmation, 
the title in fee to all alleys, streets, avenues, or lanes, so accepted and 
confirmed shall be in such city. Whenever any street, avenue, alley, or 
lane shall be vacated, the same shall remain the property of the city, 
to be sold, controlled, and disposed of as other property ; Provided, That 
when such vacated street, avenue or alley or lane is granted by such 
city for school or other public purposes, the same may be granted with- 
out compensation therefor. Damages sustained by the owners of prop- 
erty abutting thereon for any property taken or injured in the estab- 
lishment, extension of, or vacation of any street, avenue, alley or lane, 
shall be ascertained in the manner provided herein. The expenses for 
the repairs and improvements mentioned herein may be paid from the 
general fund, or from the road or poll taxes of such cities, or partly 
from each of such funds. 

EXERCISE OF POWER OF EMINENT DOMAIN. 

Sec. 3. They shall have power to exercise the power of eminent do- 
main, and to take private property for public use within or without the 
city, for the purpose of erecting or establishing market houses and mar- 
ket places, streets, alleys, public buildings, cemeteries, or for any other 
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necessary or authorized public purpose. Provided, however, That in 
all cases the city shall make the person or persons whose property shall 
be taken or injured thereby, adequate compensation therefor, to be 
determined by proceedings instituted in the District Court of the county 
where such city is located, and conducted as by law provided for con- 
demnation by railway companies, and with the same rights, power and 
privileges granted to railroad companies in such cases. 

NUMBERING OF BUILDINGS. 

Sec. 4. They shall have power to require all buildings to be num- 
bered by the owners or lessees thereof, and in case of failure to com- 
ply with such requirements, to cause the same to be done, and to assess 
the cost thereof against the property or premises numbered. 

REPAIR OF SIDEWALKS. 

Sec. 5. They shall have power to repair sidewalks without notice 
to the property owner, and assess the expense thereof on the property, 
in front of which such repairs are made, and the same shall be certified 
and collected as other taxes, and shall become delinquent thirty days 
after the same have been so certified. 

REMOVAL OF SNOW AND ICE— DANGEROUS SIDEWALKS. 

Sec. 6. They shall have power to remove snow, ice or accumula- 
tions from abutting property from the sidewalks, without notice to the 
property owner, if the same is not removed with reasonable dispatch by 
the owner or occupant of such abutting property, and assess the ex- 
penses thereof on the property abutting, from the front of which such 
snow, ice or accumulations shall be removed, and the same shall be cer- 
tified and collected as other taxes, and they shall have power to pre- 
vent and punish the maintenance of dangerous sidewalks. 

OBSTRUCTION AND NUISANCES IN THE STREET. 

Sec. 7. They shall have power to prevent all encroachments into 
and upon all sidewalks, streets, avenues, alleys, or other city property; 
to regulate the building of bulk heads, cellar and basement, ways, stair- 
ways, railways, windows and doorways, and all other structures pro- 
jecting upon or over and adjoining excavations through and under the 
sidewalks in such cities, and to provide a penalty for violation of all 
rules and regulations made in reference thereto; to regulate and pre- 
vent the use of streets, avenues, sidewalks and public or vacant grounds 
for signs, signposts, hitching posts, awnings, telephone, telegraph or 
other poles, racks, bulletin boards, and the posting of hand bills and ad- 
vertisements. 

REGULATION OF CONVEYANCE AND TRANSPORTATION. 

Sec. 8. They shall have power to regulate, license and tax aU carts, 
wagons, street sprinklers, dray coaches, hacks, omnibuses and every de- 
scription of conveyance kept for hire; fix the rate and prices for the 
transportation of persons and property, from one part of the city to 
another in the vehicles above named, and to require such persons to 
keep exposed to view, in or upon such vehicle, a printed table of the 
rates and prices so fixed; to establish stands for hackney coaches, cabs, 
omnibuses, drays and express wagons, and to enforce the observance 
and use thereof ; to prescribe the width of the tires of all vehicles habit- 
ually used in the transportation of persons or articles from one part of 
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the city to another, and to require bicycles, automobiles and other ve- 
hicles to carry lamps giving suflScient light, and regulate and prescribe 
the placing of such lights. 

REGULATION OF DRIVING OR RIDING, AND OTHER USE OF STREETS. 

Sec. 9. They shall have power to prevent and punish all horse 
racing, fast or immoderate driving or riding through or over the streets, 
highways, alleys, bridges or other place in the city ; to license and reg- 
ulate all automobiles, motor cycles and other similar vehicles; and to 
license and regulate the drivers thereof; to regulate the speed of all 
automobiles, motor cycles and similar vehicles; to prevent and punish 
all games, practices or amusements in the streets, sidewalks, avenues 
and alleys of such city likely to result in damage to any person or prop- 
erty; to regulate, prevent and punish the riding, driving or passing of 
horses, mules, cattle or other teams, or any vehicle drawn therby, over, 
upon or across sidewalks or along any streets, avenue, or alleys of the 
city; to restrain and regulate the riding and driving of herds of horses 
or other livestock through the city or parts thereof; to regulate traffic 
and sales upon the streets, sidewalks and public places; to regulate the 
transportation of articles through the streets, and to prevent injuries 
to the streets, sidewalks and cross-walks from overloaded vehicles, or 
from traction engines or other heavy vehicles ; to compel persons to fas- 
ten their horses or other animals attached to vehicles while stamding in 
th streets, and to provide penalties for the neglect thereof. 

SPRINKLING OF STREETS. 

Sec. 10. They shall have power, on written petition of not less 
than one-half of the owners of feet front, of the land fronting on any 
street, or any specified part thereof, to order such street, or specified 
part thereof, to be sprinkled with water at such time or times as the 
Council may deem proper. Such sprinkling shall be done by contract 
awarded as in other cases either for the entire city, or any specified por- 
tion thereof. To pay the expense of such sprinkling, the City Council 
may make special assessment upon the land abutting upon such street 
or specified part thereof, either on the valuation thereof, as- last listed 
for taxation, or by front foot. Such assessment shall be collected as 
special taxes. They shall also have power to sprinkle streets and pay 
the cost thereof out of the general revenue of the city. 

ANIMALS RUNNING AT LARGE. 

Sec. 11. They shall have power to regulate or prohibit the running 
at large of cattle, hogs, horses, mules, sheep, goats, dog$ and . other ani- 
mals, and to cause such as may be running at large to be impounded 
and sold to discharge the cost and penalties provided for the violation 
of such prohibitions, and the fees and expense of impounding and keep- 
ing the same, and of such sale; to provide for the erection of all need- 
ful pens, pounds, and buildings for the use of the city, within or with- 
out the city limits, and to appoint and compensate the keeper thereof, 
and to establish and enforce rules governing the same. . . 

AUCTIONS AND AUCTIONEERS. 

Sec. 12. They shall have power to regulate, license or prohibit the 
sale of domestic animals, or of goods, wares and merchandise at pub- 
lic auction on the streets, alleys, highways or any public grounds within 
the city; to regulate or license the auctioneering of goods, wares and 
merchandise. 
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LICENSES. 

Sec. 13. They shall have power to regulate, license and tax hotels, 
restaurants and eating houses ; to define by ordinance who shall be con- 
sidered transient merchants; to regulate, license and tax their sales, 
and those of auctioneers, bankrupt and dollar stores, and the like; but 
the exercise of such power shall not interfere with sales made by any 
person required by law to sell real or personal property; to regulate, 
license and tax peddlers, plumbers, bill-posters, itinerant doctors, itin- 
erant physicians and surgeons, junk and second-hand dealers, scaven- 
gers, pawnbrokers and persons receiving actual possession of personal 
property as security for loans; to prohibit pawnbrokers and junk or 
second-hand dealers purchasing or receiving from minors any property, 
and provided for the examination of premises of such persons for the 
purpose of discovering stolen property; to license and regulate em- 
ployment ofl5ce$ and intelligence offices; to raise revenue by levying 
and collecting a license tax on any business, or calling, or any corpora- 
tion, and regulate the same by ordinance; to regulate, license or pro- 
hibit circuses, menageries, theaters, theatrical exhibitions, shows and 
exhibitions of all kinds; but lectures on scientific, historical or literary 
subjects shall not come within the provisions of this section. 

REGULATION OF DOGS. 

Sec. 14. They shall have power to collect a license tax of not less 
than one, nor more than five dollars, upon the owners and harborers 
or dogs, and enforce the same by appropriate penalties, and to cause 
the destruction of any dog, the owner or harborer of which shall re- 
fuse or neglect to pay such license tax. To regulate, license or prohibit 
the running at large of dogs, and guard against injuries or annoyances 
therefrom, and to authorize the destruction of the same when running 
at large contrary to the provisions of any ordinance, and to make regu- 
lations concerning vicious dogs, and to prohibit the keeping or harbor- 
ing thereof. 

BILLIARD SALOONS— GAMING. 

Sec. 16. They shall have good power to regulate, license, tax or 
prohibit billiard saloons, billiard tables, pool tables, and other tables 
kept for hire; bowling alleys and shooting galleries or places; to sup- 
press, restrain or prohibit all gambling games or devices ; to authorize 
the destruction of all instruments or devices used for the purpose of 
gaming or gambling. 

DISORDERLY HOUSES. 

Sec. 16. They shall have power to suppress, restrain and prohibit 
tippling shops, houses of prostitution, opium or hasheesh joints, dens 
and other disorderly houses, and punish the keeper thereof, and persons 
resorting thereto, and to suppress^ restrain and prohibit other disorderly 
and vicious practices or conduct. 

DISORDERLY CONDUCT. 

Sec. 17. They shall have power to restrain and prevent and pun- 
ish riots, routs, noises, disturbances or disorderly assemblies in any 
street, house or place in the city; to regulate, punish and prevent the 
discharge of firearms, rockets, powder, fireworks, or other dangerous 
or combustible material in the streets, lots, grounds, alleys, or about or 
in the vicinity of any building, and to regulate and prohibit the sale 
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thereof; to regulate, prevent and punish the carrying of dangerous 
weapons; to prevent and punish intoxication, drunkenness, fighting or 
using obscene or profane language within the city; to prevent and pun- 
ish lewd or lacivious behavior, and disorderly conduct; to provide for 
the punishment of vagrants, tramps, common street beggars, common 
prostitutes, habitual disturbers of the peace, pickpockets, gamblers, 
thieves, watch stuffers, persons who practice any game, trick or device 
with intent to swindle ; persons who abuse their families, and suspicious 
persons who can give no reasonable account of themselves; to provide, 
that before any association, company, society, order, exhibition or ag- 
gregation of persons shall parade or march upon the streets, or before 
any persons shall deliver a public address upon any street or alley, he 
or they shall first obtain from the mayor of such city a permit. 

NUISANCES. 

Sec. 18. They shall have power to define, declare, abate and re- 
move nuisances, and to impose penalties upon persons guilty of creating, 
continuing or suffering nuisance to exist in the premises which they oc- 
cupy or control ; to regulate the disposition and removal of ashes, garb- 
age, or other offensive matter in any street, alley, or upon any public 
ground or on any premises, and to provide for levying the cost of such 
removal as a special tax against the pr6perty from which such deposited 
matter is removed ; to prevent and punish injury or annoyance from any- 
thing dangerous, offensive or unhealthy; to provide for the destruction 
of weeds or other obnoxious growth upon any of the lots or park lines 
therein, and in case the property owner fails to destroy same, to as- 
sess the cost thereof against the property on which, or in front of which 
(being the park line), such weeds or obnoxious growth are destroyed 
by the city; to make and prescribe regulations for the construction, lo- 
cation and keeping in order of all packing and slaughter houses, stock- 
yards, warehouses, renderies or other places where offensive matter is 
kept or is likely to accumulate, within the corporate limits or within 
two miles thereof; to prescribe limits within which dangerous or ob- 
noxious or offensive business may not be carried on; to prevent any 
person from bringing, depositing, having or leaving upon or near his 
premises, or elsewhere within the city, any dead carcasses, and putrid 
meats, skins, or any other unwholesome substance whatever, and com- 
pel the removal of the same ; to compel owners of occupied premises to 
provide receptacles for ashes and offal and in general to make such 
other regulations as may be necessary to secure the general health of 
the city. 

DUMP GROUNDS. 

Sec. 19. They shall have power to purchase, lease or rent land and 
grounds for, and to establish within or without the city limits, dumping 
grounds, for the dumping of waste and deposit of refuse matter from 
the city, and to regulate and govern the same, and make reasonable 
rules and requirements for the hauling thereto of waste and refuse in 
and from the city. 

WOOD OR LUMBER YARDS. 

Sec. 20. They shall have power to regulate or prohibit the piling 
or depositing of any kind of wood, lumber or timber upon any lot or 
property within the eity limits within a distance of one hundred yards 
of any dwelling house, or within the fire limits. 
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GUNPOWDER— COMBUSTIBLES. 

Sec. 21. They shall have power to regulate the transportation and 
keeping of gunpowder, inflammable oils or other combustibles, and to 
provide for, or license magazines for storing the same, and prohibit their 
location or maintenance within the city or within a given distance of the 
corporate limits of such city. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 22. They shall have power to provide for the organization and 
support of a fire department, to procure fire engines, hooks, ladders, 
buckets and other apparatus, and to organize fire engines, hook and 
ladder and bucket companies, and to prescribe rules of duty, and the 
government thereof, with such penalty as the Council may deem proper, 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, and to make all necessary appro- 
priations therefor, and to establish regulations for the prevention and 
extinguishment of fires, and to provide for and pay for accident insur- 
ance in favor of employees and officers connected with the fire depart- 
ment. 

DANGEROUS BUILDINGS. 

Sec. 23. They shall have power to provide by ordinance for the 
repair, removal or destruction of any building which is dangerous, or 
which may be liable to fall, and to levy and collect a special tax against 
the property and owner thereof for the expense thereof, as other special 
taxes are levied and collected, and to enforce such ordinance by penalty 
as. in other cases. 

CHIMNEYS, FIRE ESCAPES, BOILERS, EXITS. 

Sec. 24. They shall have the power to regulate the building, con- 
struction and inspection of, and order the suppression of and cleaning 
of fire places, chimneys, stoves, ovens, boilers, kettles, forges, stacks, 
flues, hearths, stove pipes, or any apparatus used in any building, man- 
ufactory or business, which may be dangerous in causing or promoting 
fires; to regulate and control the use of lights in stables, shops and oth- 
er places; to require the construction of fire escapes to buildings, and 
prescribe the number therof ; to require and prescribe the number and 
construction of means of exit and entrance, and to require the keeper 
or proprietor of any hotel, boarding house or dormitory to provide and 
maintain such sufficient and such number of ladders, ropes, balconies, 
and stairways, and other appliances as by ordinance may be prescribed, 
to facilitate the escape of persons frpm any such buildings in case of 
fires; to cause all buildings, structures and enclosures that may be in 
such condition as to cause danger from falling, to be fixed, or from fire 
to be immediately made safe or removed, and to provide for the collec- 
tion of the costs and expenses incurred in any of the matters provided 
for herein in the manner authorized for the collection of special assess- 
ments. 

>IRE LIMITS, STRENGTH OF BUILDINGS, REMOVAL. 

Sec. 26. They shall have power to make regulations against danger 
from accidents by fire or electrical apparatus ; to prescribe limits within 
which no buildings shall be constructed except from brick, stone or 
other non-combustible material, with fire-proof roof; and to impose a 
penalty for the violation of such ordinance, and to cause the destruc- 
tion or removal of any building constructed or repaired in violation of 
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such ordinance; to prescribe and enforce the thickness, strength and 
manner of constructing stone, brick and other buildings; by ordinance 
to create, establish and divide the city into fire districts, and provide 
for the class, kind, materials used in construction of, and location of 
buildings that may be erected or maintained in each, and to make rules 
and regulations governing the same ; to require that permits be obtained 
in each case before any person, firm or corporation shall begin or con- 
tinue the erection, alteration or repair of any building or structure with- 
in any fire limits, or fire districts, or within the corporate limits of said 
city, and to impose a penalty for the violation of such ordinance, and 
to cause the destruction or removal of any building constructed or re- 
paired in violation of such ordinance; to levy and collect a special tax 
against the property and owner thereof for the expense incurred in any 
of the matters provided for in this section, as other special taxes are 
levied and collected. 

OPERA HOUSES, ASSEMBLY HALLS. 

Sec. 26. They shall have power to regulate, license or suppress 
halls, opera houses, churches, places of amusement, entertainment or 
instruction, or other buildings, used for the assembly of citizens, and 
to cause them to be provided with suflScient and ample means of exit 
and entrance, and to be supplied with necessary and appropriate appli- 
ances for the extinguishment of fires, and for escape from such places 
in case of fires, and to prevent the overcrowding, and to regulate the 
placing and using of seats, chairs, benches, scenery, curtains, blinds, 
screens, or other appliances therein, and to provide a penalty for the 
violation of such regulations, and that upon the violation of such regu- 
lations the license of any such place shall be revoked, and to provide a 
penalty for the use of such places by any person, after the revocation 
of such permit, for any purpose involving the assemblage of more than 
twelve persons. 

CEMETERIES. 

Sec. 27. To purchase, hold and pay for lands not exceeding eighty 
acres, in one body outside of the limits of the city^ for the purpose of 
the burial of the dead; to have and exercise police jurisdiction over the 
same, and over any cemetery lying near said city and used by the in- 
habitants thereof; to survey, plat, map, grade, fence, ornament apd oth- 
erwise improve all burial and cemetery grounds, and avenues leading 
thereto owned by the city; to construct walks, rear and protect orna- 
mental trees therein, and provide for paying the expenses thereof; to 
convey cemetery lots owned by such city, by certificates signed by 
the mayor and countersigned by the clerk under the seal of the city, 
describing the lot conveyed, and such, certificate shall be entitled to 
record and as other conveyances, and vest in the grantee the title in 
fee simple to such lot, subject to the regulations and rules made by the 
Council; to limit the number of cemetery lots which shall be owned by 
the same person at the same time; to prescribe rules for enclosing, 
adorning and erecting monuments and tombstones on cemetery lots. 

FILLING IN LOTS. 

Sec. 28. They shall have power to require any or all lots or pieces 
of ground within the city to be drained or filled, so as to prevent stag- 
nant water or any other nuisance accumulating thereon, and upon the 
failure of the owners of such lots or pieces of grounds to fill or drain 
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the same, when required, the Council may cause such lots or pieces of 
ground to be filled or drained, and the cost and expense thereof shall 
be levied upon the property so filled or drained, and collected as any 
other special tax. 

8EWER8 AND DRAINS. 

Sec. 29. They shall have power to lay off the city into suitable dis- 
tricts for the purpose of establishing a system of drainage; to provide 
such systems ; to regulate the construction, repair and use of sewers and 
drains, and of all proper house connections and branches, and to pro- 
vide penalties for any obstruction of, or injury to any sewers or parts 
thereof, or for the violation of such regulations; to compel all property 
owners on streets along which sewers shall have been constructed to 
make proper connections therewith, and to use the same for proper pur- 
poses, and in case the owners of property on such street shall fail to 
make such connections within the time fixed by such Council, they may, 
in addition to any penalty which may be provided, cause such connec- 
tions to be made and to assess against the property in front of which, 
or with which such connections are made, the cost and expenses thereof. 

CHANNELS OF STREAMS, PUBLIC WELLS, ETC. 

Sec. 30. They shall have power to establish, alter and change the 
channels of streams and water courses within the city, and wall, bridge 
and cover them; to establish, make and regulate public wells, cisterns, 
aqueducts, reservoirs and drinking places, and provide for filling the 
same. 

MARKETS, WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

Sec. 31. They shall have power to purchase and own grounds for 
and to erect and establish and regulate markets and scales; also to con- 
tract with any one or more for the erection and regulation of said mar- 
ket houses and market places on such terms as the Council may pre- 
scribe; they may locate such market houses or places, and all buildings 
connected therewith, and all other public buildings or any streets, alleys 
or public grounds or on any land purchased for such purposes; to es- 
tablish and regulate standard weights and measures; to regulate the 
weighing and measuring of every commodity sold in the city; to pro- 
vide for the inspection and weighing of hay, grain and coal, the meas- 
uring of wood and fuel to be used in the city; and to determine the 
place or places of the same and to regulate and prescribe the place or 
places of the same, and to regulate and prescribe the place or places of 
exposing for sale, hay, coal and wood, and to fix the fees and duties of 
persons authorized to perform such duties. 

LIBRARIES. 

Sec. 32. They shall have power to establish and maintain public 
libraries and reading rooms ; to purchase books, papers, maps and manu- 
scripts therefor ; to receive donations and bequests for the same, in trust 
or otherwise, and pass by-laws and regulations for the protection and 
government of the same. 

PARKS, SHADE TREES. 

Sec. 33. They shall have power to hold and improve public grounds 
and parks within or without the limits of the city, and provide for the 
protection and preservation of the same, and to provide for the plant- 
ing and protecting of shade, ornamental and useful trees therein; to 
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require and regulate the planting and protection of shade trees in the 
streets. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Sec. 34. They shall have power to prevent the introduction and 
spreading of contagious, infectious or malignant diseases into the city, 
. and to create a Board of Health to make quarantine and other laws 
for that purpose, and to make and establish all quarantine ordinances or 
regulations as may be deemed necessary, and to enforce all such ordi- 
nances, laws and regulations within the city, and within two miles of 
the city ; to acquire and hold land and property within and without the 
city for pest houses, hospitals, and own and regulate the same. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Sec. 35. They shall have power to erect, establish and regulate 
hospitals and workhouses and poorhouses, houses of correction, station 
houses, and other necessary buildings, and to provide for the govTBrn- 
ment and support of the same ; and to insure all public property of the 
city. 

PRESIDENT AND COUNCIL. 

Sec. 36. The Council of such city may elect one of their body who 
shall be styled the President of the Council," who shall preside at all 
meetings of the Council in the absence of the mayor, and in the absence 
of the president of council, the Council may elect one of their own body 
to occupy his place temporarily, and who shall be styled **atcing presi- 
dent of the council,'' and the president and acting president, when oc- 
cupying the place of the mayor, shall have the same privileges as other 
members of the Council, and all acts of the president or acting presi- 
dent, while so acting, shall be as binding upon the Council and upon the 
city, as if done by the mayor. 

POWER AS TO OFFICERS. 

Sec. 37. Cities of the first class shall have power to provide for 
removing officers of the city for misconduct, whose offices are created 
and made elective or appointive in said city; to create any office deemed 
necessary for the good government and interests of the city ; to provide 
for filling such vacancies as- may occur in any elective office, except 
councilman, by appointment by the mayor by assent of the council to 
hold until the next general election in the city; to regulate and pre- 
scribe the powers and duties and compensation of the officers of the 
city not otherwise specified; to require all officers or servants elected 
or appointed in said city, to give bond and security for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties; to require from any officers of the city at any 
time a report in detail of the transactions in his office, or of any niatter 
connected therewith; to regulate the police of the city, and establish 
and support a night watch. 

REVISION OF ORDINANCES. 

Sec. 38. They shall have power to provide for the revision of the 
ordinances from time to time, and for their publication in pamphlet or 
book form, with or without the. statutes relative to cities of the first 
class. 
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GENERAL AND MISCELLANEOUS POWERS. 

Sec. 39. They shall have power to make such ordinances, by-laws, 
rules, regulations, and resolutions not inconsistent with the constitution 
and laws of the State, as may be expedient, in addition to the special 
powers conferred by law, maintaining the peace, good government and 
general health and welfare of the city, and its trade, commerce and ^^lan- 
ufacturers; to prescribe forfeitures and penalties for the breach of any 
ordinance and enforce all ordinances by inflicting penalties for the vio- 
lation thereof, not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs for any of- 
fese, together with judgment of imprisonment, or imprisonment and 
hard labor in the city upon the streets or elsewhere for the benefit of 
the city, until the amount of said judgment and costs are paid; to di* 
vide the city into wards, establish the boundaries thereof, and number 
the same; to provide for and cause to be taken the census of the city. 
They shall have power to lease or rent the water supply coming through 
its pipe line to the inhabitants of the city, and to others if not in con- 
flict with the interests of the city or its inhabitants, and with the right, 
in the latter case, to shut off the same at any time when in the judg- 
ment of the Council it is necessary for the interests of the city or its 
inhabitants. At all meetings of the Council of such city, the mayor shall 
have the casting vote, when there is a tie, and none other, but he shall 
have no vote when the Council votes on the question of confirmation of 
his appointments. 

REGULATION OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 

Sec. 40. They shall have power to make contracts with and author- 
ize any person, company or association to erect gas works, electric or 
other light works in said city, and give any person, company or associa- 
tion the privilege of furnishing light for the streets, lanes, and alleys 
of said city, for any length of time not exceeding ten years; to provide 
for the lighting of streets, laying down of gas pipes, and erection of 
lamp posts, and regulate the same, and the use of gas and electric or 
other lights; to require the removal from the streets, avenues and al- 
leys, and the placing underground of all telegraph, electric and tele- 
phone wires, and to regulate the placing and construction of all tele- 
graph, electric, telephone or other poles and wiring; to regulate and fix 
the rent or rate for water, gas light, power, or telephone; to regulate 
and fix the charges for water meters, gas meters; electric ^ight or power 
meters, or other device or means necessary for the consumption of water, 
gas, electric light or power. 

REGULATION OF DEPOT GROUNDS. 

Sec. 41. Railways through streets. They shall have power to reg- 
ulate depots, depot grounds, and places for storing freight and goods, 
and to provide for and regulate the passage of railways through the 
streets and public grounds of the city. 

REGULATION OF RAILWAYS AND STREET CARS. 

Sec. 42. They shall have power to regulate the crossing of railway 
tracks, and to provide precautions and prescribe rules regulating the 
same, and to regulate the running of .railway engines, cars and trains 
within the limits of said city, and prescribe rules relating thereto, and 
govemong the speed thereof, and to make any other further provisions, 
rules and restrictions to prevent accidents at the crossings and on the 
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tracks of railways, and to prevent fires from engines, and to prescribe 
the manner of running street cars; to require the heating and cleaning 
of the same; and to fix and determine the fare charged; to require the 
lighting of any railway within the city, in such manner as they shall 
prescribe and fix, and determine the number, style and size of the lamp 
posts, burners, lamps, and all other fixtures and apparatus necessary for 
such lighting, and the points of location for such lamp posts, and in case 
the company owning or operating such railway shall fail to comply 
with such requirements, the Council may cause the same to be done and 
may assess the expense thereof against such company, and the same 
shall constitute a lien on any real estate belonging to such company and 
lying within such city, and may be collected in the same manner as taxes 
for general purposes, or such expenses may be recovered from such 
company by an action in court having jurisdiction. They shall have 
power to require railway companies to keep flagmen at all crossings 
of streets, and to provide protection against the injury to persons and 
property in the use of such railorads; to compel any railroad or street 
railroad to raise or lower their railroad tracks to conform to the gen- 
eral grade which may at any time be established by such city, and 
where such tracks run lengthwise through or over any street, alley or 
highway, to keep the same level with the street surface; to compel and 
require railroad and street railroad companies to keep open the streets, 
and to construct and keep in repair ditches, drains, sewers and culverts 
along and under their railroad tracks, and to pave their whole right 
of way on all paved streets, and to keep the same in repair, and in case 
of failure to do so, the city may cause the same to be done and recover 
the cost thereof ifrom the railway or street railway company liable 
therefor; to authorize or forbid, upon conditions or otherwise, the loca- 
tion and laying down of tracks of railways and street railways on all 
streets, alleys and public places. Such railawy companies or street rail- 
way companies shall keep their tracks in all respects safe for the trav- 
eling public, and shall be liable for all damages resulting by reason of 
keeping said tracks in repair, or for obstructing the streets, avenues, or 
alleys of such city. For injuries to persons or property arising from a 
failure of such companies to keep their tracks in proper repair and free 
from obstruction, such companies shall be liable, and the city shall be 
exempt from liability. The words, ** street railway company" as used 
in this act, shall mean and include any person, persons, companies, cor- 
porations, or associations, owning or operating any street railway in 
said city. 

CONTRACTS— OFFICERS INTERETSED. 

Sec. 43. No officer of any city shall be interested, directly or indi- 
rectly, in any contract to which the corporation or anyone for its bene- 
fit, is a party, and such interest in any such contract shall void the 
obligation thereof on the part of such corporation; nor shall any officer 
receive any pay or perquisites from the city other than his salary for 
any work coming within the sphere of his duties, as provided by ordi- 
nance and the law, and the City Council shall not pay or appropriate any 
money or other valuable thing to any person not an officer, for the per- 
formance of any act, service or duty, the doing or performing of which 
shall come within the proper scope of the duties of any officer of such 
city, unless the same is especially appropriated and ordered by a vote 
of three-fourths of all the members elected to the Council.

SESSION LAWS OP WYOMING, 1909. 



APPROPRIATIONS, SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

Sec. 44. Such cities shall have the power to appropriate money and 
provide for the payment of all necessary supplies, and work of and for 
such city, and for the payment of the debts and expenses therof, and 
make levy and collect special assessments against persons and property, 
and in all cases where such special assessment is authorized, and no 
other mode is provided, the manner thereof may be provided for by 
ordinance. 

GENERAL TAXES. 

Sec. 45. Such cities shall have the power to levy and collect taxes 
for general revenue and other purposes, including the care and mainte- 
nance of public parks and grounds, not to exceed the amount limited' 
by the Constitution and laws of the State of Wyoming, on all real, per- 
sonal and mixed property, taxable under the laws of the State. And 
the assessment, levy and collection of all taxes shall be made as pro- 
vided by ordinance, and they may make provisions for the enforce- 
ment thereof; and for the purpose of compelling the payment of taxes, 
the said cities shall have power to enforce the same by distress and sale 
of the personal property of the person assessed, except such as is ex- 
empt from taxation, and in such case the tax list shall be a sufi&cient 
warrant for such distress, and every tax levied by such city and due 
upon personal property, is hereby made a lien upon the real property of 
the owners thereof, and every tax levied and due upon real property is 
hereby made a lien upon the property assessed from and after the date 
of the levy of such tax, and the city collector of taxes is empowered to 
sell land upon which there may be a lien for taxes, and convey the same 
to the purchaser, in a manner as may be provided by ordinance, and 
such city may by ordinance, provide for attaching a penalty of ten per 
centum on all delinquent taxes, together with lawful interest. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Sec. 46. The Council of such city shall make the appropriation for 
all the different expenditures of the city government for each fiscal 
year at or before the beginning thereof, and it shall be unlawful for it, 
or any other officer, agent or employee of the city to iss|ue any warrant, 
enter into any contract, or appropriate any money in excess of the 
amount thus appropriated for the different expenses of the city during 
the year for which said appropriation shall be made; Provided, how- 
ever, That nothing herein contained shall prevent the City Council from 
ordering by a two-thirds vote, the repair or restoration of any improve- 
ment, the necessity of which is caused by any casualty or accident hap- 
pening after such annual appropriation is made, or by a like vote from 
making necessary appropriations for quarantine, hospital purposes, for 
purpose of enforcing the law and ordinances of such city, and for pur- 
poses of protecting the property of such city. The City Council may, 
by a like vote, order the mayor to borrow a sufficient sum to provide for 
the expense necessary to be incurred in making any repairs or restora- 
tion of improvements, the necessity of which has arisen as is last men- 
tioned, for a space of time not exceeding the close of the next fiscal 
year, which sum and the interest shall be added to the amount author- 
ized to be raised by the next general levy and embraced therein. All 
appropriation bills shall be by ordinance. Nothing contained herein 
shall prevent such cities from anticipating their revenue for the year 
for which such appropriation is made. 
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DUTY OF CITY ENGINEER— ESTIMATE OF COST. 

Sec. 47. The City Engineer shall make records of the minutes of, 
his surveys and of all work done for the city, including sewers, exten- 
sion of water system, and accurately make such plats, sections, proliles 
and maps as may be necessary in the prosecution of any public work, 
which shall be public records, and belong to the city, and be turned over 
to his successor. He shall make the estimates of the cost of labor aud 
materials which may be done and furnished by contract with the city, 
and make all surveys, estimates and calculations necessary to be made 
for the establishment of grades, building of culverts, sewers, waterworlcs, 
bridges, curbings and gutters, and the improvements of streets, and 
erection and repair of buildings, and shall perform such other duties as 
the Council may require. Before the City Council shall make any con- 
tract for building waterworks, or any part thereof, or any silvers, 
bridges or work on the streets, or any other work or improvement to 
cost over two hundred dollars, an estimate of the cost thereof shall 
be made by the Engineer, and submitted to the Council. Nothing herein 
contained shall prevent such city from employing other engineers or as- 
sistants for any work or labor for said city, either within or without 
the city limits; nor shall any work or labor of the City Engineer, done 
for such city outside of the limits of the said city, be construed to be 
within the sphere of his duties as such City Engineer, unless expressly 
so provided by ordinance. 

PARTITION WALLS— TENEMENT HOUSES. 

Sec. 48. Such cities shall have power to regulate the building of 
party walls and partition fences within the limits of such cities, and 
prescribe by ordinance in what proportion the adjoining owners shall 
bear the expense of the same, and in what manner such expenses shall 
be levied and collected, and define the terms upon which partition walls 
and fences already constructed may be used by adjoining owners. They 
shall have power to regulate tenement houses so as to secure the health 
and safety of the inmates thereof. 

LIABILITY FOR ACCIDENTS. 

Sec. 49. Cities of the first class shall be absolutely exempt from 
liability for damages or injuries suffered or sustained by reason of de- 
fectisre public ways or the sidewalks thereof within the limits of such 
cities, unless actual notice in writing of the defect of such public way or 
sidewalk shall have been filed with the City Clerk at least five days 
before the occurrence of such injury or damage. In the absence of such 
notice, so filed, the city shall not be liable, and in all cases such notice 
shall describe with particularity the place and nature of the defects of 
which complaint is made. 

SPECIAL ELECTIONS. 

Sec. 60. Special elections may be held in all cities of the first class 
for all purposes authorized by law or the Constitution of the State, by 
giving proper notice thereof by the Mayor, duly authorized by the Coun- 
cil, for at least ten days pjevious to such special election, by publishing 
such notice in at least one newspaper published in such cities. All per- 
sons who have been registered less than two years before such election, 
during a regular registration period for county or city elections, shall 
be entitled to vote at such special elections in the precinct in which they 
are registered, provided they are bona fide residents of the precinct in 
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which they offer to vote. All other persons who are duly qualified elec- 
tors in the precinct in which they offer to vote, shall be permitted to vote 
in such precinct, by taking and subscribing the same oath as is pre- 
scribed for registration in Section 255 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899, at the time they shall offer to vote, and such Clerk of Elec- 
tion shall have power to administer such oath; Provided, That the law 
in reference to challenge at such elections is not hereby abridged, ex- 
cept as herein modified; Provided, further, That the City Clerk of such 
city shall post at least one copy of the registry list as furnished him by 
the County Clerk, in each voting precinct, and shall cause to be pre- 
pared, and have on file in his office at least three days before such elec- 
tion, at least one copy of such registry list, for each voting precinct; 
said lists to be open to public inspection. The Mayor of such city, by 
and with the advice of the Council, may appoint one or more Clerks 
of Election, for each voting precinct, in addition to the number now pro- 
vided by law, for the purpose of facilitating registration on the day of 
the elections herein provided for, who shall have the same power as oth- 
er Clerks of Election, and who shall have the power herein provided for 
for Clerks of Election. 
CLAIMS AGAINST THE CITY. 

Sec. 51. All claims against the city must be presented in writing 
with a full account of the items verified by the oath of the claimant, or 
his agent, that the same is correct, reasonable and just, and no claim 
shall be audited, or allowed unless presented and verified as provided 
in this section, and no suit shall be instituted against such «ity for any 
claim whatever, unless such claim shall have first been presented to the 
Council as other claims, and a reasonable time has been given the said 
city to act upon the said claim; Provided, That all actions against such 
city for injury or damage to person or property hereafter sustained by 
reason of the negligence of such city, must be brought within six months 
from the date of sustaining the same, and to maintain such action, in 
addition to the other requisites mentioned in this act, it shall be neces- 
sary that the party file in the office of the City Clerk, within thirty days 
of the date of the injury or damage complained of, a statement giving 
full name, and the time, place, nature and circumstances of the injury 
complained of. 
SPECIAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sec. 52. Such cities shall have power to improve any street, avenue 
or alley by sidewalk construction, grading, curbing, paving, graveling, 
macadamizing, and guttering the same or any part thereof, and to make 
and reconstruct such street improvements, and to assess the cost thereof 
on the abutting property as herein provided, and may for that purpose, 
if it is deemed advisable, divide the city or that portion thereof, where 
such improvements are to be made or reconstructed, into districts, and 
may subdivide, enlarge or change the same at any time previous to the 
completion of the work therein. 
SEWERS. 

Sec. 63. They shall have power to provide for the making, recon- 
struction and repair of sewers, and apparatus thereto attached and con- 
nected therwith, in any street, avenue, alley or public ground within 
such cities, and may divide the city into such sewer districts as the Coun- 
cil may determine, and may sub-divide, enlarge or change the same at 
any time to the construction of the sewer therein. 
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RESOLUTION OR ORDINANCE OF IMPROVEMENT. 

Sec. 64. Any ordinance or resolution to make or reconstruct any 
such street improvement or sewer authorized herein, under which special 
assessments are to be jnade, shall be introduced and offered at least ten 
days previous to the adoption thereof, and the fact of the introduction, 
and the general purport thereof, shall within five days thereof be pub- 
lished in at least one newspaper published in such' city, and any prop- 
erty owner affected thereby may file or make any objections to the adop- 
tion or passage thereof. Provided,, however, That before the final pass- 
age or adoption of such resolution or ordinance, the same may be 
amended the same as in other cases. The vote upon the adoption of 
such resolution or ordinance shall be by yeas and nays, and entered of 
record. 

CONTRACT FOR IMPROVEMENT WORK. 

Sec. 65. When the making of reconstruction of such street im- 
provement or sewer is ordered, as may be done by ordinance or resolu- 
tion, as aforesaid, the same shall cause to be done, as work and labor for 
the city in other cases. Contracts may be let for the entire work in one 
contract, or for parts thereof in separate and specified sections. 

HOW COST PAID. 

Sec. 56. The total cost of making or reconstructing any street im- 
provement authorized in Section 51 hereof (except the cost of intersec- 
tions hereinafter provided for, and except what may have to be paid by 
railway and street railway companies), shall be assessed as a special tax 
against the property abutting thereon, in proportion as the frontage of 
each lot or tract of land improved is to the frontage of all the lots and 
land so improved, the sides of comer lots which sides abut on the streets 
so improved, being regarded as frontage. 

COST AT INTERSECTIONS. 

Sec. 57. The cost of any street improvement or sewer at the inter- 
section of streets, avenues and alleys, or any part thereof, and one-half 
of the cost of the same at spaces opposite streets, avenues and alleys 
intersecting, but not crossing, and at spaces opposite property owned by 
the city, or the United States, or any part thereof, may be paid from the 
general revenue of the city (excepting that part to be constructed and 
paid for by railways and street railways) ; but the cost in whole or in 
part of such street improvement at the places designated in this section 
(except that part to be paid for by railways and street railways if any) 
may be assessed against the property abutting or fronting upon that 
portion of the street, avenue or alley so improved, in the proportion to 
the linear front feet fronting or abutting upon such improvement. 

COST OF SEWERS. 

Sec. 58. The cost or any part thereof of making or reconstructing 
sewers, including that provided for in the preceding section, may be paid 
for from the general re.venue of the city; but the whole or any part there- 
of may be assessed against the property abutting on such sewer in pro- 
portion to the number of linear front feet of each parcel thereof, and 
upon adjacent property in proportion to the benefit thereto, but in esti- 
mating the benefits to result therefrom to adjacent property, no account 
shall be taken of improvements, and each lot or parcel of land shall be 
considered as wholly unimproved. 
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PROPERTY OF COUNTY AND SCHOOL DISTRICT. 

Sec. 59. If in any such city there shall be any real estate belongingr 
to any county or school district, abutting upon the street, alley or public 
way whereon paving, re-paving, or other special improvement shall have 
been ordered, it shall be the duty of the Board of County Commissioners, 
Board of Trustees of the school district, or other proper officers, to pay 
such special taxes or assessments, and in the event of neglect or refusal 
to do so, the city may recover the amount of such special taxes or assess- 
ments in any proper action, and the judgment thus obtained may be en- 
forced in the usual manner. 

ASSESSMENT OF RAILWAYS. 

Sec. 60. All railway and street railway companies shall be required 
to make, ' reconstruct and repair all paving, graveling or macadamizing^ 
between the rails of their tracks, and one foot outside thereof, at their 
own expense, unless by ordinance of the city, it may be bound to pave, 
gravel or macadamize other portions of said street, and in that case said 
railway or street railway company shall make, reconstruct and repair the 
paving, graveling and macadamizing of that part of the street specified 
by such ordinance; and such improvement, or the reconstruction or re- 
pair thereof, shall be of the material and character ordered by said city, 
and shall be done at the same time that the remainder of said improve- 
ment is made, reconstructed or repaired. When the same is made or com- 
pleted, said companies shall lay, in the best approved manner, sjich rail 
as the Council may require. They shall keep the paving, graveling or 
macadamizing between such rails, and one foot outside thereof, or such 
other part as they are liable to construct, or maintain, up to the grade 
and in good repair, using for such purpose the same material as is used 
for the original paving, graveling or macadamizing, or such other ma- 
terial as the Council may order. If the owner of said railway or street 
railway shall fail or refuse to comply with the order of the Council to 
make, reconstruct or repair such paving, graveling or macadamizing, 
such work may be done by the city, and the cost and expense thereof 
shall be assessed upon the real estate and personal property of said rail- 
way or street railway company, within the corporate limits of said city, 
and against such railway or street railway company, in the manner hereiib 
provided for the assessment of such cost against abutting property and 
the owners thereof. 

COST OF PAVING ALREADY LAID. 

Sec. 61. Before any street railway company shall lay its track upon 
any street that has been paved, and which at the time is not being paved, 
it shall pay into the City Treasury the value of all paving between its- 
tracks, and one foot outside thereof, which value shall be determined by 
the City Council, but in no case shall exceed the original cost of paving, 
and the money thus paid shall be refunded to the abutting property 
owners in proportion to the amounts originally assessed against the abut- 
ting property thereon. 

ABUTTING PROPERTY, MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec. 62. All lots laid out and platted in such city of the first class, 
contiguous or abutting on any street improvement, shall be considered 
abutting property, notwithstanding that different parts of the same may 
be owned by different parties; and when blocks are regularly laid out 
with alleys running through the centre or thereabouts, the lots fronting 
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on the street parallel to the alley shall be considered as abutting to such 
parallel street, and to the improvement on the half of such street next to 
such lots, the entire depth extending from such street to such alley, and 
if the improvement is made in the alley, then the entire depth to the 
parallel streets next to such alley, shall be considered as suuh abutting 
property. Where there are tracts of land, not regularly ?aid out in lots 
and Lloeks, with alleys, in the same territory or district improved, the 
Counf il shall determine the depth from the line where sucli improvement 
is made to which such tracts of land shall be assessable for such special 
improvements, and make the depth as nearly as may be equal to the 
depth of the regularly laid out lots, if same can be done, and shall make 
such determination and such assessment so that the same will be equitable 
and just on all the property improved within the territory or district. 
Where there are tracts of land or lots within the territory or district im- 
proved which are of a different depth, the Council may assess different 
sums against such lots or tracts of land, as may be equitable and just 
according to such depth, and so as to insure an equitable distribution of 
burden on each lot or tract of land improved. In case street improve- 
ments are made on streets passing or crossing alleys, the alleys shall in 
such cases and for the purpose of special assessments be treated as though 
the abutting lots or tracts of ground extended to the center of such alley, 
but this shall not prohibit such city from paying for such intersection or 
part thereof as herein otherwise provided. In case any street intersects 
any other street at any other than a right angle, the lots or tracts of 
^ound fronting the intersecting area shall nevertheless be considered 
abutting property to the one-fourth of the intersecting area next to such 
lot or tract of ground, as well as to the continuation therefrom of half 
of that part of the street or streets passing the front or side of the lot or 
tract of land from the point where such continuation leaves the inter- 
secting area to the end of such lot or tract of ground on such street or 
streets. But in such case that part of the cost of improving the inter- 
secting area not paid by the city shall be assessed against the property 
fronting or abutting on such intersection in the same proportion that the 
area of each lot or tract of ground fronting or abutting thereon bears to 
the whole area of all lots and tracts of ground fronting or abutting 
thereon, so as not to put an undue burden upon that property ending in 
an acute angle. All assessments, where the ground to be assessed is held 
by more than one owner in separate parcels, shall be in proportion to the 
fair cash value of each parcel, without, however, taking into considera- 
tion the improvements thereon. 

ASSESSMENT OF COSTS. 

Sec. 63. * When the making or reconstruction of any street improve- 
ment or sewer shall have been completed, or such part thereof shall have 
been completed as, under the contract, is to be paid for when done, the 
Council shall ascertain the cost thereof, including the cost of the esti- 
mates, if any, notices, inspection and preparing the assessment and plat, 
and shall also ascertain what portion of such costs shall be by law, and 
the ordinance or resolution of the Council under which such street im- 
provement was made or sewer constructed, assessable upon abutting 
property, and in case of sewers, also upon adjacent property, and what 
portion shall be assessed upon such abutting. property, and in case of 
sewers upon such abutting and adjaccQt property, and for intersections 
and spaces opposite property owned by the city or the United States, 
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and the Council shall then assess such portions upon and against such 
property as provided by law. 

PLAT AND SCHEDULE. 

Sec. 64. In assessing that part of the cost of the making or recon- 
struction of any street improvement or sewer, or completed part thereof, 
which is assessable against the lots or parcels of ground abutting thereon, 
or in case of sewers adjacent thereto, the Council shall cause to be pre- 
pared a plat of the streets, avenues or alleys, or the part thereof on which 
the same shall have been made or reconstructed, showing the separate 
lots or parcels of ground, or specified portion thereof, subject to assess- 
ment of such improvement, the names of the owners thereof, as far as 
practicable, and the amount to be assessed against each lot or parcel of 
ground, and against any railway or street railways, and file said plat and 
map in the oflBce of the City Clerk, which shall be subject to public in- 
spection. 

NOTICE OF ASSESSMENT. 

Sec. 66. After filing the plat and schedule, the Council shall give 
notice by publication in at least one newspaper published in such city, by 
two publications, that such plat and schedule are on file in the office of 
the City Clerk, and that within ten days after the first publication all 
objections thereto, or to the prior proceedings, on account of the errors, 
irregularities or inequalities must be made in writing and filed with the 
Clerk, and the Council having heard such objections and made the neces- 
sary corrections, shall then make the special assessment as shown in said 
plat and schedule, as corrected and approved, and as herein provided. 

OBJECTIONS. 

Sec. 66. All objections to errors, irregularities or inequalities in 
the making of special assessments, or in any of the prior proceedings or 
notices not made before the Council at the time and manner herein pro- 
vided for, shall be deemed waived in any and all proceedings wherein the 
same are attacked or sought to be attacked for any reason whatever, ex- 
cept where fraud is shown. 

LEVY OF ASSESSMENTS. 

Sec. 67. The special assessments made in said plat and schedules as 
corrected and approved shall be levied by ordinance or resolution against 
the property abutting on such street improvement or sewer, and in case of 
sewers upon adjacent property and in ease of intersections also upon 
fronting property as herein specially provided for, and when levied and 
certified by the Mayor and Clerk of the city, shall be payable at the office 
of the Treasurer of the said city. Provided, however. That the city may 
by ordinance provide that such assessments may be paid in installments 
and provide the rate of interest to be paid on any installments to be paid 
in the future, and make all rules, regulations and provisions therefor, and 
the payment of such improvements, which are deemed advisable and ex- 
pedient, and for such purpose may, among other things, issue the bonds 
of the said city specifying in said bonds the improvements for which they 
are issued, and specifying also the territory or district, for the improve- 
ment of which such bonds are issued, and said bonds are payable only '^ut 
0-' ihe fund derived from the said special assos^^ment so made, and such 
city may make such other provisions as in its judgment may seem best 
for the purposes herein mentioned.

SALE FOR ASSESSMENTS. 

Sec. 68. Property against which a special assessment has been levied 
for street improvement or sewers may be sold for any sum of principal, or 
penalty due or delinquent in the same manner, with the same forfeitures, 
penalties and rights of redemption and certificates and deeds shall be 
made on such sales in the same manner and with like effect, as in case of 
sales for the non-payment of ordinary taxes. 

DESCRIPTION OF PROPERTY. 

Sec. 69. It shall be sufiScient in any case to describe the lot or piece 
of ground as the same is platted or recorded, or described in any official 
record, although the same belong to several persons, but in case any lot 
or piece of ground belong to different persons, the owner of any part 
thereof may pay his proportion of the tax on such lot or piece of ground, 
and his proper share may be determined by the City Treasurer. 

LIEN, DEBT DUE. 

Sec. 70. The said city may provide that all delinquent assessments 
shall be liable for the same penalties and for the same interest as it may 
provide for the non-payment of ordinary taxes. All assessments made in 
pursuance of this act shall be a lien in the several amounts assessed 
against each lot or tract of land from the publication of the assessing or- 
dinance or resolution of such city, and such assessments, together with 
the penalties and interest thereon, shall have priority over all other liens, 
except general taxes. As to any subdivisions of any real estate assessed 
in pursuance of this act, the assessment shall in each Case be a lien upon 
all the subdivisions, in proportion to their respective areas. All such as- 
sessments, together with the penalty and interest, shall, in addition, be a 
debt due from the respective owners of property, against which such 
assessment, in accordance with this act, have been made ; and all assess- 
ments made under this act against any railway, or street railway, shall 
be a debt due personally from such railway or street railway, respective- 
ly. All such assessments may be recovered from the parties liable there- 
for in any court of equity or law having jurisdiction. 

IRREGULARITIES. 

Sec. 71 Irregularities in making assessments and returns thereof, 
in the equalization of assessments, and in the mode and manner of adver- 
tising the sale of any property, shall not invalidate or affect the i»ale 
thereof, when advertised and sold for delinquent city taxes and special 
RE-LEVY. 

assessments; nor shall the sale of any real estate, or any such tax or 
assessment be invalid on account of such real estate having been listed 
m the name of any other person than that of the rightful owner. 

Sec. 72. When by reason of non-conformity to any law, ordinance, 
or by reason of any omission, informality, mistake, error, delay or irregu- 
larity, any special tax or assessment hereafter levied is invalid, or is 
deemed invalid by the Council, or is adjudged illegal, or in case of de- 
ficiencies,the Council shall have the power to correct the same by resolu- 
tion or ordinance, and may re-assess and relevy the same, as also an 
amount to make up such deficiencies with the same force and effect as if 
done at the proper time, in the proper amount, and in the manner provid- 
ed by law or by the resolution or ordinance relating thereto. Provided, 
That in all cases under the provisions of this section, the Council, before 
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making any such re-assessment, or levy, or special taxes or assessment, 
^hall give five days notice in a newspaper published and of general circu- 
lation in the city, of the time when the Council will meet and determine 
the manner of re-assessing or re-levying all such special assessments ; and 
Provided further. That should the mode of assessment herein mentioned 
be adjudged illegal, in whole or in part, by any court of competent juris- 
diction, the Council shall have power to re-assess and re-levy a new assess- 
ment equal to the special benefits, or not to exceed the cost of the im- 
provements for which the assessment was made upon the property origi- 
nally assessed, and such assesment so made, together with lawful interest 
thereon from time to time of the original assessment, shall constitute a 
lien upon the property prior and superior to all other liens, except liens 
for taxes or other special assessments. 

CORRECTION. 

Sec. 73. When in making any special assessment, any property is 
hereafter assessed too little or too much, the same may be corrected, and 
a re-assessment and re-levy made in conformity therewith, and any tax 
collected in excess of the proper amount shall be refunded to the parties 
paying the same. Such corrected assessment shall be a lien, and shall be 
collected the same as the original assessment. 

FURTHER POWER. 

Sec. 74. Said city may pass such ordinances or resolutions in regard 
to special assessments, not inconsistent with this act, as may be deemed 
advisable, and to carry out fully the intendments of this act, and to en- 
force the payment of such special assessments, and make all provisions 
of every kind necessary and proper to secure the payment of the work 
done, not inconsistent herewith. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Sec. 75. Cities of the first class shall have power and full authority, 
in addition to the power and authority hereinbefore mentioned, to provide 
by ordinance, general or special, for the construction, reconstructioTi or 
repair of sidewalks. Whenever in the opinion of the Council it sha4 be 
proper, because suflBcient sidewalks have been laid in the vicinity, to maUe 
it reasonable that the intervening or adjacent sidewalk areas ishould be 
provided with sidewalks, or existing sidewalks should be reconstructed 
or repaired, and to provide for notice to be given the owner or his agent, 
to construct, or reconstruct or repair such walks, and upon default, to 
have the work done by day labor or contract, and when done, either to 
assess the cost thereof upon the abutting property, in such manner as niny 
be provided by ordinance, reserving to the owner or his agent the right 
to be heard on the assessment, or to issue therefor to the person doing thn 
work, its certificate, stating the just amount due him, which certificate 
shall draw interest at the rate to be fixed by ordinance, imtil paid, and 
when recorded in the office of the County Clerk of the county in which 
said city is situated, shall be a lien upon the property abutting which the 
work was done. And said amount may be recovered by the holder of the 
certificate against the owner in the court having jurisdiction, and said 
lien may foreclosed by the holder of such certificate, if not paid within 
thirty days from its date. Whenever the Council determines by special 
ordinance, or by resolution, or motion under a general ordinance, that 
sidewalks herein contemplated shall be laid, such Council shall also have 
the further power to determine in such cases, and provide by resolution, 
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ordinance, or otherwise, what kind of sidewalk shall be constructed, re- 
constructed or repaired, and determine the material of which, and the 
manner in which it shall be done. The cost of such construction, recon- 
struction, or repair, shall in addition be a personal debt due from the 
owner of the property abutting which such improvement has been made, 
to be recovered by the city, in any court having jurisdiction. Nothing 
herein contained shall be constru:»d as limiting the right of the said city 
to repair sidewalks without notice*, as herein otherwise provided. 

SALARIES. 

Sec. 76. The salaries of all officers shall be fixed by ordinance and 
shall be not exceeding the following sums per annum, respectively: The 
Mayor, one thousand dollars per annum; the Treasurer, twelve hundred 
doUars per annum ; the Clerk, twelve hundred dollars per annum ; the Wa- 
ter Commissioner, fifteen hundred dollars per annum; the Marshall, fif- 
teen hundred dollars per annum; each policeman, one thousand dollars 
per annum; each councilman, five dollars for actual attendance. at each 
regular or special meeting of the City Council, and three dollars per day 
for each day of actual attendance at the meetings of the members of said 
City Council when sitting as a Board of Equalization, for assessment for 
taxation, such last named period not to exceed fifteen days ;. each police 
justice, six hundred dollars per annum ; the foregoing to be construed as 
limitations and not fixed salaries. All other officers of the city shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the Mayor and City Council may fix by ordi- 
nance. 

REPEAL OF LAWS, EXCEPTIONS. 

Sec. 77. Sections 10, 12, 14 and 26, of Chapter 71 of the Session 
Laws of Wyoming, 1907, and Sections 1612, 1620, 1630, 1631 and 1633 of 
the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, and all laws inconsistent here- 
with, are hereby repealed. Provided, however. That all ordinances, or 
parts of ordinances of any city of the first class within this State, coming 
within the scope, and authorized by the powers and privileges herein 
granted, are hereby declared to be valid and binding ordinances, within, 
the limits of such cities, until duly repealed, modified or amended. 

Sec. 78. This act shall take effect ajid be in force from and after its 
passage and approval.

CHAPTER 52.

RELATING TO CORPORATE LIMITS OF CITY OR TOWN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-en&ct Section 1750 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

MAJORITY OF PROPERTY OWNERS. 

Section 1. That Section 1750 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
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''Section 1750. When a majority of the property owners, who are 
also the owners of a majority of the property, determined by the acreage 
of any tract of land adjacent to the corporate limits of any city or town, 
now or hereafter existing in this State, petition the Maypr or Council of 
such city or town to have said tract of land included within the corporate 
limits of such city or town, it shall ba the duty of such City or Town Coun^ 
cil to publish such petition in a paper published in the city or town, if 
any, otherwise in some newspaper published in the county, at least once 
each week for three consecutive weeks, then such proposed annexation 
shall be included and become a part of such city or town, and thereupon 
the Mayor and City or Town Clerk shall cause to be filed in the office of 
the Register of Deeds in the county wherein such city or town is located, 
a plat showing the boundaries of the tract added to said city or town; 
Provided always. That if written protest opposing such annexation, 
signed by not less than fifty property owners of such city or town, be filed 
with the Mayor of such city or town, within ten days after the last publi- 
cation of said petition, then said proposed annexation shall not be includ- 
ed and shall not become a part of such city or town." 

, Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and approval.

CHAPTER 63. 

Senate Pile No. 37. 

RELATING TO EXAMINATION AND REGISTRATION OF NURSES. 

AN ACT to provide and regnilate the examination and registration of Nurses and 
the practice of nursing. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature pf the State of Wyoming: 

EXAMINER. 

Section 1. Upon the taking effect of this act, the Wyoming State 
Nurses' Association shall nominate for examiners five of their members 
who shall have had not less than three years' experience in their profes- 
sion, as candidates ; and at each annual meeting thereafter shall nominate 
two other candidates. The governor shall appoint a board of three exam- 
iners from such list. When the first appointment is made, one members 
of said board shall be appointed for one year, one for two years, and one 
for three years, and thereafter all appointments shall be made for a term 
of three years, except an appointment for an unexpired term, which shall 
be made for only such unexpired' term. All vacancies in said board, caused 
by death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by the Governor, in the 
same manner as an original appointment, and for the time herein men- 
tioned. 

MEET AND ORGANIZE. 

Sec. 2. The members of the said Board of Examiners shall meet and 
organize as soon as practicable after their appointment, by taking an oath 
faithfully to discharge the duties of their office, which oath shaU be filed 
with the Secretary of State, and by the election of a president, vice presi- 
dent and secretary. Said Board of Examiners may, from time to time, 
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Adopt such rules and regulations as shall be deemed necessary in the per- 
formance of their duties, consistent with the requirement of this act. It 
may adopt a seal, and the secretary shall have the care and custody there- 
of. The secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings of the Board 
of Examiners, including a register of the names and addresses of all nurs- 
es duly registered under this act, which ahall be open at all times to public 
inspection. The Board shall cau^e the prosecution of any person violat- 
ing this act, and may incur necessary expenses in that behalf. Each 
member of the Boaid shall receive a compensation of five dollars per day 
or for each fraction of a day in which each member is actually engaged in 
the attendance upon the meetings of the Board, and in going to and com- 
ing from the place of meeting, and all the legitimate and necessary ex- 
penses incurred in attending such meetings; all such compensation and 
expenses to be paid out of the Nurses' Fund,*' by warrants drawn by 
the State Auditor upon there being filed with the State Auditor a certifi- 
cate to be signed by the president, or vice president, and secretary of the 
Board, with the seal of the Board attached, showing the amount itemized 
to which each member is entitled. 

« 

FEES. 

Sec. 3. The fees received by the Board of Examiners herein speci- 
fied, from examination or otherwise, shall be paid to the State Treasurer, 
and shall be kept in a fund known as the ** Nurses' Fund." and shall be 
subject at all times to the warrant of the State Auditor drawn upon writ- 
ten requisition of the president or vicepresident and attested by the sec- 
retary of said Board of Examiners, with seal attached, for the payment of 
any expenses made by said Board. The secretary shall make, on or be- 
fore January 1st of each year, a report to the Governor of the State, con- 
taining a true and correct account of all monies received and ordered dis- 
bursed by the Board. Any expense incurred in making said report and 
any other necessary expenses of the said Board shall be paid out of the 
said fund. 



QUORUM. 

Sec. 4. Two members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. Spe- 
cial meetings of the Board shall be called by the secretary upon written 
request of any other member. The Board shall from time to time adopt 
rules for the examination of applicants for registration in accordance with 
the provisions of this act, and shall from time to time adopt rules by whic^ 
to establish a uniform and reasonable standard of instruction and train- 
ing to be observed by training schools, and shall determine the reputa- 
bility of such schools by reference to their compliance with such rules 
and in like manner may from time to time amend, modify and repeal such 
rules. The Board shall immediately upon the election of an officer file 
with the Secretary of State a certificate thereof, giving the name and ad- 
dress of such officer, and immediately upon the adoption of any rule, shall 
file with the Secretary of State a certificate thereof setting out therein a 
copy of such rule, or in case of the repeal of a rule setting out fully such 
fact, and shall immediately publish such certificate in at least one journal 
devoted to the e'nterests of professional nursing and mail a copy of such 
certificate to every applicant at the address appearing upon the records 
of the Board to every reputable training school in the Sate of Wyoming. 
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DUTY BOARD. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Board to meet for the purpose of 
holding examinations once in every year. Notice of such meetings shall 
be given to the public press and to at least one journal devoted to the in- 
terests of professional nursing and by mail to every applicant, and to 
every reputable training school in Wyoming at least thirty days prior to 
the meeting. At such meetings it shall be the duty of the Board to ex- 
amine all such applicants for registration under this act as are required 
to be examined, and to issue to each duly qualified applicant who shall 
have complied with the pertinent provisions of this act the certificate pro- 
vided for in this act. Any person to whom a certificate of registration 
shall be issued shall within ninety (90) days thereafter cause the same to 
be recorded with the County Clerk of the county in which such person re- 
sided at the time of application. Such person shall be prepared whenever 
requested to exhibit such certificate of registration or a certified copy 
thereof. 

AGE. 

. iSec. 6. Every applicant for registration shall be at least twenty-one 
(21) years old, of good moral character, and shall possess such further 
qualifications as may be prescribed from time to time by the Board by 
rule ; Provided, That no such rule shall be inconsistept with the provisions 
of this act relating to those who shall, make application prior to July 1, 
1910. Every applicant shall make such proof of the necessary qualifica- 
tions as shall satisfy the Board thereof. Every application shall be made 
in writing in the true name of the applicant, in sucji form as may from 
time to time be prescribed by the Board, and shall state , the place of resi- 
dence of, and be signed by the applicant. The fee for acting on an appli- 
cation shall be ten dollars and shall accompany the application, but every 
subsequent application of the same person shall be acted on without fee. 

ENTITLED TO REGISTRATION. 

Sec. 7. Upon compliance with the pertinent provisions of this act, 
nurses otherwise qualified shall be entitled to registration as follows: 
First, without examination ; provided they make application prior to July 
1, 1910; (a) nurses who shall have graduated before said date from a 
training school which is connected with a general hospital and which shall 
be registered by the Examining Board, provided such nurses so applying 
shall have received a course of at least two years' training in such training 
schools, and Provided further. That no training school shall be registered 
by said Examining Board unless such school maintains proper educational 
standards, and unless it gives not less than two years' training in a gen- 
eral hospital, or its equivalent; (b) nurses who shall have graduated on or 
prior to January 1, 1897, from a reputable training school, connected with 
a general hospital, who at the time of graduation shall have received a 
course of one year's training in such training school, and who at the time 
of application shall have been engaged in nursing five years "feince their 
graduation; (c) nurses now in training in a training school, registered 
hereafter by the Examining Board and connected with a general hospital, 
which- now gives a course of at least two years' training; provided, the 
applicants graduate therefrom. Second, nurses who shall make applica- 
tion on or after July 1, 1910, and who at the time of application shall have 
graduated from a training school, connected with a general hospital, regis- 
tered by said Examining Board and requiring a systematic course oif at 
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least two years' training; provided, such applicants shall pass an exami- 
nation to be prescribed by said Board, to determine their fitness and abil- 
ity to give efficient care to the sick. Third, nurses who shall make appli- 
cation on or after July 1, 1910, and who at the time of application .shall 
have graduated from a reputable training school connected with a special 
hospital, requiring a systematic course of at least two years' training, and 
who at the time of application shall have obtained in a reputable general 
hospital one (1) year's additional training in subjects not adequately 
taught in the training school from which they graduated, and shall pass 
an examination to determine their fitness and ability to give efficient care 
to the sick. 

VI N LAWFUL. 

8ec. 8. It shall be unlawful hereafter for any person to practice or 
attempt to practice in this State as a graduate trained or registered nurse 
without a certificate from the Board. Any person who has received such 
a certificate shall be styled and known as a Registered Nurse, and shall be 
-entitled to append the letters **R. N." to the name of such person. No 
other persons shall assume or use such title or the abbreviation "R. N.'* 
or any other words, letters or figures to indicate that such person is a 
Registered, Trained or Graduate Nurse. 

NOT CONSTRUED. 

Sec. 9. This act shall not be construed to affect or apply to the gra- 
tuitous nursing of the sick by friends or members of the family, nor to 
any person nursing the sick for hire who does not in any way assume or 
pretend to be a Registered or Graduate Nurse, and this act shall not be 
construed to interfere in any way with members of religious communities 
or orders which have charge of hospitals or take care of the sick in their 
own homes ;provided, such members do not in any way assume to be 
Registered Nurses. 

UPON PAYMENT. 

See. 10. The Board, upon written application and upon the payment 
of ten dollars ($10) as a registration fee, may issue a certificate without 
examination to those who shall have been registered as Registered Nurses 
under the law of another state having requirements equivalent to those of 
Wyoming. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 11. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction be fined for each 
offense, in a siim not less than ten dollars ($10), nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars ($200) for the first offense, and not liess than one hundred 
dollars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500) for each sub- 
sequent offense. Any person who shall willfully make any false represen- 
tation to the Board in applying for a license shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be fined in a sum not less than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200). 

ATTESTED BY. 

Sec. 12. All certificates issued by the Board shall be signed by all 
members thereof, and shall be attested by the president and secretary. 
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MAY REVOKE. 

Sec. 13. The Board may revoke any certificate by a unanimous vote 
for dishonesty, gross incompetency, a habit rendering a nurse unsafe to be 
entrusted with, or unfit for the care of the sick, conduct derogatory to the 
morals or standing of the profession of nursing, or any willful fraud or 
misrepresentation practiced in procuring such certificate; Provided, the 
holder of such certificate shall have been given at least thirty (30) days' 
notice in writing of the specific charge against such holder, and of the time 
and place of hearing the charge by the Board, at which time and place the 
holder shall be entitled to be heard and to bo represented by counsel. Up- 
on the revocation of any certificate, the same shall be null and void, the 
holder thereof shall cease to be entitled to any of the privileges conferred 
by such certificate, and it shall be the duty of the secretary of the Board 
to strike the name of the holder thereof from the roll of Registered Nurs- 
es, and to give nbtice of such revocation to the County Clerk in whose 
ofiSce such certificate is recorded, and thereupon such County Clerk shall 
note the fact of such revocation upon the record of such certificate. 

NO AUTHORITY. 

Sec. 14. Nothing contained in this act shall be considered as con- 
ferring any authority to practice medicine or undertake the treatment or 
cure of disease in violation of the laws relating to the practice . of medi- 
cine of this State. 

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 54. 

Senate File No. 62. 

RELATING TO SALARIES OF STATE OFFICERS. 

AN ACT prescribing the salaries of certain State officers and fixing their place 
of residence during their term of office. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SALARY. 

Section 1. Until otherwise provided by law, the Governor shall re- 
ceive an annual salary of four thousand dollars ; the Secretary of State^ 
State Auditor, State Treasurer, and Superintendent of Public IriStruction, 
shall each receive an annual salary of three thousand dollars, and the 
salaries of any of said officers shall not be increased or diminished during^ 
the period for which they were elected, and all fees and profits arisin^^ 
from any of said offices shall be covered into the State Treasury. 

RESIDE AT. 

Sec. 2. All officers hereafter elected to the offices mentioned in See- 
tion 1 of this act shall reside at the seat of government and shall keep 
their offices at the State Capitol. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed.

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OHAPTEB 55.

RELATING TO MARKING AND INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 

AK ACT providing for the marking and inspection of cattle to be driven out of 
the Plate, and prescribing a penalty for failure to secure such inspection. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

IDENTIFY. 

Section 1. Any person or persons engaged in buying cattle to be 
driven out of this State shall, before driving or removing said cattle from 
the place of purchase, properly identify them with a sufficient and proper 
road brand made with hot iron or paint. 

REPORT TO. 

8ec. 2. Any person or persons engaged in buying cattle to be driven 
out of this State, shall, before driving said cattle from this State, report 
to the nearest justice of the peace his or their intention so to do, and re- 
<]ne8t the appointmept of an inspector to inspect said cattle. 
DUTY JUSTICE OF PEACE. 

Sec. 3.. It shall be the duty of every justice of the peace to whom 
«nch application is made, to immediately appoint a capable person to in- 
spect said cattle, and said inspector shall thereupon inspect the same, and 
if satisfied that the person claiming ownership thereof is entitled to the 
possession of said cattle, shall give to the agent in charge thereof a cer- 
tificate of inspection, and shall make due return to the justice of the 
peace by whom he was appointed, showing the number of cattle inspected, 
the brands thereon, the ownership thereof, and the date of such inspec- 
tion, together with such other facts as he deems necessary. 
FEE. 

Sec. 4. The fee for appointment of inspector shall be one dollar, 
which shall be paid to the justice of the peace by the person applying for 
such appointment. The fee for inspecting cattle shall be ten cents per 
head, which shall be paid to the inspector for his services, and which shall, 
until paid, be a lien on the cattle inspected. Provided, however. That the 
minimum fee for inspecting any herd of cattle shall be two dollars and 
fifty cents, and the maximum fee shall be ten dollars. 
MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 5. Any person or persons engaged in buying cattle and driving 
the same out of this State, who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
*ct, shall, upon conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined not inore than two hundred dollars, or confined in the 
-county jail for not more than sixty days, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. Provided, however, That nothing in this act contained shall be 
construed as in any manner affecting the laws now in force respecting the 
larceny of live stock; and Provided further. That this act shall not be 
construed to apply to persons ranging or herding cattle on lands along, 
adjacent to or traversed by state lines, where such persons are not en- 
^ged in buying cattle in this State to be driven out. 

Sec. 6 This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 56.

RELATING TO INFLUENCING ELECTORS AT ANY GENERAL OR SPECIAL 

ELECTION. 

AN ACT to prohibit the use of moneys, liquor, or other thing of value to Influence 
electors at any general or special election. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

INFLUENCING VOTER. 

Section 1, Any person who shall solicit, request, demand, take, ac- 
cept, or receive, either directly or indirectly, from any person, any money, 
intoxicating liquor, or other thing of value, or the promise thereof, either 
to influence his vote, or to be used, or under the pretenses of being used, 
to secure the vote of any person or persons, or to be used at any poll, or 
other place prior to, or on the day of any election, for or against any can- 
didate, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be subject to a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail not 
less than three months nor more than one year, or both, at the discretion 
of the court, and shall pay the costs of prosecution and stand committed 
to the county jj^il until such costs are fully paid. 

WHO SHALL PAY. 

Sec. 2. Any candidate, or other person, who shall pay, furnish, or 
give, or who shall promise to pay, furnish, or give any money, intoxicat- 
ing liquor or other thing of value, to any person or persons, either to 
influence such person or persons to vote for or against any candidate, or 
to be used by the receiver of such money, intoxicating liquor, or other 
thing of value to influence or procure the vote of any other person or per- 
sons for or against any candidate, or to be used at any polling or other 
place prior to or on the day of any election for or against any candidate, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction thereof in 
any court of competent jurisdiction, be fined not less than one hiaidrcd 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the 
county jail not less than three months nor more than one year, or both, at 
the discretion of the court, and shall pay all costs of prosecution and 
Qtand committed to the county jail until such costs are fully paid. Pro- 
vided, however, that contributions by any candidate toward defraying 
the expenses of hall rent, music, or any other legitimate campaign ex- 
I>enses, shall not be subject to the provisions of this section. Prosecutions 
ander this act may be had by indictment in the District Court, or by in- 
formation therein. 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful to furnish or engage, to pay any money 
or property for the purpose of procuring the attendance of voters at the 
polls by any form of conveyance or otherwise, or for the purpose of com- 
pensating any person for procuring the attendance of voters at the polls 
except for the conveyance of voters who are sick or infirm, and any per- 
son or persons violating any of the provisions of this section shall on con- 
viction thereof be fined not to exceed two hundred dollars. Provided, 
That this shall only apply to incorporated cities and towns. 
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Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 57. 

Senate File No. 27. 

RELATING TO COLLECTION OF TOWN TAXES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1560 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, relating to the collection of town, taxes, penalty for delinquency 
and tax 'deeds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DUTY OF TREASURER. 

Section 1. That Section 1560 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

** Section 1560. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to immediately 
proceed and collect the taxes on said duplicate by advertising for three 
successive weeks in a newspaper, if any be printed in such town, other- 
wise by posting up notices in three public places therein, the fact that 
said taxes are due, and by personally calling on each and every person, 
company or corporation, so taxed, and demanding payment of the same, 
except as to nonresidents, to whom he shall send by registered mail a 
notice as aforesaid, postage prepaid, addressed to the last known address 
of such person or corporation ; and in the event of any portion of said tax 
so assessed and levied remaining unpaid at the expiration of thirty days 
from the date of the first advertisement, or posting of notices as above 
provided, it shall be the duty of the said Treasurer, and he shall have 
pawer to collect the same, with ten per centum addition upon said 
amount, as a penalty for so failing to pay said tax, and also all legal costs 
incurred in making said collection, in the manner and in accordance with 
the provisions of the law of the State for the collection of state and coun- 
ty revenue, except in regard to the time of making the distraint of prop- 
erty necessary to enforce the collection of said tax, which time shall, for 
the purpose of collecting the tax, be deemed to commence with the ex- 
piration of the thirty days hereinbefore referred to. All such sales of 
town property shall take place at the front door of the town hall of the 
town wherein such property is situated. All deeds and conveyances for 
lands so sold for taxes shall be prima facie evidence of the validity and 
regularity of all proceedings anterior to the giving of such deed or con- 
veyance, and upon which it is based. 

**In all matters pertaining to the issuance of certificates to purchas- 
ers, the making of deeds and conveyances for property sold under this 
section, town treasurers shall be deemed to have the same powers, 
as those now held by county treasurers, and the procedure for the re- 
demption of realty from tax sale prescribed by Sections 1890, 1891 and 
1893 of the Revised Statutes, shall apply in cases of tax sale by town 
authorities, likewise the procedure for obtaining a tax deed to any prop- 
erty so purchased at tax sales held by town authorities, shall be in 
accordance with the procedure set forth in Sections 1895, as amended by 
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Chapter 16 of the Session Laws of 1901 ; 1896 and 1897, of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 58. 

House Bill No. 36. 

RELATING TO ANNUAL REPORTS OF INSPECTORS OF COAL MINES. 

AN ACT to require annual reports from State Inspectors of Coal Mines, appro- 
priating money for the publication thereof, and providing a penalty for 
failure to make such report. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL MAKE ANNUAL RSMRT. 

Section 1. Each State Inspector of Coal Mines in this State shall 
make an annual report to the Governor on the first Monday in December 
of each year, containing the substance of the matters embodied in his 
quarterly reports now provided for by law, and setting forth fully the 
number of fatal and non-fatal accidents occurring within his jurisdiction, 
the name of the mine and its location, the names of all persons injured 
and killed thereby, the nature and causes thereof and such recommenda- 
tions as he may suggest that would prevent such accidents in the future ; 
and such report shall contain sta*tistical and other information which 
may tend to promote the development of the coal mining resources of this 
State and afford a better knowledge of the proper method in mining, 
blasting and handling of coal, in order that those engaged in the coal 
mining industry may be informed fully of methods that may secure their 
safety. 

GOVERNOR SHALL. 

Sec. 2. The Governor shall cause a suflScient number of such reports 
to be published directly after receiving the same in order to supply coal 
mine operators, coal miners and the public generally, who shall be fur- 
nished such reports upon application therefor without expense ; and such 
report shall be submitted to the legislature following their rendition, by 
the Governor, with such recommendations for legislation thereon as he 
shall see fit to make. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 3. Any State Inspector of Coal Mines in this State who shall 
fail to make the annual report required of him in Section 1 of this 
act, or who shall violate any of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum 
not less than fifty dollars, nor more than two hundred and fifty dollars, 
in the discretion of the court. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act 
the sum of five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary^ 
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is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury, from funds not other- 
wise appropriated. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 19th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 59. 

House BUI No. 163. 

RELATING TO THE PRESERVATION OF WILD GAME. 

AN ACT directing the Governor and the State Game Warden to take immediate 
action looking towards the preservation of wild game in the State of 
Wyoming wh^re such animals are suffering from starvation, and making 
an appropriation therefor and providing how the same shall be expended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

IMMEDIATE ACTION. 

Section 1. The Governor and State Game Warden of the State of 
Wyoming are hereby directed to take such immediate action as the con- 
ditions shall warrant looking towards the preservation of wild game in 
the State of Wyoming suffering from starvation. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this 
act there is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five thousand dollars. Such ap- 
propriation, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be available 
forthwith on the passage of this act, and shall be expended for the pur- 
chase of feed and expense incident to the distribution thereof, for wild 
game in the State of Wyoming actually suffering from starvation. The 
State Game Warden shall purchase such feed and employ such assistance 
as may be necessary in its distribution, and the accounts therefor shall be 
subject to the approval of the Governor and the State Game Warden be- 
fore the same shall be audited and allowed for payment by the State 
Auditor. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. ' 

Approved February 19th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 60. 

Senate File No. 68. 

RELATING TO THE APPOINTMENT OF A BOARD OF SHEEP 
COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT to repeal SecUon- 2074, 2075. 2076, 2077, 2078, 2079, 2080, 2081. 2082, 2083. 
2084, 2085. 2086. 2087, 2088, 2089, 2090. 2091, 2092, 2093, 2094, 2095, 2096, 2097, 
2098, 2099 and 2100 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming. 1899; also Chap- 
ter 61 of the Session Laws of Wyoming. 1903; also Chapter 98 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of Wyoming. 1905. and to enact provisions for the appointment 
of a Board of Sheep Commissioners, and to fix their compensation and 
define their powers and duties and to provide for the appointment of 
sheep Inspectors and to prevent and suppress dessemination of scab 
among sheep, and to provide for the acceptance by the Board of Sheep 
Commissioners of the rules and regulations prepared by the Secretary 
of Agriculture under and in pursuance of Section numbered 3 of the Act 
of Congrress. approved May 29th, 1884, and authorizing and emi)owering in- 
spectors of the Bureau of Animal Industry of the United States to inspect 
domestic animals infected with contagious and infectious diseases within 
the Estate, under the supervision of the aforesaid Board, and provided 
penalties for violation of the provisions of this enactment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DIRECTED AND EMPOWERED. 

Section 1. The Governor, with the consent of the Senate, is hereby 
directed and empowered to appoint a Board of Sheep Commissioners, to 
consist of three members. Each member of said Board shall be a qualified 
elector of the county from which he is chosen, and an owner of sheep 
within the State, and must reside during his term of oflBce within such 
county, which must be a part of the district from which he was appointed. 

OATH OF OFFICE. 

Sec. 2. Members of said Board, before entering upon their duties, 
shall each take the oath of office prescribed by the constitution, which 
must be filed in the office of the Secretary of State. They shall hold office 
for a term of two years, or until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied, and in case of a vacancy in said Board from death, resignation or 
otherwise, the Governor must fill such vacancy by appointment. 

ORGANIZE. 

. Sec. 3. The Board must organize by electing one of its members as 
president, and the Board is authorized to appoint a secretary-treasurer, 
which secretary-treasurer shall receive such compensation as may be al- 
lowed by said Board. The members of said Board shall receive actual 
expenses incurred by them in the performance of their duties, but shall 
receive no compensation for their services. The Secretary-Treasurer shall 
give a bond to the State of Wyoming in the sum of five thousand doUars, 
with good and sufficient sureties. 

DISTRICTS. 

Sec. 4. The State is hereby divided into three districts for inspection 
and other purposes as follows : District No. 1, or the Southern District, 
shall comprise the counties of Laramie, Albany, Carbon, Sweetwater and 
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Uinta; District No. 2, or the Central District, shall comprise the counties 
of Fremont, Natrona and Converse ; District No. 3, or the Northern Dis- 
trict, shall comprise the counties of Weston, Crook, Sheridan, Johnson 
and Big Horn. The Board may appoint such inspectors as it may deem 
necessary, in the manner and as the said Board may provide by its rules 
and regulations, which said inspectors shall be subject at all times to the 
command of the said Board. The Board shall exercise an exclusive super- 
vision over, and do and cause to be done all things practicable to protect 
the sheep interests of the State from theft and disease, and it shall pre- 
pare and promulgate in pamphlet or circular form such rules and regula- 
tions as it may deem necessary for the quarantining and dipping of sheep 
infected with scab, lice, ticks or any parasites detrimental to sheep, or 
any other infectious and contagious disease, or that have in any manner 
been exposed to such infectious or contagious diseases, and for the speedy 
and effective suppression and extirpation of disease among sheep, as are 
not in conflict with the provisions of this enactment. It shall be the duty of 
the Board to devise and recommend from time to time such legislation 
as shall foster and develop the sheep industry of the State. The Board 
is also given power to subpoena witnesses in prosecutions of alleged vio- 
lations of this enactment. The Board shall convene at least once each 
year, or as frequently as it shall deem necessary. The manner of the 
transaction of its business and the duties of its officers shall be prescribed 
by the Board by appropriate by-laws. 

DUTY OF BOARD TO AUDIT. 

Sec. 5. It is the duty of the Board to audit all bills for expenses 
incurred in the protection or fostering of the sheep industry incurred 
under the provisions of this enactment, and if found correct to certify the 
same to the State Auditor, who shall draw a warrant on the State Treas- 
urer in favor of the party or parties entitled to such compensation in the 
sum so certified, payable out of the Sheep Inspection and Indemnity 
Fund," or any other funds at the disposition of the Board. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Sec. 6. The Board must make an annual report, in writing, to the 
Governor, on the thirtieth day of November of each year. Su(*h report 
must give a complete statement of the transactions of the Board during 
the year. 

EXPENSES OUT OF. 

Sec. 7. The said Board of Sheep Commissioners shall pay its ex- 
penses out of such sums as may be from time to time appropriated there- 
for, or said expenses shall be paid from the Sheep Inspection and Indem- 
nity Fund, in the same manner and under the same restrictions as other 
liabilities of the State are paid. 

SHEEP INSPECTORS. 

Sec. 8. Each Sheep Inspector shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, take the oath required by the constitution for other officers, 
unless he be a representative of the Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States, and shall give a bond to the State of Wyoming in the sum 
of five thousand dolars, with good and sufficient sureties, which shall be 
approved by the Commissioner of the district frcmi which the said In- 
spector is appointed, also by the President of the Board of Sheep Commis- 
sioners, and which bond shall be conditioned that such Sheep Inspector 
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shall well and faithfully perform the duties of his office, as prescribed by 
law, and faithfully account for and turn over to the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the State Board of Sheep Commissioners all funds collected by the 
said inspector. 

BOND. 

Sec. 9. Such bond, with the oath endorsed thereon, shall be recorded 
in the office of the State Board of Sheep Commissioners, and shall also be 
recorded and filed in the office of the Secretary of State, and such bond 
may be sued upon by any person injured by the unfaithful performance 
of duty of such Inspector, and a copy of said oath and bond certified 
by the Secretary of State shall be received as evidence of its contents 
in all courts of the State; Provided, however. That where, in the en- 
forcement of quarantine reflations, owners of property are injured 
thereby, the person, corporation or company responsible for the neces- 
sity of such quarantine, and all those exercising ownership over the 
sheep so quarantined shall be liable for all damages and injuries occa- 
sioned thereby. 

FOUND TO BE INFECTED. 

Sec. 10. Whenever, upon examination by a sheep inspector, any 
flock of sheep kept or herded in the State of Wyoming shall be found 
to be infected with scab, ticks or any other infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, or that have been exposed in any manner to any such disease, such 
Inspector shall forthwith take charge of and treat said sheep by dipping 
or other^v^se for said disease, as soon as possible, and within a period 
of not less than ten days, nor more than fifteen days immediately suc- 
ceeding said first dipping or treatment, to again dip such sheep. Pro- 
vided, That in case said treatment is for ticks, only one dipping shall be 
necessary and required ; also to keep said sheep from contact with other 
sheep by such means as he may specify, until such time as such inspector 
is satisfied of the complete eradication of such scab, ticks or other in- 
fectious or contagious disease, and such Inspector shall then in writing 
issue a permit to the owner or controller of said sheep releasing said 
sheep from quarantine ; and such Inspector shall have the power to give 
such notice as in his judgment the conditions in each case may require 
that such sheep are quarantined within certain limits to be by him fixed 
and specified, and that such other sheep owners shall not enter upon 
such quarantine grounds with their flocks of sheep until further notice; 
and should any flock of sheep free from scab or any other infectious or 
contagious disease enter or intrude upon any ground embraced within 
the limits set apart for such quarantine, or upon any ground or within 
any enclosure where infected, diseased or exposed sheep have been, then 
such sheep shall be subject to the same regulations and treatment as 
sheep infected with scab, ticks, or other infectious or contagious dis- 
ease. Where sheep must be dipped in the immediate vicinity of said 
quarantine and no preparations have been made upon the part of the 
owner or owners thereof to provide suitable dipping works, the Inspec- 
tor is authorized to prepare such dipping works as may be necessary' at 
the expense of the owner. If the said sheep cannot subsist upon range 
forage until they have been treated, the Inspector shall then provide feed 
at the owner's expense. All expenses for so doing, including the ex- 
penses and per diem of such Inspector as hereinafter provided, for every 
day or part of a day in which the inspector may be engaged in treat- 
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ing such sheep, shall become and be a lien upon the said sheep until 
the same is paid and if the same be not paid within ten days after such 
treatment has been completed, he shall collect the same, together with 
the cost and expenses of collection, by advertising and selling said sheep, » 
or so many thereof as may be necessary in the manner provided by law 
for the sale of personal property on execution; Provided, however. That 
no person, company or corporation shall be required to dip a flock of 
ewes, or any part of them, in which there are ewes with lambs, at any 
time from the fifteenth day of April until the first day of July in any 
year, but all such ewes with lambs infected with scab, ticks or other 
infectious or contagious diseases, or that have in any manner been ex- 
posed to any such disease, must be held in quarantine and kept sepa- 
rate from sound sheep. It shall also be the duty of the Inspector to re- 
quire the owner or owners of such ewes with lambs while held in quar- 
antine, during the above periods of exemption to spot and hand dress 
all sheep in the flock that show scab or any infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, with some of the dips recognized by the State Board of Sheep Com- 
missioners; and the Inspector shall have power to enforce spotting or 
hand dressing during the periods of exemption above referred to, the 
same as he has power to enforce dipping at any other period of tne 
year. 

BY PROCLAMATION. 

Sec. 11. Whenever the Governor of the State shall have good rea- 
son to believe that any disease covered by this enactment has become 
epidemic in a certain locality in any state or territory, or that condi- 
tions exist that render sheep liable to convey disease, or whenever the 
Board of Sheep Commissioners shall certify to the Governor that con- 
ditions exist that render sheep likely to convey disease, the Governor 
shall forthwith by proclamation schedule such locality or localities and 
prohibit the importation from them of any sheep into this State until 
such time as the said quarantine proclamation shall be raised by the 
(Jovemor.. Any person, company or corporation or any agent, servant 
or employee thereof, who after the publication of such proclamation 
shall knowingly receive in charge any sheep from any of the prohibited 
districts and transport, convey or drive the same within the boundaries 
of any county of this State, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall upon conviction thereof, be punished by imprisonment in a 
county jail for a term of not more than one year, or by a fine of not 
more than five thousand dollars, or by both, and further, shall become 
liable for any and all damages and loss that may be sustained by any 
person or persons by reason of the importation or transportation of such 
prohibited sheep; Provided, however; That nothing herein contained 
shall prohibit the transportation of sheep from such district through 
the State by railroad train ; provided such sheep are not unloaded within 
this State. 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any person, company or corpora- 
tion or any agent, servant or employee thereof, to bring into this State 
any sheep infected with scab or other infections or contagious disease, 
or that have in any manner been exposed to such disease. Any person, 
company or corporation, or any agent, servant or employee thereof, vio- 
lating the provisions of this section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
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upon conviction thereof shall be punished by imprisonment in the county 
jail for a term of not more than one year, or by a fine of not more than 
five thousand dollars, or by both. 

NOTIFY SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

Sec. 13. Any person, company or corporation, or any agent, servant 
or employee thereof, intending to bring or cause to be brought from any 
other state or territory, the District of Columbia, or from any foreiga 
country, any sheep or bucks into the State of Wyoming, in any manner, 
except by shipping the same through the State by railroad train, shall, 
ten days before crossing the State line, notify the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Board of Sheep Commissioners at Cheyenne, Wyoming, of such 
proposed action, which notice shall set forth the number of sheep or 
bucks, the brands or mai'ks thereon, the name of the owner thereof, and 
the locality from which said sheep came and through which they have 
been driven, and accompany such notice with a fee equal to the sum of 
three cents per head for the total number of sheep and twenty-five cents 
for the total number of bucks embraced within said notice, and all fees 
so collected shall be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Sheep Inspection and Indemnity Fund, which fund is hereby created, and 
shall be available for any of the lawful expenses of the Board; Pro- 
vided, however, That shipment of sheep and bucks intended for show 
and exhibition purposes shall be governed by the rules and regulations 
of the State Board of Sheep Commissioners, If any person, company 
or corporation, or any agent, servant, or employee thereof, shall be 
guilty of a violation or evasion of the provisions of this Section, the 
said person, company, or corporation, or any agent, servant or employee 
thereof shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by imprisonment in 
a county jail for a term of not more than one year, or by a fine of not 
more than five thousand dollars, or by both. 

BE DIPPED. 

Sec. 14. All sheep or bucks imported to Wyoming from any state, 
territory or the District of Columbia, or from any foreign country, shall 
upon entering the State, irrespective of the time of such entry, be dipped 
twice by an Inspector of the Board of Sheep Commissioners, the first 
dipping to be performed immediately after the said sheep or bucks ar- 
rive in the State, and within a period of not less than ten days, or more 
than fifteen days after the said first dipping, the said sheep or bucks 
shall be again dipped, and after the said second dipping, if the said sheep 
or bucks are free from disease, they shall be released and shall thereupon 
become subject to the laws, rules and regulations governing other sheep 
within the State. 

EXCEPT FOR FEEDING. 

Sec. 15. Any shoop in transit through this State upon any railroad 
train shall not be unloaded from such train for any purpose except for 
feeding, and shall be hohl in the feed yards or in grazing grounds to be 
provided by the railroad company carrying such sheep, and shall not 
be allowed to leave the same. All expenses of enforcing the provisions 
of this Section shall be paid by the owner, or owners, of said sheep. Any 
person, company or corporation, or any agent, servant or employee of 
such, who shall be guilty of a violation or evasion of the provisions of 
this Section, shall npon conviction thereof, be punished by imprisonment 
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in a county jail for a term of not more than one year, or by a fine of not 
more than five thousand dollars, or by both. 

OBTAIN TRAVELING PERMIT. 

Sec. 16. Any person, company, corporation or association, or any 
ag6nt, servant or employee of such, desiring to move his or their sheep 
which are not sound, or which are infected with scab or any infectious 
or contagious disease, or which have been exposed in any manner to 
any such disease, shall obtain from the Inspector a traveling permit, 
but such permit shall only be granted for the purpose of moving baid 
sheep to the nearest practicable place where they may be treated for 
said disease, and by such route as such Inspector shall designate. No 
such sheep shall be moved until such permit shall have been obtained. 
Any person, company, corporation or association, or agent, servant, or 
employee of such, who shall violate the provisions of this Section, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in a county jail for a term of not more than 
one year, or by a fine of not more than five thousand dollars, or by both, 
and any party injured or damaged by reason of the moving of said sheep 
shall be entitled to recover from said person, company or corporation, 
by civil action, the amount of damage that said party may have sus- 
tained by reason thereof. 

REPORT SUCH FACT. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of every person, company, corpora- 
tion, or any agent, servant, or employee thereof, owning or having un- 
der his or their control any sheep or flocks of sheep, which have become 
infected with scab or other infectious or contagious diseases, or which 
have been exposed in any manner to such diseases, to forthwith report 
such fact in writing to the Commissioner of the district in which said 
sheep are located, and to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Board of Sheep 
Commissioners, and if any such person, company or corporation, or any 
agent, servant, or employee thereof, shall fail, neglect, omit or refuse 
to so report such fact for a period of fifteen days, said person shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by imprisonment in a county jail 
for a term of not more than one year, or by a fine of not more than five 
thousand dollars, or by both. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 18. In any action or proceeding, civil or criminal, arising un- 
der this enactment, all persons having an interest in sheep and controll- 
ing the same, concerning which such action or proceeding is had, shall 
be deemed the owners of such sheep and shall be liable severally and 
jointly for a violation of this enactment. Any herder or other person in 
charge of sheep who shall wilfully refuse to give an Inspector infor- 
mation as to the condition of sheep in his charge, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall upon conviction thereof, be punished by impris- 
onment in a county jail for a term of not more than one year, or by a 
fine of not more than five thousand dollars, or by both. In criminal 
actions against corporations or individuals under this enactmentj no ar- 
rests shall be necessary except in cases of non-resident persons, com- 
panies or corporations, but a summons containing notice of the time and 
piaee erf trial, together with a copy of the complaint filed before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, or in the court in which the action is commenced, shall 
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be served in the same manner and for the length of time provided by 
law for the service of summons in civil cases. 

SHALL N.OT BE CONSTRUED. 

Sec. 19. The provisions of this enactment requiring the Sheep In- 
spector to prosecute for violation of its provisions shall not be construed 
as to prevent such prosecution from being commenced and prosecuted by 
other persons as criminal actions .are commenced and prosecuted in other 
actions. 

COMPENSATION. 

Sec. 20. Such Sheep Inspector shall receive such compensation as 
the Board shall from time to time order, provided such sum does not 
exceed the sum of five dollars per diem, and shall not exceed the sum 
of one hundred dollars per month and all actual necessary traveling ex- 
penses. 

ACCEPT RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

Sec. 21, The Board of Sheep Commissioners of Wyoming is hereby 
authorized to accept on behalf of the State, the rules and regulations pre- 
pared by the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States under and 
in pursuance of Section numbered 3 of an Act of Congress, approved 
May 29, 1884, entitled, **An act for the establishment of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry to prevent the exportatibn of diseased sheep, and to 
provide means for the extirpation and suppression of infectious and con- 
tagious diseases among sheep," and to co-operate with the authorities 
of the United States in the enforeemnt of the provisions of said act; 
Provided, however, That all action taken by the employees of the United 
States while acting under the provisions of this enactment as State In- 
spectors of sheep and bucks, shall be exercised under instructions from 
the Borad of Sheep Commissioners. 

STATE GIVES CONSENT. 

Sec. 22. The State hereby gives, its consent and indicates its wil- 
lingness that the Bureau of Animal Industry of the ijnited States and 
its employees shall come within the State of Wyoming for all purposes 
connected with the exportation of diseased sheep and for. the suppres- 
sion and extirpation of pleuro-pneumonia and other contagious and in- 
fectious diseases among domestic animals. 

POWER TO CALL ON. 

Sec. 23. All Federal authorities authorized as aforesaid, and the 
various Inspectors of this State, shall have the power to call upon any 
constable, sheriff or peace officer in any county in this State to assist 
them in the discharge of their duties in carrying out the provisions of 
this enactment, and of the Act of Congress aforesaid, and it is hereby 
made the duty of said officers to assist them when so requested, and 
the said Federal Inspector shall have the same power to enforce the laws 
of this State as the various Inspectors of the State when authorized as 
aforesaid and engaged in the discharge of their official duties ; Provided, 
That any person, company or corporation refusing to comply with the 
orders of such officer or Federal Inspectors, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in a county jail for a term of not less than thirty days, or 
more than six months, or by a fine of not less than fifty dollars or more 
than five hundred dollars, or by both. 
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EMPLOY SPECIAL ATTORNEYS. 

Sec. 24* Whenever the Board of Sheep Commissioners shall deem 
it necessary they may employ special attorneys to assist in the prosecu- 
tion of violators of any of the foregoing sections, and to render such 
other assistance as the Board may deem necessary, such services to be 
paid out of any funds in the State Treasury available for the use of 
the Board. 

CALL UPON STATE VETERINARIAN. 

Sec. 25. Whenever the Board of Sheep Commissioners shall deem 
it necessary it may call upon the State Veterinarian for his assistance 
in the examination and investigation of specific infectious diseases of 
sheep, and while engaged in such services, the State Veterinarian shall 
at all times act under the direction and control of the said Board of 
Sheep Commissioners. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 26. Sections 2074, 2075, 2076, 2077, 2078, 2079, 2080, 2081, 
2082, 2083, 2084, 2085, 2086, 2087, 2088, 2089, 2090, 2091, 2092, 2u93, 
2094, 2095, 2096, 2097, 2098, 2099 and 2100 of the Revised Statutes of 
Wyoming, 1899, also Chapter 61 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1903, 
also Chapter 98 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1905, and all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act be, and they 
are hereby repealed; Provided, however, That nothing in this act con- 
tained shall affect or apply to any action for violation of the foregoing 
sections or provisions now pending or that may have accrued prior to 
the present enactment. 

Sec. 27. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 61. 

House Bill No. 84. 

RELATING TO DUTIES OF DIVISION SUPERINTENDENTS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 851, Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, 
relative to the duties of Division Superintendents. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyoming: 

AUTHORITY. 

Section 1. That Section 851 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
1899j be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 851. Said Division Superintendent shall have authority to 
order, in writing, the construction of suitable ditches to carry the re- 
turn waters from any ditch or lands to the main stream or proper waste 
way; he shall have the authority, and it shall be his duty to close, or 
cause to be closed, the headgate of any person, persons or corporations 
60 ordered, until such time as said order is complied with; he shall, in 
the distribution of water, be governed by the provisions of this title, 
but for the better discharge of his duties, he shall have authority to make 
such other regulations to secure the equal and fair distribution of water 
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in accordance with the rights of priority of appropriation as may, in his 
judgment, be needed in his division; Provided, Such regulations shall 
not be in violation of the laws of the State, but shall be merely supple- 
mentary to and necessary to enforce the provisions of the general laws 
and amendments thereto. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 19th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 62. 

House Bill No. 57. 

RELATING TO EXAMINATIONS OF COAL MINES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2574 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899, relating to examinations of coal mines, and •providing for 
a more thorough examination thereof, for the cessation of work in un- 
lawful and dangerous coal mines, and providing a penalty for the viola- 
tion of such section as amended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

RIGHT TO ENTER. 

Section 1. That Section 2574 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

Section 2574. Any State Inspector of Coal Mines or his deputy 
or deputies shall have the right to enter at all times any coal mine within 
his district in this State, or wherever he may lawfully act in said State, 
to make examination thereof or to obtain information relating to the 
working of the same, and the owner, lessee or superintendent of such 
mine shall afford any assistance required by said Inspector or his dep- 
uty or deputies in making such examination or obtaining such informa- 
tion. Said Inspector or his deputy or deputies in making such exami- 
nation or obtaining such information. Said Inspector or his deputy or 
deputies shall immediately notify the owner, lessee, superintendent or 
mining-boss of the discovery of any violation of the mining laws of this 
State, and of the penalty thereby imposed for such violation; and in 
case such notice is disregarded, such Inspector or deputy or deputies 
shall have power to stop immediately the working and operation of any 
mine or any part thereof where any dangerous or unlawful conditions 
are found ; Provided, however. That where conditions justify hira in so 
doing, he may grant a reasonable length of time for making repairs or 
for putting such mine in proper condition ; and, Provided further, That 
where any stops or cessation of work are enforced, such Inspector or 
deputy or deputies shall have 'the power thereafter to allow such mine 
or part of a mine to be reopened when the dangerous or unlawful condi- 
tions therein existing are removed or remedied so that they no lonsroi' 
exist. Every person, company or corporation who wilfully obstructs 
the State Inspector of Coal ]\Iines or his deputy or deputies in the execu- 
tion of his or their duties under this act, and every owner, agent, officer, 
lessee or manafrer of a coal mine who refuses or neglects to furnish to 
the said Inspector or his deputy or deputies the means, information, or 
opportunity necessary for making any entry, inspection, examination or 
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inquiry of or relating to any coal mine in this State as herein provided 
for, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than two hundred dollars, and not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars at the discretion of the court trying said 
offender. Every State Inspector of Coal Mines in this State and his 
deputy or deputies is and are hereby empowered to act as police officers 
and deputy sheriffs, with full powers to arrest and detain any person 
found violating any provision of this Section, or of any of the coal 
mining laws of this State, or any part thereof, or who shall be engaged 
in any attempt to violate such law or laws, or against whom there is 
found any evidence of a previous violation thereof. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 19th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 63. 

House 3ill No. 78. 

RELATING TO ARID LAND FUND. 

AN ACT providing for the purchase of water rights or proportionate interests in . 
canals or irrigation systems, for the purpose of reclaiming lands granted to 
or under the control of the State of Wyoming, or lands which may be 
hereafter granted to the said State for any purpose whatever, providing 
the conditions and terms upon which the said land may be sold, w?th ap- 
purtenant water rights, providing for the return to the arid land fund 
of all moneys received for water rights or proportionate interests in 
canals or irrigation systems acquired under the provisions of this act, in- 
cluding the interest thereon, and appropriating all moneys in thp State 
Treasury to the credit of the arid land fund, not otherwise appropriated, 
and all moneys hereafter paid into the arid land fund, for the reclama- 
tion of the State, school or granted lands under control of the State Board 
of Land Commissioners of Wyoming, and repealing all acts or parts of 
acts in conflict. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyo7ning: 

CAREY ACT. 

Section 1. That pursuant to the Act of Congress, approved August 
18th, 1894 (28 Stat., 372-422), all moneys received by the State of Wyo- 
ming from the payments of fifty cents an acre received on lands segre- 
gated under what is commonly known as the Carey Act, and all moneys 
received as fees pursuant to operations of the Carey Act, are hereby ap- 
propriated for the purpose of reclaiming school or granted lands be- 
longing to the State of Wyoming, and lands which may be hereafter 
granted or selected for the said State of Wyoming for any purpose what- 
soever. 

AUTHORIZED. 

Sec. 2. The State Boards of Land Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to purchase water rights or proportionate interests in canals, reser- 
voirs or irrigation systems for the purpose of reclaiming school and 
other granted lands. Lands for which water rights become appurtenant 
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may be leased by the Board at a price which will return an equitable In- 
come, or may be sold upon the following terms and conditions : The 
land shall be offered at public auction at the front door of the Court- 
house of the county in which the land is situated, after being advertised 
for four weeks, as required by law. Thirty per cent, of the purchase 
price of the land must be paid in cash on the day of sale. The pur- 
chaser shall, before the sale is consummated, enter into a contract for the 
purchase of a water right or proportionate interest in the irrigation sys- 
tem which will supply water for the said land, which may be conditioned 
on not to exceed twenty annual payments with interest at six per cent 
per annum. Delinquent payments shall bear interest at the rate of eight 
per cent, per annum until paid. 

Moneys received for the sale of land, and the interest thereon, shall 
be placed in the proper permanent land fund in accordance with the 
purpose for which the land was granted to the State. 

Moneys received from the sale of water right contracts and the in- 
terest thereon shall be turned into the State Treasury to the credit of 
the Arid Land Fund, and shall immediately become available for the 
purpose of purchasing other water rights or proportionate interests in 
irrigation systems. 

SECURE REPORTS. 

Sec, 3. The Boards shall from time to time secure reports from the 
State Engineer or his deputies or assistants or from other qualified per- 
sons covering the lands for which it is proposed to secure water rights 
and lands for which applications to purchase have been filed, and shall 
file same until it shall seem to the advantage of the State to secure water 
rights for the said land or to offer same for sale. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 19th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 64. 

House Bin No. 65. 

DEFINING TIME WITHIN WHICH APPEALS MAY BE TAKEN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 923 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, defining the time within which appeals may be taken from deci- 
sions of the State Engineer, and prescribing the procedure in such ap- 
peals. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

APPEAL. 

Section 1. Section No. 923 of the Revised Statutes of 1899, is here- 
by amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 923. Any applicant feeling himself aggrieved by the in- 
dorsement made by the State Engineer upon his application, may, in 
writing, in an informal manner and without pleadings of any character, 
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appeal within sixty days of the date of such indorsement, and notice 
thereof to the applicant, to the Board of Control for an examination and 
reversal of any such action of the State Engineer. Upon receipt of such 
an appeal, the Secretary of the Board of Control shall notify the mem- 
bers of the Board of Control and upon receipt of replies from them shall 
fix a date, as early as may be possible, when such appeal shall be heard 
before the Board. All parties directly interested in the appeal and 
those who claim an adverse interest thereto, shall be duly notified and 
shall be heard at such hearing if appearance is made. Any person or 
persons feeling himself or themselves aggrieved by any order or deter- 
mination of the Board of Control in cases embracing such appeals fropi 
the State Engineer, may within six months from the date of such action 
by the Board of Control, and notice thereof to the applicant take an 
appeal to the District Court of the county in which the greatest use of 
water is proposed to be made under the application. The procedure in 
such appeals shall be in conformity with the provisions of Sections 874, 
875, 876, 877, 878. 879, 880, 881 and 882 oiF the Revised Statutes of 1899, 
and Section 1, Chapter 104, Session Laws of 1903. The Attorney Gen- 
eral shall, in such cases, represent the State Board of Control. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect And be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 66. 

■ Senate Pile No. 106. 

RELATING TO COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC LANDS. 

AN ACT tx> amend and re-enact Section 1, Chapter 3G, Session Laws of Wyoming, 
1905, relating to the Comlniss loner of Public Lands. 

Be It Ena<:ted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming : 

APPOINTMENT, SALARY, ETC. 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 36 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1905, be amended and re-enacted so as to read a& follows : 

There shall be a Commissioner of Public Lands of the State of 
Wyoming who shall be appointed by the Governor by and with the 
consent of the State Senate. The term of his office shall be for two 
years and until his successor shall have been appointed and shall have 
qualified. He shall receive a salary of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) 
per annum, to be paid monthly by the State Treasurer on the warrant 
of the State Auditor." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 20th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 66. 

House Bill No. 71. 

RELATING TO OFFICE OF COMMISSIONER OF TAXATION. 

AN ACT creating the ofDce of Commissioner of Taxation and prescribing tbe 
duties, powers and compensation thereof, providing for the attendance of 
witnesses by subpoena, and fixing a penalty for non-attendance. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

EQUALIZATION. 

Section 1. In order to secure improvement in the system and equal- 
ization of taxation in this State, there shall be a Commissioner of Tax- 
ation in the State of Wyoming, who shall be appointed by the Governor, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. The term of his office shall 
be for four years, and until the appointment and qualification of his .suc- 
cessor. Provided, That the first appointment under this act shall be 
made within ten days after the passage thereof, and shall be for a term 
of two years. In case of a vacancy, it shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor for the unexpired portion of the term in which such 
vacancy shall occur. If such appointment be made when the Legisla- 
ture is not in regular session, the appointee shall hold his office until 
the next succeeding session of the Legislature. 

KNOWLEDGE AND TRAINING. 

Sec. 2. No person shall be appointed to the office of Commissioner 
of Taxation unless he shall be known to possess knowledge of, and train- 
ing in the subject of taxation and taxing laws, and skilled in matters 
pertaining thereto. No person appointed as such Commissioner ^shall 
hold any other office under the laws of this State, nor any office under 
the government of the United States, or of any other state. He shall 
devote his entire time to the duties of the office and shall not hold any 
position of trust or profit, engage in any occupation or business inter- 
fering with or inconsistent with his duties as such Commissioner, or 
serve on or under any committee of any political party, or take part 
either directly or indirectly in any political campaign in the interest of 
any political party or organization or candidate for office. 

SALARY. 

Sec. 3. The Commissioner of Taxation shall receive a salary of 
twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) per annum, to be paid monthly 
by the State Treasurer on the warrant of the State Auditor. Before 
entering upon the duties of his office, he shall take the oath required 
by the Constitution of this State, and shall also give a bond to the State 
of Wyoming, with sureties to be approved hy the Governor, in the sura 
of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office as prescribed by law. The Capitol 
Building Commission shall provide suitable office room in the State Cap- 
itol for the use of the said Commissioner. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Sec. 4. The salary of the Commissioner, his necessary traveling ex- 
penses, and all other disbursements of his office shall be paid out of th^ 
State Treasury as the salaries and expenses of other State officers are 
paid out of the moneys appropriated for such purposes. 
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DUTY COMMISSIONER. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner, and he shall have 
power and authority : 

First — To have and exercise general supervision over the adminis- 
tration of all assessment and tax laws over all county, town, ,and city 
tax assessors and Boards of Equalization, levy and assessment, to the 
end that all assessments of property, real, personal, and mixed, be made 
relatively just, and uniform, and at its true and full cash market value ; 
to require all county, town and city assessors, Boards of Equalization, 
levy and assessment under penalty of forfeiture and removal from office, 
as such assessors or boards, to assess all property of every kind and 
character at its actual and full cash value ; Provided, however, That this 
section shall not be construed as abridging the power granted by the 
Constitution of this State to the State Board of Equalization. 

Second. — To confer with, advise, and direct assessors. Boards of 
Commissioners, Boards of Equalization, and others obligated under the 
laws to make levies and assessments, as to their duties under the statutes 
of this State. 

Third. — ^To direct proceedings, actions, and prosecutions to be in- 
stituted to enforce the laws relating to the penalties, liabilities, and 
punishment of public officers, persons, or agents of corporations, for fail- 
ure or negligence to comply with the provisions of the laws of this State 
governing the return assessment, and taxation of property ; and to cause 
complaints to be made against assessors, members of Boards of Equal- 
ization, or any other assessing or taxing officer to the proper authority, 
for their removal from office for official misconduct or neglect of duty. 
When directed by the Commissioner of Taxation, it shall be the duty of 
County and Prosecuting Attorneys to commence and prosecute actions 
or proceedings for penalties, forfeitures, removals, and punishments, 
for violations of the laws of the State in respect to the assessment and 
taxation of property in their respective districts or counties. 

Fourth. — To require town, city, village, county and other public 
officers to report information as to the assessment of property, collec- 
tion of taxes received from licenses and other sources, and such other 
information as may be needful in the work of the Commissioner in such 
form and upon such blanks as the Commissioner may prescribe. 

Fifth. — ^To require individuals, co-partnerships, companies, associa- 
tions and corporations to furnish information concerning their capital, 
value of property, taxes, and other charges, and all other facts which 
may be needful or desirable to enable the Commissioner to ascertain the 
value and relative burdens, borne by all kinds of property in the State. 
In case of objection to the assessment as levied, the Commissioner of 
Taxation shall be empowered to look into all matters pertaining thereto, 
including the funded or other debt, assets and liabilities, earnings, oper- 
ating and other expenses and charges of the objecting party. 

Sixth. — To subpoena witnesses to appear and give testimony, and to 
produce certified copies of any part of books, records, papers and docu- 
ments relating to any tax matter. 

Seventh. — To cause the deposition of witnesses residing within or 
without the State, or absent therefrom, to be taken, upon notice to the 
interested party, in like manner that depositions of witnesses are taken 
in civil actions, pending in the District Court in any matter which the 
Commissioner may have authority to investigate or determine.

Eigrth. — ^The Commissioner shall visit, officially, every county in the 
State and inquire into the methods of local assessors. Boards of Com- 
missioners, county, city and town. Boards of Equalization, and levy in 
the assessment, equalization and taxation of all kinds of property, and to 
require them to faithfully discharge their duties, particularly as to their 
compliance with this act in the assessment of all property not exempt 
from taxation. 

Ninth. — To investigate the tax laws of other states and countries 
and to formulate and recommend to the Legislature of the State such 
legislation as said Commissioner may deem expedient to prevent evasions 
of assessment and taxing laws, and to secure just and equal taxation 
and improvement in the system of assessment and taxation of this State. 

Tenth. — ^To consult and confer with the Governor and the State 
Board of Equalization upon the subject of taxation, the administration 
of the laws in relation thereto, and the progress of the work of the 
Commissioner, and to furnish the Governor, the Legislature, and the 
State Board of Equalization from time to time, such assistance and in- 
formation as they may require relating to tax matters. 

Eleventh. — ^To transmit to the Governor and State Board of Equal- 
ization on or before the first day of November of each even numbered 
year, and to each member of the Legislature on or before January 1st, 
of each odd numbered year, the report of the Commissioner for the pre- 
ceding year, showing all the taxable property in the State and the value 
of the same, in tabulated form. 

Twelfth. — To require the County Assessor of each county in the 
State to file with the Commissioner of Taxation on or before the second 
Monday in August each year, complete abstracts of all real and personal 
property in the county as equalized by the County Board of Equaliza- 
tion and itemized by assessment district, said abstracts to be accom- 
panied by a printed or typewritten copy of the proceedings of said Coun- 
ty Board of Equalization, and it shall be the duty of the County Assessor 
to so report to the Commissioner of Taxation. 

Thirteenth.— To order the re-assessment of any real or personal prop- 
erty in any county, when in the judgment of said Commissioners, such 
re-assessment is advisable or necessary to the end that all property in 
such county shall be assessed in compliance with law. 

Fourteenth. — To require County Assessors to carefully place upon 
the assessment rolls, for taxation as provided by law, omitted property 
which may be discovered to have for any reason escaped assessment and 
taxation in previous years. 

Fifteenth. — To receive complaints and to Carefully examine into all 
cases where it is alleged that property subject to taxation has not been 
assessed or has been fraudulently, or for any reason improperly or un- 
equally assessed, or the law in any manner evaded or violated, and to 
cause to be instituted such proceedings as will remedy improper or negli- 
gent administration of the revenue laws of the State. 

Sixteenth. — The Commissioner shall have power to administer oaths 
or affirmations to witnesses in any matter under investigation relating to 
the assessment or taxation of property. In case any witness shall fail 
to obey any summons to appear before said Commissioner, or shall re- 
fuse to testify or answer any material question or to produce certified 
copies of any part of records, books, papers, or documents when required 
so to do, such failure or refusal shall be reported to the County and 
Prosecuting Attorney of the county wherein such investigation is being 
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held, who shall thereupon institute proceedings in the proper court to 
compel obedience to any summons or order of the Commissioner or to 
punish witnesses for any such neglect or refusal, as provided by law. 

Seventeenth. — The Commissioner of Taxation shall keep an accurate 
record of his oflScial proceedings. He shall have and keep an oflBcial 
seal oh which shall be the impression, Commissioner of Taxation, Offi- 
cial Seal, State of Wyoming." All process or certificates issued or given 
by the Commissioner shall be attested by said seal. Certified copies of 
his records, attested with his oflScial seal, shall be received in evidence in 
all courts of the State with like eflfect as certified copies of other public 
records. 

Eighteenth. — He shall have free access to the oflScial records and 
files of all city, county, and state oflBcers, for purposes of inspection, and 
the custodian of such records and files shall furnish the Commissioner 
with certified copies thereof, free of charge, when requested. 

Nineteenth. — ^He shall have power, and it shall be his duty to make 
appraisement of all railroads and the property of railroad corporations, 
excepting such real estate as is locally assessed according to the Consti- 
tution of this State; of all telegraph and telephone lines and property; 
of the property and income in this State of all express companies; of 
the property of sleeping car companies and private car lines doing busi- 
ness within the State of Wyoming; of the value of the gross products 
of aU mines within this State, and submit such appraisement to the State 
Board of Equalization on or before the second Monday in August of 
each year. And for the purpose of making such appraisement, he shall 
have all the powers granted herein in reference to the examination of 
books, records, papers, and other matters, the subpoena of witnesses, and 
all other matters to determine the true value thereof. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 6. Any person who shall refuse to appear and give testimony 
when subpoenaed for such purpose by the Commissioner of Taxation, or 
who shall refuse to submit for the inspection of said Commissioner cer- 
tified copies of any part of any books, papers, documents, or records in 
his possession, custody, or control, or who shall refuse to answer any 
question put to him by the Commissioner, relating to the assessment or 
valuation of property situated within this State, or under investigation 
by said Commissioner, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof before any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be fined 
not more than $500.00, or imprisoned in the county jail not more than 
thirty days, or both. 

SUBPOENA SERVED. 

Sec. 7. Whenever any subpoena shall be issued by the Commis- 
sioner of Taxation, the same shall be served by the sherifl^ of the county 
wherein such subpoena is issued and without charge, and any witness 
so subpoenaed by the Commissioner shall receive the same mileage and 
per diem as it is allowed in civil actions in District Courts ; said mileage 
and per diem to be paid by the county wherein the witness is subpoenaed, 
upon the certificate of the Commissioner of Taxation. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take efl^ect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 67. 

House Bill No. 74. 

RELATING TO TAXATION OF PROPERTY OMITTED IN PREVIOUS YEAR. 

AN ACT providing for the assessment and taxation of property omitted in previ- 
ous years. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

OMITTED TO RETURN. 

Section 1. That in case where any County Treasurer shall discover 
or have his attention called to the fact that any Assessor in any previous 
year shall have omitted to return, or shall in any future year omit to 
return any lands, town lots, or any improvements, structures or fixtures 
thereon, subject to taxation, situated within his county, or if any such 
property has escaped taxation by reason of any error of said Treas- 
urer, it shall be the duty of said Treasurer to ascertain the value there- 
of, for taxation during the year or years so omitted, as near as may be, 
and to enter said lands, town lots, or any improvements, structures or 
fixtures thereon, upon the tax rolls of the county then in the hands of 
the County Treasurer of such county, and to add to the taxes of the cur- 
rent year the simple taxes of each and every preceding year in which 
such property shall have escaped taxation, as far back as five years 
prior thereto, unless in the meantime said property shall have chancTfd 
ownership, in which case only the taxes chargeable since the last change 
of ownership shall be added, or the owner of such property may, if he 
desires, pay the amount of such back taxes into the County Treasury 
on the order of the County Assessor. It is hereby made the duty of 
each County Assessor to direct the attention of the County Treasurer 
to all cases where property has escaped taxation in previous years, im- 
mediately upon his discovery of such omission! 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 68. 

House Bin No. 66. 

RELATING TO WATER RIGHTS. 

AN ACT defining a water right; specifying preferred uses; prescribing a pro- 
ced re for a change from one use to another and repealing Chapter 97, 
Session Laws of 1905. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

WATER RIGHTS DEFINED. 

Section 1. A water right is a right to use the water of the State, 
when such use has been acquired by the beneficial application of water 
under the laws of the State relating thereto, and in conformity with the 
rules and regulations dependent thereon. Beneficial use shall be the 
basis, the measure and limit of the right to use water at all times, not 
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exceeding in any case, the statutory limit of volume. Water being al- 
ways the property of the State, rights to its use shall attach to the land 
for irrigation, or to such other purpose or object for which acquired in 
accordance with the beneficial use made and for which the right receives 
public recognition, under the law and the administration provided there- 
by. "Water rights cannot be detached from the lands, place or purpose 
for which they are acquired, without loss of priority. 

PREFERRED USES DEFINED. 

Sec. 2. Water rights are hereby defined as follows according to use : 
Preferred uses shall include rights for domestic and transportation pur- 
poses; existing rights not preferred, may be condemned to supply water 
for such preferred uses in accordance with the provisions of the law re- 
lating to condemnation of property for public and semi-public purposes. 
Such domestic and transportation purposes shall include the following: 
First — ^Water for drinking purposes for both tnan and beast. Second — 
Water for municipal purposes. Third — Water for the use of steam en- 
gines and for general railway use. Fourth — ^Water for culinary, laun- 
dry, bathing, refrigerating, (including the manufacture of ice), and for 
steam and hot water heating plants. The use of water for irrigation 
shall be superior and preferred to any use where turbine or impulse wa- 
ter wheels are installed for power purposes. 

CHANGE TO PREFERRED USES. 

Sec. 3. Where it can be shown to the Board of Control under the 
provisions hereof, that a preferred use is to be made, the procedure for a 
change of such use shall embrace a public notice, an inspection and 
hearing if necessary by and before the proper Division Superintendent 
a report of such Superintendent to the Board of Control, and an order 
by said Board. If the change of use is approved, just compensation 
shall be paid and under the direction of the Board, proper instruments 
shall be drawn and recorded. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. Chapter 97, Session Laws of 1905 is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

Section 1. That Section 384 of the Revised Statutes of 1899, as 
amended and re-enacted by Chapter 24 of the Session Laws of 1901, be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

"Section 384. The Secretary of State shall, in each general elec- 
tion year, not later than the first day of July of said year, cause to be 
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printed and distributed among the several Boards of County Commis- 
sioners, not to exceed two thousand copies of the then existing election 
laws of this State.*' 

Sec, 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after

RELATING TO THE MANNER OF LEASING STATE LANDS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 813 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended and re-enacted by Chapter 71 of the Session Laws of 
1901, relating to the manner of leasing State lands, and to whom the same 
shall be leased. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

PREFERENCE. 

Section 1. That Section 813 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended by Chapter 71 of the Session Laws of the State of 
Wyoming of 1901 passed by the Sixth State Legislature, the same being 
approved February 16th, 1901, be and the same is hereby amended and 
re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 813. The State Board of Land Commissioners, and ako 
the State Board of School Land Commissioners shall severally lease 
all state and school lands belonging to the State in such manner, and 
to such parties as shall inure to the greatest benefit and secure the 
greatest revenue to the State. Preference shall in all cases be given 
to applications for leases of either state or school lands to persons who 
are resident citizens and taxpayers of the State, and applications made 
by citizens of the State who hold title to lands upon which they reside 
nearest to any state or school lands applied for, shall be given a prefer- 
ence right over all other applicants, to lease the same at such rental as 
the Board shall deem equitable and just, and such preference to resi- 
dent title holders shall extend to an area of lands equal to twice the 
area of lands to which such resident citizen holds title, not however, to 
exceed six hundred and forty acres of school or educational institutions' 
lands, or a total of two thousand five hundred and sixty acres of state 
and school lands. Where two or more applicants claim preference by 
reason of holding title to lands nearest to the lands applied for, the 
Boards shall grant leases upon a basis as nearly equitable as possible. 
Applicants claiming the preference right accorded by this section must 
set forth such claims at the time of making their applications, or subse- 
quent thereto, and prior to the expiration of any prior lease on the lands 
covered by such application. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

Section 1. The Private Secretary to the Governor of the State 
of Wyoming shall receive an annual salary of eighteen hundred dollars, 
to be paid in equal monthly installments by the State Treasurer in the 
manner and form prescribed for the payment of salaries and contingent 
expenses of State oflScers,"

. RELATING TO LIQUOR LICENSES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 21G2 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, as amended by Section 1 of Chapter 43 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1901. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

RETAIL LIQUOR DEALER. 

Section 1. That Section 2162 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, as amended by Section 1 of Chapter 43 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1901, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 
Section 2162. Every person who shall sell, barter, or give away 
any spiritous, malt, fermented or intoxicating liquor or wine by the 
glass, or to be drunk on the premises, or by bottle, or in less quantity 
than by the case of five gallons at any time, shall be known as a retail 
liquor dealer. 

**Any person who shall sell or give away any such liquor or liquors, 
wine or wines by the case or in quantities more than five gallons at a 
time, shall be known as a wholesale liquor dealer. 

**Each retail liquor dealer shall pay for a license hereunder, the 
sum of one thousand dollars, payable annually in advance. Each whole- 
sale dealer shall pay for his license the sum of three hundred dolUrs, 
payable annually in advance. A retail license granted under the pro- 
visions hereof shall also authorize a person to sell by wholesale. 

**No person or persons within the State, directly or indirectly, in 
person or by agent or employee shall vend, sell, barter or dispose of for 
any pecuniary advantage, any spiritous, malt, fermented or intoxicating 
liquors or wine without first obtaining a license therefor as provided in 
this chapter. 

Every person who shall violate any provision of this section shall 
be fined in the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, together with the 
costs of suit, for each and everv offense, and shall be confined in the 
county jail until such fine is paid, or until otherwise discharged accord- 
ing to law. 

**In case of any violation hereof by any corporation, every officer, 
agent or employee making, or in any way countenancing or conniving 
at any sale or sales in violation hereof shall be deemed and held a per- 
son making such sale or sales liable to the pains and penalties herein 
imposed." 

EXPIRATION OF LICENSE. 

Sec. 2. All licenses issued between the date of the passage of this 
act and the first Tuesday in January, 1910, shall be issued upon the 
payment of the same proportionate amout per annum required under the 
law now in force; Provided, That all such licenses shall expire on the 
said first Tuesday in January, 1910. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO COMPENSATION CF CLERKS OF BOARDS AND DEPUTY 

SECRET/* RY OF' STATE. 

AN ACT relative to the compensation of the Clerk of the ?tate Board of Chari- 
ties and Reform, the Clerk of the State Board of Equalization, and the 
Deputy Secretary of State. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL APPOINT. 

Section 1. Whenever pursuant to law, the State Board of Charities 
and Reform shall appoint one of the regularly appointed and qualified 
deputies of State officers to act as Clerk of said Board, and whenever 
pursuant to law, the State Board of Equalization shall appoint one of 
the regularly appointed and qualified deputies of State officers to act 
as Clerk of said Board, then in case the deputy so chosen to act in said 
capacity shall receive such salary as may be determined upon by the 
Board making the/' appointment, not exceeding three hundred dollars 
per annum, payable in equal monthly instalments, in addition to his 
salary as a deputy State officer, as provided by law, which said salary 
as clerk shall be approved and paid from the funds at the disposal of 
said Boards for contingent expenses in the same manner that other ac- 
counts coming under the jurisdiction of said Boards are approved and 
paid; Provided, that no deputy State officer shall be eligible for ap- 
pointment to both clerkships referred to in this act. 

DEPUTY SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Sec. 2. The Deputy Secretary of State shall receive a salary of 
one hundred and fifty dollars per month, and no other compensation 
for any services rendered by him to the State. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 8. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby, 
repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 76. 

House Bill No. 19. 

RELATING TO ORGANIZATION OF COUNTIES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1007 and 1008 of the Revised Statutes 
of Wyoming, 1899, relating to the organization of counties and providing 
for submitting the question of division of counties to the qualified electors 
of the territory proposed to be cut off, and paying the expense of such 
submission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

COMMISSIONERS SHALL. 

Section 1. That Siection 1007 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as f ollo%vs : 

Section 1007. Such Commissioners shall then appoint a clerk 
who shall take an oath to the effect that he will faithfully ' and impar- 
tially discharge the duties of his office as prescribed by law, arid also 
the oath required of a County Clerk. The Commissioners shall at the 
same time designate a place for the transaction of their official duties, 
and shall, immediately, in the manner now prescribed by the laws of 
Wyoming foi* holding special elections for county and precinct officers, 
call and arrange for a special election for the purpose of submitting to 
the qualified electors of the territory proposed to be cut off, the ques- 
tion of whether said qualified electors arp in favor of division. At the 
same time said electors shall in like manner choose a location for a coun- 
ty seat for said new county. Provided, however, That said Commis- 
sioners may call and arrange for such special election, co-incident with 
any general election." 

EXPENSES. 

Sec. 2. Any and all expenses for such special election shall be batne 
by the proposed new county, and the County Commissioners of the old 
county shall be empowered to make a special levy upon the taxable 
property within the boundaries of the proposed new county for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses of said election, and paying the salaries 
of the first Board of County Commissioners of the said new county, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and the salary of the first County Clerk there- 
of ; also to defray any and all expenses incident to the said special elec- 
tion. The County Commissioners and the County Clerk first appointed 
in the proposed new county shall receive a salary of $50.00 each. 

MAJORITY OF ELECTORS. 

Sec. 3. That Section 1008 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

Section 1008. If a majority of the qualified electors residing in 
the territory proposed to be cut off vote in favor of division, then said 
new county shall be organized, and at the next general election, or in 
case said special election was called co-incident with a general election, 
then at such general election said qualified electors residing in said new 
county shall in the manner provided by law, vote for a member of 
Congress, State and District officers, and shall at such election 
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elect the members of the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State to which said county is entitled, and also the county and 
precinct ofl5cers provided for by law.'' 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 76. 

House Bill No. 99. 

RELATING TO WEARING OF INSIGNIA, JEWEL OR BADGE BY UNAUTHOR- 
IZED PERSONS. 

AN ACT entitled "An act to prohibit the wearing or use of the badge, insignia, 
jewel or badge of recognition of any society, lodge, guild or association, 
fraternal or otherwise by unauthorized persons and to provide a penalty 
for its violation." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

UNLAWFUL. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person within this State to 
wilfully wear or use the badge, insignia, jewel or badge of recognition of 
any society, lodge, guild or association, fraternal or otherwise, who is not 
a member in good standing, or entitled to wear or use the same under the 
laws, rules and regulations of said society, lodge guild or association, fra- 
ternal or otherwise. 

PENALTY. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine not to exceed twenty dollars; or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a term not to exceed thirty days, in the discretion of 
the court. 

NOT TO PROHIBIT. 

Sec. 3. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to prohibit 
the mother, wife, sister, daughter or afSanced wife of a member in good 
standing from wearing a badge, insignia, jewel, or badge of recognition 
of the lodge, society, guild or association, fraternal or otherwise, of which 
the husband, son, brother, father or affianced husband is a member in 
good standing. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 77. 

House Bill No. 73. 

RELATING TO LIMITATIONS ON TAX LEVIES. 

AN ACT placing a limitation on annual tax levies, and upon the creation of pub- 
lic indebtedness, prescribing penalties and repealing all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict therewith. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

UNLAWFUL. 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for the State Board of Equali- 
zation or any Board of County Commissioners, County Board of Equali- 
zation, county officer, City Council, or other officer authorized, or whose 
duties it may be under the laws of the State to direct, fix or make any 
tax levy on the assessed valuation of property for purposes of taxation, 
to direct, fix or make any levy upon the assessed valuation of property 
within their jurisdiction that will produce a sum of money insreasing the 
total sum produced by the tax levied upon such property for the previous 
year more than ten per cent. Provided, That the electors of any county, 
city, town or school district may, by a direct vote at any general or special 
election held as provided by law in counties, cities, towns, or school dis- 
tricts respectively, authorize an increase in any levy not in excess of the 
limitation fixed by the constitution and laws of this State. 

NOT TO LIMIT. 

Sec. 2. That this act shall in no way limit the amount of any levy 
necessary to be made for the purpose of paying any judgment or bonded 
debt against any county, municipality, or school district. 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any officer of any county, city 
or municipality within the state to enter upon the tax roll of such county, 
city or municipality, any levy made in violation of the provisions of thi.^ 
act. 

OFFENSE. 

Sec. 4. Any officer of any board, commission, or other officer, who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act, shall upon conviction be 
fined in a sum not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, for such offense, and any such conviction shall be sufficient 
grounds for his removal from office. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 78. 

House Bill No, 69. 

RELATING TO PROTECTION OF LABORERS. 

AN ACT to protect laborers, mechanics, ranchmen, farmers, merchants and oth- 
er persons furnishing work or labor, material, ranch or farm products, 
goods or provisions, to contractors or subcontractors in the construction 
of ditches, canals and«reservoirs. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

BOND. 

Section 1. That whenever any ditch or canal company, or other 
owner or owners, shall contract with any person, persons or corporation, 
for the construction of its, his or their ditch, canal or reservoir, or any 
part thereof, such company, owner or owners, shall take from the person, 
persons or corporation with whom such contract is ma<}e, a good and suf- 
ficient bond in some guarantee or surety company authorized to do busi- 
ness in this State, conditioned that such contractor or contractors shall 
pay or cause to be paid all laborers, mechanice, material men, ranchmen, 
farmers, merchants and other persons who supply such contractor or con- 
tractors, or any of his or their subcontractors with labor, work, material, 
ranch or farm products, provisions or goods of any kind, all just debts 
incurred therefor in carrying on such work, which bond shall be filed by 
such company or other owner in the office of the County Clerk and ex- 
officio Register of Deeds in the county where the principal work of such 
contractor shall be carried on ; and if any such ditch or canal company, 
or other owner or owners, shall fail to take such bond, such ditch or canal 
company or other owner or owners shall be liable to the persons herein 
mentioned to the full extent of all such debts so contracted by such con- 
tractor, or contractors, or any of his or their subcontractors. Any such 
contractor or contractors may take a similar bond from each sub-con- 
tractor to secure the payment of all debts of the kind above mentioned 
incurred by him, and file the same as above provided. All such persons 
mentioned in this section to whom any debt of the kind above mentioned 
shall be due from any contractor or subcontractor shall severally have 
a right of action upon any such bond covering such debt taken as herein 
provided for the recovery of the full amount of such debt. Provided, 
however, That in order that the right of action upon such bonds may 
exist, such persons or parties herein granted such right shall comply with 
either of the following conditions, to-wit : First, an action in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, in the county where such bond is filed, shall be 
commenced within ninety days after the last item*of indebtedness shall 
have accrued ; or, second, an itemized statement of the indebtedness duly 
verified, shall, within ninety days after the last item of such indebtedness 
shall have accrued, be filed in the office of the County Clerk of the proper 
county; and an action shall be brought in any court of competent juris- 
diction of such county within three months after the filing of such state- 
ment. In case an action is commenced upon the bond of a contractor 
liable for the claim, and in such case the result of such action shall be 
binding upon the subcontractor, and his sureties, and in any case when a 
contractor has paid a claim for which a subcontractor is liable, such con- 
tractor shall bring action against the subcontractor and his sureties 
within sixty days after the payment of such claim. 
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SHALL RETAIN OUT OF PAYMENT. 

Sec. 2. Every laborer, mechanic, ranchman, farmer, merchant or 
other person performing any work or labor or furnishing any material, 
ranch or farm products, provisions, goods or supplies to any contractor 
or subcontractor in the construction of any ditch, canal or reservoir, or 
any part thereof, used by such contractor or subcontractor in carrying on 
said work of construction, whose demand for work, labor material, ranch 
or farm products, goods or supplies so furnished has not been paid, may 
deliver to the owner or owners of such ditch, canal or reservoir, or to its, 
his or their agent, a verified account of the amount and value of the work 
and labor so performed or the material, ranch or farm products, provi- 
sions, goods or supplies so furnished, and thereupon such owner or owners 
or its, his or their agent, shall retain out of the subsequent payments to the 
contractor or contractors the amount of such unpaid account for the bene- 
fit of the person to whom the same is due. 

VERIFIED ACCOUNT. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any verified account mentioned in the last pre- 
ceding section shall be placed in the hands of any such owner or owners 
or its, his or their agent, as above stated, it shall be the duty of such 
owner or owners to furnish the contractor with a copy of such verified 
account, so that if there be any disagreement between the debtor and 
creditor as to the amount due the same may be amicably adjusted, and if 
the contra(itor, or subcontractor if he be the debtor, shall not, within ten 
days after the receipt of such account, give the said owner or owners or 
its, his or their agent, written notice that the claim is disputed, he shall 
be considered as assenting to its payment, and the owner or owners or its, 
his or their agent, shall be justified in paying the same when due and 
charging the same to the contractor. The person or persons to whom any 
such debt is due and who shall deliver a verified account thereof as above 
provided, may recover the amount thereof in an action at law, to the ex- 
tent of any balance due by such owner or owners to the contractor at or 
after the time of delivering the verified account. Provided, That nothing 
contained in this section or in Section 2 of this act shall interfere with 
the right of action upon the bond or bonds provided for in Section 1, or 
against the company or other owner, for the full amount of any such debt 
in case of a failure to take a bond. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 79. 

House Bill N' . 15C. 

BIRDS EXEMPT FROM PROTECTION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 6, Chapter 37 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1901, relating to birds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: . 

BIRDS EXEMPT. 

Section 1. That Section 6, Chapter 37, pf the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1901, be amended and re-enacted so that it shall read as follows : 
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Section 6. The following named birds shall be exempt from pro- 
tection under the provisions under this act, viz. : English sparrow, magpie, 
sharp-shinned hawk, Cooper's hawk, gos hawk, duck hawk, golden or 
brown eagle, kingfisher and blue heron.'* 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force f rom^ and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 



CHAPTER 80. 

House Bill No. 98. 

RELATING TO PREMIUMS AND EXPENSES OF A STATE FAIR, 1909-1910. 

AN ACT appropriating funds for the purpose of providing premiums and paying 
the expenses of a £Kate Fair for the years 1909 and 1910, and for the 
purpose of making permanent improvements on the State Fair grounds 
and for the purpose of paying the indebtedness of the State Fair Com- 
mission for the year 1908. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

APPROPRIATION. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any fund in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifteen thousand 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary for the purpose of pro- 
viding premiums and paying the expenses of a State Fair at Douglas, 
Wyoming, for the years 1909 and 1910. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary for the erection of a permanent 
building to be used as a restaurant, the enlarging of the grandstand and 
bleachers, and for the erection of a fence on the west side of the State 
Fair grounds at Douglas, Wyoming! Provided, however, That under no 
circumstances shall the amounts expended exceed the amounts of the ap- 
propriations made in Sections 1 and 2 of this act. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, to pay off the indebtedness of 
the State Fair Commission for the year 1908. 

EXPENDED UNDER DIRECTION. 

Sec. 4. The funds appropriated by this act shall be expended under 
the direction of the Board of State Fair Commissioners upon vouchers 
rendered in regular form to the State Auditor approved by the said Board 
of State Fair Commissioners. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 81. 

House Bill No. 24. 

RELATING TO TRANSFER BALANCE ON GAME FUND. 

AN ACT to transfer to the general fund the balance in the State Treasury now 
to the credit of the State Game Fund, and providing for the payment 
from the General Fund of Appropriations heretofore payable from the 
State Game Fund." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AUTHORIZED TO TRANSFER. 

Section 1. The State Auditor and State Treasurer ^re hereby author- 
ized to transfer the balance now in the Treasury to the credit of the State 
Game Fund to the General Fund. 

UNEXPENDED APPROPRIATIONS^ 

Sec. 2. All unexpended appropriations heretofore made payable 
from the State Game Fund are hereby made payable from the General 
Fund. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 82. 

House Bill No. 94. 

RELATING TO A NORMAL SCHOOL BUILDING AT STATE UNIVERSITY, 

AN ACT entitled, "An act authorizing the construction of a building upon the 
State Unitrersity grounds at Laramie, Wyoming, to be used as a Normal 
School for the trainifig of public and high school teachers; making an 
appropriation therefor, and authorizing the levy of a tax to provide the 
necessary funds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyominfi: 

AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. The Board of Trustees of the University of Wyoming are 
hereby authorized to erect, construct, maintain and equip on the Univer- 
sity grounds at Laramie, Wyoming, a suitable building to be used for the 
purpose of a normal school and the training of public and high school 
teachers, and such other purposes as in the judgment of the Trustees may 
be deemed advisable. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated for the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of this act, the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00), 
to be raised in the following manner, to-wit : It shall be the duty of the 
State Board of Equalization at the time of making the annual tax levy, 
for State purposes, or as otherwise provided by law, for the year 1909, to 
direct the various Boards of County Commissioners of the several eow- 
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tics of the State to levy on all the taxable property in their respective 
counties, a tax of such fraction of one mill on each and every dollar of the 
assessed valuation of such property as will realize the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000.00), approximately, but not less than that 
amount, and at the time of making the annual levy, for state purposes, or 
as otherwise provided by law, for the year 1910, to direct the various 
Boards of County Commissioners of the several counties of the State to 
levy on all taxable property in their respective counties, a tax of such 
fraction of one mill on each and every dollar of the assessed valuation of 
such property as will realize the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000.00), approximately, but not less than that amount, which taxes 
shall be levied, collected and paid to the State Treasurer in the manner 
provided by law for the levying, collecting and payment of other state 
taxes, and shall be expended under the direction of the Board of Trustees 
of the University of Wyoming, in the erection, construction, maintenance 
and equipment of the building authorized in Section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take eflfect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 



OHAPTEB 83. 

House Bill No. 89. 

RELATING TO APPOINTMENT OF A BOARD TO DIRECT EXPERIMENTS IN 

DRY FARMING. 

AN ACT providing for the appointment of a Board composed of three qualified 
electors of the State to direct experiments in dry farming; defining their 
duties and appropriating funds for such purpose. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

THREE QUALIFIED ELECTORS. 

Section 1. There shall be appointed by the Governor a Board com- 
posed of three qualified electors of the State, who shall each serve for a 
term of two years without compensation and be known as the Board of 
Farm Commissioners. Such appointment to be made within ten days after 
the passage and approval of this act. 

POWER. 

Sec. 2. Said Board shall have the power to employ a Director of 
Experiments, who shall receive a salary of not more than two thousand 
dollars per annum, together with his actual and necessary traveling ex- 
penses, who shall perform such duties as may be assigned him by the 
Board. Said Board shall direct experiments in cultivation of soils and 
production of crops throughout the State for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the adaptability of the soil and climatic conditions for the production 
of the different classes of grain and grasses, as well as shade, ornamental 
and fruit-bearing trees. It shall be the duty of said Board to carefully 
preserve and compile the results of their experiments and inquiries and 
to make an official report in writing of the results to the Governor on or 
before I>ecember 1, 1910. It shall further be the duty of said Board to 
furnish information to people of the State as to the results of the demon- 
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stration and experiments conducted pursuant to the provisions of this 
act. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated the sum of five thousand dollars 
annually, or so much thereof as shall be necessary for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 24th, 1909. 



OHAPTEB 84. 

House Bin No. 106. 

RELATING TO SENTENCES TO STATE PENITENTIARY. 

AN ACT entitled, "An act in relation to. sentences to the State Penitentiary and 
to authorize and regulate the parole of convicts." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

MAXIMUM AND minimum; 

Section 1. When a oonvict is sentenced to the State Penitentiary, 
otherwise than for life, for an offense or crime pamii^itted after the pass- 
age of this act, the court imposing the sentence shall not fix a definite 
term of imprisonment, but shall establish a maximum and minimum term 
for which said convict shall be held in said prison. The maximum term 
shall not be longer than the longest term fixed by \dM for the punishment 
of the offense of which he was convicted, and the minimum t6rm shall not 
be less than the shortest term fixed by law, for the punishment of the 
offense of which he was convicted. 

ENTITLED TO BENEFIT. 

Sec. 2. If through oversight or otherwise any person be sentenced 
to imprisonment in the State Penitentiary for a definite period of time 
other than for life, said sentence shall not for that reason be void, but 
the prisoner so sentenced shall be entitled to the benefit and subject to the 
liabilities of this act, in the same manner and to the same extent as if the 
sentence had been in the terms required in Section 1 of this act. 

AUTHORITY. 

Sec. 3. The Governor of the State of Wyoming shall have authority 
under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the State Board 
of Pardons to issue a parole or permit to go at large to any convict who 
now is, or hereafter may be, imprisoned in the State Penitentiary under 
a sentence other than a life sentence, who may have served the minimum 
term pronounced by the trial court, or in the absence of such minimum 
term pronounced by the court, the minimum term provided by law for the 
crime for which he was convicted ; Provided, That any convict who shall 
make an assault with a deadly weapon upon any officer, employe or other 
convict of said State Penitentiary shall not be eligible to parole under 
this act. 
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PAROLED CONVICT. 

Sec. 4. Every paroled convict, while on parole, shall remain in the 
legal custody and under the control of the State Board of Charities and 
Reform, and shall at all times be subject to such rules and regulations as 
they may prescribe, and shall be subject at any time to be taken back 
within the enclosure of the Penitentiary from which he was permitted to 
go at large, for any reason which may be satisfactory to said State Board 
of Charities and Reform at their sole discretion ; and upon the request of 
the State Board of Charities and Reform the Governor of the State may 
order said paroled convict to be returned to the State Penitentiary. Pull 
power to retake and rtturn any such paroled convict to the Penitentiary 
from which he was permitted to go at large, is hereby expressly conferred 
upon the Governor, whose written order, when duly signed and attested 
by the seal of the State of "Wyoming, shall be sufficient warrant author- , 
izing all officers named therein to return to actual custody in the Peniten- 
tiary from which he was permitted to go at large any paroled convict, and 
it is hereby made the duty of all officers to execute said order the same as 
in ordinary criminal process. 

ORDER OF GOVERNOR. 

Sec. 6. The paroled convict who way> upon the order of the Gover- 
nor, be returned to the Penitentiary, shall be retained therein according 
to the terms of his original sentence, and in computing the period of his 
confinement the time between his release upon said permit and his return 
to said Penitentiary shall not be taken to be any part of the term of the 
sentence. 

NOT OPERATE AS DISCHARGE. 

Sec. 6. This act shall not be construed in any sense to operate as a 
discharge of any convict paroled under its provisions, but simply a permit 
to any such convict to go without the enclosure of the Penitentiary, and 
if while so at large he shall so behave and conduct himself as not to incur 
his reincarceration, then he shall be deemed to be still serving out the 
sentence imposed upon him by the court, and shall be entitled to good 
time the same as if he had not been paroled. But if the said paroled pris- 
oner shall be returned to the said Penitentiary, as herein before provided, 
then he shall serve out his original sentence as provided for in Section 5 
of this act. 

ENTITLED TO PRIVILEGES AND BENEFITS. 

Sec. 7. All convicts heretofore sentenced to and at the passage of 
this act confined in the State Penitentiary shall be entitled to all the privi- 
leges and benefits of this act, subject to all its requirements, under such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Governor. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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OHAPTEB 85. 

House Bill No. 72. 

RELATING TO ADDITIONAL DUTIES OF COUNTY ASSESSOR. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 5, 7, 8 and 12, and to repeal Sections 9 
and 10 of Chapter 80 of the Session Laws of Wyoming for 1907; providing 
additional duties for County Assessors, and Deputy Assessors, fixing their 
compensation and prescribing penalties for violations of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

OATH. 

Section 1. That Section 5 of Chapter 80 of the Session Laws of Wy- 
oming of 1907 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 5. The County Assessor, before entering upon the duties 
of his oflBce, shall take and subscribe the following oath or aflSrmation : 

, having been elected assessor of 

County, State of Wyoming, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will 
faithfully and impartially perform the duties of Assessor of the County 

of , State of Wyoming, according to law and to the best of 

my ability, and that I will without fear or favor assess all property of 

every kind and character within the County of , at its actual 

and full cash market value. So help me God.' " 

DUTIES. 

Sec. 2. That Section 7, Chapter 80, of the Session Laws of Wyoming 
of 1907, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

•* Section 7. Each County Assessor shall enter upon his duties on 
the first Monday of January after his election, or as soon thereafter as he 
shall have qualified ; he shall keep his office at the county seat of the coun- 
ty in which he is elected, and said office shall be open during the usual 
business hours, wnth the exception of the time he is away in the perform- 
ance of his duties making assessments and listing property for the pur- 
pose of taxation. Each County Assessor shall devote his entire time dur- 
ing his term to the duties of his office. 

**He shall from time to time secure data concerning the listing and 
taxation of property wuthin his county and gather such data f rom public 
records and other sources as will better enable him to assess all property 
at its full cash market value. 

*'He shall examine the county records as to transfers of realty and 
personal property from time to time and gather from all reliable sources 
all possible information and knowledge of the changes of ownership of 
property, and shall make such record of transfers of property from time 
to time as will better enable him to assess all property to its rightful 
owner, or owners, at the time of the making of the assessment roll for that 
year and which will better enable him to arrive at the true cash market 
value of such property. 

*'IIe shall from time to time gather such information as may be 
within his power relating to land passing from the Government of the 
United States into private ownership under and by virtue of the public 
land laws of the United States, and to make such records thereof as may 
enable him to list and assess such property to the owner or owners 
thereof. 
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'*At such times as the County Assessor is not employed in the actual 
work of making the assessment of the current year, he shall devote him- 
self to a diligent study of property valuations, real personal and mixed, 
in his county, and for such purpose shall have authority, and it shall be 
his duty, to subpoena witnesses, to administer oaths, to examine them 
under oath, and to require the production of certified copy of any part 
of any public records or documents within his county that may be neces- 
sary during the course of such investigation. 

**Each County Assessor or a deputy appointed by him shall, be- 
ginning on the first Monday of February of each year, visit each person 
in his county, and obtain from such person a full, complete and detailed 
statement of all of each and every kind of property, real personal and 
mixed, together with as near as possible the actual and full cash market 
value in money, owned by him, her or them in such county, or which may 
be under their control as agent, guardian, administrator or otherwise, 
and which should be listed for taxation, and it shall be the duty of the 
County Assessor or his deputies to examine such property, and place as 
near as possible the actual cash market value in money opposite each 
class of property listed for taxation. He shall require such owner, agent, 
guardian, administrator or other person having control of such property, 
to make and subscribe the following oath, which shall be attached to each 
and every schedule, to-wit : 

*I, , the owner of (or agent, etc., as the case may be) do 

solemnly swear (or affirm) that the above and foregoing listed property 
is a. full, true, correct and complete list of all of each and every kind of 
property owned by me or under my control as agent or otherwise, and 
that I have not in any manner failed or neglected to list for taxation for 
the year 190. ., all of each and every kind of property of which I am the 
owner or of which I have control as agent, guardian, administrator or 

otherwise, in the County of , State of Wyoming, and that I have 

not in any way or manner connived at any violation or evasion of the re- 
quirements of law in relation to the assessment of property for taxation. 
So help me God. ' 

'*Any person who shall incorrectly make returns of his property 
under above oath shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars. 

County Assessors and their deputies are hereby empowered and 
authorized, and it shall be their duty to administer in each case the oath 
as required by law. 

**The County Assessor shall enter in the books furnished him for that 
purpose, from the tax schedule, all kinds of property that may be subject 
to taxation, at its actual and full cash market value in money. 

**He shall enter the names of persons, partnerships, corporations and 
companies in alphabetical order as far as possible in the assessment roll 
of the county. 

**He shall also enter in a separate column the number of adult per- 
sons, male and female, and the number of children, male and female, un- 
der the age of twenty-one years in his county, and shall, on or before the 
fourth Monday in June in each year, return the assessment roll with all 
the property listed, and the valuation of the same, to the Board of County 
Commissioners, sitting as a Board of Equalization, and in addition to said 
list, the Assessor shall furnish said Board of County Commissioners with 
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a list giving the valuation of the assessed property, in each and every 
school district within said county. 

**It shall be the duty of the County Assessor to meet with the County 
Board of Equalization at each of its meetings and act as clerk of said 
Board. He shall also advise and confer with said Board and give all pos- 
sible information relating to the assessment. 

''It shall be the duty of the County Assessor or liis deputies, when 
listing property for taxation, to add to the valuation or deduct from any 
class of property in any schedule that in their judgment does not repre- 
sent the actual, full cai^h market valfte of the property listed, and said 
Assessor and his deputies are hereby authorized and empowered, and it 
shall be their duty, to value any and all classes of property of each and 
every kind for the purpose of taxation. When any changes in the schedule 
are made by the County Assessor or his deputies, . such changes shall be 
^oted on the schedule and ^hall state his reasons therefor, and whether or 
not such change was made before or after the schedule was sworn to. 

* * It shall be the duty of the County Assessor, when the County Board 
of Equalization has finished .their equalization of property for taxation 
and the corrections have been designated by them, to complete said roll 
and make the corrections and changes designated by said Board and to 
correctly foot said roll, and when completed to subscribe and make the 
following oath, which shall be attached, to said roll : 

'I, , County Assessor within and for the County of , 

State of Wyoming, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I or my deputies 
have demanded from every individual, co-partnership, company or cor- 
poration within the County of , State of Wyoming, the list or 

schedule required by law, and have received such lists and schedules 
according to law from every person, co-partnership, company and cor- 
poration in the County of , State of Wyoming. That I have care- 
fully examined each of said lists and schedules, and that I or my deputies 
have viewed the property therein listed, and that I have revised and cor- 
rected the said lists where necessary ; and that I have to the best of my 
knowledge and ability valued the real and personal property in said lists 
and schedules as near as possible at its actual and full cash market value 
as required by law, and in no case have I or my deputies knowingly 
omitted to demand a statement of the description and value of real and 
personal property in said county, and that 1 have not knowingly omitted 
to perform any duty required of me by law, and have not in any way con- 
nived at any evasion or violation of any of the requirements of law in re- 
lation to the list and valuation of real and personal property. So help me 
God.' 

Immediately, each year, after the taxes, are levied, the County As- 
sessor shall make out a tax list, in tabular form and in alphabetical order, 
upon such form and in sui-h manner as may be prescribed by law." 

ANNUAL SALARY. 

Sec. 3. That Section 8 of Chapter 80, Session Laws of Wyoming 
1907, be amended and re-enacted so as fo read as follows: 

''Section 8. In counties having a valuation of more than $5,000,000 
assessed valuation, County Assessors shall receive an annual salary of 
$1,500. 

"In counties having an assessed valuation of more than $2,000,000 
and not exceeding $5,000,000, the county assessor shall receive an annual 
salary of $1,200. . . 
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* * In counties having an assessed valuation not exceeding $2,000,000, 
County Assessors shall receive an annual salary of $1,000. 

''Deputy County Assessors shall receive, as compensation for their 
services, five dollars per day for every day actually and necessarily em- 
ployed in the performance of their duties. 

' * In addition to the salary of the County Assessor and the per diem 
of their deputies, they shall each receive their a(;tual and necessary travel- 
ing expenses while in. the perfonij,ance of their duties, which expenses 
shall, before being allowed by the Board of County Commissioners, have 
attached to the vouchers, receipts for all items incurred. The salaries of 
the County Assessors and the per diem of the Deputy Assessors, together 
with their actual and necessary expenses, shall be paid by the respective 
counties. ' ' . 

DISTRICTS. 

Sec. 4. That Section 12, Chapter 80, of Session Laws of Wyoming of 
1907, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 12. The County Commissioners, at their first meeting in 
January of each year, shall divide the county into assessment districts. 

"At the first meeting of the Board of County Commissioners, in each 
year, the said County Assessor shall appoint one deputy assessor for each 
district ; such deputy shall be an actual resident of the district for which 
he is appointed, and shall assess the property in such district ; Provided, 
however, . That the County Assessor shall assess the district wherein his 
oflSce is situated. 

"Deputy Assessors shall make and subscribe to the same oath re- 
quired by this act to be made by the County Assessor, and such Deputy 
Assessor shall enter into a good and sufficient bond with the county in the 
penal sum of $2,000, conditioned that they will faithfully and impartially 
observe the laws relating to the listing, assessing and valuing of all prop- 
erty of every kind and character, for the purpose of taxation. 

"Deputy Assessors shall hold their office during the pleasure of the 
County Assessor, and any vacancy ocourring from any cause whatever 
in the office of Deputy Assessor shall be filled by appointment made by 
the County Assessor. 

"Each Deputy Assessor, upon the corapletioti of the district or terri- 
tory asses.sed by him, shall immediately deliver to the County Assessor all 
books, records, schedules, lists, together with all other data secured by 
him, and shall make and subscribe to the following oath : 

" 'I, ....... ., Deputy Assessor, in and for District No , County 

of , State of AVyoming, do solemnly swear (or affirm), that I have 

demanded from every individual, co-partnership, company or corporation, 
within said district, the lists and schedules required by law, and have re- 
ceived such lists and schedules according to law, from every person, co- 
partnership, company and corporation, in said district; that I have care- 
fully examined each of said lists and schedules, and that I have vii^wed 
the property therein listed, and have revised and corrected the said lists 
when necessary; that I have to the best of my knowledge and abiiity val- 
ued the real and personal property in said lists and schedules, at its actual 
and full cash market value as required by law ; that in no case have I 
knowingly omitted to perform any duty required of me by law, and have 
not, in any way, connived at any evasion or violation of any of the re- 
quirements of law in relation to the listing and valuation of real and per- 
sonal property. So help me God.' 
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^MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 6. Any County Assessor, Deputy Assessor or member of any 
County Board of Equalization whose duty it is to return for assessment 
value, assess or equalize real estate or personal property for taxation, who 
shall knowingly and wilfully fail to value or return for assessment or valu- 
ation any real estate or personal property, or who shall knowinf?ly fail to 
equalize any real estate or personal property, at other than its true value 
in money, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined in any sum not exceeding $500 or imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period not exceeding ninety days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, and in addition thereto 
shall forfeit his office. 

Any person who shall fail to rettim for assessment any property for 
taxation owned by him or under his control, as agent, guardian, adminis- 
trator or otherwise, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not exceeding $500, or im- 
prisoned in the county jail for a period not exceeding ninety days, or pun- 
ished by both such fine and imprisonment. 

DEEMED GUILTY. 

Sec. 6. Any person or persons interfering with the County Assessor 
or any Deputy County Assessor in the discharge of his duties shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than fifty dollars, nor more than three hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned for not more than ninety days in jail, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

WITHOUT CHARGE. 

Sec. 7. Whenever any subpoena shall be issued by the County As- 
sessor, the service thereof shall be by the Sheriff of the county and shall 
be without charge to the county.

ONE YEAR. 

Section 1. That during the period of one year from the granting of 
a decree of divorce, neither party thereto shall be permitted to remarry to 
any other person.

Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined in any sum not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or be impris- 
oned in the county jail not exceeding three months, in the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec. 3.' This act shall take eflfect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO PAROLE OF PRISONERS. 

AN ACT entitled, "An act relating to the parole of prisoners found guilty by a 
jury on their plea of guilty of crimes charged against them." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming:, 

PAROLE. 

Section 1. Whenever any person, not over twenty-one years of age, 
shall have been found guilty by the verdict of a jury empanelled to try 
his case, or by his plea of guilty, duly entered in the cause, of any felony 
except murder, rape of a woman or female child forcibly and against her 
will, or arson of a dwelling house or other human habitation in the actual 
occupancy of a human being, the court in which such verdict was found 
or plea of guilty entered, shall ascertain, if possible, whether the offense 
of which the accused is found guilty is his first offense, as well as the ex- 
tent of moral turpitude involved in the act committed, and such other 
facts and circumstances relating to the accused as he may desire to know; 
and if satisfied that such person was a person of good r^'putation before 
the commission of the offense charged and had never before been con- 
victed of any felony, and that if permitted to go at large would not again 
violate the law, may in its discretion, by an order entered of record, delay 
the passing sentence upon such verdict, or plea, and parole such person 
and permit him to go at large upon his own recognizance, conditioned 
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that such person so paroled will personally appear and repoit himself to 
the said court twice in each year at such times and places as may be fixed 
in such order and that he will demean himself while at large in a law- 
abiding manner and live a worthy, respectable life, and that he will not 
leave the State without the consent of the Court ; and the Court, if satis- 
fied at the time of such appearance, that such person has demeaned him- 
self in a law-abiding manner and lived a worthy, respectable life, may by 
an order of record, continue such parole from time to time for the period 
of five years, at the expiration of which period the Court shall enter an 
order finally discharging such person, and no further proceedingrs shall be 
had upon such verdict or plea ; Provided, however. That at any time after 
the expiration of one year from the date of said original parole the Court 
shall have the power in its discretion to terminate said parole and finally 
discharge such person and annul such verdict or plea of guilty. Provided, 
however, That if at any time before the expiration of said period af five 
years, or before the final discharge of such person, the Court shall hav<^ 
cause to believe that such paroled person has attempted to leave the State 
or failed to comply with the terms of his parole, it shall be the duty of the 
Court to cause a warrant to issue for the apprehension and arrest of such 
person and require him to be brought before the Court and thereupon to 
inquire into his conduct since his said parole, and if satisfied from such 
inquiry that such person has violated the terms of his parole and recog- 
nizance, the Court shall thereupon have the power to impose sentence 
upon such verdict or plea against such person in the manner and to the 
same extent as though the passing of sentence had not been delayed and 
such person had not been paroled or permitted to go at large. 

ABSOLUTE DISCRETION. 

Sec. 2. The Court, in the exercise of its power to determine the pre- 
vious good character of any such person, to determine the advisability of 
paroling such person, to determine the propriety of finally disgrharging 
such person at any time after the end of one year, and to determine the 
fact of violation of the terms of the parole and recognizance and pro- 
priety of imposing sentence upon such person, shall have absolute discre- 
tion, and no appeal or proceeding in error shall lie from the determination 
of the Court upon any of said questions. 

NO DELAY. 

Sec. 3. No delay in the passing of sentence or parole of a person as 
provided in this act shall be ordered against the consent or will of such 
person. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

APPROPRIATION. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifteen thousand 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the purpose of im- 
proving and maintaining the Big Horn Hot Springs Reserve, including the 
remodeling, building and equipping of the free bath house upon said Re- 
serve, and the making of such other improvements at said springs, and 
upon said Reserve,, and the advertising of the curative qualities of the 
waters of the various springs, as shall be deemed advisable by the State 
Board of Charities and Reform. 
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APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 2. There is also hereby appropriated the further sum of two 
thousand dollars or so much thereof as shall be necessary, out of any: 
funds in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the care, 
maintenance and supervision of said free bath house at said Big Horn Hot 
Springs during the fiscal years of 1909 and 1910. 

FULL POWER. 

Sec. 3. The State Board of Charities and Reform shall have full 
power, control and supervision over the Big Horn Hot Springs and the 
lands pertaining thereto, belonging to this State and situated in Big Horn 
and Fremont counties, and shall have power to inspect all bath houses, ho- 
teW and sanitariums thereon situate, whether belonging to the State or its 
lessees or the lessees of said Board, or to private persons, association of 
persons or corporations, and to declare what shall constitute a nuisance in 
the management thereof and to abate such nuisances summarily by eject- 
ing the offender from the premises or by prosecuting him according to 
law. If any of the lessees of said State or of said Board shall refuse to 
comply with the order, direction, rule or regulation of said Board, or to 
obey any law of this State defining and punishing nuisances, whether con- 
tained in this act or not, it shall be the duty of said Board to immediately 
cancel the lease of any such lessee or lessees. 

AUTHORITY. 

Sec. 4. Said Board of Charities and Reform shall hsivc the power 
and authority to call upon the assistance of the State Board of Health to 
inspect, examine and report fully upon the condition of any and all hotels, 
bath houses, sanitariums, and buildings, and all places and localities 
within the limits of said Big Horn Hot Springs, and said Board last aifore- 
said, when so requested, or whenever in the judgment of said State Board 
of Health, it shall be necessary so to do, to make such examination and 
report, and to enforce the health laws of this State and the rules and 
regulations of said Board of Charities and Reform upon said Big Horn 
Hot Springs, and the occupants thereof, if such action shall become neces- 
sary. 

MENACE. 

Sec. 6. Any person or association of persons, corporation or corpo- 
rations, who shall maintain a filthy, unwholesome, or offensive house, ho- 
tel, bath house, sanitarium, dwelling, stable, privy or privy vault, drain> 
pipe, or sewer, which shall be a menace to the public health, or who shaH 
fail to comply w^th the order, rule, direction or regulation of said Board 
of Charities and Reform or State Board of Health, or either of them, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in 
any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisoned in the county 
jail for not more than six months, or may be punished by both such fine 
and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court trying the offender. 

APPOINTMENT. 

Sec. 6. Said Board of Charities and Reform shall appoint a qualified 
elector of this State, of good moral character and of temperate habits, to 
be attendant upon the free bath house of said Big Horn Hot Springs, and 
who shall receive such salary as said Board shall determine and allow, 
whose duty it shall be to keep the bath houses and grounds surrounding 
the same in a clean, healthful and sanitary condition, and who shall per- 
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form such other duties under the supervision of the Superintendent of 
said Beserve, as said Board last aforesaid shall from time to time order 
and direct. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take eflfect immediately.

House Bill No. 119. 

RELATING TO DISTRICT COURT SENTENCING CERTAIN PERSONS. 

AN ACT entitled. "An act authorizing the District Court of this State, in sen- 
tencing certa'n persons convicted of felonies, to sentence them to a re- 
form institution of some other state, and authorizing and empowering the 
State Board of Charities and Reform to make arrangements with some 
other state for the care, maintenance and custody of such persons so sen- 
tenced." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AGES BETWEEN. 

Section 1. Any person between the ages of 16 and 25 years, con- 
victed of a felony, who has not theretofore been convicted of a crime pun- 
ishable by imprisonment in the State Penitentiary, may, in the discretion 
of the trial court, be sentenced to imprisonment in the Reformatory of 
the State, with which the State Board of Charities and Reform of this 
State may make arrangements for the care, custody and maintenance of 
such convict, as hereinafter provided, such person to be confined in such 
Reformatory under the provisions of the law relating to that institution, 
and under the rules and regulations governing the same, to be treated, 
cared for, kept and confined in such Reformatory in the same manner and 
for the same period of time, not exceeding the maximum term provided 
by the laws of this State for the offense of which the offender was con- 
victed, as are convicts sentenced to such institution by the Courts of the 
state in which such institution is situate and located. In imposing sen- 
tence in all such cases the Courts of this State shall not fix or limit the 
duration of the period of confinement in such Reformatory further than 
that it shall not in any event exceed the maximum term provided by the 
laws of this State for the offense of which the prisoner was convicted. 
Provided, however, That the Governor of this State may upon the recom- 
mendation of the Superintendent, Superior Officer or governing body of 
any such Reformatory grant to such convict a parole or discharge from 
said Reformatory in accordance with the laws of the state in which the 
same is situated or the rules of such institution. 

GOVERNOR MAY. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a parole is granted to any person confined in such 
Reformatory under the provisions of Section 1 of this act, such person so 
paroled shall remain and be subject to the order of the Governor of this 
State, and if in his judgment the paroled person does not so conduct him- 
self as to warrant his continued release from confinement, the Governor 
may order the return of such person to the Reformatory where originally 
committed, there to serve out the original term for which committed; anrf 
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it shall be the duty of the Sheriff of the county in which the original con- 
viction was had, to arrest and return him to the said Reformatory upon 
the order of the Governor, in the same manner as when originally sen- 
tenced, the expense of transporting him thereto to be paid in the same 
manner as the expense of transportation under the original committment. 

HAS BEEN PAROLED. 

Sec. 3, Whenever a convict sentenced to such Reformatory has been 
paroled in accordance with the law of the state in which the said Refor- 
matory is situated and the rules of said institution, and after a reasonable 
length of time shall have so conducted himself as to warrant his final 
discharge, the Governor of this State may issue an order of discharge, 
which shall operate in all eases as a full and complete pardon of the 
offense for which he was originally committed. 

UPON RECOMMENDATION. 

Sec. 4. The Governor of this State may, upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent, Superior Officer or governing body of any Refor- 
matory to which convicts have been sentenced, as hereinbefore provided, 
grant an order of discharge of any such convict coming under the provi- 
sions of this act, which discharge shall in all cases act as a full and com- 
plete pardon of the offense for which he was originally committed. 

AUTHORIZED. 

Sec. 6. The State Board of Charities and Reform of this State 
is hereby authorized and empowered to make contracts and arrangements 
with the authorities of any other state for the care, custody and main- 
tenance of persons sentenced under the provisions of this act to the Re- 
formatory of some othi.r state. 

POWER OF GOVERNOR. 

Sec. 6. Hereafter, in the case of any convict between the ages of 16 
find 25 years, who hereafter shall have been sentenced to imprisonment in 
the State Penitentiary for a longer period than one year, it shaU be within 
the power of the Governor of this State^ upon the recommendation of the 
State Board of Charities and Reform, and if satisfied that the public in- 
terest and the welfare of such convict would be subserved thereby, to 
order and direct the confinement and imprisonment of such convict in the 
said Reformatory for the unexpired portion of the term for which he was 
originally sentenced, and upon the delivery of such order to the Sheriff 
of the county in which the conviction was originally obtained, it shall be 
the duty of said Sheriff to transport such convict to said Reformatory and 
deliver him over to the officer in charge thereof, to be there treated, cared 
for, kept and confined therein as provided in Section 1 of this act, but not 
longer than for the unexpired portion of the time for which he was origi- 
nally sentenced. The expense of such transportation to said Reformatory 
to be paid as in other cases as provided in this act. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
1st day of July, 1909.

The sura of twelve thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the construction and equipment 
of a boiler house and laundry building, construction of cement walks, 
purchase of ambulance and other improvements at the Branch of the Wy- 
oming General Hospital at Sheridan, Wyoming 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 3. The sum of twelve thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of perfecting the 
water supply and making improvements at the Wyoming State Peniten- 
tiary at Rawlins, Wyoming.

Every incorporated company incorporated under the 
laws of any foreign state or kingdom or of any state or territory of the 
United States beyond the limits of this State (excepting insurance compa- 
nies), and now or hereafter doing business within this State, shall within 
thirty days after commencing so to do business, file in the oflSce of the 
Secretary of State, and also file in the office of the Register of Deeds of 
the particular county within which it maintains its pricipal office and 
place of business, a copy of its charter of incorporation ; or in case such 
company is incorporated by a certificate under any general incorporation 
law, it shall file in the office of the Secretary of State, and in the office of 
the Register of Deeds of the particular county within which it maintains 
its principal office and place of business, a copy of such certificate and of 
such general incorporation law duly certified and authenticated by the 
proper authority of such foreign state, kingdom or territory." 

Provided, That the foregoing amendment shall not aflfect any action 
or proceeding now pending in the Courts of this State, for the enforce- 
ment of this section, prior to such amendment.

FURNISH AS SECURITY. 

Section 1. That Section 6 of Chapter 30 of the Session Laws of Wy- 
oming of 1907 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

** Section 6. Any such depository may, instead of such bond in an 
approved surety company, furnish, as security for such deposit, or de- 
posits, United States Government bonds, or state bonds of this State, 
county, city or school district bonds or warrants issued by virtue of the 
laws of this State, worth not less than their par value, and in an amount 
equal, at least, to the maximum amount of money at any time to be de- 
posited with such bank;- Provided, however, That for temporary deposits 
in excess of the amount for which such bank may bond as provided by 
this chapter, such depository or bank may deposit local securities having 
an appraised value of at least twenty-five per cent more than the amount 
of such temporary deposits; the said securities to be approved by said 
Board of Deposits, and to be accompanied by a written assignment vest- 
ing the legal title thereto in the State of Wyoming, as collateral security, 
that such depository, so depositing and assigning said securities, shall and 
will safely keep and pay over to the State Treasurer, or his authorized 
deputy, on his check, order or demand, all money which may come into 
the possession of such depository, under and by virtue of the provisions 
of this act, together with all interest accruing thereon as herein provided, 
and. Providing, That in case of default on the part of such depository, the 
said State shall have full power and authority to sell, in the manner here- 
inafter provided, said securities or so much thereof as may be necessary 
to realize the full amount of the funds of the State so deposited in said 
depository, together with the interest thereon.

A WAY OF NECESSITY. 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 52 of the Session Laws of the 
State of Wyoming, 1907, be and the same is hereby amended and re-en- 
acted so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. Every person, association of persons, company or cor- 
poration (the word corporation" including a municipal corporation 
wherever appearing in this act), organized or hereafter organized under 
the laws of this State, and legally doing business under the laws of this 
State, who shall in the course of their business require a way of necessity 
for reservoirs, drains, flumes, ditches, canals or electric power transmis- 
sion lines, on or across the lands of others for agricultural, mining, mill- 
ing, domestic, electric power transmission, municipal or sanitary pur- 
poses, shall have power and are authorized to enter upon any land for the 
purpose of examining and making surveys for reservoirs, drains, flumes, 
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ditches, canals or electric power transmission, or any branch or branches ' 
thereof, or for the purpose of changing any part of the original lines of 
any reservoir, drain, flume, ditch, canal, or electric power transmission 
lines, belonging to the corporation or person applying for such right of 
way, already constructed, owned by such person, association of persons, 
company or, corporation, seeking to exercise the powers herein, to take, 
hold an4 appropriate so much real property as may be necessary for the 
location, construction, and convenient maintenance and use of such reser- 
voir, drain, flume, ditch, canal or electric power transmission line, or any 
branch or branches thereof, or for the relocation of the whole or any part 
thereof, or any line to which such person, association of persons, company 
or corporation, may desire to. change or to enlarge any such reservoir, 
drain, flume, ditch, canal or electric power transmission line owned by 
any such person, association of persons, company or corporation ; to en- 
large any ditch, flume, drain or canal used for the conveyance of water, 
for the purpose of conveying additional waters in and through the same ; 
to take and. appropriate material for the construction and repair of any 
such rescervoir, drain, flumCy ditch, canal or electric power transmission 
line ; to take, hold and appropriate a right of way over any such lands or 
adjacent lands sufficient to enable such persons, associations of persons, 
companies or corporations, to construct, repair, use and maintain any such 
reservoir, drain, flume, ditch or canal, or electric power transmission line 
upon the line of the location or re-location thereof. Provided, That the 
land so held, taken and appropriated otherwise than by the consent of 
the owner, shall not exceed one hundred feet in width on each side of 
the outer sides or marginal lines of any such reservoir, drain, flume, 
ditch, canal or electric power transmission line, unless a greater width 
is necessary for excavation, embankments or depository for waste earth ; 
and in no case shall the area taken exceed the actual necessities of the 
work constructed, and, Provided, further, That no appropriation of pri- 
vate property for the use of any such person, association of persons, 
company or corporation shall be made until further compensation there- 
for be made to the owner or owners thereof. And, Provided, also. That 
the words, * Private property,' as used in this act shall be understood 
to include any advantage, the previous construction of any such reser- 
voir, drain, flume, ditches, or any necessary part or parts thereof being 
the property of others, may be to any such person, association of per- 
sons, company or corporation and that the value of such advantage may 
have due consideration in such condemnation proceedings." 



PETITION ERROR. 

Sec. 2. That Section 10 of Chapter 52, Session Laws of Wyoming, 
1907, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

''Section 10. Either party may file a petition in error in the Su- 
preme Court within thirty days after the confirmation of the report of 
the Commissioners or the confirmation of the verdict of the jury, as the 
case may be, and the proceedings in error shall in every respect be con- 
ducted as in civil actions. Provided, however. That any rights acquired 
or to be acquired by the process of immediate appropriation, and tak- 
ing of the property in the manner provided herein, shall in no manner be 
prejudiced thereby.'* 
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ON APPLICATION. 

Sec. 3. On application made for that purpose to the court or judge, 
and on giving a bond in such amount, and with such sureties as shall be 
approved by the court or judge, conditioned for the payment of such 
condemnation money, compensation and costs, as shall be finally as- 
sessed and determined, such person, association of persons, company or 
corporation as herein mentioned, may enter upon and appropriate the 
property in question, and in such case all actions or proceedings against 
such person, association of persons, company or corporation, on accouxit 
thereof, shall be stayed until such compensation is finally assessed and 
determined. 

ACQUIRE RIGHT, 

Sec. 4. On complying with the provisions of the last section, such 
person, association of persons, company or corporation, may at any stage 
of any proceeding mentioned herein, and in said Chapter 32 of the "Ses- 
sion Laws of Wyoming, 1907, acquire the right to enter upon and ap- 
propriate the property in question; but after giving such bond, and so 
entering into the possession of said property, such person, association 
of persons, company or corporation, cannot abandon or dismiss the pro- 
ceedings; and where possession has been so obtained, it shall be lawful 
for the owners and parties interested to conduct the proceedings to a 
final conclusion, if the same shall be delayed by such person, association 
of persons, company or corporation so entering and appropriating such 
property. 

ADDITIONAL SECURITY. 

Sec. 6. The application named in Section 3 hereof shall be made to 
the District Court in which such proceeding was begun, or to the judge 
thereof in vacation, and the bond named in said section shall be made 
payable to the State. The court or judge may at any time upon a proper 
showing require such person, association of persons, company or corpora- 
tion, so entering and appropriating such property to give new or addi- 
tional security under said section, and any such original, new or addi- 
tional bond may be sued upon in the name of the state by and for the 
use of any person in interest. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

The respective counties of the State shall not be liable 
for the payment of any claim for service rendered by any physician in 
the treatment of contagious diseases, unless such treatment shall be for 
the care of indigent persons who are a public charge." 

REPEAL.

Sec. 2. That Section 3 of Chapter 94 of the Session Laws of 1903, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

POWER. 

Sec. 3. The State Board of Health shall have power to prescribe 
rules and regulations for the manap^ement and control of communicable 
diseases, and to prescribe and fix penalties for the violation or refus&l 
to obey such rules and regulations. And any person or persons violat- 
ing or refusing to obey such rules and regulations or resisting or inter-

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. The State Board of Charities and Reform are hereby 
authorized and empowered to sell the present site of the Wyoming Home 
of the Feeble Minded and Epileptic, commonly known as the State Poor 
Farm, consisting of one hundred sixty-eight and eleven twenty-fourths 
acres of land near the Town of Lander in Fremont County, State of Wyo- 
ming, and to purchase in lieu thereof a more suitable site nearer to the 
Town of Lander, and of a more or less acreage as the Board may deter- 
mine. 

UPON THE SALE. 

Sec. 2. Upon the sale of the present site of the Wyoming Home of 
the Feeble Minded and Epileptic, as provided in Section 1 of this act, 
the Governor of the State is hereby authorized and empowered to exe- 
cute on behalf of the State the proper and necessary deeds of convey- 
ance, or other evidences of sale, to the purchaser thereof. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 3. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, together with the 
proceeds of the sale of the land as provided in this act, and all the pro- 
ceeds of the tax levy authorized by Chapter 104 of the Session Laws of 
1907, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated

AN ACT requiring the payment of trust funds, or funds held In escrow, to the 
St&te Treasurer, and making same subject to the provisions of the State 
Depository Law. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

PAY TO STATE TREASURER. 

Section 1. Every State oflBcer, employee, department, or commis- 
sion receiving funds to be held in escrow, or pending the fulfillment of 
certain conditions, which funds are eventually to be paid into the State 
Treasury or returned to the parties paying the same, shall, upon the 
passage of this act, pay to the State Treasurer all such funds now in 
his or its possession, and shall on or before the third Monday of each 
month, pay to the State Treasurer all such funds received during the 
preceding month, and on the same day shall file a detailed, verified 
statement of such receipts with the State Auditor, and a true copy there- 
of with the State Examiner. 

UPON RECEIPT OF FUNDS. 

Sec. 2. The State Treasurer, upon receipt of any funds, as de- 
scribed in Section 1 of this act, shall credit same upon his books to the 
proper accounts, and shall hold the same as trust funds until such time 
as the conditions under which they were paid to the oflScer, employee, 
department or commission, originally receiving the same, have been com- 
plied with, and shall treat such funds in same manner as funds of the 
State with reference to the provisions of any State Depository Law now 
or hereafter in effect. 

CHECK FOR AMOUNT. 

Sec. 3. Whenever it shall appear to the State Treasury by corti- 
cate furnished by the State oflScer, employee, department, or commission 
sion originally receiving the funds specified in this act, that all condi- 
tions relative thereto have been complied with, and that the party or 
parties originally paying said funds to said State officer, employee, de- 
partment, or commission, is entitled to the repayment of same, the State 
Treasurer shall thereupon draw his check in favor of the party to whom 
payment is to be made for the amount in each case to which he is en- 
titled. 

SAME AS OTHER FUNDS. 

Sec. 4. Whenever it shall appear to the State Treasurer by certifi- 
cate furnished by the State officer, employee, department, or commission 
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originally receiving the funds specified in this act, that all the condi- 
tions relative thereto have been complied with, and that the funds spe- 
cified in this act have become the property of the State, the State Treas- 
urer shall thereupon account for same in same manner as other funds of 
the State.

House Bill No. 49. 

RELATING TO THE HEAD OF A FAMILY ENTITLED TO HOMESTEAD. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Seption 3901, 3902 and 3908 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

HOMESTEAD. 

Section 1. That Section 3901 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 3901. Every householder in the State of Wyoming, being 
the head of a family, and every resident of the State who has reached 
the age of 60 years, whether the head of a family or otherwise, shall bo 
entitled to a homestead not exceeding in value the sum of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars, exempt from execution and attachment arising from any 
debt, contract or civil obligation entered into or incurred." 

WHEN EXEMPT. 

Sec. 2. That Section 3902 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 be amend- 
ed and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

"Section *3902. Such homestead shall only be exempt as provided 
in the last preceding section, while occupied as such by the owner there- 
of, or the person entitled thereto, or his or her family, or while the 
owner is actually living within the State of Wyoming." 

CONTINUE EXEMPT. 

Sec. 3. That Section 3908 of the Revised Statutes of 1899, be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 3908. The following property, when owned by any per- 
son, being the head of a family and residing with the same, or being a 
person over sixty years of age, shall be exempt from levy or sale upon 
execution writ of attachment, or any process issuing out of any court in 
this State, and such articles of property shall continue exempt while 
such person or the family of such person are removing from one place 
of residence to another in this State; Provided, That no property of 
any person about to remove or abscond from this State be exempt un- 
der the provisions of this article : 

1. The family Bible, pictures and school books. 

2. A lot in any cemetery or burial ground. 

3. Such personal property of any kind or character, and money, 
as the debtor may select, not to exceed in all the value of five hundred 
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dollars, the value of the property selected by any debtor, to be ascer- 
tained by the appraisement of three disinterested householders, to be 
selected and summoned by the officer claiming to levy upon, attach or 
sell such property. The appraisers shall be sworn by the officer to make 
a true appraisement of the value of such property and shall be entitled 
to receive one dollar each for their services and the officer levying upon 
or attaching siicK property shall receive two dollars for all services in 
determining the property exempt, and the value thereof, the fees of the 
officer and appraisers to be paid by the .party for whose benefit the 
process may have been issued and to be taxed as costs in the cause in 
which such process issued." 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 103. 

House Bill No. 80. 

RELATING TO LEVYING A SPECIAL POLL OR ROAD TAX 

AN ACT to provide for levying a special poll or road tax and for the payment of 
same, and repealing Section 1943 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, 
as amended and re-enacted by Section 1 of Chapter 52 of the Session Laws 
of 1905. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

MAY LEVY. 

Section 1. The Board of County Commissioners of each county at 
the time of making the annual levy of taxes for county purposes may 
levy upon each able-bodied man in the county, between the ages of 
twenty-one and fifty years, a special poll or road tax of two dollars; 
Provided, however, That no special road tax as provided in this sec- 
tion shall be required to be paid by any member of any organized fire 
company of any incorporated town or city. Any person liable to pay 
such special poll or road tax may work out the same under the direction 
of the County or District Road Supervisor, or other proper officer in 
an incorporated city or town where such person resides, and he shall 
be allowed for such work the sum of two dollars for each day's work 
of eight hours, or four hours for man and team. Any person, producing 
a certificate from the proper officer for labor done or performed, or 
material furnished on any road or bridge, by order of the Supervisor, 
shall be allowed the same on the said special poll or road tax. 

SHALL NOTIFY. 

Sec. 2. The District Road Supervisor or the County Road Super- 
visor in counties not divided into road districts, shall notify every 
person subject to the special poll or road tax, to perform the required 
amount of work each year upon the public roads; and any person lia- 
ble for such tax may notify the Supervisor in writing that he desires 
to work out said tax. The notice by the Supervisor above provided 
for may be given either personally, or by writing, left at the usual place 
or abode of the person notified. If any person subject to such tax shall 
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after three days' notice, neglect or refuse to attend by himself or a suita- 
ble substitute, at the time and place designated, or who shall when so 
attending pass his time in idleness or inattention to the duty or labor 
assigned to him, such person shall thereby become liable for the amount 
of said tax in money and the same may be demanded and collected by 
the Supervisor, or other proper road officer, and upon such collection 
the same shall be paid by the c ollecting officer to the County Treasurer 
and ex-officio collector of taxes. Provided, That if such person has tax- 
able property in his name in the county, the payment of such road tax 
may be deferred until the time for the payment of his property tax, but 
if such person is without taxable property in his name in the county, 
he shall be require4 upon such demand by the Supervisor to pay the 
same to such officer taking his receipt therefor, and in case of his fail- 
ure to make such payment upon such demand, the Supervisor, or other 
proper officer demanding the same, shall make complaint before the 
nearest justice of the peace, setting forth the facts of such notice, de- 
mand and refusal to perform the labor or pay the money, when, if such 
charge be sustained, after a hearing, the delinquent shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined twice the amount of such 
tax due from him; together with all costs, which fine shall be collected 
as in ordinary criminal actions and be paid, if collected, into the county 
treasury for the use of the road fund in the county or district. The 
notice herein provided for may be given, and the labor required to be 
done, or in lieu of such labor the money paid in advance of the levy of 
tax for the year, and in such case the certificate of labor performed or 
receipt for money paid, shall be accepted in payment of such tax when 
the same becomes payable. 

MONIES COLLECTED. 

Sec. 3. All monies collected imder the provisions of this act from 
persons residing within the incorporated cities and towns of the State, 
shall be paid into the treasury of such cities and towns. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. That Section 1943 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended and re-enacted by Section 1 of Chapter 52 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of 1905, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 104. 

House Bill No. 114. 

RELATING TO DESERTION, ABANDONMENT OF WIFE OR CHILDREN. 

AN ACT to prevent the desertion and abandonment of wife or children by persons 
charged by law with the maintenance thereof; to make such abandonment 
and desertion a felony and to prescribe the punishment therefor, and to re- 
peal any acts or parts of acts in conflict therewith. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

GUILTY OF FELONY. 

Section 1. Any person who deserts and. abandons his wife, or de- 
serts and abandons his minor children under fifteen years of age, and 
without providing necessary and proper shelter, food, care and clothing 
for them, shall upon conviction be deemed guilty of a felony and pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the State's Prison for not more than three 
years, and not less than one year; or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not more than one year and not less than three months ; Provided, 
however, if at any time before the sentence he shall enter into bonds 
to the people of the State of Wyoming in such penal sum and with such 
surety or sureties as the court may fix, conditioned that he will furnish 
his wife and children with necessary and proper shelter, food, care and 
clothing, then the court may suspend sentence therein; Provided, That 
upon failure of such person to comply with said undertaking he may 
be ordered to appear before the court and show cause why sentence 
should not be imposed, whereupon the court may pass sentence or for 
good cause shown may modify the order and take a new undertaking 
and further suspend sentence as may be just and proper. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

House Bill No. 116. 

RELATING TO COMPENSATION OF STATE LIBRARIAN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 469 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended and re-enacted by Chapter 87, Session Laws of 1903, 
and as further amended and re-enacted by Chapter 56 of the Session Laws 
of 1907, relating to the compensation of the State Librarian. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SALARY IN FULL. 

Section 1. That Section 469 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended and re-enacted by Chapter 87, Session Laws of 1903, 
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and as further amended and re-enacted by Chapter 56 of the Session 
Laws of 1907, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as 
to read as follows: 

"Section 469. The compensation of the State Librarian shall be a 
salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, which salary shall be in 
full for all services performed by said State Librarian, and shall be paid 
in monthly installments at the end of each month, and the Auditor shall 
draw warrants upon the Treasurer payable to said Librarian in payment 
of such salary." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 106. 

House Bill No. 118. 

RELATING TO SPRINKLING OF DRY AND DUSTY PLACES IN COAL MINES. 

AN ACT to provide for the sprinkling with water of all dry and dusty places or 
parts of coal mines in the State of Wyoming and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof. 

Be It Entjcted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL SPRINKLE. 

Section 1. The owner, lessee or agent or operator of any coal' mine 
whether shaft, slope or drift, shall sprinkle with water at least twice a 
week all dry and dusty places within said coal mines, and all accumu- 
lations of dust shall be loaded up and taken outside of the said mines 
at least once each month while such mine is in operation ; Provided, That 
all accumulations of slack, machine slack, track cleanings and other 
waste materials incident to coal mining shall be considered as dust with- 
in the meaning of this act. 

AMOUNT OF FINE. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons, or association of persons, or cor-

CHAPTER 107. 

House BUI No. 108. 

RELATING TO LIABILITIES OF INDIVIDUALS TO BANKING ASSOCIATIONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3096 of the Revised Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming of 1899, as amended and re-enacted by Chapter 55 of the 
Session Laws of Wyoming, of 1907, fixing the limitation upon liabilities of 
individuals to banking associations and prescribing a penalty for violating 
the provisions of said section. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

TOTAL LIABILITIES. 

Section 1. That Section 3096 of the Revised Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming of 1899, as amended by Chapter 55 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1907, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

''Section 3096. The total liabilities of any association deriving any 
of its powers or privileges from this chapter of any person, or of any 
company, corporation or firm, for money borrowed, including in the 
liabilities of a company or firm, the liabilities of the several members 
thereof shall at no time exceed one-fifth part of the unimpjiired amount 
of the capital stock of such Association actually paid in ; Provided, That 
wherein such an Association may have a surplus account, the unimpaired 
amount thereof may be considered as capital stock in determining the 
maximum of any loan. But the discount of bills of exchange, drawn in 
good faith against actually existing values, and the discount of com- 
mercial or business paper actually owned by the person negotiating the 
same, shall not be considered as money borrowed.'* 

SUBJECT TO FINE. 

Sec. 2. Any bank, savings association or loan and trust company 
incorporated under the provisions of Chapter 2 of Division 2 of Title 
4 of the Revised Statutes of the State of Wyoming, violating any of the 
provisions of this act, shall be subject to a fine of not less than ten dol- 
lars, nor more than one hundred dollars for each and every violation 
^of this act, W'hich fine shall be levied and collected by the State Exam- 
iner and by him covered into the county treasury of the county in which 
such violation shall have taken place and shall be credited by such 
Treasurer to the credit of the common school fund of such county. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed to have been repealed on and after December, 
31, 1909. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in full force and affect from and after 
January 1, 1910.

House Bill No. 122. 

RELATING TO ROTATION AMONG WATER USERS. 

AN ACT providing for a recognition of the principles of rotation among water 
users on land having water rights. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

ECONOMICAL USE. 

Section 1. To bring about a more economical use of the available 
water supply, it shall be lawful for water-users owning lands to which 
are attached water rights, to rotate in the use of the supply to which 
they may be collectively entitled; or a single water-user, having lands 
to which water rights of a different priority attach, may in like man- 
iLer rotate in use, when such rotation can be made without injury to 
lands enjoying an earlier priority. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

House Bill No. 124. 

RELATING TO VOLUNTARY ASSIGNMENTS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2475 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, relating to voluntary assignments and providing for the priority pay- 
ment of claims filed and allowed in such proceeding for wages dae to work- 
men, clerks and servants. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

MAKE OATH. 

Sec. 1. That Section 2475 of the Bevised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

** Section 2475. Persons filing claims with the assignee shall make 
oath that they are just and lawful, and that there are no set-offs or 
counterclaims, and that no part of the same is for usurious interest op 
if so, what part, and said part shall be deducted from the claims before 
they are allowed. Claims for wages due to workmen, clerks or servants, 
which have, been earned within four months before the date of the as- 
signment, not exceeding five hundred dollars to each claimant, shall, 
when allowed as such, be debts having priority and be paid in full be- 
fore other claims. And the assignee is hereby authorized to administer 
oaths to creditors in reference to the validity and justice of their claims. 
The cl&ims of all creditors shall be presented to the assignee for allow- 
ance prior to the expiration of six months from the date of first publi- 
cation required in this chapter, and no creditor who fails to file his claim 
as is above provided, shall be entitled to any dividends from the estate 
of the insolvent debtor ; Provided, That for good cause sho%vn and upon 
such terms as the Court shall deem just and proper, the Court may in 
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cases where no injury would result to the assignee or other creditors, 
extend the time for filing of any claim beyond the period above limited 
or may permit such filing by order of the Court of the judge at a time 
later than the time above limited but in no case shall such extension be 
permitted or allowance to file made, after final distribution of the estate 
. of the insolvent debtor." 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage.

« REGULATING THE LABELING AND SALE OF AGRICULTURAL SEEDS. 

AN ACT to regulate the labeling and sale of agricultural seeds, and providing a 
penalty for violation of the act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

KIND OF SEEDS. 

Section 1. By agricultural seeds is meant all those farm and gar- 
den seeds sold for the purpose of planting. 

LABELED. 

Sec. 2. Any agricultural seeds sold in Wyoming must be labeled. 
First — The commonly accepted name of the kind and variety of 
seed. 

Second — The full name and address of the person or persons, firm 
or corporation selling, offering or exposing the seeds for sale. 

Third — ^Either pure seed, or uncleaned seed or mixed seed or adul- 
terated seed. 

SHALL CONFORM. 



Sec. 3. Any seed sold for planting that is marked ''Pure Seed'^ 
shall conform to the following standard and viability of agricultural 
seeds :

SPECIFIED ON LABEL., 

Sec. 4. Any agricultural seeds offered for sale for planting pur- 
poses which is not marked **Pure Seed*' in accordance with Section 2 
of this act, and which contains any seeds of dangerous or noxious weeds 
shall be plainly labeled, setting foi-th that fact. By dangerous or noxious 
weeds is meant seeds of Dodder (Cuscuta), Canada Thistle (Cniais Ar- 
vensis), Mustard (Brassica), Cockle (Silene or Lychnis), Iron Weed 
(Fransina), Buckhorn (Plantain), Sweet Clover (Melilotus), Wild Oats 
(Avena Fatna), Conch Grass (Agropyron Repens), Yellow Trefoil (Med- 
icago Lululina), Bind Weed (Convolvulus), Crag-grass (Panicum) and 
Dandelion (Teralicum). If any cereals or other seeds are not true to 
name or contain mixtures of other seeds of like nature, it must be so 
specified on the label and to the purchaser. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 6. Whoever sell,s, offers or exposes for sale any dead or adul- 
terated or mixed or contaminated seeds for planting as specified with- 
out plainly stating the condition of the seed, or shall prevent or attempt 
to prevent any inspector or deputy from performing the duties pre- 
scribed in this act in collecting or examining or testing samples of such 
seeds offered for sale, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
fined not more than one hundred dollars and costs for each offense. Pro- 
viding he cannot show that the loss of germinating power has been due 
to wrong handling on the part of the purchaser, or that the wrong label- 
ing is not the fault of the party or firm offering the seed for sale. 

DUTY COMMISSIONER. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the State Dairy, Food and Oil Com- 
missioner to enforce the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
January 1, 1910.

person or corporation is owing such delinquent a sum of money suffi- 
cient to cover the amount of said tax, said collector of taxes shall serve 
a written garnishee or notice on such person, or any agent of such cor- 
poration, to withhold the amount of said delinquent poll tax from the 
amount due such delinquent; Provided, That no poll tax shall be levied 
or collected from any person over fifty years of age.

It shall be the duty of the Attorney General and the 
State Engineer to prepare on or before the first day of January, 1911, 
a measure for the consideration of the Eleventh State Legislature which 
shall re-describe the boundaries of all counties of the State where such 
boundaries are now located with reference to railroad stations, meri- 
dians oi longitude, or parallels of latitude. The said measure shall con- 
tain a description of such county boundaries with reference to the near- 
est line that may be located upon the ground by public land surveys. 

SHALL REQUEST. 

Sec. 2. The Attorney General and State Engineer shall request the 
co-operation and assistance of the United States Surveyor General in 
framing this measure as called for in Section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO SALARY OF STATE EXAMINER.

AN ACT providing for the compilation and publication in one volume of the Con- 
stitution and Statutes of Wyoming, declaring the effect thereof when pub- 
lished, and providing for the purchase by the S^tate of a certain number of 
copies thereof, and making an appropriation therefor and regulating the 
sale thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ATTORNEY GENERAL APPOINTED. 

Section 1. The Attorney General of this State is hereby appointed 
as a commissioner who shall be authorized and required to revise, compile, 
edit and prepare for publication, in one volume, the Constitution of this 
State with index, and the laws of this State of a permanent nature in 
forcp and effect on the 10th day of March, A. D. 1909, or that are to take 
effect and be in force any time prior to the convening of the next regular 
session of the Legislature, and not repealed, together with a complete in- 
dex. He shall also cause to be prepared for publication and insert in said 
volume. Magna Charta, the Declaration of Independence, the Articles of

Confederation, the Ordinance of 1787, and the Constitution of the United 
States, the Rules of the Supreme Court and the Rules of Admission to the 
Bar. 

ARRANGED IN CHAPTERS. 

Sec. 2. The laws shall be arranged into chapters, collated and so ar- 
ranged by sections that all the law upon any subject shall be appropriate- 
ly placed under the proper chapter. The Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, shall be the foundation and model for this revision, with such im- 
provement upon the arrangement of the subject matter and other matters 
therein, as the Commissioner may think well to make. After a bracket at 
the end of each section, reference shall be made to the his'tory of the sec- 
tion, referring to former statutes if contained therein, and if not, the Ses- 
sion Laws and such other matters as may be found advisable. Said Con- 
stitution and Laws so compiled and revised by the said Commissioner, 
shall be annotated, which annotation shall show by proper and appropri- 
ate references all decisions of the Supreme Court of this State, referring 
to any section of the Constitution of Laws of this State, and annotations 
of the decisions of the Supreme Courts of California, Missouri, Ohio and 
Indiana, referring to laws of that state where such laws are similar to the 
laws of this State. Such annotations shall be made in such manner as the 
•Commissioner may deem proper. 

CERTIFY TO CORRECTNESS. 

Sec. 3. The said Commissioner shall, when he has completed his 
work, certify to the correctness thereof, and said certificate, together with 
the lithographed signature of said Commissioner, shall be printed and 
published in connection with the published volume of the revision herein 
referred to. 

COMPLETE FULL REVISION. 

Sec. 4. This act shall not be construed as giving said Commissioner 
power to change, modify or make any law or laws, but only as giving him 
full power and authority to coinf)lete a full revision and compilation of 
the laws of this State. 

WYOMING COMPILED STATUTES. 

Sec. 5. When completed and published, the said revision and 
compilation shall be known as Wyoming Compiled Statutes/' to which 
shall be added on the title page and on the back of the cover annotated" 
and the year of publication. 

BOARD. 

Sec. 6. The Governor, Secretary of State and Attorney General are 
hereby constituted a board for the purpose of advertising for proposals 
and contracting with some responsible person or persons, or corporation, 
for the publication, in one volume, of the said revised and compiled laws 
and other matter hereinbefore enumerated, prepared by tie said Com- 
missioner; the same to be compiled and published in accordance with this 
act and specifications not in conflict herewith to be adopted by said board. 
The contract shall be let to the lowest responsible bidder. Provided, That 
the Board may reject any or all proposals, and that the State shall incur 
no further financial obligation under any such contract than the purchase 
of an agreed number of copies of the published work as hereinafter 
authorized. In case all proposals under any advertisement shall be re- 
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jected, the Board may again advertise for proposals. The cost of adver- 
tising for proposals under this act shall be paid out of the State Treasury, 
out of any moneys therein not otherwise appropriated, upon a warrant to 
be issued by the State Auditor upon the State Treasurer, which warrant 
shall be issued upon the presentation of a proper voucher approved by 
the majority of the said Board. 

CONTRACT SHALL SPECIFY. 

Sec. 7. Said contract shall specify distinctly in what manner said 
publication shall be made. It shall contain provisions in reference to the 
print, size and character thereof, the size of page, the binding and char- 
acter thereof, to be first-class, the character of paper, and all other mat- 
ters which may be deemed advisable and in order to make said volume a 
good and substantial volume and first-class in every respect, and shall also 
contain such other provisions as to carry out the requirements contained 
in this act. In said volume all chapter and section numbers shall be in 
bold-face type, and each chapter and section shall contain such head lines 
printed in bold-face type as to indicate the general contents of such chap- 
ter and section. 

NOTIFY BOARD. 

Sec. 8. When the publication and binding of said volume has been 
completed, the contractors shall notify the said Board; and said Board 
shall inspect the same, or cause it to be inspected, and the same shall not 
be accepted until such inspection and unless the same are in full compli- 
anee with the contract therefor and the provisions of this act. 

BOND. 

Sec. 9. The publisher to whom said contract is awarded must exe- 
cute to the State of Wyoming a good and sufficient bond, to be approved 
by said Board, in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), conditioned 
for the faithful performance of said contract and for the faithful per- 
formance of such other matters as may be required in this act. 

PURCHASE BY STATE. 

Sec. 10. The said contract shall provide for the purchase by the 
State of seven hundred and fifty (750) copies of said Compiled Statutes, 
at a price not to exceed seven dollars ($7.00) per copy, and said copies to 
be delivered to the Secretary of State out of the first copies issued. So 
many of the books so purchased as may be necessary, shall be used for 
distribution in accordance with law to the various officers of this State, 
or the subdivisions thereof, and for exchange with other states and terri- 
tories, the United States government and foreign governments, and a suf- 
ficient number of copies thereof shall, from time to time, be delivered by 
the Secretary of State to the State Librarian upon the written request 
of that officer, for the purpose of such exchange. The publisher of said 
Compiled Statutes under any such contract, his or their representatives 
or assigns, shall have the exclusive right to publish or sell the same, pro- 
vided, that the price to be charged therefor shall not exceed six dollars 
($6.00) per copy, except as to the seven hundred and fifty (750) copies 
first to be sold to the State as provided in this section. The Board shall 
cause to be inserted in the bond required from the publisher, provisions, 
and make such arrangements, as to fully carry out the provisions required 
in this act from such publisher. Said publication shall be completed and 
ready for delivery and sale on or before July 1st, 1910. 
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SECRETARY OF STATE TO CERTIFY. 

Sec. 11. Upon the receipt of seven hundred and fifty (750) copies 
of said compilation as aforesaid, the Secretary of State shall certify said 
fact, and the fact of the approval of said published volume by said Board, 
to the State Auditor, whereupon the Auditor shall issue and deliver to the 
person, persons or corporation entitled thereto, a warrant upon the Stace 
Treasurer for the full amount of the purchase price; which amount is 
hereby appropriated for such purpose out of any funds then in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. 

Sec. 12. After the publication of said Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
the same shall be received and admitted in all courts and proceedings, 
and by all ofiicers in this State, as prima facie evidence of the existing 
laws of this State ; and it shall be competent for the Legislature to refer 
to the said Wyoming Compiled Statutes in any act amending, re-enacting 
or repealing any statute therein contained. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 13. There shall be paid to the said Commissioner for the ex- 
penses of compiling and revising and indexing said laws and constitution, 
and for preparing the same for printing and in reading and correcting 
the proofs of all matters therein contained, and for assistance which he is 
hereby authorized to employ, the sum of four thousand dollars ($4,000), 
which said sum shall be paid to him as follows: One thousand dollars 
($1,000) when one-third of the work is done; one thousand five hundred 
dollars ($1,500) when two-thirds of the work is done; and the balance 
when the work is completed. The Secretary of State, whenever satisfied 
that the provisions herein have been complied with, shall issue a certifi- 
cate to said Commissioner, stating facts in reference thereof, and stating 
the amounts to which said Commissioner is entitled in accordance to the 
provisions of this act, and the State Auditor shall thereupon draw a war- 
rant upon the State Treasury for such amount or amounts, and there is 
hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury the sum herein mentioned 
for the purpose of the payment thereof. Said Commissioner shall also be 
furnished by the Secretary of State what necessary stationery and sup- 
plies for the purpose of such work and with such number of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming and the Session Laws as he may need for the pur- 
pose of doing the work herein mentioned. 

COMMENCE SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

Sec. 14. The said Commissioner shall commence with the \vOrk here- 
in mentioned by him to be performed as soon as possible after this act 
takes effect. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

FL.M-e Bill No. 104. 
RELATING TO BUSINESS OF MAKING SMALL LOANS. 

AN ACT entitled "An Act tc rog ilate the business of making small loans." 
Be It Enacted by the legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ACCEPT IN WRITING. 

Section 1. No assigiiDu^at of, or order for, wages to be earned in the 
future to secure a loan oi* less than two hundred dollars, shall be valid 
against an employer of the person making said assignment or order until 
said assignment or order is accepted in writing by the employer,and said 
assignment or order and the acceptance of the same have been filed and 
recorded with the CU»rk of the city or town where the party making said 
assi^ment or order resides, if a resident of this State, or in which he is 
employed, if not a resident of the commonwealth. 

WRITTEN CONSENT OF WIFE. 

Sec. 2. No sueli assignment of, or order for, wages to be earned in 
the future shall bo valid, when made by a married man, unless the written 
consent of his wife to the making of such assignment is attached thereto. 

BANKS EXEMPT. 

Sec. 3. National Banks and all banking institutions which are un- 
der the supervision of the Bank Examiner shall be exempt from the pro- 
visions of this act. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 121. 

House BUI No. 86. 

RELATING TO LEVYING OF TAXES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1781 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899 as amended by Section 1 of Chapter 10 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1901, and Section 1782 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, of 1899, 
relating to the levying of taxes, the form of tax list and by whom certified, 
when the same shall be turned over to the Collector of Taxes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

FIRST MONDAY OF SEPTEMBER OF EACH YEAR. 

Section 1. That Section 1781 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, as amended by Section 1 of Chapter 10 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1901 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 
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"Section 1781. On the first Monday of September of each year, the 
Board of County Commissioners shall, by an order to be entered of record 
among their proceedings, levy the requisite taxes for the year, and the 
same may be levied any time prior to the first Monday of September if 
the statement and notice required by Section 1780 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the State of Wyoming of 1899, has been received from the Audi- 
tor. Immediately after the taxes have been levied the County Assessor 
shall compute the taxes from the corrected valuations as corrected by the 
Board of Equalization, and as entered by him in the column of corrected 
valuations in the combined assessment roll and tax list; Provided, That 
all taxes for State purposes may be commuted as a whole and entered in 
one column. The State Examiner is hereby authorized and directed to 
prescribe the form of such combined assessment roll and tax list, which 
shall be uniform as to general requirements in all counties of the State." 

ASSESSOR REQUIRED TO DELIVER LIST. 

Sec. 2. That Section 1782 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 1782. An entry is required to be made upon the combined 
assessment roll and tax list, by the County Assessor, in the form of a cer- 
tificate, showing what it is, and he shall also attach to this list his war- 
rant, under his hand, in general terms requiring the collector to collect 
the taxes therein levied, according to law; and no informality in the 
above requirement shall render any proceedings for the collection of 
taxes illegal. The assessor is required to deliver the list or cause the same 
to be delivered to the collector of the county by the third Monday of Sep- 
tember in each year, and the collector's receipt shall be taken therefor, 
and such list shall be full and sufficient authority for the collector to col- 
lect all taxes therein contained. 

COMBINED ASSESSMENT ROLL AND TAX LIST. 

Sec. 3. Wherever the name assessment roll" is mentioned in the 
laws of this State, it shall be understood to mean the combined assessment 
roll and tax list; and wherever **tax list" is mentioned in the law it shall 
be understood to mean combined assessment roll and tax list. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. Any acts or parts of acts in confiict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO INSPECTORS OF COAL MINES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1 and 3, and repealing Section 9 of Chap- 
ter 23 of the Session Laws of 1903, relating to Inspectors of Coal Mines. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

GOVERNOR SHALL APPOINT. 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 23 of the Session Laws of Wy- 
oming of 1903 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. The Governor shall nominate and by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate appoint two State Inspectors of Coal Mines, who shall 
hold their respective offices for terms of two years and until their suc- 
cessors are duly appointed and qualified. They shall each have a thor- 
ough knowledge of practical mining and mining engineering, neither of 
whom shall be an employee, owner or part owner in any coal mine or coal 
mining company in the State. Said inspectors shall not be less than thirty 
(30) years of age, citizens of the United States, and qualified electors of 
this State, of good repute and temperate habits. The State Inspectors of 
Coal Mines shall receive an annual salary of two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
and actual traveling expenses when in the discharge of their duties, and 
shall keep their respective offices at some convenient point within the dis- 
trict for which they may be appointed. Said inspectors are hereby au- 
thorized to procure such instruments, chemical tests and stationery, and 
to incur such expense of communication from time to time as may be 
necessary to the discharge of their duties ; Provided, That such expenses 
shall not exceed the contingent fund provided for that office, at the cost 
of the State, subject to the approval of the Oovernor of the 
State, which shall be paid out of the State Treasury upon accounts 
duly certified by him, audited by the State Auditor. All instruments, 
plans, books, memoranda, notes and other property, pertaining to the of- 
fices hereby created, shall be the property of the State and shall be de- 
livered by each inspector to his successor in office, and said inspector shall 
be allowed all 'expenses necessarily incurred in enforcing the provisions 
of this chapter, in the courts of this State when such expenses are certi- 
fied to be correct by the courts before which the preceedings were 
heard." 

Sec. 2. That Section 3 of Chapter 23 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1903 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

BOND. 

Section 3. Said Inspectors of Coal Mines shall each, before enter- 
ing upon the discharge of their duties, give bond in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) to the State of Wyoming with sufficient sureties 
which bonds shall be conditioned on the faithful discharge of their duties. 
Each of said Inspectors shall devote the whole of his time to the duties 
of his office. It shall be the duty of each Inspector to examine the coal 
mines within his district not less frequently than once during every three 
months, and more often if conditions require special examination for the 
protection of life and property. It shall be the further duty of each In- 
spector to make a detailed report of each examination in writing and to 
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file the same in the office of the Governor within one week after making 
such examination. And each of said Inspectors shall make up a general 
annual written report in detail showing the number of times each mine 
has been inspected during the year, and file the same in the office of the 
Governor not later than December 1st of ach year ; it shall be the further 
duty of each of said Inspectors to faithfully execute the provisions of 
this act, and cause its provisions to be observed and strictly carried out." 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 3. That Section 9 of Chapter 23 of the Session Laws of 1903 be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 123. 

House Bill No. 103. 

RELATING TO REMOVAL OF FISH HATCHERY IN SHERIDAN COUNTY. 

AN ACT providing for the removal of the State Fish Hatchery In Sheridan county 
from its present location to a new one in the same county, providing for tlie 
sale of the site and buildings of the present hatchery and making appropri- 
ations therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SUPERINTENDENT AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. The Superintendent of Fish Hatchery, District Number 
2, by and with the approval of the Governor, is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to remove the State Fish Hatchery located in Sheridan 
county from its present location to the south one-half of the northwest 
quarter and the north one-half of the southwest quarter of Section 13, 
Township 53, Range 84 west, in Sheridan county, and establish a hatch- 
ery upon the said premises. 

SELL OR DISPOSE. 

Sec. 2. The Superintendent of Fish Hatchery District Number 2, 
by and with the approval of the Governor, is hereby authorized to sell or 
dispose of the site of the present State Fish Hatchery in Sheridan County, 
Wyoming, consisting of one and seventy-four one-hundredths acres of 
land, more or less, upon the best terms obtainable, and to sell or dispose 
of the buildings and equipments of the present Hatchery, or remove the 
said buildings and equipment to the new location provided for in Section 
1 of this act, as in his judgment and that of the Governor appears to be 
for the best interests of the State. 

GOVERNOR AUTHORIZED. 

Sec. 3. Upon the sale of the land comprising the site of the pre,sent 
State Fish Hatchery and the buildings thereon, as provided in Section 2 
of this act, the Governor of the State is hereby authorized and empowered 
to execute on behalf of the State the proper and necessary deeds of con- 
veyance or other evidences of sale to the purchaser thereof. 
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APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 4. The sum of five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may- 
be necessary, together with the proceeds of the sale of land, buildings and 
equipment authorized in Section 2 of this act, is hereby appropriated out 
of any funds in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to pay 
the expense of removal of the State Fish Hatchery as provided in this act, 
and for the purpose of construction of new buildings, dams, water ways 
and other expense incident to such removal and construction. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 124. 

House Bill No. G8. 

RELATING TO THE PROTECTION OF LABORERS, ETC., FURNISHING LABOR 
OR MATERIAL TO CONTRACTORS. 

AN ACT to protect laborers, mechanics, ranchmen, farmers, merchants and other 
persons, furnishing work or labor, material, ranch or farm products, pro- 
ducts, provisions, goods or supplies to contractors or sub-contractors in the 
construction of railroads. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SUFFICIENT BOND. 

Section 1. That whenever any railroad company shall contract with 
any person, persons or corporation for the construction of its railroad 
or any part thereof, such company shall take from the person, persons, 
or corporation with whom such contract is made, a good and suflficient 
bond, in some guarantee or surety company authorized to do business 
in this State, conditioned that such contractor or contractors shall pay 
or cause to be paid all laborers, mechanics, material men, ranchmen, 
farmers, merchants, and other persons who supply such contratcor or 
contractors, or any of his or their sub-contractors, with labor, work, ma- 
terial, ranch or farm products, provisions, goods or supplies of any kind, 
all just debts incurred therefor in carrying on such work, which bond 
shall be. file4 by such company in the office of the County Clerk and ex- 
Officio Register of Deeds in the county where the principal work of such 
contractor shall be carried on; and if any such railroad company shall 
fail to* take such bond, such railroad company shall be liable to the per- 
sons herein mentioned to the full extent of all such debts so contracted 
by such contractor, or contractors, or any of his pr their sub-contractors. 
Any such contractor or contractors may take a similar bond from each of 
his or their sub-contractors to secure the payment of all debts of the kind 
above mentioned, incurred by him, and file' the same as above provided. 
All such persons mentioned in this section to whom any debt of the kind 
above mentioned shall be due from any such contractor or sub-contractor 
shall severally have a right of action upon any such bond covering such 
debt taken as herein provided for the recovery of the full amount of 
such debt, and a certified copy of the bond shall be received as evidence 
in any such action. Provided, however. That in order that the right of 
action upon such bonds may exist, such person or parties herein granted 
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such right shall comply with either of the following conditions, to-wit i 
First, an action in a court of competent jurisdiction, in the county where 
such bond is filed shall be commenced within ninety days after the last 
item of indebtedness shall have acciued; or second, an itemized state- 
ment of the indebtedness duly verified shall within ninety days after the 
last item of such indebtedness shall have accrued be filed in the oflSce 
of the County Clerk of the proper county ; and an action shall be brought 
in any court of competent jurisdiction of such county within three 
months after the filing of such statement. In case an action is com- 
menced upon the bond of a contractor, such contractor may give notice 
thereof to the sub-contractor liable for the claim, and in such case the 
result of such action shall be binding upon the sub-contractor, and his 
sureties, and in any case when a contractor was paid a claim for which a 
sub-contractor is liable, such contractor shall bring action against the 
sub-contractor and his sureties within sixty days after the payment of 
such claim. 

VERIFIED ACCOUNT. 

Sec. 2. Every laborer, mechanic, ranchman, farmer, merchant, or 
other person performing any work or labor or furnishing any material, 
ranch or farm products, provisions, goods, or supplies to any contractor 
or sub-contractor, in the construction of any railroad, or any part there- 
of, used by such contractor or sub-contractor in carrying on said work 
of construction whose demand for w^ork, labor, material, ranch or farm 
products, provisions, goods, or, supplies so furnished has not been paid, 
may deliver to the company owning such railroad or to its agant, a ver- 
ified account of the amount and value of the work, and labor so per- 
formed or the material, ranch or farm products, provisions, goods or sup- 
plies so furnished, and thereupon such company, or its agent, shall re- 
tain out of the subsequent payments to the contractor or contractors the 
amount of such unpaid account for the benefit of the person to whom the 
same is due. 

DUTY OF COMPANY. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any verified account mentioned in the last pre- 
ceding section shall be placed in the hands of any railroad company or 
its agent as above stated, it shall be the duty of such company to furnish 
the contractor with a copy of such verified account, so that if there be 
any disagreement between the debtor and creditor as to the amount due 
the same may be amicably adjusted, and if the contractor or sub-con- 
tractor, if he be the debtor, shall not, within ten days after the receipt 
of such account, give the said railroad company or its agent, written 
notice that the claim is disputed, he shall be considered as assenting to 
its payment, and the railroad company or its agent, shall be justified in 
paying the same when due and charging the same to the contractor. The 
person or persons to whom any such debt is due and who shall deliver 
a verified account thereof as above provided may recover the amount 
thereof in an action at law, to the extent of any balance due by the rail- 
road company to the contractor at or after the time of delivering the 
verified account. Provided, That nothing contained in this section or 
in Section 2 of this act shall interfere with the right of action upon the 
bond or bonds provided for in Section 1, or against the railroad com- 
pany for the full amount of any such debt in case of a failure of the com- 
pany to take a bond. 
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Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 125. 

House Bill No. 153. 
RELATING TO METHOD OF ACCOUNTING FOR CONTINGENT FUNDS. 

AN ACT prescribing the method of accounting for contingent funds appropriated 
for the use of state officers, boards and commissions, and for the publica- 
tion of biennial reports of expenditures made therefrom, and repealing 
Chapter 40 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1907. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

CONTINGENT FUND. 

Section 1. Whenever an appropriation is made as a contingent fund 
for the use of any State officer, board, or commission, to be expended for 
the State, the oflScer, board, commission, or other agency having charge 
of such fund shall keep an accurate account thereof showing when and 
to whom and for what purpose any portion of said fund has been ex- 
pended, and when such expenditure is made as an incident to travel 
on business of the State, a statement as to the nature and purpose of such 
travel, which account shall always be open for public inspection. Every 
such officer, board commission, or other agency having charge of such 
fund shall file with the Secretary of State not later than the 30th day 
of November in even numbered years, a certified transcript of all items 
and explanations appearing upon the original expense vouchers thereto- 
fore filed with the State Auditor for payment, all of which shall be rec- 
onciled with the account of the State Auditor at the close of business 
upon the date mentioned. 
DUTY SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to compile and 
publish in pamphlet form as a public document, all certified transcripts 
of accounts filed in his office pursuant to Section 1 of this act for gen- 
eral distribution, and to deliver a copy thereof to each member of the 
Legislature on or before the first day of the next succeeding session. The 
cost of such publication shall be paid out of the fund appropriated for 
legislative printing, the number of copies not to exceed three hundred. 
ANY STATE OFFICER. 

Sec. 3. Any State officer, or any member of any State board or com- 
mission who fail to comply with the provisions of this act, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars. 

REPEAL. 

Sec. 4. Chapter 40 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1907 and 
all acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 126. 

House Bill No. 93. 

RELATING TO CONSTRUCTION OF TWO BARNS ON THE EXPERIMENT 

FARMS. 

AN ACT entitled An Act authorizing the construction of two barns on the experi- 
ment farms of the State University, and authorizing the levy of taxes to 
provide the necessary funds therefor." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

UNIVERSITY TRUSTEES AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. The Board of Trustees of the State University are here- 
by authorized to erect, construct and maintain two bams upon the ex- 
periment farms of the University, one to be erected upon the experiment 
farm known as the Stock Farm, and the other to be erected upon the 
experiment farm known as the Grain Farm. 

APPROPRIATION. 

^ Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of this act the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8000), 
the same to be raised in the following manner, to-wit: It shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Equalization at the time of making the an- 
nual tax levy for State purposes, or as otherwise provided by law, for 
the year 1909, to direct the various Boards of County Commissioners of 
the several counties of the State to levy on all the taxable property in 
the respective counties, a tax of such fraction of one mill on each and 
every dollar of the assessed valuation of such property as will realize 
the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), approximately, but not less 
than that amount, which taxes shall be levied, collected and paid to the 
State Treasurer in the manner provided by law for the levying, collect- 
ing and payment of other State taxes, and shall be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Trustees of the University of Wyoming in the 
erection, construction and equipment of a building upon the experiment 
farm of the State University known as the Stock Farm, as authorized 
by Section 1 of this act. It shall be the duty of the State Board of 
Equalization at the time of making the annual tax levy, for State pur- 
poses, or as otherwise provided by law, for the year 1910, to direct the 
various Boards of County Commissioners of the several counties of the 
State to levy on all the taxable property in their respective counties, a 
tax of such fraction of one mill on each and every dollar of the assessed 
valuation of such property as will realize the sum of three thousand 
^lollars ($3,000), approximately, but not less than that amount, which 
taxes shall be levied, collected and paid to the State Treasurer in the 
manner provided by law for the levying, collecting and payment of other 
State taxes, and shall be expended under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Wyoming in the erection, construction 
and equipment of a barn upon the experiment farm of the State Univer- 
sity known as the Grain Farm, as authorized by Section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
it.s passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 127. 

House Bill No. 77. 

RELATING TO CANCELLED COUNTY WARRANTS OR CERTIFICATES. 

AN ACT authorizing the cancellation of county warrants or county certificates of 
indebtedness, and how the same may be accomplished, and providing how 
such cancelled warrants or certificates may be paid. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming- 

COUNTY TREASURER SHALL. 

Section 1. The County Treasurer of each county shall, on the first 
Monday of December in each year, certify to the Board of County Com- 
missioners the number and amount of each county warrant or county 
certificate of indebtedness unpaid and which has been issued for a period 
exceeding twelve months. It shall be the duty of the Board of County 
Commissioners to cause such list to be entered upon its journal, and 
thereupon to make an order cancelling each and every county warrant 
or county certificate of indebtedness outstanding and unpaid which has 
been issued for more than twelve months preceding December 1st of the 
then current year, and such order shall have the effect of cancelling such 
obligation. 

CANCELLED CERTIFICATES. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons holding a county warrant or county 
certificate of indebtedness which has been cancelled under the provi- 
sions of this act may present such warrant or certificate of indebtedness 
to the Board of County Commissioners at any subsequent time, not later 
than five years after the date of such warrant or certificate of indebted- 
ness for the action of the Board of County Commissioners in the matter 
of reimbursement of the amount to the holder thereof. 

' Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. 

CHAPTER 128. 

Senate FUe No. 74. 

RELATING TO REGULATION OF ELECTIONS AND REGISTRATIONS. 

AN ACT relating to and regulating elections in towns incorporated under Chapter 
11, Title 11, Division 1. of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, and re- 
pealing all laws in conflict herewith. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ELECTIONS IN INCORPORATED TOWNS. 

Section 1. In all elections held in all towns incorporated under 
Chapter 11, Title 11, Division 1 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, all 
persons who have registered less than two years before such election, dur- 
ing a regular registration period for county elections, shall be entitled 
to vote at such elections in the precinct in which they are registered, Pro-

vided, they are bona fide residents of the precinct in which they offer to 
vote. All other persons who are duly qualified electors in the precinct 
in which they offer to vote, shall be permitted to vote in such precinct, 
by taking and subscribing the same oath as is prescribed for registration 
in Section 255 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, at the time 
they shall offer to vote, and such Clerk of Election shall have power to 
administer such oath ; Provided, That the law in reference to challenges 
at such elections is not hereby abridged, except as herein modified; Pro- 
vided, further, that the Town Clerk of such town shall post at least one 
copy of the registry list as furnished him by the County Clerk, in each 
voting precinct, and shall cause to be prepared, and have on file in his 
ofiice at least three days before such elections, at least one copy of such 
registry list, for each voting precinct, said lists to be open to public in- 
spection. The Mayor of such town, by and with the advice of the Coun- 
cil, may appoint one or more Clerks of Election, for each voting pre- 
cinct, in addition to the number now provided by law, for the purpose 
of facilitating registration on the day of the elections herein provided 
for, who shall have the same power as other Clerks of Election, and who 
shall have the power herein provided for Clerks of Election . 

NO REGISTRATION OTHER. 

Sec. 2. No registration other than that herein mentioned shall be 
necessary at or for any municipal election in any town incorporated as 
herein mentioned, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. . 

CHAPTER 129. 

Senate File No. 72. 

RELATING TO BOUNDARIES OF CARBON, FREMONT, NATRONA AND 
SWEETWATER COUNTIES. 

AN ACT amending and re-enacting Sections 983, 98G, 989 and 991 of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming of 1899, describing certain boundaries of Carbon, Fre- 
mont, Natrona and Sweetwater counties, to eliminate reference to the meri- 
dian of longitude of one hundred and seven degrees and thirty minutes west 
from Greenwich, and locating the boundaries now defined by said meridian 
In accordance with definite public land surveys marked on the ground by 
monuments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DESCRIPTION BOUNDARIES CARBON COUNTY. 

Section 1. Section 983 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming for 1899, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 983, All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced 
within the following described boundaries shall be known as Carbon 
County : Commencing at a point, one-half a mile east of Como station on 
the line of the Union Pacific Railroad, where such station was located in 
the original act of the Legislature defining the boundaries of Carbon 
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County, and being the present east boundary line of said county, and 
running thence due north to the Seventh Standard Parallel north ; thence 
west along said Seventh Standard Parallel north, to the range line be- 
tween range eighty-nine and ninety, west of the Sixth Principal Meri- 
dian; thence south along the range line between said ranges eighty-nine 
and ninety, west, to the point of intersection with the line between town- 
ships nineteen and twenty north; thence west along said line between 
said townships nineteen and twenty north to the point of intersection 
with the range line between ranges ninety-three and ninety-four west of 
the Sixth Principal Meridian ; thence south along said range line and its 
offsets between ranges ninety-three and ninety-four west, to the point 
of intersection with the boundary line between the State of Wyoming 
and the State of Colorado; thence east on the boundary line between 
the State of Wyoming and the State of Colorado, to the point of inter- 
section with the range line between ranges seventy-nine and eighty, west 
of the Sixth Principal Meridian ; thence north along said range line and 
its offsets between ranges seventy-nine and eighty, west to the point of

All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced 
within the following described boundaries shall be known as Natrona 
County: Commencing at a point on the Seventh Standard Parallel, 
north, at its intersection with the range line between ranges eighty-nine 
and ninety west of the Sixth Principal Meridian; thence north along 
said range line between said ranges eighty-nine and ninety, west, to an 
intersection on the Eighth Standard Parallel, north; thence east along 
said Standard Parallel to the southwest corner of Section 33, Township

ard Parallel north; thence west along said Seventh Standard Para] 
north, to the point of beginning." 

BOUNDARIES SWEETWATER COUNTY. 

Sec. 4. Section 991 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming for 1899 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 991. All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced 
within the following described boundaries shall be known as Sweetwater 
County : Commencing at the intersection of the Thirty-third Meridian of 
Longitude west from Washington, with the Forty-first Parallel of North 
Latitude, being the boundary line between the State of Wyoming and 
the State of Colorado ; running thence north along said Thirty-third Me- 
ridian of Longitude to the intersection thereof with the boundary line 
between Townships 26 and 27, north ; thence east on said boundary line 
between said Townships 26 and 27, north, to the range line between

RELATING TO BILLS OF LADING. 

AN ACT relating to bills of lading. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ORDER BILL OF LADING. 

Section 1. That whenever any common carrier, railroad or trans- 
portation company (hereinafter termed carrier), shall'issue a bill of lad- 
ing for the transportation of property from one place to another within 
this State, or between places one of which is within this State, which 
bill shall be, or purport to be drawn to the order of the shipper or other 
specified person, or which shall contain any statement or representation 
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that the property described therein is, or may be deliverable upon the 
order of any person therein mentioned, such bill shall be known as an 
Order Bill of Lading" and shall conform to the following requirements : 

(a) In connection with the name of the person to whose order the 
property is deliverable, the words Order of* shall prominently appear 
in print on the face of the bill thus: ** Consigned to Order of 

(b) The bill shall be printed on yellow paper eight and one-half inches 
by eleven inches long.* (c) It shall contain on its face the following 
provision: **The surrender of this original order bill of lading properly 
indorsed shall be required before delivery of the property." (d) It shall 
not contain the words: **Not negotiable," or words of similar import. 
If such words are placed on an order bill of lading, they shall be void 
and of no effect, (e) Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the 
insertion in an order bill of lading of other terms or conditions not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act, but it shall be unlawful to in- 
sert in such bill any terms or conditions contrary to, or inconsistent with 
such provisions. 

STRAIGHT BILL OF LADING. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a bill of lading is issued by a carrier for the 
transportation of property from one place to another within this State, 
or between places one of which is within this State, in which the property 
described therein is stated to be consigned or deliverable to a specified 
person, without any statement or representation that such property is 
consigned or deliverable to the order of any person, such bill shall be 
known as a Straight Bill of Lading," and shall contain the following 
requirements: (a) The bill shall be printed on white paper eight and 
one-half inches wide by eleven inches long, (b) The bill shall have 
prominently stamped upon its face the words, **Not negotiable." (c) 
Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the insertion in a Straight 
Bill of Lading of other terms or conditions not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act; but it shall be unlawful to insert in such bill any 
term or conditions contrary to or inconsistent with such provisions. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 3. Every carrier or oflBcer, agent or servant of a carrier, who 
shall knowingly violate any of the requirements stated in sub-divisiong 
(a), (b), (c), (d) or (e) of Section 1 and in sub-divisions (a), (b) or 

(c) of Section 2, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punishable by fine 
of not more than one thousand dollars or imprisonment not more than 
one year, or both. 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any carrier, or for any ofBcer, agent 
or servant of a carrier, to issue an Order Bill of Lading or a Straight 
Bill of Lading, as defined by this act, until the whole of the property as 
described therein shall have been actually received and is at the time 
under the actual control of such carrier, to be transported; or to issue 
a second or duplicate Order Bill of Lading or Straight Bill of Lading 
for the same property, in whole or in part, for which a former Bill of 
Lading has been issued and remains outstanding and uncancelled, with- 
out prominently marking across the face of the same the word *' Du- 
plicate."

FINE. 

Sec. 5. Every carrier, or oflScer, agent or servant of a carrier, who 
knowingly violates the provisions of Section 4. of this act, and every per- 
son who negotiates or transfers for value a Bill of Lading known by 
him to have been issued in violation of said Section 4 shall be guilty of 
a misdeemanor and upon conviction, shall be punished by fine not ex- 
ceeding five thousand dollars or imprisonment not exceeding five years, 
or both. 

And every carrier, who himself, or by his oflBcer, agent or servant 
authorized to issue Bills of Lading, issues a false or duplicate Bill of 
Lading in violation of the provisions of Section 4 of this act, shall be 
estopped, as against all and every person or persons injured thereby who 
shall acquire any such false or duplicate Bill of Lading in good faith 
and for value, to deny the receipt of the property as described therein, 
or to assert that a former Bill of Lading has been issued and remains 
outstanding and uncancelled for the same property, as the case may be ; 
and such issuing carrier shall be liable to any and every such person 
for all damages, immediate or consequential, which he or they may have 
sustained because of reilance upon such bill whether the person or per- 
sons guilty of issuing or negotiating such bill shall have been convicted 
under this section or not. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 6. Every person who receives from a carrier and fraudulently 
negotiates for value an order or Straight Bill of Lading representing 
property to which he had no, or encumbered, title at the time of the ne- 
gotiation of such bill, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be punished by fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding five years, or both, 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful for any carrier, or ofiicer, agent or 
servant of a carrier, to deliver the property described in an Order Bill 
of Lading without requiring surrender and making cancellation of such 
bill, or in case of partial delivery, indorsing thereon a statement of the 
property delivered; Provided, That in lieu of such delivery, it shall be 
lawful for the carrier, or his officer, agent, or servant in his behalf, to 
take from the person to whom such property is delivered, a good, suffi- 
cient and valid bond in a sum double the value of the property, condi- 
tioned that such person shall, within a reasonable time thereafter, de- 
liver to the carrier the original Order Bill of Lading issued for said 
property, or shall pay the value of said property to the carrier upon de- 
mand, in case of the wrongful delivery of such goods to such person; 
and upon the execution and delivery of said bonds as aforesaid, it shall 
be lawful for the carrier, or his officer, agent or servant, to deliver the 
goods to the person claiming title thereto without requiring the imme- 
diate surrender of said Order Bill of Lading. Every carrier, or officer, 
agent or servant of a carrier, who knowingly violates the provisions of 
this section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be punished by fine not exceeding five thousand dollars or imprisonment 
not exceeding five years, or both. 

Any and every carrier who by himself, or by officer, agent or servant 
authorized to deliver goods upon surrender of an Order Bill of Lading, 
violates the provisions of this section, shall be estopped as against all and 
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every person or persons injured thereby who shall acquire in good faith 
and for value any such Order Bill of Lading, from asserting that the prop- 
erty as described therein, has been delivered; and such delivering car- 
rier shall be liable to any and every feuch person for all damages, imme- 
diate or consequential, which he or they may have sustained, because of 
reliance upon such bill, whether the person or persons violating this 
section have been convicted of such violation or not. 

Provided, That the provisions of this section shall not apply where 
the property is replevied or removed from the possession of the carrier 
by operation of law; or has been lawfully sold to satisfy the carrier's 
lien; or in case of sale or disposition of perishable, hazardous or un- 
claimed goods in accordance with law or the terms of the Bill of Lading. 

WITHOUT EFFECT. 

Sec. 8. Any material alteration, addition or erasure in or to au 
Order Bill of Lading or a Straight Bill of Lading, fraudulent or other- 
wise, shall be without effect and in the hands of a bona fide holder for 
value, not a party to the alteration thereof, such bill shall be valid and 
may be enforced according to its original tenor. Provided, however, 
That an alteration, addition or erasure in or to any such bill of lading 
with signature thereto indorsed thereon by the issuing carrier, or his 
oflScer, agent or servant in his behalf, and with the consent of the holder 
thereof, shall be valid and effective. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO LEASING OF STATE LANDS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 817 and 824 of the Revised Statutes of 
Wyoming, 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ARECEIPT. 

Section 1. Section 817 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 817. Any person applying to lease any State lands upon 
which there are fences, buildings, reservoirs, ditches, dams, wells or 
other improvements of any kind belonging to another person, or for 
which water rights or proportionate interests in irrigation reservoirs, 
canals or systems have been acquired, shall before a lease shall be issued 
to him, file in the office of the Board a receipt showing that the price of 
such buildings, irrigation works, proportionate interests, or other im- 
provements, as agreed upon between hi'm and the owner thereof, or as 
may be fixed by the Board, has been paid to such owner in full, or such 
person applying, shall deposit with the Commissioner of Public Lands 
the price of such improvements so agreed upon or fixed by the Board." 
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SHALL BE APPRAISED. 

Sec. 2. That Section 824 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 824. If any State lands be sold upon which surface im- 
provements, including irrigation works of any kind, have been made 
by a lessee, or for which water lights or proportionate interests in irri- 
gation reservoirs, canals, or syst nns, have been acquired, said improve- 
ments, irrigation works and wati^r rights shall be appraised under the 
direction of the Board. The purchaser of said lands, upon which im- 
provements and irrigation works have been made, or for which water 
rights have been acquired as herein provided for, shall pay the owner 
of such improvements, irrigation works or water rights, as the case may 
be, the appraised value thereof, and take a receipt therefor, and shall 
deliver the same to the Commissioner of Public Lands before he shall 
receive a patent or certificate of purchase. All such receipts shall be 
filed and preserved in the office of the Commissioner of Public Lands." 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 133. 

Senate File No. 86. 

RELATING TO LOCATION OF DEPOTS AND STOPPING PLACES. 

AN ACT to regulate the location of depots and stopping places of railroads in cer- 
tain cases. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

WITHOUT PROVIDING. 

Section 1. '*No Railroad Company shall construct or operate a rail- 
road within four (4) miles of any existing town or city without provid- 
ing a suitable depot or stopping place at the nearest practicable point 
for the convenience of said town or city, and stopping all trains doing 
local business at said stopping place. No Railroad Company shall de- 
viate from the most direct practicable line in constructing a railroad for 
the purpose of avoiding the provisions of this section.'' 

DUTY PROSECUTING ATTORNEY. 

Sec. 2. That whenever it shall come to the knowledge of the County 
and Prosecuting Attorney of any county in this SJtate, or whenever com- 
plaint shall be made to such officer by any citizen or citizens thereof, that 
any railroad corporation or company doing business and running trains 
in or through such county is neglecting or refusing to provide a suita- 
ble depot or stopping place as provided by the preceding section, or 
violating any of the provisions thereof, it shall be the duty of such Coun- 
ty and Prosecuting Attorney to make a personal examination of the con- 
ditions complained of and if he finds that such railroad corporation or 
company has not provided a suitable depot or stopping place for the 
convenience of any town or city, and is not stopping all trains doing 
local business thereat, he shall at once 'prepare and cause the Sheriff of 
his county to serve a written notice on any officer or agent of such rail- 
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road corporation or company to be found in said county to the effect that 
such violation exists in the vicinity of a certain town or city, naming it, 
and notifying said company that unless remedied within thirty days from 
the date of the service of said notice, and in strict compliance with the 
preceding section, proceedings against said derelict company will be com- 
menced in the District Court of such county to compel such compliance, 
and also to enforce the penalty provided for in the next succeeding sec- 
tion hereof. 

FINED EACH DAY. 

Sec. 3. If, after the expiration of thirty days from the service of 
the notice hereinbefore specified, the said Railroad Corporation or Com- 
pany still neglects or refuses to comply with the term of such notice and 
with the provisions of Section 1 hereof, it shall, on conviction, be fined in 
the sum of fifty dollars for each day of such delinquency after the expira- 
tion of such thirty days' notice, up to, and including the day and date 
on which judgment may be rendered, and also for costs o£ suit, recover- 
able by an action in the District Court of such county to be brought by 
the County and Prosecuting Attorney thereof, and all fines collected un- 
der this statute shall be covered into the Treasury of the county in which 
such action is brought. It shall also be the duty of the County and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney aforesaid to promptly institute mandamus proceedings 
against such derelict Railroad Corporation or Company in the District 
Court to enforce the provisions of Section 1 hereof, and of this Statute. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO BOARD OF LIVE STOCK COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2026 of the Revised E?tatutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, relating to the Board of Live Stock Commissioners.

COMPENSATION. 

Section 1. That Section 2026 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 2026. Neither the Board of Livestock Commissioners nor 
any of its officers shall receive any compensation for services rendered 
under this chapter except as hereinafter specified. The said Board of 
Livestock Commissioners shall pay its expenses out of such sums as may 
be from time to time appropriated therefor, in the same manner and un- 
der the same restrictions as other liabilities of the State are paid.''

TO PREVENT EXTORTION IN RELATION TO SMALL LOANS. 

AN ACT to prevent extortion in rela ion to small loans, making such extortion a 
misdemeanor, and providing l eralties therefor, and for other purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

UNLAWFUL. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, corporation, associa- 
tion, or co-partnership, his or its agent or employee, by any method or 
device whatsoever, to receive, or arrange for the receipt of, interest, in- 
crease or profit at a greater rate than 25 per centum per annum upon 
any loan made by any such person, corporation, association, or co-part- 
nership of any sum less than two hundred dollars. The said sum of 25 
per centum per annum interest, increase and profit shall cover all com- 
missions, fees, charges, interest and increase of every character what- 
soever. 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Sec. 2. Every person, corporation, association, or co-partnership, 
and every employee or agent of any such person, corporation, associa- 
tion or co-partnership who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine for each offense, in any sum not less than twenty-five 
dollars, nor more than two hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail, for not less than thirty days, nor more than six months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO PERSONS CONVICTED OF FELONY. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 5398 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DUTY OF COURT. 

Section 1. That Section 5398 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows, to-wit : 

Section 5398. Whenever a person shall be convicted of a felony, 
and the judgment shall be suspended as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of 
the Court to order the person so convicted into the custody of the Sheriff, 
to be imprisoned until the case in error.be disposed of. 

"If a person so convicted shall escape, the Clerk of the Court, on ap- 
plication of the Prosecuting Attorney, shall issue a warrant stating such 
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conviction and commanding the Sheriff of the county to pursue after such 
person into any county of the State, and said Sheriff shall take such per- 
son and again commit him to the jail of such county; Provided, That 
whenever a person is convicted of a bailable felony, except murder in the 
second degree, and the judgment shall be suspended as aforesaid, it shall 
be the duty of the court to fix reasonable bail to be given by the defend- 
ant, with sureties to be approved by the court or the clerk thereof, and 
conditioned for the appearance of the persons so convicted on the first 
day of the next term of said court, and from term to term thereof until 
the final disposition of said case by the Supreme Court of the State, and 
to abide the final judgment and order of the court therein. 

**If a person so convicted shall fail to appear, the bail shall be for- 
feited to the State, and in addition to the forfeiture of bail, if the person 
so convicted as aforesaid shall fail to appear, the Clerk of the Court, upon 
the application of the Prosecuting Attorney, shall issue a warrant setting 
forth such conviction and commanding the Sheriff of the county to pursue 
into any county in the State, and such Sheriff shall take such person 
wherever found, and again commit such person to the jail of said county 
until the further order of the court. 

"Any person admitted to bail who shall leave the State while so un- 
der bail shall be deemed and held to be a fugitive from justice." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 137.

RELATING TO FEES OF JURORS IN JUSTICE COURTS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4383 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899. relating to fees of Jurors in Justice Courts. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

FEE. 

Section 1. That Section 4383 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : - . 

"Section 4383. Upon the verdict being delivered to the justice, and 
before judgment being rendered thereon, each juror shall be entitled' to 
receive one dollar for each day or part of a day of such attendance, which 
. shall be taxed in the cost bill against the losing party. When the jury 
shall be unable to agree upon a verdict, the same compensation shall be 
paid them by the party calling the jury, and the same shall be taxed in 
the cost bill against the losing party." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 27th, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 138. 

House Bill No. 59. 

PROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION OF DRUG STORES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2222 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, as amended by Section G of Chapter 51 of the Session Laws of 
1907; Section 2224 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 1899. and Sec- 
tion 1 of Chapter 98 of the Session Laws of Wyoming. 1903, providing 
for the regulation of drrg stores and pharmacies, for the retailing and 
compounding of medic'nes; prohibiting the sale of poisons and the sale 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage in drug stores or pharmacies and 
prescribing penalties for violations of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

GUILTY MISDEMEANOR. 

Section 1. That Section 2222 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899; as amended by -Section 6 of -Chapter 51 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1907 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 2222. Any person, firm or corporation, who shall keep a 
pharmacy or drug store or engage in the retailing or compounding of 
medicines not being, or having in his or their employ, a registered phar- 
macist within the meaning of this chapter, or who shall take, use or ex- 
hibit the title of a registered pharmacist, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and for each and every offense shall be liable to a penalty of fifty 
dollars. Any registered pharmacist who shall permit the compounding 
and dispensing of prescriptions or the vending of drugs, medicines or 
poisons in his store or place of business except under the supervision of a 
registered pharmacist, or except by a registered assistant pharmacist," 
under the supervision of the registered pharmacist in charge, or any 
pharmacist or registered assistant'' who, while continuing in practice, 
shall fail or neglect to procure his annual registration, or any person who 
shall willfully make any false representation to procure registration for 
himself or any other person, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and for ev- 
ery offense shall be liable f o a penalty of fifty dollars ; Provided, That 
nothing in this chapter shall apply to,, or in any way interfere with the 
business of any physician, or prevent him from supplying to his patients 
such articles as may seem to him proper, nor with the making and vend- 
ing of patent or proprietary medicines, nor with the exclusive wholesale 
business of any dealers as hereinafter provided; and Provided, further. 
That no part of this section shall be so construed as to give the right to 
any physician to furnish any intoxicating liquors as a beverage." 

REGISTERED PHARMACISTS. 

Sec. 2. That Section 2224 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899 be amended and re-euacted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 2224. No person except registered pharmacists shall sell 
at retail any poisons commonly recognized as such, and especially aconite, 
arsenic, belladonna,biniodide of mercury, carbolic acid, chloroform, co- 
nium, corrosive sublimate, creosote, croton oil, eyanide^of potassium, digi- 
talis, hydrocyanic acid, nux vomica, oil of bitter almonds, oxalic acid, 
strychnine, sugar of lead, sulphate of zinc, white precipitate, red precipi- 
tate, or any drugs or chemicals of a like poisonous nature which would be 
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destructive to human life when taken in doses of sixty grains or less, and 
no person shall sell any of the above named poisons or drugs, without af- 
fixing to the box, bottle, vessel or package containing the same, and to 
the wrapper or cover thereof, a label bearing the name of the article and 
the word poison*' distinctly shown with the name and place of business 
of the seller. No person shall deliver any of said poisons to any person 
under the age of fifteen years, except on order, nor shall he deliver any 
of said poisons to any persons without satisfying himself that such poison 
is to be used for a legitimate purpose ; Provided, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to the dispensing of physicians' prescriptions of any of 
the poisons or articles aforesaid. It shall be the duty of the person vend- 
ing any of the poisons aforesaid before delivering the same to the pur- 
chaser, to cause an entry to be made in a book kept for that purpose, stat- 
ing the date of sale, the name and address of the purchaser, the name and 
quantity of the poison sold, and the name of the dispenser ; and such book 
shall always be open for inspection by the proper authorities, and shall 
be preserved for reference for at least two years. Any person failing to 
comply with the requirements of this section shall be liable to a penalty 
of ten dollars for each and every offense. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mission of Pharmacy to enforce all laws pertaining to drug store or phar- 
macies. ' ' 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec 3. That Section 1 of Chapter 98 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1903 be amended and re-enacted so as to. read as follows: 

** Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, firm or 
corporation, to sell, barter, give away, or have in his, their or its posses- 
sion, or in any manner distribute, any of the drugs known as cocaine, or 
its derivatives; opium or its derivatives, chloral hydrate or its deriva- 
tives ; or any other drug or combination of drugs, the natural effect is to 
induce delirium ; or to sell, barter, give away, or have in possession, or in 
any manner distribute any patent or proprietary medicines, known to 
contain any of the drugs heretofore mentioned, or the derivatives of any 
such drugs; except that regular licensed pharmacists may keep for sale 
and sell such drugs upon the bona fide written prescription of a regular 
practicing physician, which prescription of a regular practicing physician 
must not be repeated or refilled. It shall be the duty of the State Board 
of Medical Examiners and also the Commission of Pharmacy to enforce 
this section.'' 

UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to conduct a 
saloon or bar in a drug store ^or pharmacy in connection therewith, or in 
any room adjoining and connecting therewith by any doorway, passage 
or opening whatever, or in any manner engage in the selling or giving 
away of intoxicating liquors as a beverage in any drug store or pharmacy 
or in connection with any such store in the State of Wyoming, and it 
shall be unlawful for the authorities of any county or municipality to 
grant a license for the sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage within 
or in connection with a drug store or pharmaceutical establishment in the 
State of Wyoming. Any pharmacist or assistant pharmacist or owner of 
a pharmacy, while engaged in the practice of pharmacy, found guilty of a 
violation of the provisions of this act, shall be fined in a sum not less than 
$500.00 nor more than $1,000.00, and shall suffer the revocation of his or 
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her certificate; Provided, however, That after compliance with the pro- 
visions of this act he or she may be re-instated, at the discretion of the 
State Board of Pharmacy Commission. 

INTERFERING. 

Sec. 5. Any person or persons interfering with any member of the 
the Commission of Pharmacy in the discharge of his duties shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined in the sum of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00, to which 
may be added imprisonment in the county jail for a period not exceeding 
sixty days, in the discretion of the court. 

SHALL NOT APPLY. 

Sec. 6. Nothing in this act shall apply to patent or proprietary 
medicines that have complied with the requirements of the National Pure 
Pood and Drug Act, or to the selling of carbolic acid and strychnine in 
original packages. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 139. 

Senate File No. 73. 

RELATING TO COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC LANDS. 

AN ACT authorizing the Commissioner of Public Lands of the State of Wyoming 
to administer oaths to take acknowledgments and depositions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. That the Commissioner of Public Lands of the State of 
Wyoming is hereby authorized to administer oaths and affirmations, to 
receive acknowledgments of powers of attorney and other instruments 
in writing, and to take depositions in matters relating to State, school, 
or arid land business, within the State of Wyoming. 

OFFICIAL SEAL. 

Sec. 2. The Commissioner of Public Lands shall provide himself 
with an official seal with which he shall authenticate such official acts as 
are not performed as secretary of the State Land Boards, which seal 
shall be engraved with his official title and the word Wyoming." 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO GARNISHMENT OF PUBLIC OFFICERS. 

AN ACT in relation to garnishment of the State, municipalities, cities, towns and 
school district, and public officers. 

Be It Emcted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL BE LIABLE. 

Section 1. - AH State, county, city, town and school district officers 
shall be liable and subject to garnishriient in civil actions on debts here- 
after contracted, in the same manner, and for the same causes as private 
individuals now are, or hereafter may be liable and subject to garnish- 
ment under the laws of this State. 

GAME AS PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS. 

Sec. 2. The State of Wyoming, all Boards of County Commission- 
ers in this State, all municipalities, cities, towns and school districts 
shall be liable and subject to garnishment in civil actions in the same 
manner and for the same causes as private individuals now are, or here- 
after may be liable and subject to garnishment in civil actions under the 
laws of this State. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. ,

CHAPTER 141. 

Senate Pile No. 79. 

RELATING TO THE CRIME OF DEFACING OR INJURING ANY NATURAL OR 

CURIOUS FORMATION. 

AN ACT to define the crime of defacing or injuring any natural or curious for- 
mation in any cave or cavern, or upon any natural mineral spring or 
springs; its formations and accretion being precipitated from its own 
waters. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

MISDEMEANOR. 

Section 1. Whosoever shall wilfully and unlaivfuUy deface, break 
off, cut, carve, print, paint, mark or engrave upon or in any manner in- 
jure or deface any natural picturesque formation, or stalactite or stalag- 
mite, or stalactitic or stalagmitic formation, or any wall or interior, of 
any natural cave, cavern, geyser, or tunnel, or who shall wilfully and 
unlawfully injure, break or destroy any formation of any natural min- 
eral spring, or hot spring, their waters forming and building such for- 
mation, through precipitation of minerals or chemicals, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in 
any sum of not less than one hundred dollars, to which fine may be added 
imprisonment in the county jail of the proper county of not more than 
sixty days. 
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Sec. 2. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909. 

CHAPTER 142. 

Senate File No. 85. ' 

CONCERNING NOTARIES PUBLIC. 

AN ACT concerning Notaries Public who are stockholders, directors, officers or 
employees of banks or other corporations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL BE LAWFUL. 

Section 1. That it shall be lawful for any notary public who is a 
stockholder, director, officer or employee of a bank or other corporation 
to take the acknowledgment of any party to any written^nstrument ex- 
excuted to or by said corporation, or to administer an oath to any other 
stockholder, director, oflScer, employee or agent of such corporation, or to 
protest for non-acceptance or non-payment, bills of exchange, drafts, 
checks, notes and other negotiable instruments which may be owned or 
held for collection by any such bank or other corporation, Provided, it 
shall be unlawful for any notary public to take the acknowledgment of 
an instrument by or to a bank or other corporation of which he is a stock- 
holder, director, officer or employee, where such notary is a party to such 
instrument, either individually or as a representative of such bank or oth- 
er corporation, or to protest any negotiable instrument owned or held for 
collection by such bank or other corporation, where such notary is in- 
dividually a party to such instrument. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are here- 
by repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force from and after its passage. 
Approved March 1st, 1909. 

CHAPTER 143. 

Senate File No. 88. 

RELATING TO THE dIVING OF CHECKS OR DRAFTS. 

AN ACT to punish the giving of checks or drafts on any bank or other depository 
by a person not entitled to give the same. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

FELONY. 

Section 1. Any person who shall, -with intent to defraud, make or 
draw or utter or deliver to another person, company or corporation, any 
check, draft or order for the payment of money upon any bank or other 
depository, when the person at the time of such making, drawing, utter- 
ing or delivery is not entitled to make, draw, utter or deliver said check, 
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draft, or order, shall be guilty of a felony and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not more than five thousand dollars, or imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not more than five years, or both. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909.

RELATING TO EXECUTION OF CHATTEL MORTGAGES, ETC. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2807 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 In 
relation to the execution of chattel mortgages, and for other purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

HOW EXECUTED. 

Section 1. That Section 2807 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 be, 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows, 
to- wit : 

"Section 2807. Every mortgage, bond, conveyance, or other instru- 
ment intended to operate as a mortgage of goods, chattels or personal 
property, shall be executed in one or the other of the following meth- 
ods, to- wit: 

** First — It may be executed and acknowledged in the same manner 
as provided by law for the execution of conveyances of real estate. 

Second — It may be signed in duplicate by the mortgagor, in the 
presence of two witnesses, who shall sign as attesting witnesses, in which 
case one of the duplicate copies shall be retained by the mortgagor, and 
the other duplicate copy, in which shall be contained, or to which shall 
be annexed a statement over the signature of the mortgagor, acknowl- 
edging receipt of a duplicate copy thereof, shall be filed as a chattel 
mortgage in the manner as provided in this chapter; 

Provided That no instrument shall operate as a chattel mortgage 
unless it shall state distinctly upon its face that it is intended for secur- 
ity and shall also state the amount for which said instrument is se- 
curity.*' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO PRIVILEGED COMMUNICATIONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3682 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, relating to privileged communications.

SHALL NOT TESTIFY. 

Section 1. That Section 3682 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

** Section 3682. The following persons shall not testify in certain 
respects : 

An attorney, concerning a communication made to him by his 
client in that relation, or his advice to his client; or a physician, con- 
cerning a communication made to him by his patient in that relation, or 
his advice to his patient; but the attorney or physician may testify by 
express consent of the client or patient ; and if the client or patient vol- 
mitarily testify, the attorney or physician may be compeled to testify 
on the same subject. 

**2. A clergyman or priest, concerning a confession made to him in 
his professional character, in the course of discipline enjoined by the 
church to which he belongs. 

**3. Husband or wife, except as provided in Section 3681. 

**4. A person who assigns his claim or interest concerning any mat- 
ter in respect to which he would not, if a party, be permitted to testify. 

**5. A person who, if a party, would be restricted in his evidence 
under Section 3683, shall, where the property or thing is sold or trans- 
ferred by an executor, administrator, guardian, or trustee, heir, devisee, 
or legatee, be restricted in the same manner in any action or proceeding 
concerning such property or thing." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

House Bill No. 82. 

RELATING TO TAXATION FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1833 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899, relating to taxation for the support of the University of Wyoming. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL BE ASSESSED. 

Section 1. That Section 1833 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1899 be, and the same is amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

''Section 1833. In order that the University of Wyoming may be 
kept, in a condition of full efficiency as required by the terms of Section 
16 of Article 7 of the Constitution of the State of Wyoming, there shall 
be assessed upon all taxable property of the State in each year, as here- 
tofore, a tax of one-half of a mill on each and every dollar of the as- 
sessed valuation of such property, which tax shall be levied, collected 
and paid to the State Treasurer in the manner provided by law for the 
levy, collection arid payment of other State taxes. Said tax when so 
paid to the State Treasurer, shall be paid to the Treasurer of the said 
Board of Trustees upon the warrant of the State Auditor, to be issued 
upon request of said Board of Trustees." Provided, however, That the 
taxes so levied, collected and turned over for the years 1909 and 1910, 
shall not exceed the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000.00), 
for each of said years. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909. 

CHAPTER 148. 

House Bill No. 130. 

CREATING A STATE BOARD OF IMMIGRATION. 

AN ACT creating a State Board of Immigration, defining its powers and duties, 
and providing for the collection and display of exhibits of the resources 
and products of the State for the compilation and distribution of infor- 
mation, and making appropriations therefor and repealing Chapter 75 of 
the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1907, and Chapter 76 of the Session Liaws 
of Wyoming, 1907, and all acts or parts of acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

THREE QUALIFIED ELECTORS. 

Section 1. There is hereby created a Board of Immigration com- 
posed of three qualified electors of the State to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, who shall serve without salary. Said Board shall have jurisdic- 
tion over all matters pertaining to the advertisement of Wyoming, the 
attraction of settlers and investors through the exploitation of the re- 
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sources of the State, and shall collect and maintain an exhibit of the 
agricultural, horticultural and mineral resources of Wyoming and ex- 
hibit same at such places as shall seem desirable. It is hereby made the 
duty of the Board to collect, compile and distribute reliable informa- 
tion in regard to the various resources of the State, to employ advertis- 
ing agents, to make exhibits of the State's resources, and carry out such 
work as shall demonstrate the agricultural and other possibilities of 
Wyoming. 

POWER. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Immigration is hereby clothed with power to 
call upon State, County and other officers for such information as may 
be desirable in compiling statistics and literature for distribution within 
and without the State, and for assistance in securing products of the 
State for exhibition. And it is hereby made the duty of all public of- 
ficers to furnish the information and assistance requested. The Cus- 
todian of the Industrial Exhibit is hereby directed to transfer the ex- 
hibit at Cheyenne to the jurisdiction of the Board of Immigration. 

APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 3. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this 
act there is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, the sum of eleven thousand ($11,000), dol- 
lars; or so much thereof as may be necessary to cover the period expir- 
ing March 31st, 1911. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 4. Chapter 75 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1907, and 
Chapter 76 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 1907, and all acts or parts 
of acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. *

CHAPTEB 149. 

House Bin No. 28. 

RELATING TO AN INDUSTRIAL EXHIBIT. 

AN ACT to accumulate and perpetuate an Industrial Exhibit for the State of Wyo- 
ming, to appoint a custodian thereof, defining his duties, and appropriating 
money for the expense and ma'ntenance of said exhibit, and repealing 
Chapter 76, Session Laws of 1907. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

APPOINT A CUSTODIAN. 

Section 1. For the purpose of perpetuating and continuing the ac- 
cumulation of the Industrial Exhibit of the agricultural and mineral 
wealth and resources of Wyoming, and generally advertising the same, 
the Board of Immigration shall appoint a custodian, whose duty it shall 
be to preserve the exhibits now on exhibition at 1708 Capitol Avenue, 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, and to collect specimens of agricultural, mineral, 
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wool and other articles relating to the industrial welfare of the State, 
classify them by counties, and exhibit the same in a public place in the 
City of Cheyenne, Wyoming, in the business section of said city, as near 
as may be convenient to the Union Pacific Depot. 

DUTY CUSTODIAN. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Custodian to keep the place open 
during week days for the reception of visitors, explain the State re- 
sources, distribute literature advertising the State and respective coun- 
ties, and to generally care for said exhibits. 
APPROPRIATION. 

Sec. 3. For the purpose of carrying into effect the directions of this 
act, there is hereby appropriated the sum of two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($2500.00), annually, for the payment of rent, light, heat, cus- 
todian, janitor service, freight, express, advertising, and the expense of 
collecting said exhibit, and for the purpose of making display of selec- 
tions therefrom at commercial and industrial centers in other states, if 
such displays are deemed advisable and practicable, the same to be ex- 
pended by and under the direction of the Board of Immigration and up- 
on presentation of receipted vouchers by the Board of Immigration to 
the State Auditor. 

Sec. 4. Chapter 76, Session Laws of 1907, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909. 

CHAPTER 160. 

Senate File No. 6C. 

RELATING TO CREATING REVENUE FOR MUNICIPAL PUR*>08ES. 

AN ACT to create revenue for municipal purposes by levying and collecting a 
license tax on any bisiness conducted within the limits of any incorporated 
city or town in the S?tate of Wyoming and authorizing the regulation of the 
same by ordinance. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. For the purpose of raising revenue, any city or town in- 
corporated under special or general laws of the State of Wyoming, is 
hereby authorized to levy and collect a license tax on any business what- 
soever conducted, carried on, or traflScked in within the limits of such 
city or town and the City or Town Council is hereby authorized to enact 
an ordinance carrying into effect the provisions of this act. All such li- 
cense tax shall be uniform in respect to the class of business upon which 
imposed. Provided; That all scientific and literary lectures and enter- 
tainments shall be exempt from such license tax, as well as concerts and 
musical entertainment given exclusively by the citizens of such munici- 
pality. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909. 
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CHAPTER 161. 

House Bill No. 152. 

GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

AN ACT making appropriations for salaries and contingent expenses of State and 
district officers and employees, and the various State Boards and Commis- 
sions, including deficiencies; the support and maintenance of the State 
charitable and penal institutions; support and maintenance of the Wyo- 
ming Soldiers* and Sailors' Home, and the Branch of the Wyoming General

The sum of thirty-six hundred dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropi^ated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for salaries and contingent 
expenses of stock inspectors acting under the direction of the State 
Veterinarian.

The sum of two hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treas- 
ury, not otherwise appropriated, for the relief of F. B. Sheldon as com- 
pensation for services rendered as Clerk of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of this and previous legislatures, which amount may be paid him 
in addition to his salary as a deputy State officer. 
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PRINTING GAME AND BIRD LAWS. 

Sec. 48. The sum of three hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the expense of printing 
in pamphlet form and distributing five thousand copies of the Pish, 
Game and Bird Laws of the State of Wyoming, together with any other 
information which may be deemed useful or valuable concerning the fish, 
game and bird interests of the State; said printing and distributing to 
be done under the directions of the Secretary of State. 

PREPARING JOURNALS FOR PRINTER. 

Sec. 49. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of three hundred and sev- 
enty-five (375) dollars, to pay the expense of preparing for the use of 
the printers certified copies of the Journals of the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Tenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming; and 
the sum so appropriated shall be divided between the Chief Clerk of

Sec. 62. The sum of twenty-five dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Ezra L. Emery as Chief 
Clerk of the Senate of the Tenth State Legislature for completing the 
records of the said Legislature. 

EXPENSE COMPLETING JOURNALS OF SENATE. 

Sec. 53. The sum of fifty dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treasury, 
not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Flora McGregor as Journal 
Clerk of the Senate of the Tenth State Legislature for completing the 
records of the Journal of the said Legislature. 

RELIEF, JUNA NICHOLSON. 

Sec. 54. The sum of one hundred and sixty-five dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the relief of Juna 
Nicholson for service for thirty-three days as Second Assistant Enroll- 
ing and Engrossing Clerk of the Senate of the Tenth State Legislature. 
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RELIEF, DAVID M. ELI AS. 

Sec. 66. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds not other- 
wise appropriated, the sum of sixty dollars and forty cents ($60.40), for 
relief of David M. Elias, Inspector of Coal Mines, District Number One ; 
and the Auditor is hereby authorized to pay the same without the re- 
ceipted vouchers. 

MILITIA DEFICIENCY. 

Sec. 66. The sum of two hundred and ninety-five dollars and thir- 
ty-six cents, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropri- 
ated out of any funds in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, 
for the purpose of paying claims of the following named parties in the 
amounts designated in each case, for deficiency expense in the militia 
department incurred prior to March 31st, 1907, to-wit :

Sec. 69. The sum of one hundred and ninety-seven dollars and sev- 
enty-fiai cents, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appro- 
priated out of any funds in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropri- 
ated, for the relief of Claude L. McDermott for expenses incurred on 
account of sickness contracted while serving as a member of the Wyo- 
ming National Guard during encampment in the year 1908. 

MUST SHOW EXPENSE PROPERLY INCURRED. 

Sec. 60. In all cases where an appropriation has been made by this 
act for the contingent expenses of any officer, employee, board, or com- 
mission, the vouchers submitted for charges, against such contingent 
fund shall not be approved and paid by the State Auditor unless such 
vouchers shall distinctly show in detail and to the full satisfaction of 
the State Auditor that the expense has been properly incurred and 
strictly for the benefit of the State in accordance with the duties of the 
officer, employee, board, or commission in the performance of their du- 
ties; Provided, That the State Auditor may refer any account before the 
same is audited to the. State Examiner for investigation and report and 
such officer's findings shall be returned to the Auditor's office with the 
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aecount which shall accordingly be audited, and a copy of such findings 
shall be filed with the Qovernor. 

QUALIFICATION. 

Bee. 61. In all cases where by act of the Tenth State Legislature 
the salary of an officer^ clerk or employee of the State has been created 
or increased, and such salary or increased compensation is to take effect 
upon the passage of the act relating thereto, it shall be the duty of the 
State Auditor and State Treasurer to pay to the duly qualified officers, 
clerks and employees elected or appointed to such positions, under the 
provisions of such act or acts, such salaries or increased compensations 
as are designated therein for the period of time dating from the date of 
the qualification of each such officer, clerk, or employee to, and including 
March 31st, 1911, and there is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sufficient sum in each 
case, in addition to the amounts appropriated for such purpose by this 
act, to pay the salary or compensation for such period at the rate desig- 
nated by law; Provided, That nothing in this section shall be so con- 
strued as to direct the State Auditor and State Treasurer to allow any 
term officer an increase of salary prior to the expiration of the term for 
which he was elected or appointed, or any increase of salary accruing 
prior to the passage of this act or any act increasing the same. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 62. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed, and no money shall be paid out by the 
State Treasury during the period covered by this act for the purposes 
herein provided in excess of the appropriations hereby made, or other- 
wise specially provided by law. Provided, That in no case can a cer- 
tificate of indebtedness be issued in order to carry into effect any of the 
provisions of this act for which there is an appropriation herein made. 
Provided, further. That nothing in this act shall be construed to limit 
or interfere with any law relating to any building in the State.

CHAPTER 152. 

House Bin No. 90. 

RELATING TO APPOINTMENT OF OFFICIAL COURT REPORTERS. 

AN ACT providing for the appointment of an Official Court Reporter In each Ju- 
dicial District of this State, fixing their compensation, defining their duties, 
and providing the fees to be collected for services rendered; and repealing 
Chapter 29 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1903, and Chapter 6, Title 
2, Division 3, of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

CREATED. 

Section 1. The oflfiee of Official Court Reporter for each Judicial 
District in the State of Wyoming is hereby created, and the Judge of 
each Judicial District in the State of Wyoming is hereby required and 
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empowered to appoint one Court Reporter for his district, whose term 
of office shall be during the pleasure of the Judge making such appoint- 
ment and until their successor is appointed and qualified,, and who shall 
devote their entire time to the performance of their duties. 

RESIDENT. 

Sec. 2. Before any person can be appointed as Official Re- 
porter of any District Coui*t in this State, he or she shall be a resident 
of said district, and shall be examined as to his or her eomptency, by 
at least three members of the bar, practicing in said court, and such 
Committee shall be appointed by the Judge thereof and such test of 
competency shall be as follows: Applicant shall write in the presence 
of the committee at the rate of at least one hundred and twenty words 
per minute for five consecutive minutes, from questions and answers 
not proviously written by him or her, and transcribe the same with ac- 
curacy. If the applicant passes this test satisfactorily, a majority of the 
committee shall furnish him or her with a certificate of that fact, which 
shall be filed with the records of the court. Provided, however, That 
said Court Reporter shall be subject to the supervision and control of 
the Judge of the Judicial District appointing him, and for omission or 
neglect of duty, misconduct or failure to comply with the provisions of 
this act, he or she may be removed by the Judge of said Judicial Dis- 
trict, upon cause being shown therefor, by an order of said Judge, who 
shall have power to appoint his successor. 

ATTENDANCE AT ALL TIMES. 

Sec. 3. Such Reporter shall be in constant attendance upon the 
Judge of said court at all times, and shall be the Clerk and Stenographer 
of the Judge, and he or she shall be sworn to the faithful performance 
of his or her duty, and take the oath of office required in the Constitu- 
tion of this State, and shall remain in attendance on the Court, and take 
full stenographic notes in cases tried during said attendance, of all tes- 
timony or admissions made by either side, objections to the introduc- 
tion of testimony, the ruling of the Court thereon, the exceptions taken 
thereto, and such other proceedings as the Court may direct. lie or she 
shall preserve and furnish a transcript of said stenographic notes for all 
or any part thereof, to any person having an interest therein, upon pay- 
ment of the fees prescribed by law. 

BOND. 

Sec. 4. Each official reporter, appointed as aforesaid, shall give a 
bond to the State of Wyoming, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by 
the Judge of the District Court of such district, and filed with the Secre- 
tary of State, in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned for the 
faithful and efficient performance of the duties of said office. 

PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. 

Sec. 5. Such Reporter shall not have a seal, but all transcripts of 
evidence and proceedings, written out by him or her, and certified to by 
him or her as the official reporter of the court for which he or she is act- 
ing, shall, when there is attached thereto a certificate of the Clerk of the 
Court, that such person is the official reporter thereof, be received as the 
prima facie evidence of the facts, testimony and proceedings set forth in 
. such transcript. 
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STENOGRAPHER. 

Bee. 6. Each Official Reporter appointed under the provisions of this 
act, as Court Reporter, shall also be the stenographer of the Judge of said 
court, and shall do and perform such stenographic labor for the Judge of 
said court as of him or her may be required in his ofScial capacity as 
Judge. 

FIVE DOLLARS PER DAY. 

Sec. 7. In all criminal cases said Official Reporter shall charge, and 
the Board of County Commissioners of each county wherein such service 
is rendered, shall pay the sum of five dollars per day for and during the 
time such Reporter may be engaged in the report of each and every crim- 
inal case, which fees shall be collected by such Reporter, upon the certifi- 
cate of the Judge, that such services have been rendered; and in all civil 
cases such Reporter shall likewise charge the sum of five dollars per day 
for reporting each case, the sum to be paid by the parties litigant, who 
may desire such service, and which shall be paid in advance. Such re- 
porter shall charge the sum of fifteen cents per folio, of one hundred 
words, for all transcripts, records, bills of exception and other papers re- 
quired to be made and issued by him or her as such Official Reporter, and 
the sum of five cents per folio, of one hundred words, for each carbon 
copy of the same, to be collected before the delivery of the work, all of 
which fees and earnings shall be paid into the State Treasury on the first 
lilonday of each month after the service has been performed, and such 
stenographer shall be liable upon his official bond for the proper collec- 
tion and paying over of such fees. 

SALARY. 

Sec. 8. Each Official District Court Reporter in this State shall be 
paid a salary of eighteen hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments, upon the warrant of the State Auditor upon the 
State Treasurer, and such Official Court Reporter, shall be allowed the 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars per annum in the First Judicial Dis- 
trict; five hundred dollars per annum in the Second Judicial District; 
two hundred and fifty dollars per annum in the Third Judicial District; 
and five hundred dollars per annum in the Fourth Judicial District, to 
pay the traveling and other expenses of said Reporter in attending to 
his or her official business, to be paid by warrant upon the State Treas- 
urer by the Auditor of said State, upon sworn vouchers filed with the 
Auditor of said State. 

SUBSTITUTE. 

Sec. 9. In case of sickness or if said Official Court Reporter be un- 
able to attend to his official duties from any cause at any time, the Judge 
of the District Court in each Judicial District in this State, when the 
trial of cases required to be reported necessitates it, is authorized and 
empowered to o])tain a suitable and competent person as su))stitute for 
such Official Court Reporter, during such disability; sui'h substitute to 
receive the fees herein provided for in full compensation for su(»h serv- 
ices. And in all cases where any signature of the Official Court Reporter 
is required, the same, during the absence or any such disability of the 
Official Court Reporter shall be signed by the person substituted there- 
for as acting Official Court Reporter, and in such cases the same shall 
have the same legal force and effect as if signed by the Official Court 
Reporter. 
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REPEALED. 

Sec. 10. Chapter 29 of the Session Laws for 1903 be and the same 
is hereby repealed. Provided, That such repeal shall not release or dis- 
charge any Official Court Reporter from liability to the State for the 
payment of fees or earnings already accrued or unpaid ; and Chapter 6, 
Title 2, Division 3 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, be and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 11. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. This act shall take eflPect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 163. 

House Bill No. 146. 

AUTHORIZING BOARDS OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS TO ADVERTISE 
RESOURCES OF COUNTIES. 

AN ACT authorizing Boards of the County Commissioners of the respective coun- 
ties of the State of Wyoming and City and Town Councils of any incor- 
porated city or town in the State of Wyom'ng to make appropriations for 
the purpose of advertising the resources of such county, city or town, for 
furthering their industrial development and encouraging exhibits at fairs, 
expositions and conventions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoyning: 

AUTHORIZED TO APPROPRIATE. 

Sec, 1. The Boards of the County Commissioners of the several 
counties of the State of Wyoming are hereby authorized and empowered 
to appropriate not to exceed three thousand dollars in any one year 
payable from the General Fund of such county, to be drawn from the 
treasury in the manner and form now provided by law, for the purpose 
of advertising the resources of such county, for furthering its industrial 
development, for encouraging exhibits at fairs, expositions and conven- 
tions ; Provided, That such appropriations shall not be for the express aid 
of any private citizen, firm or corporation. 

NOT TO EXCEED. 

Sec. 2. The City or Town Council of any incorporated city or town 
in the State of Wyoming is hereby authorized and empowered to appro- 
priate not to exceed two thousand dollars in any one year from the city 
or town treasury, payable from the General Fund, for the purpose of ad- 
vertising the resources of such city or town, for furthering its indus- 
trial development, for encouraging exhibits at fairs, expositions and 
conventions ; Provided, That such appropriations shall not be for the ex- 
press aid of any private citizen, firm or corporation. 
REPEALED. 

Sec. 3. All acts or parts of acts in conflict wath the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909.

House BUI No. 46. 

RELATING TO APPORTICN^/IENT OF COUNTY SCHOOL FUND. 

AN ACT amending and re-enacting S'^ictions 1193 and 1194 of the Revised Statutes 
of Wyoming for the year 1899, relating to the apportionment of the county 
school fund, by the County Sji erintendent, among the several districts of 
the county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL APPORTION. 

Section 1. That Section 1193 of the Revised Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming, 1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted 
so as to read as follows: 

Section ll93. On the first Monday of December annually, he shall 
apportion the county school tax and all money in the County Treasury 
belonging to the County School Fund, in the following manner. Each 
School District in the county, including the High School District in each 
county where such High School District may exist, shall be apportioned 
the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for the payment of teachers in 
such district, and all moneys remaining after such apportionment shall 
be apportioned to each district pro rata, in accordance with the number 
of pupils in attendance at the school of said district reported to him by 
the several District Clerks; Provided, always, That each, every and 
all poll taxes levied and collected for school purposes, in each school 
district in this State, shall, when collected by the County Treasurer, be 
paid over to the Treasurer of the School District in wjhich the persons 
respectively reside, who paid such poll tax, and the said poll taxes shall 
not be divided among the school districts of the county pro rata to the 
number of scholars in such school district, but the poll taxes so collected 
from the inhabitants of each school district shall be paid to the Treas- 
urer of the district in which they severally reside, for the support of 
the school of such district; no district shall be entitled to the amount of 
one hundred and fifty dollars for the payment of teachers besides the 
pro rata apportionment as provided in this section when there are less 
than eight scholars of school age in said district; and. Provided further, 
That in counties where they may exist a County High School, the school 
money shall be apportioned in the following manner: After the appor- 
tionment of one hundred and fifty dollars to each district as above pro- 
vided, all money of the County School Fund, to which the districts com- 
posing the High School District may be entitled, shall be apportioned be- 
tween such High School District and the districts composing the same 
in proportion as the number of children in such district between the 
ages of seventeen and twenty-one bears to the whole number of chil- 
dren of school age, as shown by the last school census, and after such 
portion of the school fund shall have been apportioned to such High 
School District, as last a])ove provided, the remainder thereof shall be 
apportioned among the districts embraced in said High S(thool District 
in accordance with the rule hereinbefore established; lie shall record a 
statement of such apportionment in his office, and he shall also notify the 
County Treasurer of the same; he shall immediately draw an order on 
the County Treasurer in favor of the Treasurer of each district for the 
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amount of its proportion, and transmit the same to the Treasurer of the 
District; Provided, Such District Treasurer shall have given his ofiScial 
bond, which draft the County Treasurer shall pay to the District Treas- 
urer on presentation of the drafts properly endorsed." 

A8 SOON THEREAFTER. 

Sec. 2. That Section 1194 of the Revised Statutes of the State of 
Wyoming, 1899, be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 1194. Should no apportionment of the school funds be 
made on the first Monday in December as required in this chapter, he 
may make an apportionment as soon thereafter as practicable, in the 
same manner as hereinbefore provided. He may also make a supple- 
mentary apportionment of the money in the County School Fund at any 
time after the first Monday in December, prior to the first of the follow- 
ing June, and such supplementary apportionment shall be pro rata, ac- 
cording to the number of pupils in attendance in any and all schools in 
each district, as reported to him by the several District Clerks in their 
last annual reports; Provided, That in counties wherein there may exist 
a County High School, such apportionment shall be made in the manner 
provided by the last section." 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1909.

RELATING TO THE COLLECTION OF DELINQUENT TAXES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 18G8 of the Revised Statutes of Wyorain,? 
relating to the collection of delinquent taxes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DUTY OF COLLECTOR. 

Section 1. That Section 1868 of the Revised Statutes of the State of 
Wyoming, be amended and re-enaeti^d so as to read as follows : 

^'Section 1868. It shall be the duty of the Collector of Taxes to 
notify each taxpayer at least thirty days before the thirty-first day of 
December in each year of the amount of taxes due, and of the date when 
the same will become delinquent, and such notification shall be by postal 
card or letter, deposited in the postoffice, addressed to the taxpayer at 
his, her, their or its postoffice address, if the same be known, but if such 
address be unknown, then such notice shall be addressed to the party at 
the county seat of the county, but if such collector fail to send such no- 
tice it shall not in any way invalidate such taxes." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 156. 

House Bill No. 148. 

RELATING TO THE APPOINTMENT OF AGENT FOR FOREIGN CORPORA- 

TIONS. 

AX ACT requiring foreign corporatitrs to file with the Secretary of State a certifi- 
cate designating said corporatioa's principal place of business and an agent 
for service of process. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

APPOINTMENT OF AGENT. 

Section 1. Every incorporated company, incorporated under the 
laws of any foreign state or kingdom, or of any state or territory of the 
United States beyond the limits of this State, excepting insurance com- 
panies, shall, within ninety days after the passage of this act, file with the 
Secretary of State a certificate signed by its president or secretary, des- 
ignating the location (by town or city, giving street and number if any 
there be) of its principal office in this State, and the name of the agent 
in charge thereof, and upon who process against said corporation may be 
served; such office shall be deemed the office and postoffice address of 
such corporation, its officers, directors and stockholders, and whenever by 
the provisions of any law of this State any notice is required to be given 
to the corporation, its officers, stockholders or directors, such notice shall 
be sent by mail, or otherwise as the law may require, to such registered 
office, and such notice so given shall be and be deemed sufficient notice; 
any process made at such registered place of business and upon such 
designated agent, shall be and be deemed sufficient service upon such 
corporation. 

WITHIN NINETY DAYS. 

Sec. 2. Every such corporation shall, within ninety days after filing 
with the Secretary of State its certified copy or certificate of incorpora- 
tion, file with said officer the certificate herein provided for. 

FEE. 

Sec. 3. Every such corporation shall, upon complying with the pro- 
visions of this act, and upon filing the certificate herein provided for, 
pay to the Secretary of State a fee of two dollars and fifty cents, and 
shall pay the same fee to said officer for filing any renewal or amend- 
ment of the certificate herein provided for. 

WITHOUT AUTHORITY. 

X Sec. 4. Any such corporation failing, refusing or neglecting to com- 
ply with the provisions of this act shall be deemed to be transacting busi- 
ness in the State without authority and to have forfeited any franchise 
rights or privileges acquired under the laws thereof; the forfeitures of 
such acquired franchices, rights or privileges to be made effective by 
proper action brought by the Attorney General in the name of the State 
of Wyoming. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect arid bo in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO COMMITMENT OF INSANE. 

AN ACT relative to commitment of Insane, and repealing Section 4884 of Revised 
Statutes of 1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SWORN AFFIDAVIT. 

Section 1. Petitions for the hearing of the case of any person 
charged with insanity, or mental incompetency, shall be verified by the 
sworn affidavit of one or more persons, which affidavit shall be substan- 
tially in the following form :

RELATING TO ITINERANT VENDORS. 

AN ACT defining who shall be considered as itinerant vendors, providing for the 
collection of a license from persons following the occupation of itinerant 
vendors; prescribing the penalties for failing to procure such license, and 
for other purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SHALL MEAN. 

Section 1. The term, itinerant vendor'* for the purpose of this 
act shall mean and include any person, either principal or agent who 
engages in either an itinerant or transient business in this State, either in 
one locality or in traveling about the State from place to place selling 
manufactured goods, wares or merchandise, and it shall include peddlers 
and hawkers, and also those who for the purpose of carrying on their 
temporary or transient business, hire, lease or occupy a building, struc- 
ture, tent, car, boat, vehicle of any kind for the exhibition or sale of any 
manufactured goods, wares, or merchandise. 

SHALL NOT APPLY. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to commercial 
agents or travelers selling to merchants in this State in the usual course 
of business or to persons selling books, papers or school supplies. Pro- 
vided, This act shall not apply to the selling of fruits, vegetables, dressed 
meats or farm products when sold by the grower or producer. Except 
that as in this section permitted, it shall not be lawful for any persons to 
be engaged in the business of itinerant vendor as defined by Section One 
of this act, unless such person shall be duly licensed so to do in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act. 

YEARLY LICENSE. 

Sec. 3. Every ^'itinerant vendor'' before making any sale of man- 
ufactured goods, wares, or merchandise in any county in this State, 
shall pay a yearly license to the County Clerk of that county and pay the 
following named fees therefor, viz. : 

For each * itinerant vendor,'' traveling on foot, five dollars. 

For each "itinerant vendor," traveling on a bicycle or motorcycle, 
fifty dollars. Provided, That no ''itinerant vendor" traveling on foot or 
by bicycle or motorcycle, shall canvas, solicit or take orders for goods, 
wares, merchandise, fruits, vep:etables, dressed meats, or farm produce 
which is not delivered at the time the order is solicited or which neces- 
sarily requires a horse or other animal to draw the wagon or other ve- 
hicle engaged to deliver such commodities, unless he shall pay an annual 
license fee of not less than two hundred dollars. 

For each "itinerant vendor," traveling by carriage or other vehicle, 
drawn by one horse or other animal, two hundred dollars. 

For each "itinerant vendor," traveling by carriage or other vehicle, 
drawn by two or more horses or other animals, three hundred dollars. 

For each "itinerant vendor," traveling by automobile, or other self- 
propelling vehicle or carriage, two hundred dollars. 
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For each itinerant vendor/* traveling by *any other manner than 
hereinbefore described, two hundred and fifty dollars. 

For each itinerant vendor'' doing business in any building struc- 
ture, tent, car, boat, stationary vehicle, storeroom, or certain place of 
any kind for the exhibition and sale of any manufactured goods, wares, 
or merchandise, for each building, structure, tent, car, boat, stationary 
vehicle, storeroom or place, two hundred and fifty dollars, and for each 
assistant to any itinerant vendor" in any county, there shall be paid the 
sum of twenty-five dollars. 

Provided, That before the County Clerk shall issue any such license 
to any applicant therefor, the said applicant shall file with the said Coun- 
ty Clerk a w^ritten application in which he shall state his name, age and 
address, and if he is not engage'd in business for himself, the name and 
address of his employer or employers, and the class of '^itinerant ven- 
dors" to which he belongs, and shall make oath that he is the person 
named in the application for said license; that he will comply with the 
daws of the United States and of the State of Wyoming, and that in his 
business as an "itinerant vendor," he will not commit any fraud; will 
not sell any manufactured goods, wares, or merchandise by any false or 
short weight or measure; will not misrepresent any goods, wares or 
merchandise as being composed or manufactured in whole or in part of 
materials or ingredients different from those which such manufactured 
goods, wares or merchandise are actually composed or manufactured ; and 
that \i he shall engage in the sale of groceries, meats or other food prod- 
ucts, that said groceries, meats or other food products so sold by him 
shall in every respect comply with the pure food laws of the State of 
Wyoming. Such oath shall be administered by the County Clerk, and if 
any person shall make any false or untrue oath for the purpose of pro- 
curing a license in accordance with the provisions of this act, he shall 
be deemed guilty of perjury, and on conviction thereof in a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, he shall be punished as is or may be provided for the 
punishment of perjury. 

POST LICENSE. 

Sec. 4. Every person licensed as aforesaid as an itinerant ven- 
dor" shall post his name, residence and the number of his license in a 
conspicuous manner upon his pack, parcel, or vehicle, or in a prominent 
place in his place of business, and when his license is demanded of him 
by .any county officer, magistrate, sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable or 
police ofiicer, he shall forthwith exhibit it, and if he neglects or refuses 
to do so, he shall be subject to the same penalties as if he had no license. 

FINE. 

Sec. 5. Every itinerant vendor" who sells or exposes for sale 
either at public or private sale, in any county in this State, any manu- 
factured goods, merchandise, fruits, vegetables, dressed meats or farm 
products without having first procured a license from the county in 
-which he sells or exposes for sale, such manufactured goods, wares or 
merchandise, fruits, vegetables, dressed meats or farm products, as pro- 
vided for in this act, shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars, and not more than one hundred and fifty dollars, or by impris- 
onment in the county jail for a period of not less than ten, nor more 
than ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
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COUNTY CLERK MAY. 

Sec. 6. If a person who is liable for the payment of any license fee 
under this act shall after demand is made upon him by the County Clerk 
of the county in which liability shall occur, or by the sheriff or deputy 
sheriff of that county, refuses or neglects to pay such fee provided for 
in this act, the County Clerk may in his own name, but for the use of the 
county, bring and maintain against the delinquent itinerant vendor" 
an action at law for the recovery of such license fee, and for the purpose 
of securing any judgment which he recovers in such action, such County 
Clerk may have the goods, wares or merchandise of such itinerant ven- 
dor" in his county attached and kept in like manner as provided for in 
cases of attachment. 

DUTY COUNTY ATTORNEYS. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the County Attorney of the several 
counties in this state to enforce the provisions of this act, and upon 
complaint of the County Clerk, Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff, other officer or 
person to prosecute such proceedings as are necessary to recover the li- 
cense fees herein provided for, and to enforce the provisions and penal- 
ties of this act. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 8. All acts or parts of atcs in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed.

RELATING TO NUMBER OF DAYS CONSTITUTING SCHOOL WEEK. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 609 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

SCHOOL WEEK. 

Section 1. That Section 609 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 609. Five days shall constitute a school week, and twen- 
ty days a school month ; and it shall be understood that school is not to 
be .kept in operation on Saturday or any holiday; but if a holiday fall 
upon a day which would otherwise be a school day, it shall be counted as 
though taught.'' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
June 1st, 1909.

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CHAPTER 160.

RELATING TO LANDS CONDITIONALLY CEDED TO STATE. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1, 14, 18 and 20 of Chapter 78 of the 
Session Laws of Wyoming, 1895, being Sections 934, 947 and 953 as amended 
by Section 11, Chapter 8 of the ^ssion Laws of 1903 respectively, of the 
Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, relating to lands conditionally ceded to 
the State, and authorizing the Commissioner of Public Liands to administer 
oaths in land matters, and authorizing companies, associations or corpora- 
tions operating or controlling irrigation systems, ditches or reservoirs to 
levy and collect assessments for the necessary repairs and maintenance of 
such irrigation systems, ditches and reservoirs; providing that payment of 
such assessments shall be the requisite for the use of such reservoirs, 
ditches or irrigation systems for the storage and transportation of the water 
appropriated for the lands for which proportionate interests in such irriga- 
tion systems, ditches or reservoirs have been acquired, and for the enforce- 
ment of a lien for the amount of unpaid assessments, the attorney's fees and 
costs thereon. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ACCEPTS CONDITIONS. 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 38 of the Session Laws of Wy- 
oming, 1895, being Section 934 . of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 
1899, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 934. The State of Wyoming hereby accepts the condi- 
tions of Section 4 of an act of Congress entitled An act making appro- 
priations for sundry civil expenses of the government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1895, and for other purposes; approved August IStli, 
A. D. 1894, together with all the grants of land to the State under the 
provisions of the aforesaid act, and the conditions of Section 1 of an act 
of congress entitled, An act making appropriations for sundry civil ex- 
penses of the government for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1897, and 
for other purposes; approved June 11th, 1896, and the conditions of an 
act of congress entitled, An act making appropriations for sundry civil 
expenses of the government for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1909, and 
for other purposes; approved May 27th, 1908, providing for the granting 
of an additional million acres of land to the State of Wyoming to bo re- 
claimed as provided in the acts above mentioned, and all acts" of Con- 
gress and parts of acts of Congress now or hereafter enacted by Congress 
for the reclamation of desert lands within the State of Wyoming, to- 
gether with all the grants of land to the State of Wyoming, and any and 
all interests therein, with all rights and privileges thereunder, under the 
provisions of the aforesaid acts or parts of acts.** 

NO CONTRACT SHALL BE MADE. 

Sec. 2. That Section 14 of Chapter 38 of the Session Laws of Wyo- . 
ming, 1895, being Section 947 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming. 1899, 
be amended and re-enacted so that it shall read as follows : 

Section 947. No contract shall be made by the Board which re- 
quires a greater time than five years for the construction of the canal 
works or irrigation system, and all contracts shall be conditioned that 
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active construction work shall begin within six months from the date of 
the contract, and that at least one-tenth of the construction work shall 
be completed within one year of the date of the contract; that at least 
.one-third of the construction work shall be completed within two years 
from the date of the contract, and that construction shall be prose- 
cuted diligently and continuously to completion; and that a cessation of 
work under the contract of the State for a period of ninety days during 
the months of May, June, July, August, September, October and Novem- 
ber, after the second year will forfeit to the State all right under the said 
contract.'* 

WITHIN ONE YEAR. 

Sec. 3. That Section 20 of Chapter 38 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming, 1895, being Section 953 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, 
shall be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 953. Within one year after any person, company of per- 
sons, association or incorporated company authorized to construct irri- 
gation works under the provisions of this chapter, shall have notified the 
settlers under such works that they are prepared to furnish water un- 
der the terms of their contract with the State, the said settler shall cul- 
tivate and reclaim not less than one-sixteenth part of the land filed upon, 
and within two years after the said notice, the settler shall have actually 
irrigated and cultivated not less than one-eighth of the land filed upon, 
and within three years from the date of said notice, the settler shall ap- 
pear, before the Commissioner of Public Lands, who is hereby author- 
ized to adminster oaths in matters pertaining to the State or Carey Act 
lands in Wyoming, a Judge or Clerk of the District Court or Commis- 
sioner of the United States District Court within the State of Wyoming, 
and make final x^roof of reclamation, settlement and occupation, which 
proof shall embrace evidence that he has a perpetual water right for his 
entire tract of land sufficient in volume for the <5omplete irrigation and 
reclamation thereof; that he has been an actual settler thereon, or has 
been for the three years prior to date of making his final proof, a settler 
in the colony or settlement in the immediate vicinity thereof, and has 
cultivated and irrigated not less than twenty acres of said tract, and 
such proof, further if any, as may be required by the regulations of the 
Department of the Interior and the Board. The officer taking this proof 
shall be entitled to a fee of two dollars, which fee shall be paid by the 
settler and shall be in addition to the price paid to the State for the land. 
All proofs so received shall be submitted by the Commissioner of Public 
Lands to the Board, and shall be accompanied by the last and final pay- 
ment for said land, and on the approval of same by the said Board, they 
shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the Interior with a request that 
a patent to said lands be issued to the State; Provided, That when the 
Commissioner of Public Lands shall take such final proof, all fees re- 
ceived by him shall be turned into the State Treasury.'* 

AUTHORIZED. 

Sec. 5. That companies, associations, or corporations operating or 
controlling irrigation systems, ditches, or reservoirs or other devices for 
the distribution of Avater for irrigation shall be authorized to levy and 
collect such reasonable and necessary assessments for the cost of opera- 
tion, maintenance and repairs of such irrigation systems, ditches or res- 
ervoirs as may be authorized by a majority of the members of such com-

panics, or associations, or fixed in the manner provided by the by-laws 
of such corporation. 

Payment of such assessments shall be the necessary requisite for the 
use of such reservoirs, irrigation systems or ditches for the storage or 
conveyance of water for the lands described in contracts for or deeds to 
proportionate interests in such reservoirs, irrigation systems, and ditches 
upon which assessments are made, and in the event such assessments re- 
main due and unpaid more than ten days after the date fixed as the date 
of the payment for the purpose, such companies, associations and cor- 
porations are authorized to close dow^n any headgate or other diverting 
or measuring device used by any delinquent, or by any person in posses- 
sion of or using such lands, and to refuse to allow the use of such reser- 
voirs, irrigation systems and ditches for the purpose of storing water 
for or conveying water to the lands of such delinqquent, until such re- 
pair or maintenance assessments shall have been paid. 

Such companies, associations and corporations shall have a lien oo 
the proportionate interests in such reservoirs, irrigation systems and 
ditches, and upon the lands described in contracts for or deeds to such 
proportionate interests for the amount of any unpaid assessments which 
may be enforced in a court of competent jurisdiction, as in the case of 
other liens. In all suits or actions to obtain a judgment on such ac- 
count and to enforce the lien, when the plaintiff or complainant shall ob- 
tain judgment or decree, the costs, together with twenty-five dollars for 
attorney's fees, shall be taxed or recovered from the adverse party. 

No restraining order, or order of injunction shall be issued against 
any such company, association or corporation unless applicant for same 
shall file a sufficient bond conditioned upon the immediate payment of 
all delinquent assessment if such shall be found by a competent court to 
be reasonable and just. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 161.

RELATING TO STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM. 

AN ACT entitled "An Act authorizing the State Board of Charities and Reform to 
make contracts and arrangements with the authorities of other states having 
penitentiaries in which female convicts are kept separate and apart from 
male convicts under the supervision of a matron or female warden, for the 
care, custody, maintenance and confinement in such penitentiaries of fe- 
males convicted in the courts of this State of offenses punishable by impris- 
onment in the State Penitentiary, and directing and requiring the District 
Courts in sentencing^ females convicted of such offenses to sentence them 
to the penitentiary so selected and designated by the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Reform, and also authorizing the Governor of this State to commute 
the sentence of any female convict now imprisoned in the Penitentiary of 
this State at Rawlins, Wyoming, under a judgment of conviction by any of 
the District Courts of this State, to imprisonment and confinement for a 
period of time not exceeding the remainder of her sentence as fixed in the 
judgment against her, as may be deemed proper by him, in the penitentiary 
so selected and designated by said Board of Charities and Reform." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM AUTHORIZED. 

Section 1. The State Board of Charities and Reform is hereby au- 
thorized to enter into contracts with the authorities of other states hav- 
ing penitentiaries in which female convicts are kept and confined sepa- 
rate and apart from male convicts and under the supervision of a matron 
or female warden, for the care, custody, maintenance and confinement in 
such penitentiary of females convicted in the courts of this State of of- 
fenses punishable by imprisonment in the State Penitentiary. 

DUTY OF BOARD. 

Sec. 2. Upon the making of a contract as authorized by Section 1 
of this act, it shall be the duty of said Board of Charities and Reform, in 
writing signed by its President, and attested by its Secretary with its 
seal aCBxed, to notify each of the District Courts of this State and also 
the Supreme Court, that it has, pursuant to the provisions of Section 1 
of this act, entered into such contract and selected and designated the 
penitentiary of the contracting state (naming it and giving the location 
of such penitentiary), as the place for the confinement of females con- 
victed in the courts of this State of oflPenses punishable by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary and thereafter it shall be the duty of said District 
Courts in imposing sentences upon such female convicts to fix and desig- 
nate the penitentiary so selected and designated by said Board as the 
place wherein such convict shall be imprisoned and the judgment of the 
Court carried out. 

GOVERNOR AUTHORIZED. 

Sec. 3. The Governor of this State is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to commute the sentence of any female convict now imprisoned in 
the penitentiary of this State at Rawlins, Wyoming, under sentence from 
any of the District Courts of this State to imprisonment for any length 
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of time not greater than the unexpired portion of her original sentence 
in the penitentiary so as aforesaid selected and designated by said Board 
of Charities and Reform, such commutation to be evidenced by an instru- 
ment in writing, in duplicate, signed by the Governor, and attested by 
the Secretary of State with the Great Seal of the State affixed thereto, 
directed to the Warden of the State Penitentiary at Rawlins, Wyoming, 
and to the Warden or other officer in charge of the penitentiary so as 
aforesaid selected and designated by said Board of Charities and Reform; 
upon the delivery of said instrument of commutation in duplicate to the 
Warden of the said State Penitentiary at Rawlins, it shall be his duty 
without delay to transport the female convict therein named to the pen- 
itentiary designated and selected by said Board and deliver her with one 
of said instruments of commutation to the Warden or officer in charge 
of such penitentiary ; the expenses thereof to be paid by the said Board. 

LAW OF STATE TO APPLY. 

Sec. 4. All convicts confined pursuant to the terms of this act in the 
penitentiary selected and designated by said Board of Charities and Re- 
form to be subject in all respects to the provisions of law relating to that 
institution and to rules and regulations governing the same, and shall 
be treated, cared for, kept and Confined in the same mannet* as are female 
convicts sentenced by the Courts of the State in which such institution 
is situated and located. Provided, That the laws of this State providing 
for an allowance of time for good conduct shall apply to such convict. 

SHALL PROVIDE. 

Sec. 5. This act shall be in force from and after its passage and un- 
til the State Board of Charities and Reform shall provide a prison or 
place of confinement for female convicts wherein they may be kept sep- 
arate and apart from male convicts, and under the supervision of a 
matron or female warden; when such place or prison is so as aforesaid 
provided, it shall be the duty of said Board to so notify in writing signed 
by its President, attested by its Secretary and with its seal attached, the 
District Courts of this State and also the Supreme Court, and thereafter 
such female convicts shall by said Courts be sentenced to imprisonment 
in the place or prison so provided; and if at such time there should be 
any female convicts from this state confined in the penitentiary of an- 
other state pursuant to the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty of 
the said Board by an order in duplicate signed by its President, attested 
by its Secretary, Avith its seal affixed, directed to the Warden of the pen- 
itentiary of this State and to the Warden or officer in charge of the pen- 
itentiary where such convicts are confined, to require the delivery of such 
convicts to the Warden of the penitentiary of this State to be by him 
transported to the prison or place in this State so as aforesaid provided 
by the said Board for the confinement of female convicts; upon receipt 
•of such order in duplicate, it shall be the duty of said Warden to pro- 
ceed without delay to carry the same into effect, and the delivery by him 
of one of said duplicate orders, to the officer in charge of the prison 
where such convicts are confined, shall be full authority to him to deliver 
such convicts to the Warden of the penitentiary of this State. The War- 
den receiving such convicts shall at once transport them to the place so 
as aforesaid provided for their confinement and said convicts shall be 
therein confined for the unexpired portion of their sentence.

RELATING TO FALSE OR EXAGGERATED STATEMENTS OR 
PUBLICATIONS. 

AN ACT to prohibit the making or publishing of false or exaggerated statements 
or publications of or concerning the afTairs, pecuniary condition of property 
or property of any corporation, joint stock association, co-partnership or 
or publishing of or concerning the affairs, pecuniary condition of property 
or property of any corporation, jint stock association, co-partnership or 
individual, which said statements or publications are intended to give, 
or shall have a tendency to give, a less or greater apparent value to the 
shares, bonds or property, or any part thereof of said corporation, joint 
stock association, co-partnership or individual, than the said shares, bonds 
or property shall really and in fact possess, and providing a penalty 
therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

GUILTY CF FELONY. 

Section 1. Any person who knowingly makes or publishes in any 
way whatever, or permits to be so made or published, any book, pros- 
pectus, notice, report, statement, exhibit or other publication of or con- 
cerning the affairs, financial condition or property of any corporation, 
joint stock association, co-partnership or individual, which said book, 
prospectus, notice, report, statement, exhibit or other publication, shall 
contain any statement which is false or wilfully exaggerated, or which 
is intended to give, or which shall have tendency to give, a less or great- 
er apparent value to the shares, bonds or property of said corporation, 
joint stock association, co-partnership or individual, or any part of said 
shares, bonds or property, than said shares, bonds or property, or any 
part thereof, shall really and in fact possess, shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction thereof shall be imprisoned for not more 
than ten years or fined not more than ten thousand dollars, or shall suf- 
fer both said fine and imprisonment." 

FORFEIT CHARTER. 

Sec. 2. Any corporation organized under the laws of this State, or 
organized under the laws of any other state, and holding property and 
doing business in this State by virtue of compliance with the general 
corporation laws, whose officers or agents shall be convicted of violation 
of the provisions of this act, shall be deemed to have forfeited their Char- 
ter rights in this State, and shall not bie permitted to do business within 
same. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are here- 
by repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 163. 

House Bill No. 131. 
GAME AND FISH. 

AN ACT providing for the protection of wild game, and repealing Sections 2101, 
2102, 2103, 2104, 2105, 2106, 2107, 2108, 2109, 2110. 2111, 2112, 2113, 2114, 
2115, 2116, 2117, 2118. 2119, 2120. 2121, 2122. 2123. 2124, 2125 and 
2126 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 1899, Chapter 52 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of Wyoming of 1901; Chapter 44 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming of 1903; Chapter 69 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1905; 
Chapters 35, 36, 47 and 102 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1907, and 
all other acts or parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

OWNERSHIP IN STATE. 

Section 1. That all wild animals and wild birds, both resident and 
'migratory, in this State shall be, and are hereby declared to be the prop- 
erty of the State. 

STATE GAME WARDEN. 

Sec. 2. The Governor shall appoint a suitable person to serve as 
State Game Warden whose duty shall be to protect the game and fish 
of this State, and to enforce the laws relating thereto. 

TERM OF OFFICE. 

Sec. 3. The State Game Warden shall hold his office for four years 
and until his successor is appointed and qualified. 

BONP. 

Sec. 4. Before entering upon the duties of his office the State Game 
Warden shall execute a bond to the State of Wyoming in the penal sum 
of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00), conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties, and his bond shall be approved by the Governor. 

REMOVAL FOR CAUSE. 

Sec. 6. The Governor shall have power at any time to remove the 
State Game Warden for misconduct or neglect of his duties, upon writ- 
ten charges duly preferred, but the State Game Warden shall be heard 
in his own defense. 

DUTIES. 

Sec. 6. The State Game Warden shall be an active executive officer, 
and shall at all times when possible, take the field in person, in the per- 
formance of his duties. He shall personally supervise the protection of 
all game, and the detection and punishment of violators of the Game and 
Fish Laws. 

AUTHORITY. 

Sec. 7. The State Game Warden shall be allowed to grant a permit 
to the agents of the Smithsonian Institute, or other well-know.n scientific 
institutions, to take and ship out of this State, game animals or birds for 
scientific purposes. He shall be allowed to grant permits to bona fide 
taxidermists, under the supervision of himself or assistants; to collect 
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and mount game, or game in families, for institutionis within the State 
for educational or scientific purposes. He shall also have authority to 
capture any of the game animals of this State in localities where species 
of such game animals are sufficiently abundant, and transport the same 
to localities in the State where such species are scarce or absent, to be 
there liberated. He shall also have authority to capture any of the game 
animals of this State, and permit the same to be transported out of the 
State in exchange for such game animals or game birds as in his judg- 
ment shall be adapted to the climate and conditions in this State ; such 
game animals or game birds to be liberated in such localities as in his 
judgment are best adapted for their preservation and propagation. He 
shall also have authority to offer a reward not to exceed three hundred 
dollars for evidence leading to the arrest and conviction of any person 
or persons violating Section 50 of this Chapter, which reward, when cer- 
tified by the State Game Warden, shall be paid out of the State Game 
Funds. And he shall have authority in an emergency to expend an 
amount not in excess of one thousand dollars from the State Game Fund 
for the purchase of hay for the feeding of the game animals of this State 
during extreme weather. 

And he shall have authority to expend a sum not in excess of one 
hundred dollars from the State Game Funds for the construction of 
cabins in remote places for the use of Assistant Game Wardens; and to 
pay the expenses of the transportation of the animals and birds herein 
contemplated, the sum of twelve hundred dollars, or so. much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the State Game Funds. 

EMPLOYMENT OF ATTORNEY. 

Sec. 8. The State Game Warden is hereby authorized to employ an 
attorney to prosecute violators of the Game and Fish laws, when deemed 
necessary; such attorney to be paid from the State Game Fund. Pro- 
vided, That not more than five hundred dollars per annum be expended 
in this matter. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Sec. 9. The State Game Warden shall be required to make an an- 
nual report to the Governor, and all Assistant Game Wardens shall be 
required to report monthly to said Game Warden. 

SALARY. 

Sec. 10. The State Game Warden shall be paid the sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars per annum payable monthly from the General Fund 
of the State, together with an allowance of seven hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per annum for contingent expenses. 

ASSISTANT GAME WARDENS. 

Sec. 11. The State Game Warden is hereby authorized and directed 
to appoint one or more Assistant Game Wardens as the emergency may 
demand, in any county of this State; said Assistant Game Wardens to 
be paid the sum of three dollars per day during the time of actual serv- 
ice. 

SALARY. 

Sec. 12. All salaries of Assistant Game Wardens shall be paid from 
the State Game Fund after the accounts have been approved by the State 
Game Warden. 
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BOND. 

Sec. 13. The Assistant Game Wardens shall each execute a bond to 
the State of Wyoming in the penal sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00), 
each, conditioned for the faithful performance of their duties ; said bond 
to be approved by and filed with the State Game Warden. Their com- 
missions may be revoked at any time for good and sufficient cause, by the 
State Game Warden. 

AUTHORITY. 

Sec. 14. The State Game Warden and his Assistants, and all Sher- 
iflfs and Constables are authorized to arrest without warrant any person 
or persons found violating any of the provisions of the Game or Fish 
Laws when detected in the act, or found with game or fish unlawfully in 
possession at the time of arrest. 

APPOINTMENT OF FOREST GUARDS. 

Sec. 16. Persons employed in this State by the Federal Government 
for the protection of the various forest rigserves and known as Forest 
Guards'' may be appointed Assistant Game Wardens without pay or 
bond, and at the pleasure of the State Game Warden. And it is hereby 
declared by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming that the office of 
Forest Guard" under the Department of Agriculture of the United 
States shall not be incompatible with the office of Assistant Game War- 
dens, within the meaning of Section 19 of Article 6 of the Constitution 
of the State of Wyoming. 

LIST TO BE FILED WITH GOVERNOR. 

Sec. 16. The State Game Warden shall file with the Governor a list 
of all Assistant Game Wardens appointed by him. 

DUTY OF ASSISTANTS. 

Sec. 17. Whenever the attention of the State Game Warden or any 
Assistant Game Warden, Sheriff, Constable, Deputy Sheriff or Constable, 
is called to any violation of any of the provisions of this title, and he 
shall fail to take proper steps for the arrest and conviction of any per- 
son or corporation charged with such violation, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in a 
sum not less than fifty dollars, nor more than two hundred dollars, and 
shall have his commission revoked. 

RIGHT TO SEARCH. 

Sec. 18. The State Game Warden and his Assistants and all Sher- 
iffs and Constables of this State shall have the right to search any camp, 
camp outfit, pack, or pack animals for carcasses, heads, hides, scalps or 
tusks, or other parts of animals killed in violation of the provisions of 
this chapter. 

SPECIAL AUTHORITY. 

Sec. 19. Any Assistant Game Warden who shall furnish an addi- 
tional bond in such amount as the State Examiner may direct, condi- 
tioned for the proper accounting for and turning over of the proceeds of 
sale of all game and fish licenses that may be placed in his hands and the 
proper turning over of all unused and spoiled licenses, shall have author- 
ity to issue game and fish licenses in the county or district which shall 
be under his jurisdiction and patrol. lie shall pay all monies that ;may 
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come into his hands from the issue of such licenses to the Justice of the 
Peace from whom the license blanks issued have been obtained. The bond 
provided for in this Section shall be issued by a surety company author- 
ized to do business in this State, and the premium upon such bond shall be 
paid from the State Game Funds upon vouchers approved by the State 
Examiner. To carry out the purposes of this act any Assistant Game 
Warden who shall have furnished the additional bond provided for in 
this act shall have authority to administer oaths required by the provi- 
sions of this act relating to the issue of licenses to hunt or to fish. 

TRAPPING GAME ANIMALS AND GAME BIRDS PROHIBITED. 

Sec. 20. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to kill or 
capture any moose, elk, deer, antelope or mountain sheep,, or any of the 
game birds of this State by means of any pit, pitfall, net, trap, deadfall, 
or by any other similar device. Any person convicted of violating the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be fined in the sum of not less than twenty-five dollars, and not 
more than one hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail 
not less than thirty days, nor more than ninety, days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

OPEN SEASON FOR CERTAIN WADERS. 

Sec. 21. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to shoot any 
snipe, sandpiper or other Linicolae except from September 1st, to April 
30th of the next year; Provided, That curlew may be shot only during 
the months of August and September. Any person convicted of violation 
of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars and not more 
than fifty dollars. 

OPEN SEASON FOR GROUSE. 

Sec. 22. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to shoot any 
sage grouse except during the months of August and September, and that 
all other grouse may be shot from September 25th to November 30th of 
each year; Provided, That in Albany, Carbon, Laramie and Sweetwater 
Counties, all grouse may be shot only from August 1st to September 15th, 
and. Provided, It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to kill any 
Mongolian pheasant or quail until September 25th, 1912, when the kill- 
ing of such birds shall be allowed only during the open season for grouse 
other than sage grouse; Provided, That sage grouse shall not be killed 
at any time in Sheridan County and Natrona County till the open season 
on such game birds in 1915. Auy person convicted of violation of the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars, nor more than 
fifty dollars. 

OPEN SEASON FOR DUCKS AND GEESE. 

Sec. 23. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to shoot any 
wild duck or wild goose except from September 1st to April 30th of the 
next year. Provided, That in Uinta County such open season shall be 
only from September 1st to December 31st of each year. Any person 
convicted of violation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
ten dollars, nor more than fifty dollars. 
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SWAN PROTfeCTED. 

Sec. 24, It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to kill any 
wild swan in this State at any time. Any person convicted of violation 
of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars, nor 
more than fifty dollars. 

MOOSE AND ANTELOPE PROTECTED. 

Sec. 26. It shall be unlawful for any person pr persons to kill any 
antelope until the open season for other game animals in 1915, when only 
one antelope may be killed by any person hunting legally, or to kill any 
moose, elk or mountain sheep until the open season for other game ani- 
mals in 1912, when only one male moose may be killed by any person 
hunting legally, or to kill any elk or mountain sheep in any part of this 
State except in Fremont County, Uinta County, Carbon County, and that 
part of Big Horn County and Park County west of the Big Horn River 
until the open season on game animals in 1915. Any person convicted of 
violation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than three hundred doUars, or by imppisonment 
in the county jail for not less than thirty days, nor more than six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

OPEN SEASON FOR GAME ANIMALS. 

Sec. 26. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to hunt, 
pursue or kill any elk, deer or mountain sheep except from September 
25th to November 30th of each year; Provided, That male mountain 
sheep only shall be permitted to be killed. Any person convicted of vio- 
lation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five 
dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not less than thirty days nor more than three months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

NON.RESIDENT MUST HAVE LICENSE TO HUNT BEAR. 

Sec. 27. It shall be unlawful for any non-resident person to hunt, 
pursue, trap or kill any bear in this State without having first procured 
a hunter's license as provided for in this act. 

LIMIT ON GAME ANIMALS. 

Sec. 28. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill more than two 
elk, two deer, and one mountain sheep in any one year, and the limit 
herein specified shall apply only to persons hunting legally. Any person 
convicted of violation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not less than thirty days nor more theCn. three 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

LIMIT ON GAME BIRDS. 

Sec. 29. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill or have in pos- 
session in the field more than eighteen game birds in any one day and 
not more than twelve of such game birds may be grouse. Any person 
convicted of violation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 
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MUST HAVE LICENSE TO HUNT GAME ANIMALS. 

Sec. 30. It shall be unlawful for any person to hunt, pursue, or kill 
any of the game animals of this State without having first procured a li- 
cense entitling such person to do so. The possession in the fields or for- 
ests or on or about the waters of this State, of a rifle of greater than 
twenty-two hundredth caliber, by a non-resident of this State without 
having secured a hunter's license, shall be prima facie evidence of viola- 
tion of the provisions of this chapter. Any person convicted of violation 
of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less 
than thirty days, nor more than three months, or by such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

MUST HAVE LICENSE TO HUNT GAME BIRDS. 

Sec. 31. It shall be unlawful for any person to hunt, pursue, or kill 
any of the game birds of this State without having first procured a li- 
cense entitling such person to do so. The possession of a shot-gun or a 
rifle of twenty-two hundredth caliber in the fields or forests or on or 
about the waters of this State by any alien or non-resident of this State 
shall be prima facie evidence of violation of the provisions of this chap- 
ter. Any person convicted of violation of the provisions of this section 
section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than ten dollars, nor more than fifty dollars. 

MUST PRODUCE LICENSE UPON REQUEST. 

Sec. 32. The failure of any person hunting the game animals or 
game birds of this State to produce the necessary and proper license to 
engage in such hunting, when requested to do so by any authorized of- 
ficer, shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of the provisions of 
Sections 27, 30 or 31 of this act. 

RESIDENT LICENSES FOR GAME ANIMALS AND GAME BIRDSI 

Sec. 33. Any person who is a bona fide elector of this State or the 
child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this State, over the age of 
fourteen years, or a soldier or sailor who is a bona fide elector of the 
United States and has been stationed at a Government Post within this 
State for one year past, upon making affidavit before the Justice of the 
Peace of the precinct in which such person actually resides or before 
a duly appointed Assistant Game Warden in such precinct, which affi- 
davit may, in the discretion of such Justice of the Peace or such Assist- 
ant Game Warden, be corroborated by two bona fide electors of the same 
precinct that such person is a bona fide elector of this State, or the child 
or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this State, over the age of four- 
teen years; or a soldier or a sailor who is a bona fide elector of the Uni- 
ted States, and has been stationed at a Government Post within this 
State for one year past, and upon the payment of two dollars and fifty 
cents shall be entitled to receive a hunter's license, which license shall 
permit such person to pursue, hunt and kill any of the game animals or 
game birds of this State; or upon the payment of one dollar and fifty 
cents to said Justice of the Peace, or to said Assistant Game Warden, 
shall if over the age of ten years, be entitled to receive a bird license, 
which license shall entitle the holder thereof to kill any of the game birds 
of this State during the current year, under the restrictions hereinbe- 
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fore and hereinafter imposed; Provided, That when there is no Justice 
of the Peace or Assistant Game Warden in such precinct, then the appli- 
cant shall be entitled to receive such hunter's license from the nearest 
Justice of the Peace or Assistant Game Warden. But the applicant shall 
make aflSdavit hereinbefore provided for, which affidavit may in the dis- 
cretion of such Justice of the Peace or Assistant Game Warden, be cor- 
roborated by two bona fide electors of such nearest precinct. 

RESIDENT "SPECIAL'' LICENSE. 

Sec. 34. Any applicant who has complied with the requirements 
hereinbefore imposed in Section 33 shall, upon the payment of seven- 
teen dollars and fifty cents to either officer aforesaid in Section 33 be 
entitled to receive a hunter's special" license, which license shall en- 
title the rightful holder therof to hunt and kill one elk in addition to 
the animals permitted to be killed in a resident ordinary" license. 

NON-RESIDENT GUNNER'S AND ''ORDINARY" LICENSES. 

Sec. 36. Any person who is not a bona fide elector of this State, 
or the child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this State, or a soldier 
or sailor who is a bona fide elector of the United States, and has been 
stationed at a Government Post within this State for one year past, but 
who shall be a citizen of the United States or a freeholder in this State, 
shall .upon payment of five dollars to any Justice of the Peace of this 
State, be entitled to receive from such Justice, a gunner's license, which 
license shall permit such person to kill any of the game birds and to 
catch the fish of this State during the current year under the restric- 
tions hereinbefore and hereinafter imposed. Any person w^ho is not a 
bona fide elector of this State or the child or legal ward of a bona fide 
elector of this State, or a soldier or sailor who is a bona fide elector of 
the United States and has been stationed at a Government Post within 
this State for one year past, shall upon the payment of fifty dollars to 
any Justice of the Peace of this State, be entitled to receive from such 
Justice a hunter's ''ordinary" license, which license shall permit such 
person to pursue, hunt and kill any of the game birds or game animals 
and catch the fish of this State during the current year under the re- 
strictions hereinbefore and hereinafter imposed. 
NON-RESIDENT "SPECIAL" LICENSES. 

Sec. 36. Any person who is not a bona fide elector of this State or 
the child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this State ; or a soldier 
or sailor who is a bona fide elector of the United States and has been 
stationed at a Government Post within this State for one year past shall 
upon payment of fifty dollars to any Justice of the Peace of this State, 
be entitled to receive from such Justice a hunter's special" license, 
which license shall entitle the rightful holder thereoif to kill one elk in 
addition to the animals permitted to be killed by a non-resident ordi- 
nary'* license. 
ALIEN LICENSE. 

Sec. 37. Any alien shall, upon the payment of twenty dollars to jiny 
Justice of the Peace of this State be entitled to receive a gunner's license 
which license shall permit the rightful holder thereof to hunt and kill the 
game birds and to catch the fish of this State under the restrictions here- 
inbefore and hereinafter imposed. Each hunter's and gunner's licens? 
shall state the name, age, residence and occupation of the person holding 
the same. 
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SPECIFIC LIMIT ON GAME ANIMALS. 

Sec. 38. Each hunter's ''ordinary" license shall permit the right- 
ful holder thereof to hunt and kill one elk, two deer, one male mountain 
sheep, and the game birds of the State. Each hunter's special'* license* 
shall entitle the rightful holder therof to hunt and kill one elk only. All 
hunter's and gunner's license shall state the kinds and number of game 
animals and game birds which the rightful holder thereof shall be en- 
titled to hunt and kill. 

COUPONS MUST BE DETACHED. 

Sec. 39. Each license permitting the hunting and killing of the 
game animals of this State shall have coupons attached and be of a form 
prescribed by the State Game Warden. Every person holding a hunter's 
license under the provisions of this section shall upon the killing of any 
animal included in such license, immediately detach from such license the 
coupons corresponding to such animal so killed, and within twenty days 
shall mail such detached coupon or coupons to the State Game Warden, 
together with a report stating the name and residence of the holder of 
the license from which such coupon or coupons were detached. Each 
act of pursuing, killing or hunting of any of the animals mentioned in 
this chapter without a license, shall be considered a distinct and separate 
offense. The several District Courts of this State shall have original 
jurisdiction, as well as Justices of the Peace, of any violation of the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

WHEN UNLAWFUL TO SHIP. 

Sec. 40. It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, barter, or ship 
or transport out of the State any live game animals or any head, hide, 
scalp, tusk, carcass or part of carcass of any game animals of this State, 
unless such person or persons shall have first complied with the provi- 
sions of Section 52; Provided, Any non-resident person who has com- 
plied with the requirements of Section 35 of this chapter shall be allowed 
to transport beyond the limits of this State any dead game birds, carcass, 
head, antlers, scalp, skin, or tusk of any animal killed in accord with 
the provisions of this chapter, and the hunter's license of such person 
shall be considered as evidence that such dead game birds or any carcass, 
head, skin, scalp or tusk w^ere taken from animal or animals which were 
killed in season and according to law. Every resident person who has 
complied with the provisions of Section 33 shall be permitted to trans- 
port beyond the limits of this State any dead game birds, carcass, head, 
antlers, scalp, skin or tusk of any animals killed in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter; when the crossing of the territory of another 
state is necessary in reaching the home of such resident person; Provided, 
That no railway, express or other transportation company or common 
carrier or person shall bill, consign or ship to' any station outside of this 
State any dead game birds or any carcass, head, hide, antlers, scalp, skin 
or tusk of any game animals of this State for any resident of this Stat«3 
except as provided in this chapter, and the possession of any such dead 
game birds or carcass, head, hide, antlers or tusk of any of the game ani- 
mals of this State in excess of the number allowed by the provisions 
of this chapter, shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of the pro- 
visions of this chapter; but it shall be unlawful for any such licensed 
person to ship or transport beyond the limits of this State more than 
twenty such dead game birds, and the said person shall accompany such 
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dead game birds. Any person convicted of violation of the provisions 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty dollars, nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less than 
thirty days, nor more than six months, or by both such fine and impris- 
onment. 

WHEN SALE OF GAME UNLAWFUL. 

Sec. 41. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to have in 
possession or to buy or sell any game or any part of game in this State, 
which was killed or taken in another State when the possession, pur- 
chase or sale of such game, or parts thereof are prohibited in this State. 
Any person convicted of the violation of the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for not less than ten days, nor more than 
sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

GUIDES. 

Sec. 42. It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in the busi- 
ness of guiding, as the term is commonly understood, without having 
first procured from some Justice of the Peace, of the county in which 
he resides, a guide's certificate. Any competent person of good moral 
character, who is a bona fide citizen and qualified elector of this State, 
may, upon the payment of ten dollars to a Justice of the Peace of this 
State, receive a certificate as guide, which certificate shall be valid for 
the term of one year from the date of issue unless sooner revoked, and 
shall state the name, age and place of residence of the holder of the 
same ; and shall recite that the holder of such certificate is a person of 
good moral character. Every person, before obtaining such certificate 
shall present to the Justice of the Peace the affidavits of two resident 
tax payers, known to said Justice of the Peace, corroborating his own 
affidavit that he is a qualified elector of this State; and all such guides 
shall be required to furnish to the State Game Warden sworn reports 
each year, not later than December 15th ; the said reports to contain the 
names of persons, guide^umber of animals killed and disposition of 
same; number of arrests and conviction for violations of Game or Pish 
Laws, and the name of the Justice of the Peace granting the certificate. 
Every person acting as guide in this State shall be an ex-Officio Assistant 
Game Warden, and shall file with the State Game Warden his oath of 
office. Each guide shall report any violation of the Game or Fish Laws 
of this State by the person employing him, or by any other person known 
to violate, or observed by him violating said laws. Every guide who, as 
ex-Officio Assistant Game Warden, makes an arrest and prosecutes any 
violator of any of the Game Laws of this State, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive three dollars per day for each day actually employed in making 
the arrest and securing the prosecution, to be paid from the State Game 
Fund, when the account has been approved by the State Game Warden. 
Any person who shall, for pay, aid or assist any person or party in locat- 
ing, pursuing, hunting and killing any of the game animals of this State, 
shall be deemed a guide within the meaning of this section. Any guide 
violating any of the provisions of this section shall have his certificate 
revoked by the Justice of the Peace who granted the same whenever the 
said State Game Warden shall file with said Justice of the Peace an aflS- 
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davit complaining that such guide failed or refused to report according 
to the provisions of this section ; and any guide having his certificate so 
revoked, shall be ineligible to act as guide in this State for a period of 
five years from the date of revocation of his certificate. The State Game 
"Warden and his Assistants are hereby authorized and directed to keep 
a list of all guides whose certificates have been revoked, and to file a copy 
of such list with the County Clerks of the various counties of this State 
for the information of Justices of the Peace, and it shall be unlawful 
for any Justice of the Peace to issue a guide's certificate to any person 
whose certificate has been revoked as hereinbefore provided for or to 
any person who may hereafter be convicted of any violation of the Game 
or Fish Laws of this State, within five years from date of such revoca- 
tion or conviction. 

NON-RESIDENTS MUST HAVE GUIDE. 

Sec. 43. It shall be unlawful for any person who is not a qualified 
elector of this State, or the child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of 
this State, or a soldier or sailor who- is a bona fide elector of the United 
States, and who has been stationed at a Government Post in this State 
for one year past, to hunt, pursue or kill any of the game animals of this 
State, unless accompanied by a qualified guide. It shall be unlawful for 
any party of such non-resident persons, out for the purpose of hunting 
the game animals of this State, to enter the game fields of this State un- 
less each of such non-resident persons has employed, and is accompanied 
by an individual jqualified guide ; Provided, That one man and one wom- 
an may both be conducted by the same qualified guide. Any person con- 
victed of violating the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty dollars, 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 
PAID TO TREASURER. » 

Sec. 44. All moneys collected for licenses and for certificates to 
guides as herein provided shall within fifteen days after receipt of the 
same to any Justice of the Peace, be paid into the State Treasury. Ev- 
ery Justice of the Peace shall also furnish the State Treasurer with each 
remittance, a list of the names of all persons who have secured licenses 
and guide certificates in his precinct, and the date of said licenses and 
certificates. All moneys so paid into the State Treasury shall be credited 
to the general fund. 
COMPENSATION OF JUSTICE. 

Sec. 46. The Justices of the Peace collecting and accounting for 
the licenses and certificates provided for in this chapter shall be allowed 
fees as follows : 

Each non-resident fishing license, fifty cents. 

Each resident ''ordinary" license, fifty cents. 

Each resident ''special" hunting license, one dollar and fifty cents. 

Each resident bird license, fifty cents. 

Each "alien" bird license, one dollar and fifty cents. 

Each non-resident gunner's license, one dollar. 

Each guide's certificate, one dollar. 

Each non-resident game animal license, two dollars and fifty cents. 
CAPTURE OF GAME ANIMALS. 

Sec. 46. Any responsible resident person of good character, who 
shall desire to capture any of the game animals of this State, for the 
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purpose of flomestication and propagation, upon application to the State 
Game Warden, and the payment of one dollar, may receive from such 
State Game Warden a permit which shall entitle such person to capture 
not more than three male elk, six female elk, three male deer, six female 
deer, three male mountain sheep, three female mountain sheep, three 
male antelope, six female antelope. Provided, That during the months 
of January, February, March and April, the capture of such game ani- 
mals shall be under the direction, supervision and assistance of the State 
Game Warden, or an Assistant Game Warden. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to capture any elk more than one year old, or any deer, 
mountain sheep or anteolpe more than three months old. No person shall 
be entitled to receive more than one permit under the provisions of this 
section. The capture and custody of any of the animals mentioned in 
this section shall not entitle a person holding a permit under the provi- 
sions of this section, to kill, sell or dispose of the same; or to ship the 
same out of the State for the period of five years from the date of the 
capture of said animals, but such person shall be entitled to an absolute 
property right in the natural increase of such animals. 

PHOTOQRAPHINQ GAME ANIMALS. 

Sec. 47. Any responsible person who shall desire to photograph any 
of the game animals of this State during the months of January, Febru- 
ary, March and April, upon the payment of one dollar to the State Game 
Warden, and upon the recommendation of two well-known responsible 
electors of this State, may receive from such State Game Warden a per- 
mit; which permit shall entitle such person to enter the game fields of 
this State during said months and photograph any of the game animals 
therein, but such person shall be under the direction and supervision of 
an Assistant Game Warden detailed for that purpose. It shall be the 
duty of all Game Wardens employed as provided for in this and the pre- 
ceding section to prevent any harassing, undue disturbance of, or injury 
to, the game animals of this State. Every person holding a permit to 
Capture or to photograph game animals under the provisions of this sec- 
tion or the preceding section, shall pay to the officer directing, supervis- 
ing and assisting him as herein provided, the sum of three dollars per 
day for each day or fraction of a day such officer shall be so employed, 
and such funds shall be remitted by such Game Warden or Assistant 
Game Warden within ten days after such service has been performed to 
the State Treasurer to the credit of the General Fund, to- 
gether with a statement showing from whom collected, time of service 
and number and kind of animals captured, and place of capture, or if 
ihe has been employed to assist in photographing the game animals of 
this State, then a statement shall accompany his remittance showing for 
whom the service was performed, where and when the time of service. 
Duplicates of such reports shall be filed with the State Game Warden. 
Provided, If such Assistant Game Warden is not regularly employed by 
the State during the time such service was performed, then he shall ren- 
der his account against the State for such sum as may be approved by the 
State Game Warden not to exceed the amount collected, which shall be 
paid from the State Game Fund by proper warrant issued by the State 
Auditor. Provided, further, That all fees or earnings received by the 
State Game Warden under the provision of this section shall be covered 
into the State Treasury to the credit of the General Fund. The State 
Game Warden shall have power to revoke at any time, any permit 
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granted by him under the provisions of this or the preceding section. 
Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this section, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined in the sum of not less than fifty dollars, 
nor more than one hundred dollars, or shall be confined in the county 
jail not less than thirty days, nor more than ninety days. 

BEAVER. 

Sec. 48. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill, wound, ensnare 
or entrap any beaver within the State of Wyoming, until the fifteenth 
day of September, 1912. Provided, That any resident tax payer and 
bona fide owner of real estate in this State may upon his own premises, 
or upon the right of way of his own ditches, kill or destroy beaver when 
necessary for the protection of his dams, irrigating ditches, or trees, or 
to prevent the overflow of water on his lands. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than twenty dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail for 
a period of not less than twenty days, nor more than ninety days ; or shall 
be punished by both such fine and imprisonment. 

UNLAWFUL TO KILL OR CAPTURE BUFFALO.. 

Sec. 49. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill, chase, pursue or 
catch any buffalo of any age at any season of the year in this State, or 
to drive or in any manner remove or transport any buffalo out of this 
State. Any person or persons who shall violate the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a felony, and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the State Penitentiary for not less than 
three years, nor more than ten years; Provided, That this section shall 
not apply to any captive, tame or domesticated buffalo. 

WANTON DESTRUCTION OF GAME. 

Sec. 60. Whoever at any time kills, captures or destroys any game 
animal of this State, and detaches or removes from the carcass thereof, 
only the head, hide, antlers, horns, tusk or tusks, or any or all of the 
aforesaid parts, or captures or mutilates any such game animal while 
alive by removing or detaching a tusk or tusks therefrom, is guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction thereof, shall be imprisoned in the peniten- 
tiary for not more than five years. The purpose and intent of this act 
is to protect game animals of the State from wanton, ruthless or waste- 
ful destruction or mutilation for their heads, hides, antlers, horns or 
tusks alone, and its provisions are to be so construed and the failure of 
any person or persons to properly dress and care for any animal or ani- 
mals killed by such person or persons and if reasonably accessible, within 
forty-eight hours to take or transport to the camp of such person or per- 
sons such carcass, and there properly care for same, shall be prima facie 
evidence of the violation of the provisions of this section. 

UNLAWFUL TO BUY HIDES OR HORNS. 

Sec. 61. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to sell or 
barter, or to obtain by sale or barter, or to ship or transport out of the 
State any carcass or any part thereof, or any hide, tusk, scalp or head, 
mounted or unmounted, or any mounted specimen of any of the game 
animals of this State, or any skin, or mounted specimen of any of the 
game birds of this State except as hereinafter provided. Any person 
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convicted of violation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty dollars, nor more than two hundred dollars, or shall be impris- 
oned in the county jail for not less than twenty days, nor more than 
sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
TAG AND SEAL. 

Sec. 52. Any person desiring to sell, dispose of, or ship or trans- 
port out of the State any live game animal, tusk, hide, scalp, or head of 
any of the game animals of this State except moose or any mounted head 
or specimen of any of the game animals of this State, or any skin or 
mounted specimen of any of the game birds of this State, upon making 
aflSdavit that such live animal was lawfully captured, or the bird from 
which such skin or specimen or animal from which such tusk, hide, skin, 
specimen, scalp or head was taken, was killed in accordance with law, 
and upon the payment of a fee of twenty-five cents to the Justice of the 
Peace of the precinct in which such person actually resides, shall be en- 
titled to have a tag attached to such live game animal, skin, mounted 
head or specimen, hide, tusk, scalp or head, as hereinafter provided, 
which tag shall entitle such person to hold, sell, barter or ship out of the 
State such live game animal skin, mounted head or specimen, tusk, hide, 
scalp or head; but such tag shall not be detached until such skin, tusk, 
scalp, or head shall be mounted or such hide shall be tanned. No tag 
shall cover more than one of the following, to-wit: One live game ani- 
mal, one skin, one mounted head, one mounted specimen, one pair of 
tusks, one hide, one scalp, or one head. Any person who shall have pur- 
chased any tusk, hide, scalp or head under the provisions of Section 61 
of this act, shall be entitled to the enjoyment of the provisions of thi« sec- 
tion, on the written authority of the State Game Warden, or the Assistant 
Game Warden making the sale. The State Game Warden shall furnish 
each Justice of the Peace with a sealing implement and metal tags num- 
bered consecutively, of a form and quality prescribed by law. It shall 
be the duty of each Justice of the Peace, when such applications shall be 
made, to securely attach and seal the said tags consecutively as to num- 
ber and to keep a strict record in his court docket on a page or pages 
set apart for the purpose, of each article by him so tagged, which record 
shall state the kind of article, the tag number, date and name of person 
to whom granted, and on December 1st of each year, he shall submit a 
written report to the State Game Warden, showing the total number of 
each kind of article so tagged and sealed by him and his predecessor in 
office, if any, during the year preceding such report. 
TAXIDERMISTS. 

Sec. 53. It shall be unlawful for any professional taxidermist, or 
taxidermists, who shall mount specimens or heads of game, animals or 
birds or fish, for profit, to fail to keep posted in a conspicuous place in 
their respective shops or offices a list of the names of all persons who 
furnish them with raw or unmounted specimens ; and such taxidermists 
shall be required to exhibit such list together with all unmounted speci- 
mens in their possession, to the State Game Warden or his Assistants 
upon request. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall 
be fined in any sum not less than twenty dollars, nor more than two 
hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
of thirty days. 
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WHEN GAME MAY BE SHIPPED. 

Sec. 64. It shall be unlawful for any railway, express company, 
stage line or other public carrier or any of their agents or employees or 
other person or persons to reecive or have in their possession for trans- 
portation any live game animal, any carcass, or part of carcass, hide, 
tusk, or tusks, or horns of any of the game birds or game animals men- 
tioned in this chapter except as otherwise provided by law. Except that 
nothing in this chapter shall prevent shipping or transporting in any 
manner mounted heads or stuffed birds or animals to any point within 
this State ; Provided, That such birds or animals were not killed in vio- 
lation of this chapter, or that heads or horns were not taken from ani- 
mals killed in violation of this chapter. Any person convicted of viola- 
tion of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars, nor more 
than five hundred dollars. Provided, That none of the provisions of this 
section shall apply to game or fish in transit through this State from oth- 
er states or territories. 

LISTS OF JUSTICES. 

Sec. 66. The County Clerk of each county of this State shall fur- 
nish to the State Game Warden a full, true and complete list of all Jus- 
tices of the Peace within his respective county, together with their post- 
oflSce address. The State Game Warden is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to furnish tags, sealing implements, printed licenses and certifi- 
cates in accordance with the provisions of this act; such licenses and 
certificates to be prepared with stubs and coupons securely bound in 
books and numbered consecutively. He shall provide each Justice of 
the Peace of the State with a suitable supply of license and certificate 
blanks, and such books, together with the stubs and unused licenses and 
certificates shall be returned to the State Game Warden on or before 
December 15th of each year by such Justice of the Peace. The State 
Game Warden shall also furnish to such Justice of the Peace as shall 
apply for the same, tags, sealing implements for the purpose of comply- 
ing with the provisions of Section 52 of this act; which sealing imple- 
ments and tags shall be considered the property of this State, and the 
unused seals and the sealing implements shall be returned to the State 
Game Warden upon the expiration of the term of, office of such Justice 
of the Peace. 

USE OF DOGS IN HUNTING PROHIBITED. 

Sec. 66. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to use do^s 
for the purpose of running or coursing deer, antelope, elk, mountain 
sheep or moose. Any person convicted of violation of the provision of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined 
not less than ten dollars, nor more than fifty dollars ; or shall be impris- 
oned not less than ten days, nor more than sixty days. 

DOG LICENSE. 

Sec. 67. It shall be unlawful for any person to enter the forest re- 
serves of this State for the purpose of chasing or coursing boar or preda- 
tory wild animals with dogs, unless each of such dogs shall have been 
duly tagged as hereinafter provided. Upon application to the State 
Game Warden, and the payment of one dollar for each dog coming un- 
der the provisions of this section, the applicant may. in the discretion of 
.the State Game Warden, receive a license ^ood for the current calendar 
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year only, permitting such applicant to chase and hunt the bear and 
predatory wild animals of this State with dogs, under the provisions of 
this chapter. Each dog contemplated by the provisions of this section 
shall bear a metal tag or plate securely attached to a substantial collar 
and bearing the license number and name of said applicant, and all such 
tags and collars shall be furnished at the expense of said applicant. Any 
person convicted of violation of the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than twenty- 
five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars. 

TRESPASS. 

Sec. 58. It shall be unlawful to hunt, shoot or enter in pursuit of 
game, or to kill or attempt to kill from the public highway any game 
animals or game birds on the enclosed lands of another without having 
first obtained permission from the owner or person in charge of the 
same. Any person convicted of violation of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less 
than five dollars, nor more than twenty dollars. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS MAY APPOINT GAME AND FISH WARDENS. 

Sec. 69. For the more certain detection and punishment of the vio- 
lators of this chapter, the Boai*d of County Commissioners may, in their 
discretion, appoint a Game and Fish Warden for the county who shall 
hold his office during the pleasure of the Board, and shall be subject to 
removal at any time. He shall receive such compensation as the Board 
of County Commissioners may determine which shall be at a rate not to 
exceed three dollars per day for the time actually and necessarily eui- 
ployed by him in the discharge of his duties, and he shall be paid out of 
such funds as the Board may direct. Before entering upon his duties, 
he shall take and subscribe to an oath before some officer authorized by 
the laws of the State to administer oaths, to faithfully perform the du- 
ties of his office. Whenever the attention of the County Game and Fish 
Warden is called to any violation of the provisions of this chapter, and 
he shall fail to take proper steps for the arrest and conviction of any 
person or persons or corporations charged with violating any of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not greater than one hun- 
dred dollars, and shall have his commission revoked; Provided, That 
nothing in this chapter shall prevent the State Game Warden from ap- 
pointing such Assistants in each county as he deems necessary hereinbe- 
fore provided. 

DISPOSITION OF FINES. 

Sec. 60. Upon the arrest and conviction of any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of the Game and Fish Laws, the whole of 
the fine shall be paid into the School Fund of the county in which such 
fine shall be collected. 

AUTHORITY OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 61. Any officer authorized to enforce the Game and Fish Laws 
of this State, may, without process, arrest any violator of any of the 
provisions of this chapter, and such officers shall with diligence, cause 
such person to be taken before the proper court for trial or examination, 
which trial or examination shall be had upon complaint or information 
as now provided by law. Any officer authorized to enforce the Game 
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and Pish Laws of this State may, at any time, seize and take into cus- 
tody any fish, carcass or part thereof, tusk, hide, scalp, head or any game 
bird which is held in possession in violation of law, or has been obtained 
in violation of law, and such game or fish shall be sold to the best ad- 
vantage, and the money derived from the sale thereof shall be paid into 
the State Treasury, to be credited to the General Fund. For the purpose 
of defraying the cost of purchasing of implements and tags, printing li- 
censes and certificates and paying postage and furnishing such other 
supplies and paying such other expenses as may be necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act, the sum of" six hundred dollars 
($600.00), per annum, or so much thereof as may be necessary is hereby 
appropriated out of the State Game Fund. 

UNLAWFUL TO HUNT ON STATE GAME PRESERVE. 

Sec. 62. The provisions of this act or those parts thereof defining 
an open season for, and permitting the pursuit, hunting and killing of 
the game animals and game birds of this State, and regulating the cap- 
ture of such game animals, shall not apply to any of the areas included 
in any of the State Game Preserves now established or which may here- 
after be established. 

STATE GAME PRESERVE— BOUNDARIES —NAMES. 

Sec. 63. For the better protection of birds and animals and for the 
establishment of breeding places therefor, the following described areas 
within the State of Wyoming are hereby set aside and designated and 
established as State Game Preserves, to-wit: All that portion of the 
State of Wyoming embraced within the following described boundaries, 
which area shall constitute and be known as the Teton State Game Pre- 
serve : Beginning at a point where the southern boundary line of the Yel- 
lowstone National Park intersects the western boundary line of the State 
of Wyoming; thence south along said State boundary line to a point 
where Badger Creek intersects said State boundary line; thence east- 
erly along said Badger Creek across the summit of the Teton Range to 
the head of Moran Creek; thence easterly along said Moran Creek to 
Jackson Lake; thence easterly along the southern shore of said Jackson 
Lake to the outlet thereof; thence easterly alonsr said outlet to the mouth 
of Buffalo Fork of Snake River; thence easterly along said Buffalo Vovk 
and the south branch thereof across the Continpntal Divide to the head 
of the West Fork of the Yellowstone Rivor: thonce northwesterly along 
said fork and Yellowstone River to a point wboro said Yellowstone River 
intersects the south boundary line of Yellowstone Park; thence west 
along said south boundary line to the point of beginning; and all that 
area of Wyoming embraced within the following described boundaries, 
which area shall constitute and shall be known as the Big Horn State 
Game Preserve, to-wit: Beginning at the southeast corner of Section 
12, Township 53 north. Range 85 west; thence southwesterly to and 
along the divide between Goose Creek and Piney Creek to the summit 
of the Big Horn Mountains; thence northwesterly along the Big H)rn 
Mountain Divide to the Divide between the east and west forks of 
Goose Creek; thence northeasterly along said divide to the junction of 
said creek; thence easterly in a direct line to the northeast corner of 
Section 13 Township 54 north, Range 86 west; .thence south one mile; 
thence east two miles; thenc south one mile; thence east one mile; thence 
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south two miles; thence east two miles; thence south one mile; thence 
east one mile; thence south one mile, to the point of beginning. 

UNLAWFUL TO HUNT ON PRESERVE— PENALTY. 

Sec. 64. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, at any 
time, to hunt, trap, kill, capture or chase any birds or animals of any 
kind or description whatever within the limits of any of the State Game 
Preserves; Provided, That the provisions of this act shall not apply to 
the killing, capture or destruction of any mountain lion, wolf, fox, 
coyote, lynx, wild cat, mink, marten, or wolverine or any bird not pro- 
tected outside of the game preserves of this State; and. Provided, It 
shall be unlawful for any person to hunt, trap, kill, capture or chase 
any of the above excepted animals or birds without a permit from the 
State Game Warden. Upon application by any person, and the pay- 
ment of five dollars to the State Game Warden, the State Game Warden 
may, in his discretion, grant a permit to such person to hunt, kill, trap, 
capture, or chase any of the animals or birds excepted by the provisions 
of this section. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction be fined the 
sum of not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail for a period of not less 
than three months, nor more than one year; or both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court. 

SHALL BE CONSTRUED. 

Sec. 66. For the purposes of this act where the words ''State Game 
Fund" are used, such words shall be construed to mean the fund aris- 
ing from monies set aside for carrying out the provisions of this act. 

REPEALED. 

Sec. 66. Sections 2101, 2102, 2103, 2104, 2105, 2106, 2107, 2108, 2109, 
2110, 2111, 2112, 2113, 2114, 2115, 2116, 2117, 2118, 2119, 2120, 2121, 
2122, 2123, 2124, 2125, and 2126 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899, Chapter 52 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1901 ; Chapter 44 
of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1903; Chapter 69 of the Session 
Laws of Wyoming of 1905; Chapters 35, 36, 47 and 102 of the Session 
Laws of Wyoming of 1907, and all other acts or parts of acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. Provided, That the 
State Game Warden, and any of his Assistants heretofore appointed and 
now serving unexpired terms, shall not be affected by such repeal. 

ENFORCING CLAUSE. 

Sec. 67. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 164. 

House Bill No. 137. 

RELATING TO THE DUTIES OF THE STATE VETERINARIAN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 148 and 150, and repealing Sections 155, 
156, 158 and 159 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 1899, relating to 
the duties of the State Veter'narian. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

DUTY VETERINARIAN. 

Section 1. That Section 150 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

Section 150. It shall be the duty of the State Veterinarian, or his 
regularly appointed deputy, who shall be a graduate of a legally char- 
tered School of Veterinary Surgery in good standing, shall condemn 
said animals before the proceeding of slaughter and to superintend the 
slaughter of such animals as may be condemned, except sheep and goats, 
and also the destn^ction of the carcass, which latter shall be by burning 
to ashes and shall include every part of the animal and hide, and also 
excrement as far as possible. He shall cause the said slaughter and 
burning to be done as cheaply as practicable and shall pay the expense 
from any contingent fund appropriated for his office, taking proper 
vouchers for the same." 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

Sec. 2. That Section 148 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming of 
1899 be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

''Section 148. In all cases of contagious or infectious disease 
among domestic animals other than sheep or goats in this State, the 
State Veterinarian shall have authority to order the quarantine of the 
infected premises, and in case such disease shall become epidemic in any 
locality in this State, the State Veterinarian shall immediately notify 
the Governor of the State who shall thereupon issue his proclamation, 
forbidding any animal of the kind among which said epidemic exists, 
to be transferred from such locality without a certificate from the State 
Veterinarian, showing such animal to be healthy. Whenever it shall be- 
come known to the State Veterinarian that a disease known as mange, 
itch, scabies, or any other infectious or contagious disease exists among 
cattle, horses or domestic animals except sheep and goats of any coun- 
ty, district or section of the State ; it shall be the duty of the said Veter- 
inarian to take such stops as will prevent the spread of said disease with- 
in the State, and said Veterinarian shall have powder as a sanitary meas- 
ure to inspect and compel the dipping, spraying or other sanitary treat- 
ment as may be determined by said Veterinarian, of all such animals in 
the State of Wyoming, or in any county district or section of said State, 
under such rules -and regulations as the said Veterinarian may adopt, 
and the said Veterinarian may order the owner or owners or persons, in 
charge of such animals, to dip, spray or otherwise treat all or any part 
of such animals as said Veterinarian may find to be infected or to have 
been exposed to mange or scabies, or other infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, lif the owner or owners or persons in charge of such animals so 
ordered treated, shall after reasonable notice to be determined by said 
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Veterinarian, fail, to dip, spray or otherwise treat such animals as or- 
dered by said Veterinarian, then the said Veterinarian is hereby author- 
ized to seize, or cause to be seized, dipped, sprayed or otherwise treated, 
such animals ; and to hold and sell the same, or such part thereof as may 
be necessary to pay all cost of said inspection, seizing, caring for, dip- 
ping,, spraying or other treatment, together with cost of sale, and such 
sale shall be made at such time and place, and in such manner as may 
be prescribed by said Veterinarian after not less than three days, nor 
more than fifteen days' notice of the time, place and purpose of such 
sale has been given by said Veterinarian to the owner or owners or per- 
sons in charge of such animals, and in case personal service of such no- 
tice cannot be had within the county in which the animals are being held 
by such Veterinarian, then such notice may be given either by personal 
service outside of said county or by advertisement in any paper selected 
by said Veterinarian; Provided, however. That the owner or owners of 
such animals so seized and held may, at any time prior to such sale, re- 
cover possession of the same upon payment to the State Veterinarian of 
the amount of costs incurred by order of the Veterinarian against such 
animals; and. Provided, further. That any sum realized from the sale of 
such animals over and above the amount of costs actually incurred against 
such animal shall be returned by the Veterinarian to the owner of such 
animals if known or can by reasonable diligence be found, otherwise to be 
placed in the estray fund subject to the laws. Be it further enacted, That 
it shall be the duty of the State Veterinarian or Deputy State Veterina- 
rian to collect the following inspection fees on all stock herewith enumer- 
ated imported into the State : Horses, fifty cents ; mules, fifty cents ; asses, 
fifty cents; cattle, twenty-five cents; swine, ten cents. All of such fees 
so collected to be turned over to the State Treasurer and reported as 
other State funds. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 1. 

To request the Wyoming Senators, Hon. Francis E. Warren and Hon. Clarence D. 
Clark, and Representative, Hon. Frank W. Mondell, and Governor Bryant 
B. Brooks, to use their influence and best efforts to secure the establish- 
ment of a United States Rescue Station for Miners In Wyoming. 

Whereas, The State of Wyoming contains within its borders one of 
the largest coal areas in the United States, together with most exten- 
sively developed coal mines ; and. 

Whereas, It also contains other mineral resources as extensive and 
more diversified than any other State, which are just being exploited 
and mined on a large scale ; and, 

Whereas, All the mining industries of the State' are carried on in 
practically isolated regions beyond the reach of all rescue appliances, 
available in the older and more densely populated mining regions; and, 

Whereas, Wyoming is practically the geographical center of the 
great coal areas of the West ; and, 

Whereas, The production of coal in .Wyoming, according to United 
States statistics for 1907, was 6,252,999 tons, with a valuation of $9,732,- 
608 ; the same being greatly in excess of all Western States except Kan- 
sas and Colorado; and. 

Whereas, There are twenty million acres of coal measures in Wyo- 
ming, much of which are still unappropriated lands of the United States ; 
and, 

Whereas, The object of the said United States Rescue Station is not 
confined exclusively to life-saving after mining disasters have occurred, 
but are directed also to the scientific and practical education of miners 
in all the most approved modern working methods for prevention of 
mine explosions, etc.; which technical education is the especial need of 
the mine operators and other employees in the West. 

Now, Therefore ; Be It Resolved \xy the Senate of the State of Wyo- 
ming, the House of Representatives Concurring, That Hon. Francis B. 
Warren and Hon. Clarence D. Clark, United States Senators, and Hon. 
Frank W. Mondell, Representative in Congress, together with Governor 
Bryant B. Brooks, be requested and urged to use their best efforts to in- 
duce the United States Geographical Bureau to establish one of said 
Rescue Stations within the State of Wyoming. 

The Chief Clerk of the Senate is hereby directed to transmit a copy 
of this enrolled Joint Resolution, forthwith, to Senators Clark and 
Warren ; Representative Mondell, and Governor Brooks.

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SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 2. 

Proposing to amend Section 9 of Article XV of the Copstitution of the State of 
Wyoming, relating to the establishment of a State Board of Equalization. 

Be It Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming, Two-thirds 
of All the Members of Each of the Two Housep, Voting Sepa- 
rately, Concurring Therein : 

That the following amendment of Section 9 of Article XV. of the 
Constitution of the State of Wyoming, relating to the establishment of 
the State Board, meaning the State Board of Equalizaion, be submitted 
to the electors of the State of Wyoming, at the next general election, to be 
held in said State, as an amendment to the Constitution of the State of 
Wyoming, and which, if ratified by a majority of the said electors, shall 
become a part of the Constitution of said State, and shall take the place 
of, and be known as Section 9 of Article XV. thereof, to-wit : 

ARTICLE XV. Section 9. The Legislature shall provide 

by law for a State Board of Equalization.

PRINTING GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate Concurring: 

That five hundred copies of the Governor's Message, delivered to 
the Tenth State Legislature, be printed in pamphlet form, for distribu- 
tion among the Members of the Legislature, and for other official pur- 
poses.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 2 

RELATING TO CIVIL WAR VETERANS. 
In the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Wyoming: 

Whereas, By the acts of May 15th, 1828, and of June 7th, 1832, 
granting full pay during life to the surviving officers and enlisted men 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps who served with credit during the 
Revolutionary War, the Congress of the United States established a pre- 
cedent for the proper reward of the patriots who offered their lives in 
defense of the liberties of their countries, and of the Constitution of the 
United States; and, 

Whereas, It has been the policy of this country, from the beginning, 
to maintain a small Regular Army, and in times of war to rely upon the 
patriotism of the people to rally as Volunteers in defense of the National 
Flag; and. 

Whereas, It is a recognized fact that the Civil War, 1861 to 1865, 
forms the most sanguinary chapter in the history of the world during 
which struggle the Regular Army was maintained at about 25,000 men. 
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while the Volunteer Army numbered more than 2,500,000 oflScers and 
enlisted men; and, 

Whereas, It is also a recognized fact that the Union of these States 
was preserved, and the National authority maintained by the patriotism, 
fortitude and valor of the Volunteers, to whom this great, re-united peo- 
ple, now enjoying the inestimable blessing of a preserved Union, owe a 
debt of gratitude that can never be paid ; and, 

Whereas, The Congress of the United States, during the Civil War, 
made frequent pledges that the services of the Volunteer Army should 
be fully recognized and rewarded by a grateful country ; and. 

Whereas, The Act of 1901, retiring Charles A. Bontelle, a Volunteer 
oflScer of the Union Navy, with the rank and retired pay of a Captain 
of the Navy; the acts of 1904, 1906, and 1907, granting increased rank 
and retired pay to the officers of the Regular Army and Navy, based 
solely on the ground that they had served with credit during the Civil 
War;" and the Act of 1905, providing for the retirement of two officers 
of Volunteers, namely. Generals Joseph R. Hawley and P. J. Osterhaus, 
with the ranks and pay of Brigadier Generals, were acknowledgements 
of the obligations incurred by the Congress of the United States while 
the Civil War was in progress; and, 

Whereas, There is now pending in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States, a bill entitled, **A bill to create in the 
War and Navy Departments, respectively, a roll to be known as the 
"Civil War Officers' Annuity Honor Roll," which bill grants to surviv- 
ing officers of the Volunteer Army, who served with credit during the 
Civil War, as officers or enlisted men for a total period of two years, one- 
half of the pay of the highest rank held by them during such term of 
service; and to those who served less than two years, and not less than 
six months, like pay in proportion to their periods of service ; tlherefore. 

Be It Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Wyoming, That in our opinion the surviving officers of the Vol- 
unteer Army, Navy and Marine Corps who served with credit in the 
great war for the preservation of the Union, are entitled to recognition 
equal to that bestowed upon the officers who served in the Revolutionary 
War by the Acts of 1828 and 1832, and should receive from the National 
Government honors and emoluments equal to those which have hereto- 
fore been bestowed upon any officer who served in time of war in defense 
of the country. 

Resolved, Further, That we respectively urge upon the Sixtieth Con- 
gress of the United States, the passage of the above named bill, and re- 
quest the Senators and Representatives of the Sixtieth Congress from the 
State of Wyoming to aid in the prompt enactment into law of the bill 
above mentioned, that the surviving officers of the Volunteer Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, may, upon application, receive the pay and emolu- 
ments to which they are justly entitled by reason of their services dur- 
ing the Civil War, and the precedents heretofore established. 

Resolved, Further, That in our opinion, as such survivors now con- 
Btitute but a small remnant of that gallant body of men who led the 
Union forces to final victory, and their ranks are being rapidly depleted, 
the Congress of the United States should lose no time in redeeming the 
obligations to these men, made by the Thirty-seventh, Thirty-eighth and 
Thirty-ninth Congresses of the United States.

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HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 3. 

Bo ]t Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate 
Concurring : 

Whereas, The public lands of the United States have from the be- 
ginning of our General Government, been entered and taken under the 
laws enacted by Congress; and, 

Whereas, The procedure leading to the issue of patent has until re- 
cently been simple, thus enabling the settler to compete with more pow- 
erful interests; and, 

Whereas, The holders of land scrip have during the past five years 
opposed the operation -of all land laws„ with the possible exception of 
the Homestead Act, thus restricting the operation of statutes enacted by 
Congress and adding greatly to the value of such land scrip ; and 

Whereas, The administrative oflBcers at Washington have been and 
are deceived by the published reports emanating from the press bureaus 
conducted by the holders gf land scrip as to the operation of the land 
laws of the United States ; and, 

Whereas, The recent rules and regulations relating to the adminis- 
tration of the Timber and Stone Act place further restrictions upon the 
settler by complicating t.he procedure he must follow to procure 'title to 
such lands, thus further adding to the value of such land scrip and indi- 
cating another victory for the holders thereof; therefore, 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives and the Senate of 
the State of Wyoming in Legislature Assembled, That the Congress oil 
the United States be petitioned to provide by law the limit of authority 
of the officers who are charged with the duty of enforcing the public 
land laws; and. 

Be It Further Resolved, That Congress be petitioned to simplify the 
procedure under all land laws, that settlement may take place rapidly, 
and that our people may be relieved from the oppressive rules and regu- 
lations which have been inspired by the holders of land scrip; and. 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be trans- 
mitted to the President of the United States; to each Member of the 
Cabinet, and to the Members of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives at Washington.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. A. 

RELATING TO CREATING FOREST RESERVES. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

Whereas, The people of the State of Wyoming are oppressed by the 
present policy of the National Government in withdrawing large areas 
of the State from the operation of laws enacted by Congress, thus ad- 
ding to the expense of maintaining law and order and protecting life and 
property ; ^nd, 

Whereas, The creation of large forest reserves has taken from the 
State, areas which contain many other natural resources aside from tim- 
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ber which must be properly utilized if the State is to develop and be- 
come a prosperous commonwealth among those of the Union; and, 

Whereas, Our people are living under a code of rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the Forest Service, rather than under Acts of Con- 
gress; and, 

Whereas, Development is greatly retarded because those responsible 
for such rules and regulations are unacquainted with conditions ; and. 

Whereas, The Forest Service and other Bureaus at Washington 
maintain at Government expense, advertising agencies which mislead 
the people as to the purpose and work of such bureaus ; and, 

Whereas, The people of the State of Wyoming are fully aware that 
the best and highest use of natural resources is not being made under 
the supervision of these Bureaus, and that great waste now occurs which 
might easily be prevented by a more localized control ; therefore, 

Be It Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Wyoming, in Legislature Assembled, That Congress be, and it 
is hereby petitioned to enact such laws as may be necessary for the con- 
trol of natural resources, and to provide an administration of these laws 
in order that direct acts of Congress may operate rather than rules and 
regulations prepared and enforced by an absent landlord; and. 

Be It Further Resolved, That Congress be petitioned to take such 
steps as will place the control and management of natural resources in 
the hands of the people of States as rapidly as those States prepare for 
the responsibility; and. 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy of these Resolutions be sent to 
each Member of Congress, and to the Chief Administrative Officers of the 
Interior and Agricultural Departments.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 5. 

RELATIVE TO CARNEGIE TEACHERS' FUND. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

Whereas, Mr. Andrew Carnegie in 1905 transferred to a Board of 
Trustees $15,000,000 in five per cent bonds of the United States Steel 
Corporation, the income of which is intended to provide retiring pen- 
sions for college professors in the United States, Canada, and Newfound- 
land, under such conditions as may be adopted by the Board of Trustees ; 
and, 

Whereas, Said fund is made to apply to universities, colleges and 
technological schools without regard to race, sex, creed and color; and, 

Whereas, An institution to be ranked as a college must have at 
least six professors giving their entire time to college and university 
work ; a course of four full years in liberal arts and sciences, and should 
require for admission not less than the usual four years of Academic or 
High School preparation, or its equivalent, in addition to the pre-aca- 
demic and grammar school studies ; 

Now, Therefore ; Be It Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of the 
University of Wyoming are hereby authorized and directed to use their 
best efforts to secure and accept for the University the benefits of the 
retiring fund of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teach- 
ing.

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HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 6. 

FEDERAL DONATION IN AID OF STATE FAIR. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

Whereas, The Legislature of the State of Wyoming did, in the year 
A, D. 1905, make a liberal appropriation of public funds, and cause there- 
with to be established a permanent State Fair at the City of Douglas, in 
Converse County, Wyoming, providing that said State Fair be held an- 
nually, at State expense, in order to encourage and promote the develop- 
ment of the State of every nature and character, by offering premiums 
and awards for the best exhibits; and, 

Whereas, The succeeding Legislatures, by most liberal appropria- 
tions, reinforced by the voluntary labors and private expenditures of 
patriotic citizens of the State, have held three most successful annual 
fairs, redounding not only directly to the great benefit of the industrial 
interests of the State, but indirectly to the enhancement of the value 
of .the immense landed domain of the Federal Government within the 
borders of the State of Wyoming; and. 

Whereas, There is pressing need of further and most considerable 
funds with which to erect additional and permanent buildings and other- 
wise improve said State Fair Grounds ; 

Now, Be It Resolved; That our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress be requested and authorized to petition the Congress of the 
United States, in the name of the people of Wyoming, in furtherance of 
the wise and liberal policy of the Federal Government in aiding and pro- 
moting the States, in the establishment and operation of all public in- 
stitutions and economic **Ways and Means," to advance the prosperity 
of the country, and promote the general welfare of its citizens; to make 
an edequate donation of the unappropriated public domain within the 
State of Wyoming to the State, conditioned that the proceeds of moneys 
received by the State of Wyoming, from the disposal or use of same, be 
directed to the substantial improvement of the State Fair grounds and 
other purposes of permanent betterment of same. And each of said Sen- 
ators and the Member of Congress are requested to use their best efforts 
to secure said donation. 

And the Clerk of the House of Representatives is hereby directed to 
transmit an enrolled copy of this Joint Resolution to each of the United 
States Senators and the Members of Congress from Wyoming.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 7. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

Whereas, Settlement has taken place under projects constnteted by 
the Government, under the provisions of the United States Reclamation 
Act, and in many cases hardship has resulted through the operation of 
that Act, which requires the annual payments to be made regardless of 
whether or not water is furnished; and, 
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Whereas, Many settlers will be compelled to leave their homesteads 
and lose all they have invested unless some modification is made in that 
law; 

Therefore ; Be It Eesolved by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Wyoming in Legislature assembled, That Congress 
be and it is hereby petitioned to speedily enact into law such measures 
as have already been introduced by Senator Brown and Congressman 
Kinbaid providing for the relief of these settlers, by permitting them to 
prove up on their lands when they have reclaimed a portion and have 
maintained their homes thereon for a period of two years; and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be sent to 
the President of the United States, and to each member of Congress.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 8. 

In opposition to any reduction in the present tariff on wool or hides. 

Whereas, With the existing schedules of the Dingley Law, the busi- 
ness of sheep and wool growing has been successfully conducted in Wyo- 
ming until now it is one of the leading industries of this young Common- 
wealth, and thousands of citizens find remunerative employment therein ; 
and, 

Whereas, The successful conduct of the sheep business is a material 
factor in the development of the State's resources, the building of irri- 
gation systems, railroads, the cultivation of the soil and the increasing 
number of homes; and. 

Whereas, Any revision of the present wool tariff schedules down- 
ward would immediately injure, and possibly annihilate the great indus- 
try within our borders, and would not only force our flockmasters into 
bankruptcy, but thousands of persons would be without employment, the 
farmers and small settlers would no longer have a market for their hay 
and small grains ; and our merchants and professional men would suffer 
severely in consequence; therefore, 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representative^ of the Tenth Wyo- 
ming Legislature, the Senate Concurring, That we view with alarm any 
revision of the tariff on wool and hides that will in any manner injure' 
our woolgrowers, and through them thousands of other citizens of the 
State who are dependent upon the successful conduct of the sheep busi- 
ness for a livelihood, and we respectfully petition the Congress of the 
United States to maintain the present ^ tariff schedules on wool and 
hides ; and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be for- 
warded to the President of the United States; to Honorable Sereno E. 
Payne, Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee; to Wyo- 
ming's Representatives in Congress, and to each Member of Congress 
from other States, with the request that same be given careful consider- 
ation.

Be It Resolved by the House of Eepresentatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

That the Congress of the United States be memorialized as follows: 

Whereas, Good roads are one of the gr^at first needs of every State, 
and also one of the surest means of aiding the material prosperity and 
advancing the settlement thereof ; this being especially true in Wyoming 
where the country is not thickly populated, and where the means of com- 
munication between the several parts of the State are not numerous. 

Now, Therefore; Be It Resolved, That the Congress of the United 
States is hereby requested to transfer one million acres of the publio 
land now held by the United States within the boundaries of the State of 
Wyoming, to this State for the purpose of creating a fund to be used by 
the State of Wyoming solely for the establishment and maintenance in 
good repair of a system of public roads within its borders. 

Be It Further Resolved, That a certified copy of this Memorial be 
sent to each of the members of the Congressional delegation from this 
States in Congress with a request that they employ their best efforts to 
secure action in the premises.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 1. 

Memorial to the Senate and Hoi se of Representatives of the United States. 

Be It Enacted by the State of Wyoming, the House of Representatives 
Concurring : 

That Wyoming is vitally interested in the coal industry of the Uni- 
ted States, and its commercial prosperity is dependent to a large extent 
upon the present and future ability to sell its coal in the markets of the 
United States. Our markets extend in every direction, and Montana, 
Idaho, Washington and Oregon are some of the natural outlets for the 
great production of coal in our State! Inasmuch as some of these mar- 
kets could be more easily reached from the coal tnines in the Dominion 
of Canada, owing to the proximity of the latter to these mark^^ts; inas- 
much as the wages paid in the Dominion of Canada to coal miners are 
lower, and the hours of labor are longer than in the State of Wyoming, 
we are certain that the removal of tariff upon coal would do the coal in- 
dustry in the State of Wyoming an enormous amout of damage, hard to 
calculate at this time, and would result in materially retarding' th(! de- 
velopment of a great portion of our State ; and we protest against any 
legislation of Congress that would tend to bring about such a result. 

We, therefore, do hereby memorialize Congress not to reduce the 
tariff on coal, and we demand that our interests be fully protected. 
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We do hereby further earnestly request our Members in Congress 
to use their efforts, so that the tariff upon coal will be left as it is at this 
time. 

Kesolved, Further, That the Chief Clerk of the Senate is hereby in- 
structed to forward a copy hereof to each of our Members in Congress.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 2. 

Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 

Whereas, All legislation by the National Congress that will retard 
settlement and affect value of agricultural lands in the State of Wyo- 
ming is to be deplored ; and. 

Whereas, The beet sugar industry is peculiarly adapted to the con- 
dition of soil and climate in the State of Wyoming, and 

Whereas, That Wyoming is furnishing abundant opportunities for 
the establishment of homes, through the settlement of its agricultural 
lands, which will be influenced and encouraged by the establishment of 
beet sugar factories; and 

Whereas, That said beet sugar industry and the consequent high 
land values is dependent upon the location within the State of beet su- 
gar factories ; and. 

Whereas, The beet sugar industry cannot be sustained and carried 
on in free competition with the tropical cane sugar countries, and the 
Philippine Islands are capable of producing an almost unlimited amount 
of sugar; and. 

Whereas, The reduction of the tariff upon, or the introduction into 
the United States, free of duty, sugar of the Philippine Islands, will en- 
danger and discourage the building of beet sugar factories within this 
State; and. 

Whereas, The tariff policy of the Republican Party is founded on 
the basic principle of fair and reasonable protection of legitimate indus- 
try; the carrying out and maintenance of that policy demands protec- 
tion for the industries of this State, and the West as well as those of the 
East ; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to and 
hereby express our condemnation of any and all legislation proposing 
the further reduction of the tariff duties on Philippine sugar, or on sugar 
from any other part of the world, and that we deplore the continual agi- 
tation of proposed reduction in the tariff on sugar, all of which has a 
tendency to discourage and retard the development of the beet sugar 
industry in our State and throughout the West. 

Be It Further Resolved, That copies of this Joint Memorial be sent 
to our Representatives in Congress, with the request that this Memorial 
be presented to the President and to each House of Congress.

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HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 2. 

Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, re- 
questing Congress to grant to the State of Wyoming certain lands for a 
winter refuge f(v game. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

That the Congress of the United States be memoralized as follows: 

Whereas, The advance of settlement in the Western States is grad- 
ually noting the disappearance of wild animal life peculiar to North 
America ; more especially the large species, such as elk, moose, and deer, 
which animals are drvien into the higher mountain regions where winter 
feed and sustenance cannot be procured — a condition that threatens 
their ultimate extinction by starvation ; and, 

Whereas, The lands hereinafter described are Government lands in- 
cluded within the Teton National Forest Reserve, in the State of Wyo- 
ming, with the exception of a few claims located by settlers ; and, 

Whereas, The said lands are so situated as to constitute a natural 
protection and winter refuge for the wild elk, moose, and deer of North- 
western Wyoming; and, 

Whereas, The State of Wyoming has by liberal expenditure and con- 
stant supervision, for many years efficiently protected these animals from 
all danger of extinction, but it is helpless to check the danger from win- 
ter starvation ; and. 

Whereas, There is urgent need of a winter refuge for the elk, moose 
and deer of Northwestern Wyoming; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Congress of the United States 
is hereby earnestly requested to grant to the State of Wyoming for ex- 
clusive use as a winter game refuge, Townships 41 and 42 North, Range 
111 West; Townships 41 and 42 North, Range 112 West; and Tow^nships 
42 North, Ranges 113 and 114 West of the Sixth Principal meridian, all 
being situated in the State of Wyoming, and that some suitable provi- 
sion be made to acquire the holdings of the actual bona fide settlers re- 
siding upon portions of the lands hereinbefore described ; and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That a certified copy of this Memorial be 
sent to the Members of the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States at Washington, District of Columbia.

HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 3. 

RELATING TO HOMESTEAD LAWS. 
Memorial to the Senate and Horse of Representatives of the United States. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

Whereas, It has been demonstrated that the Homestead Act, provid- 
ing for the entry and settlement of 160 acres of public land by a qualified 
entryman does not cover the needs and reach all the conditions in the 
arid and semi-arid sections of the West, owing to soil and climatic cir- 
cumstances not considered when the Homestead Law was passed; 
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Whereas, In the higher altitudes of the Rocky Mountain West, the 
moisture rarely exceeds twelve inches ; the seasons are short, and the pre- 
cipitation variable in quantity and uncertain during the growing season; 

Whereas, These facts render it necessary to conserve according to 
the most scientific methods, all the moisture that falls in winter, spring 
and summer, thus requiring that at least one-half of the tillable area lie 
fallow each alternate season; and, 

Whereas, The farmer who undertakes to establish a home and make 
a living for himself and family in a region in which the greatest natural 
obstacles must be overcome, cannot, with safety depend alone on his 
crops, but must have some grazing land; 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the House and Senate of the 
Wyoming Legislature by Joint Memorial, do hereby endorse and approve 
the 320-Acre Homestead Bill of Hon. Frank W. Mondell, and urge the 
Honorable Congress of the United States to enact the same into law at 
its present session. 

Resolved, That a copy of this Memorial be sent to each member of 
the Senate and House Representatives at Washington, District of Co- 
lumbia.

HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NJO. 4. 

Memorializing the Leglslat.ure of the State of Idaho to create a State Game Pre- 
serve contigjous to and adjoining the Wyoming State Game Preserve. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Wyoming, the Senate Concurring: 

That the Legislature of the State of Idaho be memorialized as fol- 
lows : 

Whereas, The people of this great Nation are beginning to realize 
a disposition on the part of our lawmakers to enact such laws as will 
operate for the fullest conservation of our resources; and. 

Whereas, The game and fish of the Nation form one of our valuable 
natural resources ; and, 

Whereas, Outside of what is known as the Jackson Hole Country, 
in Wyoming, the big game animals of the inter-mountain region, par- 
ticularly elk, are becoming scarcer year by year; and. 

Whereas, The people of the State of Wyoming have by liberal ap- 
propriations and the enforcement of stringent laws, and by the creation 
of a State Game Preserve of approximately twelve hundred square miles, 
upon which all hunting, except for predatory wild animals, is strictly 
prohibited, under heavy penalties; and. 

Whereas, Elk have almost vanished from Eastern Idaho, from the 
Montana line southward and what meager numbers are to be found there 
are mostly in the vicinity of said Wyoming State Game Preserve, and 
are mostly supplied by the overflow from the said Wyoming State Game 
Preserve; and. 

Whereas, The only practicable means of replenishing the game fields 
of Idaho with elk is by the creation of one or more State Game Preserves 
in said State in the most favorable locations, together with stringent 
laws prohibiting all hunting except of predatory wild animals, and the 
strict enforcement of said laws; and, 
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Whereas, The most favoralle location for such a preserve is in the 
eastern part of the State of Idaho, contiguous to and adjoining the AVyo- 
ming State Game Preserve; which statement is supported by the fact 
that the elk are increasing on the Wyoming State Game Preserve so 
rapidly that in the fall of 1908, for the first time in fifteen years or more, 
said animals have appeared in large numbers on the western slope of the 
Teton Range; said migration having been variously estimated by per- 
sons who have had opportunity to judge, at from four hundj'ed to five 
hundred or more, and that practically all of said animals remained on 
said western slope; and. 

Whereas, The re-stocking of the game fields of Idaho, so auspicious- 
ly begun, is certain to be checked and ultimately aborted unless proper 
means are promptly adopted for its favorable continuation ; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of Wyo- 
ming memorializes the Legislature of the State of Idaho fo create a State 
Game Preserve contiguous to and adjoining the Wyoming State Game 
Preserve, and extending from Badger Creek on the south to the Yellow- 
stone National Park on the north, and as far to the westward as shall, in 
their judgment, form a proper winter and summer refuge and breeding 
ground for the game animals above mentioned; and to enact suitable 
legislation for carrying out the purposes and intent of the creation of 
such Game Preserve; and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy of this memorial be sent to the 
Governor, and each Member of the Legislature of the State of Idaho.
